Da.jAMts Lkattie w'as boin, wc 
are inlormctl, in Kincardincfhrrc, in 
Scotland, and received pair vd his edu- 
cation at the Univerfity of Aberdeen, 
where he cultivated the B'Jles Lctties 
with great affuluity, and as great fiic- 
ctfs. His fiill employment was that of 
I'choolmaftcr of Alloa j from whence lie 
was transferred to his native county in 
the fame fituation. He thel^ went to 
Aberdeen to alFift in the grammar- 
I'chool of tlut place, and during his 


refidence there married the daughter 
of his principal. He was afterwards 
•^‘(’omotod to the Profe (Ibi lliip ol Moial 
Fhilofopliy and Logic in theMirifchal 
Ce/llege of that Univerfity, in which 
poll he ftill continues, greatly to the 
advantage of thoic who arc educating 
at that feminary. 

His fiijf publication was in the year 
17^0, ill a voinme of “ O.iginal Poems 
and 'Lranll itions,” 8vo. : a colletiiJi 
which aberwaids he conlidcnd with fo 
little fivoiir as to declare, that the 
poems contained in it wiie in general 
i'o incoircct, that lie would not relcue 
them Iroin oblivion if a wulh could do 
it, Aeeo'dingly .1 vt 1 V fw only it- 
miin 111 the lalt publication ot his 
ve.'fcs. 

In 176^ he publiflicd “ 7 'hc Judg- 
ment of Puis,” a Poem, in ^.to. which 
has not been pre/erved fiom the gene- 
ral })rolc» iption of liis juvenile poems. 
In 1767 hcqbecame known to Mi .Gray, 
from w'hofe {' ieiui (hip he rui^ived lome 
valuab'e hints 1 dative to his admii thic 
j)oem of “ 'The Mmllrcl,” chiefly vvrit- 
teu*the fucceeding year. In 1770 he 
publilhed his excellent antidote againif 
iceprlLilin and inlidelltv, in “ An Ellay 
on the Nature and Immutability of 
Tnith in Oppofitioii to {soph ilfry and 
Scepncihii,” 8v®. a work which has 
received (he appl.iufe of every candid 
reader. In the laft letter he leceiveil 
from Mr. Gray, that Gentleman lays, 
“ I am happy to hear of your fuccels, 
bccaiile I think you arc ferving the 
caiile of human nature, ^nd the true 
inrerdts of manlAiid j your hook is

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read Jicre too, and witli just applaufe.” 
O; the writer Dr. B attie contends 
agajiill, the fame admirable author 
gives his opinion in the following 
words; “ I have often thought David 
Hume a pernicious vrirer, and believe 
he has done as much mifchief here a& 
he has inhisown rountry; a turbid and 
fhallow itream often appears to our ap 
prehen fions very deep. A profeflfcd

On the 
publication of this work the admirers 
of Ml . Hume complained cl the fcveie 
tnanntr in which he was treated j but 
in this pnrMf ular they will be ioined by 
few who confider the nature and ten- 
dency of his writings. A few years 
attei, in 1777, tliis work was repub- 
lilhedin quarto, by lubfcription, at the 
de/ire of ieveial pci/ons ot *11/11111*11011, 
With the addition of ** Eflays on Poetry 
a^d Muficas tliey a Ve< 5 :t the Mmdj on 
Laughter, and Ludicrous Campofi- 
tion j and on the Utility ot Clafllcal 
Learning.” 

In 1 77 1 he publifiied the flrllbook of 
“ The Min/lrcl j or, I'he Progrefs a 
Genius,” in 4ti. j and in 1774 the fc- 
coiul book, both which have been fevcial 
times lep’ *.’ -d, and will be fulhc’ent 
to eilabliilj ihe authors icputation as 
<i poet. About this time he w^as ho- 


noured with a penfion from the Crown, 
and had the degree of Do6foi* of Laws 
conferred on him. In 1783 he pub- 
liihed “ Diflertations Moral and Criti- 
cal,” in4to.; and in 1786, by the re- 
commendation of Blfliop Porteous, he 
completed, and gave the world, “ Evi- 
dences of the Chriftian Religion briefly 
and plainly dated,” 2 vols. i2mo. a pei - 
fonnance intended for the u/e of young 
perfoiis. In 1788 he lepubliflird “The 
Theory of Language," one of his for- 
mer Elfays enlarged and correfted. 

The lemiining work of Di . Beattie 
mud create a fympathy in eveiy good 
mind. On the i9tli of Novvinber 1790, 
he lod his remaining Ion, at the age 
of twenty two years, a youth wdiofe 
talents and virtues gave promife of 
doing honour to his c* untry and to 
human nature. On this occafon, the 
lorrowful father became the ediior of 
hia foil's remains, and piiblifliA*d a vo- 
lume which exhibited a maturity of 
iinderdanding beyond what could pof- 
fibly be expt^ffed in fo young a per/ori, 
and a propriety of condu6l which might 
be held out as an example to the riling 
generation. In this narrative, tl.e loi- 
rows of the man are alleviated by (he 
refignatiou of the Chnlban j and tlic 
Author concludes his account iu the 
following adt^Hrig terms ;

He feems to have laid himfelf open 
neither to enemies nor repi oach, and to 
Jiave been content with fccuii*.g for- 
tune by hib fervices, without rilking it 
by over rating his abiTities. Such ilif- 
cieet courtiers aie iilefulto their Prince 
and to their own fiimilies, prefer ve dig- 
niiy in their own lime, but leave little 
to be recorded but by their genealo- 
glfts. The peremptory and determined 
tempers of the Tudors neceflhrily 
formed many fuch proficients, of whom 
the fil’d Marquis of Winchelter was the 
moft dexterous ; the quintelTence of his 
wifdcjn, which preferved him Lord 
Treafurer to the age of ninety-feven, 
was couched in his maxim of being an 
ofier rather than an oak. 

26. Frances Howard, daughter 
of the Lord Treafurer Suffolk, inarritil 
firft to Robert, Earl of Efl'ex, and then 
to Robert Carr, Earl of Somerfet, fa- 
vourite of James the Firft, by a feii- 
tence of nullity, that fell bitterly on 
the under agents, difgraced the Pre- 
lates who pronounced it, and caufe^l 
the ruin and difeontent of the parties 
concerned, who, tradition fays, grew to 
live under the fame roof with the ut- 
moft hatred and eftrangement. The 
Earl of Ellex feems to have biootled 
over his relentment to the Monarch 
(who 'firft protected Somerfet, then 
deferted him with treacherous alacrity, 
and then paidoned him), till he was 
reven^co on his Majefty’s fon, by 
accepting the command of the par- 
liamentary army apinft him. He did 
not fucceed fo well in confuting the 
injuttice of the fenCeiice of nullity by 
taking a lecoiid w'ife } and his having 
owned an indifpofition quoac/ the firft, 
wis more believed than it had been 
originally, 
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originally, when he left no ilTue by the 
fee * 

Henry Danvers, Earl of 
bANBY. He deferved, by his bravery 
and ftV^ices in the wars in Flanders and 
France, the notice of Prince Maurice 
and of Henry IV. and was therefore 
worthl^of the honours and knighthood 
of tilt garter bellowed by James I. ; 
and he doled his fair career by found, 
ing the phylic garden at Oxford. In 
the collemon at noughton,and now at 
Peterlburg, was another noble whole 
length pory*ait by Vandyck of this 
good Lord ito the robes of the garter, 
his amiable^Auntcnante being digni- 
fied, not coiitraited by a fear from a 
wound on his temple.

Sir 
Edward Bnice, killed in the remarkable 
duel with the Earl ofDurfet, was one of 
her brothers. In her youth, (he was 
tife Platonic miltrefs of William, Earl of 
Pembroke, who, according to the ro- 
nuncic gallantly of that age, wrote a 
volume of poems in her piaile, which 
were publifiied and dedicated to her by 
Di. Donne. In every period flie leenis 
to hive iield one (*f thofe female tribu- 
nils ot literaiuie Hiil inllitiited by the 
Mai t]uis de Kambouillet, :u Paris, and 
ollait ytaisvery numcious thee. The 
Lord Jade, in a letter to Sir William 
'I>m;)le, tells him, that the old Coun- 
ts b of Devon(hire':> lioiile w' is Mr. 
Waller’s chief iheatic (S.e Fenton’s 
Notes on Waller.) One of her de- 
pend ints his recoided her lite in a 
fmail tiaCf wiitteii in the more Ipiritual 
tone ot tliofe rimes. Upon the whole, 
her J-adyi’hij) feems to hive been a fair 
model of our ancient Nobility, a com- 
pound of piety, legulai ity, dignity, and 
human wiftlom, lo difci ei ily clalfed, as 
to fuifei’ none of i hem to i ref pals on tiie 
inteieds ot its aflociates. Thus, while 
her devotion w.is univerfdly admiied, 
her prudence enti ulL*d the education 
of lier eldelt fon to Mr- Hobbej, ; and 
though file lived up to the Iplendor of 
her rank, having a jointuie of 5000I. 
a yeii^ fo judicious was her economy, 
that Jlie ncai ly doubled it j and having 
procured the wardihip of her fon, llie 
maniged his affairs fo Ikilfully, as to 
extricate his ellate from a vafi de^t and 
thirty law-fuits, having, by her affabi- 
lity and fvjeet add^efs (lays her biogra- 
pher,) fo ingiatiatcd lierfelf with tln^ 
lages of the law, that King Charles told 
her, Madviin, you have all my judges

In a word, 
3f this.Countefs in tiie flower of hei age 
was, like the Queen of Bohemia, the 
theme of the wits and poets of the 
Court, in Jiei ripei years /he f'eenis to 
have imbibed the profitable wildom of 
her Loid’s grandmother, ^he famous 
Counters of Shrewfljiiry and to have 
made it her Rudy to preffr ve and aug- 
ment that wealth and importance to 
the houl'e of Caveiulnli, of which the 
grandam had laid i'uch ample fouin^i- 
tions.

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fling difpute with Garrick at a club 
they belonged to, was mean enough to 
carry his refentments to the adtor, 
and, like all men poflefled of the fpirit 
of malice, fought his revenge at the 
expence of his judgment— hence he 
expofed himfelf, by almolt daily criti- 
cilms on the adtion and elocution of 
Garrick— the town laughed at thefe 
iitipotent attempts, but, ted by his own 
iranity and relentment, he went on, 
and MolTop imagining himfelf injured 
by Garrick, Fitzpatrick took him up 
as an engine to fight his quarrels, and a 
new vehicle for his InvedHve. 

With this malicious view, he 
only magnified MofTop's talents for the 
more imperial parts of tragedy, but in 
the fofter fcenes of love and tendernefs, 
and that it was to referve the charadter 
of an uni'verfal aSlor exclufively to him- 
felf, which induced Garrick to fhut him 
out from a fuperior claim. 

What could induce Fitzpatrick to 
carry his refentments againft Garrick 
even at the cxpence of duping the man 
whom he called liis friend and protegee, 
will be bell explained by the following 
anecdote. 

Fitzpatrick was a confiderable mem- 
ber of what was then humouroufly 
called “ the fourth Eftate of the Con- 
ititution,” viz. The Shakfpeare 
Club,” which confii’ed of a number of 
critics, who occnfionally rcfoi ted to the 
Bedford Arms, and who being ama 
tcurs of our immortal Bard, under this 
title, added to their convivialities the 
pleafuies of the drama, and dramatic 
criticifm. Garrick was likewife a lead 
jng member j when one evening it bi - 
jng propofed to contrive Tome peculiar 
maiks of honour from their Society to 
thememoiyof Shakl'peare, a Gentle- 
man moved, “ That as Mr. Gankk, 
who was allowed to be a great admiier, 

‘ and the bell fpeaking commentator of 
the poet, was abfenf, a bufine/s of that 
kind fhould be poftponed till another 
opportunity.” ^ 

This fired Fitzpatrick, who feeling 
too warmly the comparative merit be- 
tween a liberal and, what he might 
think, a mercenary Critic ^ replied, ^l^that 
he wondered any Gentleman flioiild 
propofe deferring the bufincfs of the 
Club, on account of a member's ab- 
fence, who was certainly the moil in 
JigftiJicattf per foil that belonged to their 
Society.** Garrick wat fold this, and 
“^Xl«i ^ ^ancexplanation, aitd feveral 
confei^cev weie held, but tone pur- 


pofe. Fitzpatrick attacked him in 
newspapers and pamphlets, and fiddly 
obtained a viftory over Garrick,^// 
raifing a party for preventing full rtric^ 
being taken on the night of a ^ived 
play, and Garrick had Yiis'^fbvenge, 
nrlt by the publication of a poem of 
his, called, •* The Fribblcriajp, in 
which, with conrider.*ble humour and 
vivacity, he plays with ihe character of 
Fitzgigg, the hero j .|^nd next, by the 
poetical interference^ of hfs fi icnd 
Churchill, who, in his rough, broad, 
fatiric manner, depicted Fjtzgerald as 
• lie of the very worms of Kic creation. 

Under fucha reducer,\^flbp's plain, 
unfufpicious, yet proud temper, could 
not long be at relt— he conllantly de- 
manded fuch charafters as were totally 
unfit for him, whilft Garrick as con- 
ilantly remonftrated on the impropriety 
of them, and brought the receipts of 
the treafury on thofe nights he played 
Aicli characters as the belt vouchei s for 
what he allerted. 'I'his, howevei , * 
brought no conviftion to Mofibp’s 
mind — *twas ** all for Lo'VCf or the 
woild well loft” — he quitted Druiy 
Lane with difguft, and went to L eland, 
where for one or two feafons he played 
with confidtiable luccefs. 

On his return to London about the 
year 1759, Garrick, foi getting all rival 
jcaloqfies, again louglu him and again 
reinftated him in his former nai ts j but 
the daemon of dillatisfaCI ion kill pui 
fued him, and in 1761, he quitted 
Dnuy Lane and the Knglifli Theatie 
for ever in leaich of Irifh adventures. 

Barry and Woodwax ft at this time 
wcie joint Managers of Crow' Street 
Theatie, Dublin, and knowing Mof- 
fop’s abilities, and that thc'y would 
clafh lets with Bai 1 y’s pow'Ci s than with 
Garrick’s, were glad to engage him at a 
tonfiderablefalary— the arrangement of 
their plan w'as well laid, and Mollbp’s 
abilities being dii eCled to a light point, 
their lift of tragedies were itiengtheii 
ed in fuch a manner, as to alibrd tlie 
iiigheft entei tainmeiit to the amateurs 
of the drama : as an exemplification take

He never ill-treats 
his cattlfe, nor makes ufe ol a If k k or a 
whip} a peifett cordiality leems to 
pievail between both ; and the voice of 
rile ^keeper is (hflicicnt to guide and 
govern the whole herd. The cow in 
the Cantoii of Appenztll, enjoys moie 
of that regal d which is due to every 
ufefiil creatuie, and is altogether moic 
comfortable, than millions of human 
beings in Europe, wlio, placed under 
the influence of the ciid^;el and tlie 
knout-, have too much realon to curie 
tJieir cxill’ence. 

Fine cattle ai e tlje pi ide of the cow- 
keepei who inhabits the AIp« : but, 
not iatis-fied with their natuial beauty, 
he will likewde plead* his vanity. He 
adorns his heft cows with large bells 
fufpended fioni broad thongs } and the 
expence h\ fucb bells is carried even to 
a liwirioiis cxceis.

The finelt blad)- cow is adorned with 
the largalt bell,Jlind thofe next in ap- 
pearance have two fmaller. 

Thefe ornaments, hov^ever, are not 
worn everAday, but only on folenm 
occafioiis, v^. when, in the fpring, 

, they are chiven up the Alps, or re- 
moved from one p.dhirage to another ; 
or when they defcend in the autiviin, 
or travel in the winter co the dilterent 
farms where their owner has contrail'ed 
for hay. On luch days the Senn, even 
in thedepth of winter, appears dreft in 
a fine white fliir|, tlie lleeves of whicli 
are rolled up above the elbow j neatly 
enih/oidcred red braces keep up his 
yellow linen trowfers, which leach 
down to his fiioes ; a finall leathern 
cap or hat covers his head j and a new 
milk bowl, of wood, Ikilfully carved, 
hangs acrofs his flioulder. Thus ar- 
layed, the S^nn precedes, finging the 
rwiz des 'vachest and followed by three 
or four fine goats j next comes the 
bandfomelt cow with the great* bell 5 
then the two other cows with fmaller 
bells J and thefe are lucceeded by the 
reft of the cattle, walking one after 
another, and having in their rear the 


bull, with a one-legged millcing-ftool 
hanging on his horns I the proceflion 
is clofed by a traineau, or fledge, on 
which are placed^the implements for 
the dairy. It is furprifing to foe hoW 
proud arid pleafed the cows ftalk forth 
when ornamented with their bells. Who 
would imagine that even thefe animals 
are fenfible of their rank, nay touched 
with vanity and jealoufy } If the leading 
cow, who hitherto bore the largeft bel^ 
be deprived of her honours, (he mani- 
fefts her grief at the difgrace by lowing 
inceflantiy, abftaining from food, and 
growing lean. The happy rival, on 
wtiom uie diftingui filing badge of fupe- 
riority has devolved, experiences her 
marked vengeance, anci is butted, 
^Vounded, and perfccuted by her in the 
molt fuiious manner, until’ tlie former 
either recovers her bell, or is entirely 
removed from the herd. However 
ilngular this phoenomenon may appear, 
it is placed beyond all doubt, by the 
concurring teftimony of centuries. 

The cows, when difperfed on the 
Alps, are brought together by the 
voice of the Senn, who is then laid to 
allure them (lecktn). How well the 
cattle diltmguilh the note of their 
keeper, appears from the circumftance 
of their Inftening to him, though at a 
great diftance, whenever he begins to 
hum the ranz des caches* He fui nilhes 
that cow which is wont to Itray fai theft 
with a fmall bell, and knows by l^r 
arrival that the reft are alTembled*

The yoOng children of the houfe, 
at the fmell and fight of the vi6tuals, 
inflantly fet up a yell, until they are 
appeafed by the hoftefs, who quiets 
tneoi by faying, They fhall have fome 
when tne Gentleman is done j” which 
is, by-the-bye, a hint to you not to eat 
too much. By this time a number of 
young cats are clawing at your elbqjy, 
and, as it were, putting you in mind 
that they ought to come in with you 
for fnacks ; and if you be not very cir- 


cumfpe6l, fome of the more enterprifing 
among them will leap up in an 
and unflefh your fork' with as tnu^ri 
dexterity as if they had ferved ftvejf 
years apprenticefhip^ to the bi^hpfs.

FURTHER ACCOUNT OF DR. HUGH BLAIR 


H ugh Bi air, Dodoi in Divinity, 
Profellor of Rhetoric and Belles 
Letties in that Univer/ity, 1 cllow of 
the Royil Society of F^dnibuigh, Ho- 
norary Meinbei of the Highliiid Society 
of London, &c and author of foine of 
the moft popular woiks on (ubjCcFs of 
piety, taHe, iiid nioi ils, which have 
ever appeared in l^uiope, w is bom it 
Fdinbingh in Api il 1718. His fither 
wis i ) ounger brotln 1 of the ancient 
finiilyof Bi AIR, and a clergyman of 
tlie Ctiiii r h of Scotl tnd. Aftei icouife 
of libcril educition U the Ichools, iiui 
in the Univerhry of his intne city, the 
Ion took the dcgiee of M illei of A»tj>, 
and entered into holy ordeis, in the 
yeir 1742 He is piefented, tint (mie 
yeai , to the i oral benefice of Collelie, in 
the county of F ifc. Fioin C olleiie, he 
wi*- Toon tianflitcd to the Canongitc 
Church, at Edinbuigh. In the >eai 
1758, he became hrlt Miniffer of that 
which is called the High Cliuich of 
Edinburgh. The Univerfity of St. 
Andrews about tint time confeiied 
on him the honour of DoClor in Divi- 
nity. In 1761, the PiofelTorfliip of 
Rbttortc and Belle* Lettres wa» inftituted 


intheUniveifity of Edinburgh, for the 
pin pole of being filled by Di. Blair, 
Ht wis one of tliofe who piomoted the 
collcfVioii, the tran(lation, 3 nd the Eng^ 
lifh public itjon of the Poems of OJ/ian. 
Hii» own tti It publication ACtitical 
Dtjjertotion on thofe Poems whicli iccom- 
pinied the tranllition, by Maepherfort, 
In the year 1777, publifhed the frfl 
volume of tliofe Sennons which ha\e 
been fo p’l-iui illy read and aJmited, 
1 he late Di . Simuel Johnfon was one 
of the hilt to priife them. The fuccels 
of his hilt volume encouraged him to 
add a feconJ, A th rdy and a fourth^ 
after different inteivals, fjllowed, 
Thev weie all leceived with the fame 
ardent* approbation They have been 
rc-pgnted, we believe, almolt to a 
twentieth edition, by the London pro- 
pi letors of the copy nght In Ii eland 
and Ainei ici, they have pafled tbiough 
vaiiius editions In the year 1783, 
Di. Blair wis peiyiitted to rttiie fiom 
the ofiiciil exejcife of hi* d itics, as 
Pi -feffoi of Khetoi ic , ftill continuing, 
however to enjoy the faUiy of that 
appointment, and to letain the thiric- 
tei of Projfjfor Emeritus, His Lectures

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were /bon after made pubKc» from the 
pre(s. Temperance, exercife, and the 
advantages of a confHtution of body 
naturally found and healthful, pre- 
ierved him-— to within a few years of 
his death, in full ability to difcharge 
the clerical duties of his office. He had 
iurvivcd his wife, Vkrho died a fc\v 
years fincc ; and his only child, a lovely 
daughter, who was fuddenly fnatcbed 
A^Vay by a fever, in the flower of her 
4 lge* To the la(t, lie remained equal 
to the duties and the fober enjoyments 
of domeflic life. 

His emoluments, at firlt modecafe, 
were gradually iiicieafed. As a Mini 
Iter of Edinburgh, he had a ft i pend of 
aool ; a year i as I^oleftTor of Rhetoric, 
he had an annual falary of yo\. From 
Oboiit the time o/ the publication of the 
lecond volume of his Sermons^ he had 
n penfion from her Majetty of lool. an- 
nually, which, when he ceafed to lec- 
ture on Rhetoric, was augmented to 
500I, The copy-money of his works, 
received at difterent times, might 
amount in all to nearly 4000I. His 
llyle of living was comforcable and 
refpe6>able j he entertained his friends 
with elegant hofpitallty j divided his 
year between the town and its rural 
environs; and kept hiscariiage. His 
expences were* carefully regulated; 
and he has, it is faid, left a fortune of 
between 15,000!. and 20,000!. 

If the merits of an Author m.ay be efti- 
matedby the popularity and general ufe- 
fulnefs of his writirigs,it will be impoftl- 
ble to deny Dr. Blair, as a man of tafte 
and judgment, almoft the very firlt rank 
among his cotemporaries. His Critical 
DiJjertatknow tlie Poems of Offian, com- 
bines the philofophy of Ariltotle with 
the eloquence of Longinus ; mingles 
the metaphyfical criticifm of the Scots 
with that criticifm of mere taJte and 
erudition which is preferred by the 
Enelifli ; difplays, above all, a ^ound- 
nefs of judgment, and a delicate fenfe of 
propriety, which are fcarccly rivalled 
by any other critical production either 
in ancient or modern times. At the 
period when his Sermons weye firlt 
offered to the world, this fpecies of 
writing had loll alifioft all its former 
bower over the minds of the public, — 
Mere elegance and propriety of ityle 
cDuld have nad but fmall effea to m^e 
fermons fo fuddeiily popular and fo 
emiiiently/a/hionable. It was the Ikill 
which they were adapted to the 
, very tone of the public u{te, humour, 


and judgment— It was the union^hicb 
they exhibited of mild religion, aitfl 
pure and liberal philofophy, withrd^ 
criminating obfervation on the 
of human cond^,^^d«eHft,X»j^nes of 
human life.y^Tt was in conjugation 
with fuch malities, that^pic ijiiity of 
comporitioji, that lumii^us bcTuty and 
juftnefs ofV*rangemw> thaf fpirit of 
propriety Jid difj^tion^ /•'ervadinjg; 
them in evfery part, — to ^which ins 
Semions that fudddn but flill 

rifing popularity which they have, ever 
fince their firlt publicayn, enjoyed. 

They pie fen t a fyfremgf Pcrioateiic 
and Christian Philolophy, happily apr 
plied to regulate the conduct of men in 
every important condition of life. His 
eloquence is vigorous, lively, Iplendid, 
always correct, but rarely riling to the 
liigheft pitch of vehemence ci lublimi- 
ty. 7 'Jic Ityle is pure, and abounds in 
thofe felicities of ex*prellion winch are 
named by the Roman Critics, “ arden^ 
tia *verba" — by Gray, the “ Words that 
burn'' His eloquence is always-orna- 
mented to the very limits of claflical 
propriety— never beyond thefe. A fm- 
gdlar clearnd|k<^f both thought and 
expreflion every where remarkably ap- 
pears throughout his Difeourfes. He 
IS often folcmnly fublime, more fre- 
cjuently tender and Ibftly pleafing, 
lometimes meltingly pathetic. Such 
perfect correCtnefs was never before 
united with a fire fo pure and vivid. 
WkfLe^ureSf after having, in their deli- 
verance from the Academical Chair, 
operated in an extraordinary degree to 
correct and refine the talte of his coun- 
trymen, have been confefted, fince their 
publication, to alford the bell lyftem 
of the principles of tafte and the l.iws 
of literary compofition, which has been 
olfered to the world fincc the age of 
Quintilian. 

Superficial readers have fancied and 
affirmed, that, while fo popular, his 
v/ritings wanted depth and originality 
of fentimcnt. Never was there a nioic 
egregious miftake — He ever feizes his 
fubjeCf with a mafterly grafp, views it 
on all fides^ penetrates with ke n dif- 
cern men t through its mollfecrct obfeu- 
rities, dtfeovers relations hitherto un- 
known, cxercifes the happy art to illu- 
minate the obfeure, to dignify the fami- 
liar, to belfow upon the new every eafy 
and natural chai'm.

good tafte, and prudence of our Coun- 
trymen, in withholding from the public 
eye, thole impnie dcfcriptive (cenes ot 
a voluptuous Court, which would have 
tendency to inflame the paflions and 
corrupt tlie morals of our youth of 
both Icxes. I^t the condu^^ of the/c 
worlliy book fellers lerve as a beacon to 
the \€vy few in the buflnefs who, 
regiirdlefs of every other conlideratioii 
but felf intereft, publith, under the 
fpecious titles of Memoirs .and Anec- 
dotes, fuch private tranfiClions as vio- 
late all the rules of public decorurti, 
and defer VC th^ fevered reprehen lion 
from every man of letters who is con- 
cerned for the honour and morality of 
the Britilh prefs. In the hands of the 
libertine and the fenfualift, let the few 
copies of the original brought into Eng- 
land remain in privacy /, and let us 
hope, that the Officers of the Cultomi 
, will 
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will have timely orders from their fu- 
periors to prerent any future importa- 
tions of thefe mental poifons. We 
dwell more particularly upon this fub- 
jeft, becaufe a report is current, that 
the French originals “will be allowed 
to be imported',” and becaufe we recol- 
le£t the faral effeils of the indifcieet 
tranflation, Tome years fince, of a moft 
pernicious novel, entitled Les Liafons 
Dangereufes, from which were imbibed 
principles liiglily injuiious to matri- 
monial fidelity, deltru6live of doniefiic 
harmony, and calculated to feduce the 
higher ciafles of females to imitate the 
Joofc manners of the Parifian women of 
the fame rank, at the time when the 
corrupt manners of the pi ofligaie Did:e 
de Chartres, afterwards too well known 
as Oi leans, prevailed generally at Paris, 
and too much at the Court of Ver- 
failles. 

In the fir ft Chapter, fome interefting 
particulars are related refpe^iing the 
projefled marriage of the young King 
of Sweden and the Princefs Alexandra, 
the prefent Grand Duchefs, and the 
eldeft daughter of the Emperor Paul, 
which, we believe, never before ap- 
peared in print,. “ This amiable Prin- 
cefs was educated and trained up in the 
idea of being one, day Qiicen of Swe- 
den j every perfon about her confirmed 
her in this' idea, and enteitained her 
with the charms and eaily ripening 
accomplilhnienis of the young Gulfa- 
vus. Catharine one day opened a port 
folio, containing portraits of ftveral 
unniairied Primes, and prell'ed her to 
point out which of them Ihe fiioind 
like belt for a huftiand. The child, 
blulhing, chofe the poriiait of him, of 
whom file had heard fo many fine 
things, and who was nlrca<1y the lover 
of her riling imagination. The good 
old lady, not confid?ring that her 
grand-daiigliter could read, ard J<Jiev/ 
the Prince of Sweden by his name ;u the 
bottom of the picture, perfuaded her- 
feir, that fympathy had decided in his 
favour, and purfued her Icheme with 
redoubled ardour.” 

By the violent and fiidden deafli of 
bis father the young Jfrince unexpe^T 
cdJy became King of Sweden, and care 
had been taiten previous to ibis event, 
by the emifiTaries of Catharine, to en- 
gage thole perlons who had the nioft 
trequent accefs to him, to iufpire him 
^ithfentimefftsof reciprocal partiality 
in favour of Alexandra j but the grand 
iDbftacle to this connexion was, the ani- 


mofity which the Duke of Sudermaniai 
the young King's uncle, and Regent ofy 
the Kingdom during his minority, fj|P* 
tered fecretly in hi s breaft, not/iffly 
againft Cathariy^j?^^JiffITft'The"^ftcm 
of RufiTian polincs. Yet, b^*he o^wer- 
ful influencejftnd deep intrguesfcf the 
Emprefs, th£ difficulty jfppearA to be 
furmounted,\ind theyCluke yas pn- 
vailed upon |o acco|apany ^is royal 
ward in a vifil to the Court Ff Pecerf- 
burgh, and t<r bi'eak olf a ifegociation 
which he bad entered into/ir mai rying 
the young King to a/Piincefs of 
Mecklenburg. The reconciliation of 
two Aich illuftrious perfonages as the*^ 
Duke and the Emprefs, after having 
exhibited to all Europe proofs of an 
implacable hatred, was the wonder of 
the day j a Genevefe of the name of 
Clinftian, formerly the right hand and 
Secretary to Calonne.the famous French 
financier, being at Stockholm, wrought 
this political miracle. 

On the 25th of Auguft 1796, the 
King of Sweden, then only feventceii 
years of age, arrived at Peterlbuigh, 
with his unc^ud a numerous fuite. 
At his firft intMfHw with the Emprefs, 
file appealed enchanted, and, co 11 fe her 
own exprefiion, almofl in loi:e n.iitb him 
herfelf. The interview with tlie young 
Princefs was Itill moie interefting } and 
the eyes of the whole Court being 
turned towards them, their confulion 
increafed. 'I'hen it was, that each 
feemed to find the other woitliy of the 
icntimtnis with which they J»ad been 
infpirtd irom infancy. All the pomp 
of the Ruflian empiie was leduloufly 
difphayed to his view j but it did not 
dazzle him. His attention was wholly 
taken up with noticing every thing the 
molfwoithy of liisoblervarion. Thougli 
in a ftate of continual enchantment, in 
the midft of a moft brilliant and niime- 
lous Court, and the moft fplendid en- 
tertainments, he w'ifely employed ins 
mornings in traverfing the city with 
the Regent, and feeing every thing 
that could be interefting or inltiu6Hve. 
Every where, he put fiich queftions, or 
gave fuch anfWers, as fhewed the iin- 
deiftanding he pofiefled, and the educa- 
tion he had received. 

At length, all the preliminaries be- 
ing, as it was fuppofed, duly adjulled, 
the day was fixed for the ceremony of 
betrothing the young couple. It wa^ 
the lift of September. The whole 
Court received orders to afiemble iiv'’. 
full drefs, in the apartment of the 

Throne, 
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Throne. The young Pri nee fs lfehi ted 
as a bride, and attended by her fifteis, 
\^he Grand Dukes and their wives, and 
Ladies and Gentlemen ^ alfo 
ijl and his confort, 

the motherV^ tlie Princefs, 

were^Herfcyed by Teven’^’clock in the 
eveniit. Jfcmprefs B^rl'elt* arrived 

iboji alter, in^W imaginable pomp. No 
one wwL wantii^ but th| young bride- 
groom, '^lofe tardinefslit firft excited 
aftonifliiri^jit. The repeated going out 
and comingyin of Zubof the favourite, 
and the impaience which the Emprefs 
exhibited, ]bon excited the curiofity 
^aud whlfperings of the Ladies. The 
King, however, did not appear. The 
realoii was, that the Ruifian Miniltcra 
of State, Zubof and Mackof, had car- 
ried him the marriage contrail to iign 
at fix in the evening, which having 
read over, he found a Itipulation for 
the Princefs to h^ve a chapel, and Ruf- 
fian pricll-. in the Palace, that (he might 
profefs the Greek religion publicly, 
which was incompatible with the Swe- 
difh conllitution. The King had only 
agreed not to lay any reltr.iint on the 
confcience of the Pri|pjifs in the pri- 
vate exercile ot the Greek religion, but 
in public he had infilked that ihe dvould 
conform to the religion of his country, 
and he conceived that Catharine had 
contented to this arrangement. With 
furprife, theiefoie, he alkcd Mackof, if 
the Empiefs heiTclf had fent him that 
contract to (ign j and being anfwered 
in the ailinnative, he pofiiively retuCed 
to Iign j and after repeated folicita- 
tions, to avoid further iinpoi t unities, 
he retired to his apartment, and faltened 
the door. 

Tliefe dehates, however, kept the 
whole Couit in waiting till pall ten 
o’clock, when it became necellaiy to 
inform the Emprefs, that the Treaty 
was broken oif. She role, attempted 
to (peak, but her tongue faultered j 
(lie nearly fainted, and had a flight fit, 
the precurlbr of that which canied her 
off a few weeks after. The very atfefl- 
ing circumflances which followed this 
unexpected difappoincment, both with 
refpeCl to the Einprefs,tlie young Prin- 
cefs, and the King him/elf, are related 
in a manner that carries with it eveiy 
evidence of genuine truth and candour. 
The firmnefs and patriotifm of the 
young King, who facrificed his grow- 
ing affection for the Princels to the 
iBonfcrvation of the laws and cultoins of 
country, the fuffering of the Pria* 
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cefs, and the agonizing vexation of tho 
Empi efs, who (hut herlelf up in her 
Palace ot Tauri?, excited pity for their 
fate, and general execration againiffher 
Miniiters. 

Some circumitanccs refpeCling thf 
death of the Emprefs, are Iccrets nojt 
revealed till this publication appeared^ 
for particulars we refer the curious tO 
Chapter II. containing an account of 
her iicknefs and death j but the follow* 
ing reflections on the fate of herlelf and 
two of her favourites, are too inffruCt- 
ive to be paffed over. 

What a contrail, what a leflbn doea 
the death of the three greateff perfon- 
agesof Rulfiaoffer I Orlof, who reigned 
twpl veyears bythe fide of Catharine,clied 
in ailate of wretched infanity.Poteinkin, 
the powerful, the magnificent Poteni. 
kin, the founder of io many cities aitd 
palaces, the conqueror of a kingdom, 
expired by the road-fide, lying on his 
cloak ; and Catharine, the renowned 
Emprefs of all the Ruflias, fell down ia 
a fit in her water-clofet, and died on the 
door with a lamentable ihriek I Strange 
as it may appear, this mighty woman, 
who had exhibited fuch amazing ppinp 
and fplcndour in her, court not m^iny 
weeks before, was fo negleCltd by hef 
numerous retinue, attendants, anu fer- 
vants of different denominations, tliat 
none of them thought; of taking her up, 
and carrying her to fome of the beds or 
fophas of the Palace j (he was litei'ally 
drawn from the paffage of the water- 
clofet into the anti-chamber, placed, on 
a niatcrcfs under the window, where (lie 
lay thirty -fe^ven horns, mo Illy in a (late df 
iiijeiilibiiity in the cold month of No- 
vember, and in that fevere climate, with*- 
out any attempt to recover her by the 
warmth of down-beds.” 

Great pains have been taken by ouc 
Author to delineate the real charaClcrs 
of Catharine, of her couitiers, and of 
her fa*^vourires, who, in faCl, were her 
Mimflers ^ and if long experience be 
coniidered as a qualification for this 
talk, he may ju:Uy claim it, as he in- 
forms U3, that lie was well acquainted 
with the Court, was relident in the 
capital during th^ lail ten years of her 
reign, and near the perfon of ffic Em- 
prels, whom he ufually faw twice a 
week. On the other hand, many of his

In confequence of this plan, (lie had 
iilued orders for raifing neaily one 
hundred thoiifand recruits. The coffers 
of the State being emptied, and aiSg- 
nats multiplied to fuch a poinr, that 
they were threatened w’ith the fame 
depreciation as in Fiance, ihe thought 
proper to double lier current com, by 
giving to every piece of money twice 
Its former value. Paul quaihed ihcfe 
two dilaftrouo meaiures, which wcie 
already begin to be put in execution. 
At the fame time, lie broke oif the 
treaty of lublidy with England, then 
on the carpet ; not that it was his 
intention, as !iad been puoliOied abroid, 
to acknowledge the Fieiich Republic, 
but becaijfe hislmperial pride was aluive 
entering into the pay of England, like 
ft petty Prince. 


Kofeiufleo, the famous PoliHi patriot* 
confined with his aii'ociates as priibners 
of war, he fet at libei ty, and perinittCil 
the wounded and inhnn lalt defender 
of his country to be carried to Court* 
and introduced to ilie Emprefs. It is 
well known that tliis virtuous chief 
ref uied a liberal eltabliilimeat in Ruifia* 
but accepted a Aim of money from the 
Emperor to enable him to live mde- 
pendent in Ameiica. 

Fie alfo enufed a fearch to be made 
for rhofe Otlicers who were attached to 
his fither at the time of his iiiihappjr 
cat:htrophe, and who had fince lived 
in difgrace and obfcuiity. They were 
found out ill their reti eats, brought to 
Ccurt, and honourably employed . Fi- 
nally, the vengeance he took on fome 
of the aifa/uns of Peter 111. poifefred a 
degree of I'ublirnicy which was univer- 
lally approved, 

“ This," {liys our Author, « was 
the condii> 5 b of Paul in the fiift days of 
his rei;^',n ^ and 1 have colledbed the 
wholeof it ’.^getlier, left thofe iiiftances 
of lealbn, juft ice, and feeling fhould be 
loft and forgjtren in the heap of un- 
accountable afbibns with which they 
were aftei* wards obfeu ed." 

Of thefe, in their order, as they have 
aft’ec^led his own lubjeds, and injui^ed 
thofe of our own country, we propole

reat quantities in all parts of tl e 
ingdom, by grenff or gentlemen faim 
ers Similar ciiciimtiances, he has 
good reafon to jiclieve, have exiifcd 
from the month of Ottvober 1 Soo, to the 
prelent hour, and have hithei tocfcapcd 
detedion, beciufe the piopcr means 
have not been taken to dilcovtj con- 
cealed graia, 

Thele oblervations refpeft tlie firfl 
part of his Lordihip’s panipliiet, in 
which he Hates the mirapprehenfioos 
that have taken place refpeding corn. 
For a«{ to ilie fecond part, point- 
ing out the means of relief fiom the 
prefent nJjumeU fcaicity, it contain » 
the mofl judicious and IrierK^ly advice 
to all ranks of the community. Rut 
before we pioceed to tlie leinedy, it 
will be proper to di'cufs his LoiVlildu’s 
information concerning the caulcs 
which have produced the evil. 

Our piefent difficulties, according 
to this refpecfable wiiter, arc fo de- 
I'Cjident on, and blended with-ythofe 
which arofe from yie bad harveft of 
*799> fhat it is elTcntial to include the 
wholdf of that period in theobfcivi- 
tions he has to make on the fubje^f. 
And we aie told, that, owing to an 
inclement feafen, the worlt ever expe- 
rienced, tlfcs deficiency in the crops of 
1799, was £! -tter than tlie deficiency in 
1796, the period of :t \eiy high

The 
average yearly conluinption is com- 
puted at Light inulvjns of quarters 5 and 
the beft opinions agree, that the crop 
of 1799 wjs not fo much as two thirds 
of a crop iiecefTary for the ufuai con- 
luinption of Gicat Britain and its de- 
pendencies. — Deficiency, 2,666,666 
quarters, which it became neceflary to 
limply ftoiii the Itoi k in hand of the 
lo'mercrop (the piemature confuinp- 
lion of w'hich would produce fcarcity 
the en filing year), or by importation.” 
In fine, his Loidfhip has taken great 
yaiiib to Ihew, that there has exilted a 
real great Icaicity from 1799 to the 
prelent liour, and toexculpvite all pci- 
lons engaged in the corn hufiiielb, fiom 
the fariiieis and millers down to the 
London corn fadiors, from all unfair 
dealings whatever; and he laments, that 
“ iiotwithlbiiding the deficient ftate of 
crops in England, the exhaiilled fluck 
pieviuus to the lait harvell, and the 
iiifiifficieiicy of the quantities imported, 
w'c have htaid Itill more violent alfer- 
tu ns of great abundance and of artifi- 
cial Icaicity, with a leiloubled and out- 
lagtwus hue and cryagainft engroflers, 
foieltailei s, and rcgiaters. ^'hat men 
of weight and refpe«5fabilir*to whom 
the count y looks up for information, 

I e-echo and encourage the opinion, 
that no ical deficiency exifts, and that 
there nie no juft grounds for the pre- 
lent molt exorbitant prices of corn, 
and of nil the other firif necelfiuies off 
life- that even corporations and meet- 
ings of all forts have entered into re^»- 
lutions declaratory that there is abunav 

ance ^ 
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, ahtft of corn hi the country, and that 
^he high prices are to be attributed to 
foas^ftallerB, cngroffcrs, and regratcrs." 
Sinc^J^en, sjnafs of the better 
claflea^ol^ie people, h:it of the indi- 
gent, ^ive^ncd in th»s hue and cry, 
will it,1Ln it*be doubted, that there ’S 
more oi-Jcfs g?^und for l\ich opinio.is. 
Let us, fcen, prc'reed to ij^fute ibme of 
his Lordftjlp's ftrongelt aj’‘gumcnrs, in 
defence oRthe hardene 1, avaiicions 
wretches, vv\om he in vain endeavours 
to acquit. 

Page 5. “ He admits the difficulty 
of obtaining falisfa6lory inform ition 
“of the ftock of corn in every part of the 
country.” — This alone is fufticient to 
fuoport rli5 charges againft monopo- 
lizing farmers and millers. The wri- 
ter of this review is not acquainted 
with the ftatements of Mellrs. Davies 
and Webb, whicb his Lordfhip alferts 
were pei'feflly unfoundedi but as to 
the Gentlemen, who made the furvey 
alluded to in the note to the fame page, 
forming a judgment of a vail deficiency, 
becaufe, “ inltead of a large number of 
Hacks of old wheat, only tluee weie 
found in the moH fertile parts of the 
country towaids t!ie Welt,” nothing 
can be more abfurd j for hcie tlie un 
penetrated fource of the evil lies — the 
in flan t corn begins to rile above tlie 
average price in times of plenty, the 
Hacks are removed, the com thielhed 
out, and carefully conceded, till it 
reaches the lumniit of ju'ice with which 
cupidity will be fitisfied j and no mca- 
fures have been tiken to attain the (fif- 
covery of tliefe contealmcnts. In t!ie 
note it is likcwife oblei ved, that llie 
account of the jult-menrioned /urvey is 
in the hands of a pei Ion in a very dif- 
tinguiflied fituation. The Reviewer 
allb afferts, that in the fpring of 1796, 
he prefented a memurid, piohably to 
the fame perlon, if a noble Farl who 
tikes the lead in the com difcuiruns is 
meant, pointing out the conccabncnts 
in the winter of 1795, and the meriiu of 
detetling tl^m in future — when he was 
told by that noble perfbnage, “ that the 
evil (the hi^h pi ice of corn) was reme- 
dying itfelfi’* to which he replied. 
No, my Lord, it has not, nor it will 
not remedy itfclf, for in a few years it 
will return with gi cater violence.” 
But he now confiders all information, 
all difeovery of monopolifing. See. as 
totally ufelefs, fince the maxim has 
Iven circulatecl, “ that every man has 
*. fight to get the moH he can for his 


property}” a maxim thit may bt juft 
with refpe(!l to all other articles, except 
the firft neceflaries of life, which ought 
not to be governed by the general rule* 
of trade. However, he js convinced, 
that Lord Sheffield is Wi*ong in ailiert* 
ing, “that corn cannot be monopoliied 
to any great or permanent extent in 
this country }” and it is remarkable, 
that his Lordlliip in another pUce^ 
p. 55. obferves, “ that iinlefs there be 
large Hocks in hand, there can be nn 
certain and Heady fiipply of the mar-> 
ket *, cfpecially in Springand Summer/* 
Now, a Itronger proof cannot be given 
thit corn is hoarder! up in great quails 
lities, tJian the following; As fbon as 
the meafurcs of economy recommended 
eftedtually took place, and that conic* 
qucntly no higher pi ice could ex- 
pected ill 1796, the prices fell eJonfi- 
derably } and he ventures to predial, 
that in two months after the prefeiiS 
A6f, for making bread from Hour con- 
taining the whole of the meal, takes 
place, a fall in the price of wheat and 
flour will enfue, though not a gram 
lhall be impoited, lo confidcrable, and 
that (uch an abundance will be brought 
to maiket, as to evince the truth of 
the changes againll engroflers : for it 
may be rtl»ed on, that in c^orn jobbing, 
like Hock jol)bing, ns foon as all hope 
of getting more ccafcs, the^ fellers be- 
come more numeroii.s than the buyers, 
and the fall 111 the price is lapid aud 
aHoniilung. 

1 he attack on farmeis his Lordfhip 
confiders as more unjuH than that 
upon licaltis} “for nothing can be 
mo’e giofs than that credulity which 
fuppoles a farmer would hoard up any 
quantity of wheat, when he can get an 
uncommonly high piice for it}” yet 
he allows, that an inliance may occur; 
ami if one, why not more. An un- 
conimoiYly high price may be pafled 
over to wait for an exorbitant one j 
and it is well known, that great farmers 
in different counties, in the autumn of 
1795 and the fpring of 1796, publicly 
declaied, wlun wheat was at 25I. the 
lo.ad, “ an uncomiv,only high price,” 
that they would not fell till it rofe to 
35I. and that they would fooner let it 
rot.” 

’ At page 45 we are told, “ timt rich 
firmeis are a public benefit; that they 
jmpro\e agiicultuic} that tiiey keep 
magazines or Hocks of grain without 
expence to th.' public.” Strange re*- 
foiling at a time when that public pays 

tor 
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for thefc hoards 1165. that is, fix gui- 
neas a quarter for wheat j which, for a 
Jong feriei of years befoie Gentlemen- 
farmers were known in the country, 
was fold at the average price of 2I. 4s. 
and al. 8s. per quarter. And as to 
agricultural improvements, let the fact 
fpeak for ilfelf. We now pay, and 
have done it for a conliderabjc time 
|)aft, large loms of money for foreign 
corn imported. Brfoie partial inclo- 
fures, and engrofling farms was encoii- 
nged by great landholders, who elfab- 
lilhcd gentlemen farmers, we rcceked 
millions yearly for our fur pi us corn 
exported to foreign countries. 

His Lordfhip next acknowledges, 

there is rcafon to regret, that in a 
gieat part of England the mil lets are 
not content with their proper bufinefs 
of grinding and drelling meal, but have 
added to their own tiacle, tlie trades of 
mealmen and corn- dealers." After en- 
larging upon this fulijed in p. ^7 and 
48, we were furprifid to find, in p. 49, 
the following rcmaik: As long as 
they unite the fevcral trades of miller, 
corn dealer, and mealmen, the fame 
argument which is ufed in refpeCt to 
farmers and dealers in corn may be ufed 
in the favour of, milleis, namely, that 
they hold the magazines fo necefi'ary 
for a fieady fnpply of the maikets, 
and without which this country could 
not be fiibfiitcd. Let the reader con- 
trail theie two pafi'ages, and decide on 
their con fiftency. 

A few excellent obfervations on the 
rnilguidcd condudl of the populate, in 
augmenting the public dlltrels by riots 
and inlurreClions, wliich defeat the very 
pnrpofe they mean to acconiplilh, dole 
this fiiTtdivifion of his woik. 

As the noble Author has fufpended. 
Tor a fljort time, the third part of his 
intended publication, wc retommend 
with deference a revifion of \he fint 
part, when it (hall be necelTaiilv re- 
printed to make the wiiole complete j 
fince the. di (patching the fizit nn<l 
fecond part’," has otcalioned many in* 
accuracies in the former.

Of Part IT. we (Ijail fay the lefs, bc- 
caufe we wifii to iccomnitnd the whole 
in the firongeft terms ; it fiiggells all 
the effenlial means of relief from the 
prefent diftrefs, io far as icipedfs the 
cdnfiimption of giain; and the heads 
of femili^s cannot have a iiirer guide 
for their condudl. fhe fingle aiticle 
to which we objedl relates to public 
granaries, which have been elbblilized 


in all the countries on the continent, 
and have been found highly beneficial 
in times of real fcarcityj and ih^^y

His Lordfl^ip juftly obfe/es, “ that 
nothing is more defirabl/ to import 
than rice j it goes fo tniiclf further than 
any other grain, that at firll it feems 
alnioft incredible; it is Slfo brought 
into life at a much lefs expencc,and pay^ 
no toll either to millers or bakers 
he fhould have added, if boiled whole. 
“ Yet the cOnfiimption In England is 
ufuzlly fmall ; and why is it pot laiger 
at prefent > Becaufe a vulgar notion 
prevails amongll the populace, that 
feeding on rice occafions blindnefs. 
Surely, Government fbould make the 
Royal College of Phyficians of fome ufe 
to the public under the prefent cii cum- 
llances, by calling upon tlieip, as a pii- 
vileged body, to publifh an opinion 
contradidlory to this mifcliievous pre- 
judice. 

The Appendix w'e confider as a very 
valuable part of this performance ; it 
contains the examination of Mr. Sa- 
muel Wyatt and Mr. Sheiedine before 
the Privy Council in 1795, by which it 
appears, that the houfhold biead now 
tnafled to be the only bread to be 
made by the bakeis after the 23d of 
January i8oz, is the molt wholeiome 
.and nuliitive — “it is made from the 
whole meal, with only the bran taken 
out." But how (ball we prevent adul- 
teration ? For Mr. Shcredine fays, 

“ that when the flour is made of tlie 
whole of the meal, it is impoflihle to 
tell whether they, the miller, niealman, 
oi baker, have taken any fine flour out 
of It." 

It appears alfo, that the Albion Mills 
wrip a public benefit to the inhabitants 
of London ; the annual faving being 
463,666! : yet we all know how vio- 
lently, ]i )w fliamefully thefe mills weio 
decried by interefled farmers, meal- 
mcn, and corn-dealers— and how they 
were deltroyed by fire, remains to this 
hour an unrefolved queflion.

Of all 
the forts of trouble or forrow, that for 
our lius fcenis to be the moll proper 
and jultiliable : and )et, alas ! it is to 
be fcaied, this isafoittlie Icaicell to 
be met with. 7\il other troubles, as 
your favourite Author has reniaiked 
(in a late pieee not long firre publilhed), 
me, ur may be, the piincipal means of 
our real liappinefs, .is they help to 
make ns fen hide of the defeiSls of our 
pi dent moi tal condition, and remind 
u* of that where all lorr<;w' and moum- 
inp; lhall ctale. If I have not quoted 
liis e-xa.H words, I think tliey are his 
feniiments, and to ivhich every true 
Chrillnn will fubfciibe. I cannot 
meiUiou the above-eited y\iithor wdth' 
out beliip; rcmiiuletl of my obligation to 
you. Madam. The belt acknowledg- 
ment you deliie, I fiippcfe you rtiink 
w'ill be, fur me to mrdee the u;e of him 
you intended. This I liave in li>me 
mealiiie done, and I hope not altoge- 
ther unprohtahly ; though vU the fame 
time mult be obliged to own, he fome- 
times foars beyond my poor apprdien- 
fion : however, I may add alfo, that I 
wifti I could praftife one half of what I 
do underftand. Ths eafy to perceive,

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Covent G.^rclen,Ben Jon Ton’s Co 
mecly of Every Man in his Humour 
was revived, in wiiich Mr. Cooke per 
formed the part of Kiiely* We think it, 
next tohis/tf^o, the belt fpecimen that 
he has exhibited j but uhile we give, 
him credit for accurate conception, 
juft difcriminatjoi), and unabated at- 
tention to tlie buhnefs of the fcene; 
we muft, on the other hand, decl.lre, 
that there is, in all this Gentleman’s 
pcifunnances, a molt weanfoine uni- 
fojmity of lone and «eliii!e. VVl»:n 
agitated, he, in evei y character, ttndcs 
the dage back wai ds and torwai ds, near- 
ly to tlie lame diltance j w,jelds his arms 
in the lame lemicircul.ir ditedlifin j 
moves his body in an iingraceiul lee 
law; and in princely chaiaClcrs, parti 
culaily, his manner wants polilh, and 
his deportment eale. He has pci formed 
Macbeth \ but we cannot think it a 
charafter that will by any means add to 
his reputation. 

20. A Gentleman of the Faculty 
(of the name of Moify) made his Mut 
at Covent Garden in the part of Othcl- 
/a. Of the expreflion of his counte- 
nance, the clifguile did not permit us to 
judge ; his perfon appeared to be gen- 
teel, and above the middle li'ze. His 
ad ion was rather free than griceful, 
though he trod the Itage not without 
dignity; but whatever merits he n)'7 
polVefs, they weie all infufficient to 
compenlate fora voice without volume 
or compals, having neither modulation 
for Iccnes of pathos, nor Ifrengtli for 
declamation.

Dominion of Fancy,” was prefented 
at above The3tie,and was received 
with confj^lerable applaufe ; as it com- 
binfed a number of humorous incidents, 
neat transformations, andpleaiing mu- 


fic,with an uncommon difpl 'y of fcenlc 
fplcndour. //^ 

The Time evening produced a new 
Pantomime at Driny Lane Theatre, 
called, “Harlequin Amulet; or, 
Thf Magic of Mon.,;” of^ry^ich, as 
it comcri/cs Tomerhing like c^ory, the 
following account may atyid amufe- 
ment. * 

The Paintomime commences with a 
view of a fiibtei laneoiis tt/hple, where 
ftveral Welfh b:U ds take 1 doge to evade 
the machinations of^Ioicar, the evil 
genius of their race. Moicar being 
perceived through an opening in the 
caltle, the aftViehted bai ds lake flight, 
except their chief, who, proitijting 
himlelf, invokes the u'd of thtn p itron, 
'I'he violent Itoim that rages is now 
affuaged, and Iiis appeals defceiuling 
on the arch of a rainbow, fiom which 
Ihe alights on the flagc. She waves her 
fcarf, a bright cloud appears, and Har- 
lequin cteicends to the earth, with his 
merry attendant Punch. Iris gives a 
talilinan to Harlequin j whom the in- 
forms, that Columbine, on feeing him, 
will quit her father’s houle and follow 
his fortunes. 

Morcar, who is introduced on a dra- 
gon (a very ingenious piece of mecha- 
nifm) apprifed of Harleq uin’s approach, 
lights his wand with magic fire, which 
is Toon extinguifhed by Harlequin. 
Morcar departs, and Harlequin is pro- 
vided with armour by his man Punch. 
Punch is next introduced by Pantaloon 
to Columbine, with whom he falls def- 
perately in love. The perfeverance of 
Punch, and ihe tricks pradtiled againft 
him by Harlequin, produce much pan- 
tomimic merriment, that ends in tho 
penitence of Punch, and the forgivenefs 
of Harlequin. 

Columbine, being releafed from her 
father, depails from an ifland in a veflel 
provided by fiflieimen. The departure 
of the lovers affords opportunity for a 
fine view >f the fea. Pantaloon and his 
alfociates purfue the lovers in another 
vtiTcl, but this they cannot navigate, in 
confequence of the magic iiiterTerence 
of Harlequin. The latter next ftrikes a 
rock, out of which fprings a light- 
houfe, and the lovers make the (bore. 

Hailequin and Columbine are llill 
clolely puifued. Pantaloon and his 

aiTociates 
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liTodates arc petrified, on perceiving 
two figures ai de out of* a rock by the 
magic of* the talifman. They are now 
releafed by Morciir. Harlequin is again 
ill jeopardy by the aris of Morcai, wlio 
twi^ round his body a tromendous 
fiiak^ 'I'he genius of the talifm.in re- 
leafes him, who is difcovertd fiaie 1 on 
a cloud, ujth a lainbow at a tliltinei- ; 
and the '•nemies of the lovers are finally 
fubdued. • 

The lal.. feene reprefents a Gothic 
hall, enrichyl with wreaths oflauifl, 
banners, trophies, and ftanies. '1 he 
Jattei, by tlie magic of tlte talifniin, 
defeend frofii their pedellals, and per- 
form a warlike dance. Thedillance then 
opens, and exhibits a moving Panorama 
of tlie moft magnificent buildings in 
London. A brilliant rainbow appears, 
a grand procefilon enters in celebration 
of St. David's Day, Harlequin and Co- 
lumbine aieunitod, and tJie piece con- 
cludes. 

Pantomimes arc always bettciTuited 
to the eye than the undci Ifanding j and 
in this light the prefent may be confi- 
dered as pofl'ening much merit. T'he 
mechanifin of the dragon and fnakes is 
extremely ingenious j and Mr. By me 
(as Haileqiiin) exhibited a new and 
allonifhing feat of agility, in running 
up the perpendicular front and over 
the top of a houfe in fo rapid a manner, 
as to render it impofUble todetc6Vthe 
means by which it was aeconiplifiied. 

Tlie Pantomime has been performed 
a! molt every night lince, and attrarts 
large audiences. 

Jan. - 5 . A7«i^ Lear was revived by 
the good rafie of the A cling Manager, 
and in a Ityle that does the Houle and 
the perfoniieis great ciedit. The 
crowded benches that it has fince 
attracted will probably induce the re- 
vival of other Iterling prod u Elions of 
the Britifh Drama. 'I'he fenfible and 
thinking pait of the public have, cer- 
tainly, a jult j ight to exped to be en- 
tei tamed, as well as thofe who prefer 
mere found and fpedade. 

The fame day, at Co vent Garden, a 
Comedy, called “ The School for 
pRtjUDiCfc," was prefented. It is the 
produdion of Mr. T. Dibdin, and is 
merely an enlargement into five .ids 
of a Comedy in thiee which was no- 
ticed in our XXXVilth Volume (P.ige 
387), under the title of “ Liberal Oi>i' 
nans'' 

As the ftory is the fame, we need

SATURDAY, DEC. 20. 

Upon the Motion for the thiid lead- 
ing of the Poor Relief Bill, the Duke of 
Bedford oppofed it. Kis Giace leca- 
pitulated moft of his former aigumcnts 
againJt the Bill ; the piincipal point he 
referred to was, that the Bill had had, 
and ftill would have, the efl'eft of mate- 
rial I y 
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ffally enhancing the price of thofe ar* 
ticJes of fiiftenance fubftituted for 
Wheaten Bread. 

Lord Camden fupported the Bill.— 
The Houfc divided upon the queltion 
fofcth^ third reading— Contents, 13 ; 
Non Contents, 2. 

The following Bills were brought 
from the Commons, and feverally read a 
iirrt time : the Land Tax Redemption, 
the Swedith Hen ing Importation, the 
Army and Navy Seduftion, and the 
Grenada Merchants Bills. 

MONDAY, DEC. 22. 

TheRoyal Alfent was given, by com- 
milfion, to* the Bill for fupplying the 
Poor with Subltitutesinrteadot Money, 
the Edinburgh PoorRelief Bill, and the 
Bill for enabling Commilliontrs to pur- 
chafe certain Buildings for the Accom- 
modation of both Houfes of Parliament. 

TUESDAY, DEC. 23. 

On the Motion for the Houfe to re- 
folve itfelf into a Committee upon the 
Alien BjII, Lord Holland role to oppofe 
ii 5 but after a few words from Lord 
Grenville, it palled the Committee 
without any amendment. 

Loid Holland moved for papers re- 
lative to the Treaty of El Arifch. A 
fliort debate enfued j and, on the quef- 
tion, there appeared for the motion, 2j 
againftit, ii. 

The Army and Navy Sedufflon Bill 
went through a Committee. The Re- 
port to be 1 eceived to-morrow. 

WEDNESDAY, DEC. 24. 

The various Bills on the Table were 
forwarded in their refpc«tfive ltages,and 
their Lordlhips adjourned till 
FRIDAY, DEC. 26. 

The Houle in a Committee went fuc- 
celfively through the leverrd Bills on 
the Table. Oulered that the lame be 
reported to-morrow. 

SATURDAY, DEC. 27. 

Read a third tim6, nine public and 
fcveral private Bills. Among the for- 
nier were the Bill for alccitaining the 
Population of the Country, the Stale 
Bread Bill, the Quarantine Bill, apd the 
Eaft India undrelfcd Hemp Bill. 

MONDAY, DEC. 29. 

Their Lordlhips dilpofed of the va- 
rious routine bufmefs before them. One 
Bill was returned from the Commons, 
and ordered to be laid upon tlie Table j 
after which the Houfe adjourned to 
WEDNESDAY, DEC. 31. 

His Majeily cahie down in the ufual 
ftatc to the Houfe, and being feated on 
the Throne, the attendance of the 


Commons was ordered ; which Houfe' 
immediately appeared at the Bar, with 
the Speaker at their head. 

On pre/inting the Exchequer Loan 
Bill, the Speaker made the lollowing 
ipeech : 

** Ntoft Gracious Sovereign. 

** The Bill now tendered to youf 
Majeily by your faithful Commons, 
completes the provifion whicii has been 
made for the leveral branches of the 
public fervice, till that period when 
your Majefty will receive the advice and 
afl-ilance of your Parliament of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland. ImpreHed with a well- 
grounded confidence in the llrength 
and relources of the Empire, and par- 
taking, as they earneftly do, of that 
Iblicicude for the relloration of Peace, 
of which your Majefty has given a re- 
cent, though unavailing proof, your 
Commons are convinced tnat nothing 
can contribute moie eire6lually to the 
accomplilhment of that great objeft, 
than to manifell the ability and deter- 
mination of this country to be fully 
prepared for the further profecution of 
acontelt, the continuance of which may 
jullly he aferibed to the unwarrancablQ 
pretenfions of the enemy. 

But on no occafion has the atten- 
tion of your Parliament been more 
deeply and anxioufiy engaged, than by 
thofe important coniiderations to which 
it was peculiarly direfledat the opening 
of the prefent Seflion, in confequence 
of your Majefty’s paternal concern for 
the welfare and comfort of your people. 
To alleviate, to the utmoll of their 
power, the prelTure upon all deferip- 
tioiisof their fellow- fubjefts, and upon 
the poorer clalfes in particular, your 
• Commons have deemed to be the firlf, 
and moll uigent of their duties. The 
meafures adopted for this purpofe are 
thofe •vhich, they truft, are belt calcu- 
lated to afford fubllantial and extenfive 
relief, and to provide for the ncceffary 
demands of the year. Much of their 
efficacy mull, however, depend upon 
that temper, good fenfe, and fortitude, 
whicli this country has difplayed under 
the levereil trials*, and which were ne- 
ver more confpicuous than at the pre- 
lent conjunilure. 

“ Thefe, Sire, the lall proceedings of 
your Parliament, previous to the great 
acra, now on the point of commencing, 
are the indication and relult of that 
common inteiclt and fellow-feeling 
H 2 with. 
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with the people, by which it has ever 
been a^uated, and which are the beft 
fafeguard of all that is moft valuable in 
focie^. To that era, your Commons 
look forward with a confident expecta- 
tion, that the confolidated wifdom and 
authority of the Legiflature of Great 
Britain and Ireland, under the atifpi- 
ci'ous Government of your Ma jetty, 
and of your illuftrious Houfe, will dif- 
iufe throughout every part of the 
United Kingdom, the full benefits of 
that Conftitution, which has been 
proved to be favourable, in an un- 
exampled degree, to the enjoyment' of 
civil liberty and public profperity { 
and which cannot therefore fail to ani- 
mate the zeal and determination ^of 
thofe who may (hare its bleflings, to 
cherifh and maintain it in their own 
times, and to tranfmit it as the belt in- 
heritance to their pofterity.” 

His Majetty then noti/ied his Royal 
AflTent to twenty-three Bills— among 
which were, the Bread Regulation, the 
Population, Habeas Corpus Sufpenfion, 
Annual Indemnity, Exchequer Bills, 
Aliens* Regulation, Weft India Army 
Accounts, and Wcltjic's Naturalization 
Bills. 

The King was then plea fed to.make 
the following moft gracious Speech 
from the Throne : — 

My Lords and Gentlemen^ 

•• I cannot fuffer this ScHion to clofe 
without returning you my moft parti- 
cular acknowledgments for the diltin- 
guilhed induftry and zeal with which 
you liave applied yourielves to tiie 
intcrclling objeft wliich, at the com- 
mencement of the Settion, I moft ef- 
pecially recommended to your atten- 
tion. 

« It has been my earneft wifh thaft 
nothing (hould be omitted which could 
tend to relieve the preffure occalioned 
by the prefent dearth of proviiio.is, and 
to infure a fulficient fupply till the 
produce of the next harveft can be 
brought into ufe, 

The diligence with which your 
enquiries have been condu^f^i has 
afforded you the beft means of afeer- 
taintng ttic true cird^mftanccs of our 
prefent (ituation i and the extenfive 
meafures which you have wifely adopt- 
ed in confequence, for diniiniftiing the 
confumption of grain, and procuring 
an incrca^jbd fuppiy, will, I doubt not, 
be found produ£tive of the moft falu- 
tary efteff. 


Much, however, inuft depend oft 
the difpofition which will, 1 am confi«» 
dent, be manifefted by all thofe who 
have the means of cai'rying into execu- 
tion my folemn recommendation and 
injundlion, iffued at your defire,fo^'»ie 
adoption of all practical economy in 
the ufe of thofe articles whicJi are ne- 
cefTary to the fubfilience of the poorer 
clafles of my fubje^ts. 

“ The time fixed for the commence* 
ment of the Union of Great Britain 
and Ireland will necelTarily terminate 
your proceedings on this important 
fubject ; but I am perfuaded that the 
confiderationof it will berdiumed with 
the fame zeal and temper on the firft 
meeting of the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom. 

The early period wliich I have ap- 
pointed for that meeting wiil affoid a 
fpeedy opportunity of completing what- 
ever you may have necelTarily left un- 
finilhed, and of confidering what mea- 
fures may tend further to alleviate the 
prelTuie on ray people, or prevent the 
danger of its recurring. 

“ Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commont, 

I thank you for the readinels with 
which you have granted the fupplies 
necelTary, under the prefent ciicum- 
Itances, for the public fervice. 

My Lords and Gentlemen^ 

“ The detention of the property of 
my fubjtCts in the ports of Rullia, con- 
trary to the moft folemn Treaties, and 
the imprilbnment ofBritilh failois in 
that country, have excited in me fenti- 
ments, in which you and all my fubjeCls 
will, 1 am lure, participate. 

I have already taken fuch fteps as 
the occafion indil'peiifably required j 
and it will afford me great fatisfaClion, 
if they pjove effedfualj but if it lhall 
be necelTary to maintain againtt any 
combination, the honour and inde- 
pendence of the Britilh Empire, and 
thofe maritime rights and inrerefts on 
which both our profperity and our 
fecurity mutt alw'ays depend, I enter- 
tain no doubt cither of the fuccefs of 
thofe means which, in fuel) an event, 1 
(hall be enabled to exert, or ot the de- 
terminatjon of my Parliament and my 
People, to afford me a fupport propor- 
tioned to the importance of the inte- 
refts which we have to maintain.** 

After which the Lord Chancellor an- 
nounced his Majetty *s defire to have his 
Royal Proclamation read, appointing 
the Loi'ds and Commons of the prelbnt

weir refpeAive Houfes on the part of 
Great Britain in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment, and fixing the meetingof the faid 
Iin^rial Parliament on Xhurlday, the 


»td of January. The Proclamation 
was accordingly xead, which tvukdtJ 
the proceedings of tlie BriiiOi Pirlia- 
mento 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


MONDAY, DEC. J. 

/i MESSAtiE from the Lords acquaint* 
ed the Houfe, that their Loidrtiips 
had agreed to the Bills for prohibiting 
the Exportation, and encouraging the 
Importation of Corn and other Provi- 
lions. 

Mr. Sheridan role to make his pro- 
miled motion. He began with order- 
ing the Clei k to read that part of his 
Majefty's fpeech relative to the late cor* 
rcfpondence between this country and 
i* ranee j which being accordingly read, 
he faid, that in reflecting on that fpeech, 
and ihe correfpondence to which it re- 
lated, it became the duty of that Houfe 
to have formed an opinion thereon, 
and to have tranfmitted the fame to his 
Majcfty. Minillers, however, did not 
adopt fucli demeanour, and it was 
therefore liis duty, as one individual 
who coinpofed the clafs of Members of 
the Leglflature, to adopt a conduit on 
the occafion, which Minifters had thus 
omitted; th.at which he fhould there- 
fore fubmit would be a propofition to 
Parlian^ni, requefting the King to 
difconiinue all continental connexions 
during the prefent conteft, and to ad- 
VI fc his Majelty to make a feparate 
Peace with the French Kepublic. He 
founded ihefc propolals upon two pro- 
pofirions, and the conclufions drawn 
from thefe two propofitions, viz. the 
firff, that from the beginning of the 
prefent war, the confederacy formed 
again (I Fi ance had all of them merce- 
nary views in confidcration, and there- 
fore, by their own ftrife, endeavouring 
to obtain each his refpcCHve purpofe, 
the general objciSt was defeated ; and, 
fecandly, becaufe their appears good 
ground to know that in every Treaty, 
whether attempted or aauaily com- 
menced, however linccre Minifters 
might kive appeared, yet they never 
i were really fo ; and the concluhon from 
lliencc is. that whilft they remain in 
office, war miift be for cvej' carried on, 
unlefs the voice of the people, tin ough 
their reprefentatives, calls out for a 
feparate peace. The whole conduCl of 
«ur Allies, beginning with the King of 


Pruftia, here underwent a ftrift and 
fevere examination by the Hon. Gen- 
tleman. He entered into a minute 
detail of their behaviour towards this 
country feriutitn, ending with tlut of 
the diimperor of Kullia, on whole de- 
meanour he was pieafed to make many 
farcaltic remarks ; and concluded a 
nkofi. animated fpeech with moving an 
Addrefs to the King, the purport of 
which was, to beleecn his Majcfty that 
he would be gracioully plealed not to 
omit any opportunity of making a 
feparate peace, or fauilrfion any new en- 
gagement or Treaty with any Foreign 
rower which might either retard or 
prevent it.— Which being feconded by 
Mr. Grey, 

Mr. Windham fidd, he could not 
think of following the Hon. Gentleman 
through the immenfe maze of arguinent 
which he had offeicd j but he thought 
the Motion nugatory and abfurd. — Hr 
then went over the grounds fo often 
trodden, of the utility and policy of 
continental alliances ; in doing which, 
he d welt molt pariicularly on the Uni- 
formity of conduct in the Emperor of 
Germany, and contended, that although 
it was to be lamented th.it many of oui* 
friends had deferred us daring the cou- 
telt, )ct that neverthclefs, whillt their 
confederacy did lalt, it benefited the 
common caufe. He admitted that we 
had made fomc facnfices, but they were 
tiot equal to the advantages we obtained 
by tlie war; if nothing more, we have 
faved our Conftitution by it, whereas 
all the' neighbouring nations have ei- 
ther injured or loft theirs by it. We, 
therefore, chofe the lealt of twoevils,a 
continuance of that IV ar bj ’which that Con- 
ftitution is preferved^ in preference to 
that baneful and precarious peace made 
by the French fraternization. If futh 
a peace is to be iifade, it certainly was 
not for thofe with whom fie had the 
honour of acting to take any part in it. 
That mult devolve on thofe more ena- 
moured of French manners, French 
politics, and French reform.^ than hear 
his colleagues were. 

Mr, Grey faid, from what fell from. 

the 
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the Secretary at War, the public were 
now put in poITedion of the melan- 
choly fact, that no profpeft of peace was 
lo be expe6ted from the prefent Mini- 
ftei's i their language was now, for the 
iirft time, plain and unequivocal. — He 
then replied to all the arguments of 
Mr. Windham, and fupported, in a 
ftile of fuperior wit andaigument, the 
fpeech of Mr. Sheridan ; and concluded 
a moft elaborate and eloquent fpecch, 
which lailed above an hour and a half, 
by giving his hearty aflfent to the Mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Dundas gave his decided ifiga- 
tive to the Motion. After which the 
Hou/e divided, when there appeared— 
For the Motion, 35 j againit it, 156^*.— 
Majority againlt the Motion, 121. 

TUESDAY, DEC. 2. 

Mr. Roblon, after fonie preliminary 
obfej vations, in which hellated that the 
expcnce incurred by keeping up the 
prefent number of cavalry was enor- 
mous and beyond all precedent, con- 
cluded by moving, 

«« That an bumble Addrefs be pre- 
fented to his Majefty, praying him to 
dire6t that the ntmolt economy be iifed 
in the expenditure of corn, confumed 
by the cavalry in the fervice of Great 
Britain.” 

Mr. Windham, after obfcrvlng that 
the utmoil economy was already ufed, 
oppofed the motion as unnccellaiy. 

The gallery was then cleared j but 
the Houle not confiding of forty Mem- 
bers, Mr. Robfon’s Motion of courfe 
fell to the ground. 

WEDNESDAY, DEC. 3. 

At four o’clock the Speaker counted 
the Houfe 5 but there being but thirty- 
fix Members prefent, an adjournment, 
of courfe, took place till « 

THURSDAY, DtC. 4. 

The Bill for compelling Magiftrates 
and Over feers to adminillcr Farilh Re- 
lief in Subftitutes, was read a firll time. 
On the motion for the fecond rAding, 
aconvciTation arore,in which Mr. Grey 
and Mr. Nichol objeflcd to the com- 
pulfory claufe, and recommcndtld that 
the Bill (hould give the Magilfrates a 
difcrctionary power on the fubjeft of 
diltribution. The Bill was then ordered 
to be read a fecond time to morrow. 

The Report of the Committee was 
alfo l^rought up, granting indemnities 
on the irrportation, to the amount of 
75s. on peas, <;os. on barley and bean>, 
and 45s. on oats, The Report was then 


ordered to be taken into confideration 
to-morrow. 

The Houfe in a Committee on the 
Bill for alcertaining the population of 
thccountiy, went through a Commit- 
tee, and it was ordered to be c 4 ld a 
third time to-morrow. 

Mr. Robfbn gave notice of his inten- 
tion of refuining the Motion relative to 
the life of oats by cavalry horfes on 
Wednefday next. ‘ 

Mr. Jones then rofe, in conformity 
to his notice on the (ubjeCt of the War, 
and laid, that finding now, from what 
had fallen during this fhorcSefiion from 
his Majelty’s Minifters, that they were 
determined to carry it on, right or 
wrong, fo was lie i efolved to fubmit a 
Motion this night, wliirh (hould, if car- 
ried, prevent them. J'liis war had 
almofi 1 educed England to Hie de- 
grading circumltances of having now 
but two ciafles of pciiple ; the wealthy 
and the poor. All the middling clalfcs 
were ahforbed in thele, reduced by tax- 
ation, the (carcity of money, and the 
more awful fcarcity of the neceflarics 
of life. Paper cun ency had fuperieded 
coin, and Britifh money was (cattered 
all over the world, in fubfidizing ava- 
ricious and mercenary allies, all of 
whom, beginning with the foreign 
corps in his Majelly’s Icivice, he enu- 
merated. 

The Hon. Gentleman then went into 
a diiuitTion ot all our expeditions, and 
glanced at Egypt, but \\ent nearly over 
the (lime fentiments already repeated on 
that fubjeCl^ ; and thence he adverted to 
Ireland, and emphatically fiid, the con- 
quellol that country was the only vic- 
tory Minilteis had ever gained j and 
concluded by moving an Addrefs to 
the King, the pui poi r of which was, 

To entreat his Majefiy to dil'mils his 
prefent Miniliers.” 

Mr. NichoI faid, this w.as nrecifely 
the Motion the condu<J-t of Miniliers 
called for ; and he was of opinion, that 
nothing Ihortof its adoption could pro- 
duce a peace. — The quellion being cal- 
leil for, the Houle divided ; For the 
Motion, 13; againlt it, 66 j majority 
againlt r, 53. 

No Member in tl^e habit of fiipport-, 
ing Government took any part in the 
debate. 

FRIDAY, DEC. 5. 

Mr. Abbott moved the third reading 
of the Bill for alcertaining the Popula- 
tion of Great Britain.— -It was read ac^ 
cordingly and oidered to the Lords. 

Mr. 
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Mr. Nlchol moved, That a Com- 
mittee be appointed to examine the 
ftate of the gold coin, and to report ac- 
cordingly." 

Lord Hawkeflniry obferved, that he 
coiA^. not conceive of what ufe the 
Motion could be, and on that ground 
vould afluredly oppofe it. 

Mr. Tierney ftid, that his Hon. 
Friend’s Motion was diftated by cau- 
tion and prudence. No greater mif- 
fortune, he iaid, could arile to a com- 
mercial nation, than the diHippearing 
of gold, and the rnbltituting of paper. 

Mr. Wilberforce faid a few words; 
after which •the hoiife divided: For 
Mr. Nichol’s Motion, i6 ; agaiiiii it, 
32 ; majority, 16. 

MONDAY, DEC. 8. 

A MeiTage was delivered by the Uflier 
of the Black Rod, requeuing the at- 
tendance of the Houfe at the bar of the 
Lords ; the Speakgr returned, and an- 
nounced the Royal Aflent to the fol- 
lowing Bills, by Coinmilfion, viz. 

Corn Importation Bill, Poor Bill, 
Penfion Bill, and Barley Steeping Bill. 

The Qualification and Indemnity 
Bills were brought up by Mr. Long, 
and read a firft and fecond time. 

A Bill for granting Bounties on the 
Importation of Barley, Oats, Meal, and 
Indian Corn, was read a third time, 
and pafled. 

The Houfe to refolve itfelf into a 
Committee of Ways and Means on 
Wcdricfday next. 

TUESDAY, DEC. 9. 

The Naturalization J 3 ill w'as read a 
third time, and pafied. 

Mr. Robfon rofe, and acquainted 
the Houfe, that he would deter his in- 
tended Motion until this day le’nnight. 

Mr. Wilberforce prefented a Petition 
from the Town of Leeds, letting forth 
the condition of the labouring poor 
from the high price of provilions, and 
praying red refs. 

The Petition was fupported by Mr. 
Lafcelles, and referred to the Commit- 
tee on the high Price of Provilions, 

The Houle refolved into a Committee 
on the Corn Subltitute Bill. 

Mr. Ryder, in a Ihort Ipeech fuggefted 
fome amendments, which weie laid on 
the Table. 

A converfation enfued, in which the 
principle of the Bill was oppofed by 
Mr. Weftern and Mr. Sheridan, and 
lupported by Mr. Pitt, the Secretary at 
War, Sir William Dalbany, Mr. Kofci 
and Mr. Anderfon. 


At length a few obfervatlona from 
Mr. Tierney and Mr. Pitt, in which 
Mr. C. Sturt and Sir William Dolbea 
took a part, put an end to a very linin'* 
tereding converfation ; and the Refo- 
lutions being fevcrally agreed to, the 
Report was ordered to be brought up, 
and the Bill ordered for a re committal 
to-morrow. 

TheReportof the Committee of Sup- 
ply was brought up, when the Reiblu- 
tion of granniig his Majelly the fum of 
151,6431. 16s. 8d. tor iiUerelt on Ex- 
chequer Bills, was agreed to. 

T|ie Secretai y at War prefented ac- 
counts of oats, and other provender, 
purchafed for the ufe of the cavalry 
during the war. Ordered to lie on the 
TaUle. 

WEDNESDAY, DEC. lO. 

An account was prefented from the 
Bank, of notes ilfued fince the 25th of 
March 1797, diliinguifhing the amount 
in each year. Ordered to be printed. 

In a Committee, a Refolution wac 
pafTed for railing the fum of 3,500,000!, 
by way of loan, on Exchequer Bills* 
To be reported. 

The confideration of the Second Re- 
port of the Sele6l Committee appointed 
to enquire into the caufes of the pre- 
lent high price of provifions, was de- 
ferred until to-morrow. 

THURSDAY, DEC. | I. 

Mr. Brngge brought up tlie Report 
from the Committee of Ways and 
Means, that the 3,500,000!. to be 
granted to his Majelty be raifed on 
Exchequer Bills.— Agreed to. 

Mr. Sheridan rofe, and mentioned 
the notice given by Mr. Attorney Ge- 
neral, relative to the continuance of an 
A& to fufpend the Habeas Corpus A6f, 
and requeded to know if he were feri- 
qus, and whether he perlided in his in- 
tention.

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fome length contended, that the Htua- 
tion of the country could not at all 
warrant the Aifpenfion of the Habeas 
Corpus A&f a Aifpenfion that he would 
always Arongly object to, as Miniflers 
had in all cafes abufed the power it 
intrufted in their hands. Meafures of 
caution, he faid, were not any longer 
neceflary againll feditious meetings, ns 
sio fuch meetings did now exifl ; and 
that the Aifpenfion of the Cofiftitution 
could only be juflified by ti tafon exit- 
ing in the country. 

Mr. Pitt juftified the propriety of 
bringing in the Bill now, as it wquld 
expire on the ift of February next, and 
in the (hort interval of ten days from 
the meeting of the Imperial Parliament, 
to the expiration of the exifling Adt, 
no opportunity could pofTibly be af- 
forded of difcufllng it elfedlualiy. 

Mr. Tierney faid, the reafons afhgned 
by a former Attorney General, when 
he ArA brought this meaAire into that 
Houfe, in 1798, were, “ the apprehen- 
fion of invafion, and the danger to be 
dreaded from the Jacobins here, who 
would concert with them. ’• By the 
arguments adduced in favour of the 
meafure now, it appears, that juft the 
reverfe is the reafon now fet forth* 
The people are loyal and tranquil. 
Jacobmifm knows not where to hide 
its diminifhed head, and invafion or the 
dread of it is no more. He concluded 
a very animated fpeech againft the Bill. 

The Houfe divided — For the Mo- 
tion, 51 } againlt it, 135 majority in 
favour of it, 38. 

Leave was .accordingly given to bring 
in the Bill. 

The Houfe in a Committee on the 
Bill for encouraging the Importation of 
Herrings and the Herring Fifhery, 

Mr. Ryder propofed two claufes, 
both of which were agreed to, viz. 
one to prevent the imprelfing of feamen 
who may be employed in the <icrring 
trade j the other to take off the duty 
On fait ufed in curing herrings in the 
bulk. 

The Report was brought up, and the 
Bill ordered for a third readwg to- 
morrow. 

The Houfe, in a*Committec of the 
whole Houfe, came to a rcfolution that 
the Chairman ihould be inAru6>ed to 
move for leave to bring in a Bill for 
making the port of Amftei dam, in the 
Ifland of Cura^oa, a free port. The 
Houfe afterwards agreed to the Report, 
and leave was given. 


FRIDAY, DEC. 12. 

The Attorney General brought in a 
Bill for continuing the Sufpeufion of 
the Habeas Corpus, which was read a 
ArA time. 

Mr. Bragge obtained leave to b^.g 
in a bill to txplaiii, amend, and enlarge 
the powers of the Land Tax Redemp- 
tion Bill. 

Mr. Ryder moved, “ That the fum 
of 50,0001. be gi'anted to Ins Majeity, 
to be expended, under certain legulii- 
tions, in forming depots of henings, 
and other Afli, for the fiipply of tlic 
feveral parts of this kingdom," wJiicli 
was agreed to. ' 

The Refolutions moved yeAerday by 
Mt. Ryder, forgiving fait duty free to 
the Herring Fifliery, prote6Ving the 
men from being imprefled, and for 
granting the bounty on pilchards not 
exported, were reported, and agreed to, 
and a Bill ordered to^be brought in on 
the fame. 

The Bill for the better maintenance 
of the poor, and for dimininting the 
Confumption of Wheat Flour, was 
reported, with feveral amendments, and 
ordered to be read a third time to-mor* 
row. 

SATURDAY, DFC. I3. 

At four o’clock the Speaker counted 
the Houfe } andtheie being only thir- 
ty -four Members prefent, it was ad- 
journed. 

MONDAY, DEC. I5. 

An account of the qUvintity of Bank 
of England notes, ifliicd into circiila- 
lation, from the 25th of March 1797, to 
the2 5rh of March 1800, was prelented, 
and ordered to lie on the Table. 

The Habeas Corpus Sufpenfion Bill 
was read a fecond time. 

Mr. Pitt brought in the Naval and 
Military Sedu^ion Bill. It was read a 
ArA time. 

TUESDAY, DEC. 16. 

The Land Tax Redemption Expla- 
natory Bill was read a hi A time. 

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Com- 
mittee on the Habeas Corpus Sufpen- 
Aon'Aft. 

The Attorney General moved to All 
up the blank with the woiHs, “Six 
weeks after the ilt day of February 
next." The Refolution was agreed to, 
and the Report ordeied to be received 
to-morrow.

In connexion 
with a Navy, ought to be contemplated 
the fortification of fome of ourpiincipal 
fea ports and hai hours. A variety of 
confiderations, which will readily fuggeft 
thcmfelves, urge an attention to this mea- 
fure of precaution. To give fecurity to 
our principal ports, confiderable fums 
have already been expended ; but the 
works remain Incomplete. It is for Con- 
grefs to determine whether additional 
appropriations fhall be made, in order to 
render competent to the intended purpofes 
the fortifications which have been com- 
menced. The manufacture of arms 
within the United States (fill invites the 
attention of the National Legiiiaiuie. 
At a c'^nfiderable t xpence to the Public, 
this manufaCfory has been brought to 
fuch a date of maturity, as, with conti- 
nued encoui agement, will luperfede the 
necefllty of future impoitations trom 
foreign countiiesj 

“ Gentlemen of the Hou'e of Repre- 
fentatives, I fhall direii the elfimates of 
the appiopriations nccefUuy for the en- 
iuing year, together with an account of 
the public levcnue and expenditures, to a 
late period, to be laid before >ou. I ob- 
ferve with much I'.itisfiCflor, that *hc 
produCl of the revenue, during the preJent 
year, has been more confiderable than 
dining any former equal peiicd. This 
rel’ult affords conclufive evidence of the 
great refouices of this country, and of (lif. 
wifdom and efficiency of the meafuies 
which have been adopted by Congrcls, 
for the protection of commerce, xid pre- 
fervation of public ciedit. 

“ Gentlemen of the Senate, and.Gen- 
tlemen of the Houfe of Kaprefentatives, 
Asoneof the grand community of nations, 
our attention is iircfillibly drawp to the 
important Iccnes which I'urround iis. If 
they have exhibited a» uncommon portion 
of calamity, it is the provizice of huma- 
iiity to deplore, and of wifdom to avt id, 
the caufes which may have produced it. 
If, turning our eyes homeward, we find 
veafon to rejoice at the pjolpeCI_ which 
prefents itself ; if we perceive the Interior 
Qi our country prol'perous, free, and 


happy; if all enjoy In fafefy, under the 
proteClion of laws emanating only from 
the general will, the fruits of their own 
labour, we ought to fortify and cling to 
thofc inlfitutions, which have been the 
fource of fuch real felicity, and 
with unabating perfeveiance, the progrds 
of thofe dangerous innovations, which 
may diminifh their influence. To your 
patriotifm, Gentlemen, has been confided 
the honourable duty of guarding the 
public interefts ; and while the palt is to 
your country a fure pledge that it will be 
faithfully difeharged, peimit me to afluie 
you that your labours to promote tlie 
general hapjjine/s will receive from me 
the mofl zealous co-opciation.”

In confequence of manv ill founded 
and mifchievoiis leports relpe mg the 
treatment of the Fiench priloneis in Eng* 
land, Goveinment hav^e printed and cir- 
culated a vaiiety of papcis, proving, 
that they have behaved with the utmoll 
attention and humanity towards the up- 
foitunate viaims of the calamities of 
war. We have never fuipeaid Minifteis 
of having been guiJty ot any improper 
conduct in this lefpea ; we wifli the 
Fiench Goveinment was equally blame- 
Jds. The Tianipoit B aid deleiveguMt 
piaife foi their anxiety to lender the 
fituation of the Fiench piifimers as com- 
fortable as poflible. 

The corrcrpondence opens with a letter 
friin Lords Spencer and Aiden, and Ad- 
niiial Gambler, to the R’C-ht lion, lieniy 
Duiulds, in confequence oi a letter tianl- 
iiiittcd to them by the Commilboners of 
the Tran (port Seivice, from Captain 
Cotes at Paris, dating that the Fiench 
Government would take charge ot toe 
Liiglifti piifoners in Fiance liom ilie 
nth December, 1799. 

The following is Capt. Cotes's letter 
alluded to ;

Pans, Dec, 7, 1799- 

gentlemen, 

Incloled you have a duplicate of my 
lafl ; and by the prefent occafion I have 
to ackrnwltdge the leceipt of yoiii’s

with their feveral inclolures. I (liall 
have the honour of replying to them par- 
ticularly to-morrow ; for the prefent, 
time obliges me to confine myfclf to one 
objeft, that of communicating to you a 
circumftance of much importance, which 
has juil taken place.

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The Minifter of the Exterior having, 
hy note, expreftl'tl his wifti to fee n»c, 
I waited upon him, and lear^ied that, 
in confequence of orders from the Con- 
fols, he had to iiitorm me that the French 
Ciliyeinmcnt would take charge of the 
EngliHi piil'oncis in Fiance from the ift 
of the next' Decade (the 11th inlfant), 
and that tlie Fnglifn were to proviile for 
the Fiench piiloi.cis In Fhiojand.

and their operations and proceedings to

Engiifti, and two merchants ef other 
nations, all of whom lhall be men of 
known good charafler, and the Englifh 
ihall be chofen or Telexed by the Eng- 
liOi merchants; to whom (hall be abided 
one of the Members ot the Imperial CoL 
lege of Commerce in St. Peteilburgh.

A Difpatch, of nvhich the follovaing is an 
Extract dated Head quarters, Muhldorf 
on the Inn, Thurfday, December 4* 
has been receidsed from IVtlliam IVick- 
ham, Efq. by the Right flon. Lord 
Grenville, his Majejiy's Principed Secret 
tary of State for the Foreign Department, 

The army marched in the night of 
Tuesday* and before day break yciferday 
morning, towards Hohenlinden* in three 
columns ; the centre along the great 
road to Munich* which palTes through 
Hohenlinden ; the right and left in the 
wovids on each fide of the great road. 

The corps of Gen. Ktenmayer* which 
was defined to take the enemy in flank* 
marched from Dorfen in the dircytiJn of 
Schwaben. 

The columns ought all to have arrived 
at their dedination a little before day> 
break, or at the lated between eight and 
nine o’clock ; but from a heavy (all of 
fnow and fleet, which continued all night 
and the greater part of the morning, the 
centre column only was at its deltination 
At eight o'clock, whilil both the left 
and right were (fill confiderably behind * 
and the left* under Gen. Rifch, had* 
befides* lod its way, and marched to the 
left towards Ebeilberg, inflead of turn- 
ing to the right, in the direyiion of 
Hohenlinden. 

In this (fate of things it appears* that 
the divifion of Gen. Richepanfe pierfed 
between the left and the centre about nine 
o’clock* got upon the great road behind 
the centre* and fell upon the left flank 
and rear of that column at the time that 
it had been formed in front* and had juil 
begun to attack the enemy’s pofition. 

I have not yet been able to obtain any 
accurate account of what palled alter- 


wards; but it feemi that the diforder 
fooD became irretrievable* and that the 
retreat towards the Heights of Ramfau 
was made with very heavy lofs* particu- 
larly in artillery. Generals SpaniorcKi 
and Loppert are prifoners. 1 have not 
yet heard of the lofs of any other Offi- 
cers of the fame ran^. 

Gen. Kienmayer was attacked on his 
march by two divihons from Aerding* 
and fuffered alfo feverely in his letreat. 
which he made upon Ifen in good order* 
on learning the dilalter that had befallea 
the main army.

At eight o’clock of the evening of the 
24th December, the firll guards which 
preceded the carriage ol 1> ir.apaite on his 
way to the Opera, caufed a fhabby cur 
riage, to which was affixed an old mnie, 
and w.hich flopped the paffage in La Rue 
Nicaife, to be icmovtdj but as it pie- 
fcntly returned, the fecond guaids re- 
moved it ^ at which indanl jult as Bona- 
parte had lapidly paffid, accompanied by 
Generals Lalne and Berthier, and his 
Aid-de-Camp, Lauriffon, a dreadful ex- 
piofion took place from a barrel or calk 
within the carnage, loaded with powder 
and baHs, upoiran extiaordinary princi- 
ple. It was intended to have been fiicd 
by- means oi a mulket within the band. 
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^ck cut off*, and a cord communicating 
from the trigger with an adjoining houfe $ 
bur the removal of the carriage twice, by 
didending the cord, retarded its opera- 
tion. The repot t was heard in every 
pa^ of Paris. The windows of the cadle 
of the Thuilleries, and of the hou fes 
which furround the Great and Little Ca- 
ron iel, were fhivered to pieces ; and tlie 
cntiic dieets of St. Nicnii'e. Sr. Thomas, 
Echclic. and Chartres, were ftiaken, as by 
a violent earthquake. So gr^^^t a fliock, 
in this populous quarter, might have been 
fatal to a great many people However 
the number of viflims is not fo great as 
was at firlt Tiippol’cd ; from' the report 
of the J'llijcc of the Peace of the divifion 
of the Thuilleries, it appears, there were 
only five peifons killed, viz. one man 
and four women. Ten', dreadfully 
wounded, have been cairieci to dilfcrent 
hofpitals.

The Republic triumphs, and her ene- 
mies again implore her moderation. 
The victory of Hohcnlindcn has re- 
founded throughout all Europe \ it 
will be accounted by Inftorv among 
the mod glorious days which nave ren- 
dered French valopr illullrious : but it 
was confideied as no achievement by 
our defenders, who will never think 
they h.ive conquered, till the country 
has no longer any enemies. The Gallo- 
Batavian ai my has conquered at Bam- 
berg ; Kie army of the Grifons, tra- 
iM^ang fnow and ice, has cleared the 


Splugen, in order to turn the redoubts 
able lines of the Mincio and the Adige. 
The army of Italy has carried,!^ main 
force, the palTage of the Mincio, and 
blockades Mantua. Finally, Moreau 
is but five days march from Vicflia, 
mailer of an imroenfe country, and the 
whole of the enemy’s magazines. It 
was there the ArmKtice, the conditions 
of which have been laid before you, 
was demanded by the Prinee Charles, 
and granted by the General in Chief 
of the army of the Rhine. M. de 
Cobentzel, Plenipotentiary of the 
Emperor at Luneville, has declared, 
by a note of the 31(1 oY December, 
that he is ready to open negociations 
for a feparate treaty ; thus Aultria is 
freed from the influence of thcEnglilh 
Government. The Government, fluth- 
ful to its principles, and to the wi(h of 
humanity, depoiits in your bofoms, and 
proclaims to France, and to all Europe, 
the intentions by which it is animated. 
The left bank of the Rhine (hall be the 
limit of the French Republic ; it has 
no pretenfions to the rignt bank. The 
interett of Europe will not admit of the 
Emperor’s palling the Adige. The in- 
dependence of the Helvetic and Bata- 
vian Republics (hall be alTured and ac- 
knowledged. OurviAories will add 
nothing to the pretenfions of the French 
Republic. Aultria ought not to expeifl 
from her defeats what (he could not 
obtain by her vi6lories. Such are the 
invariable intentions of the Govern- 
ment. The happinefs of France will 
be to reftore tranquillity to Germany 
and Italy— her glory to rid the Conti- 
nent of the devouring and mifehievous 
genius of England. If good faith be 
again deceived, we arc at Prague, at 
Vienna, at Venice. Such devotion, and 
iuch fuccefs, demand all the gratitude 
of the nation towards our armies. The 
Government would find new expref. 
(ions to con fecrate their exploits : tiier^ 
is one which by its fimplicity, will be 
ever worthy the courage of French fol- 
dicis. ‘ The Government propofes to 
you the four following plans of the Uw 
hereunto annexed.

Bulletin of the Official Journal the Moniicur, 
Paris, 12th Nivoje {^January 1.) 

The General of Divifion Dcflblles, 
Chief of the Staff of the Rhine, in a 
letter dated the 15th of December (4ih 
Nivofc), at the head quarters of Stcyer, 
addreffed to the Minilterat War, an- 
nounces, that General Lecourbe has 
made from 4 to 500 prifoners, and that 
General Richepanfe has entered Steyer, 
where the enemy left behind feventecn 
pieces of cannon, and near 4000 pii- 
foners.

letter from the' fame place, dated De- 
cember 26, General Deflblles informs 
the Minilter, that the Archduke Charles 
has propofed an Armiflicc to General 
Moreau, and announced to him that the 
Emperor has fent a Courier to M. 
Cobentzel, with orders to fign the 
Peace. The Armiftice has been figned 
at Steyer. It contains feventecn Arti- 
cles. The enemy, to guarantee the 
Armiftice, gives up to the French array 
the forts of Kufftein, Scharnitz, and 
other points of peimanent fortifica- 
tions in the Tyrol, and tlie tortrtfles 


of Wurtzburgh, in Franconia, and 
Braunau, in the Circle of Bavaria. 

Luneville, Dec. 31. — Count Co- 
bentzel has declared, by a note dated 
this day, the 31ft of December, that 
he was authoiifcd by his Majefty the 
Emperor to give to his powers the in- 
terpretation that had been given to 
them by the French Plenipotentiary, 
and to treat without the concurrence 
of the Englifh. The protocol is, in 
confequence, to be opened to-morrow, 
the I ft of January 1801, that is to fay, 
thefrft day of the 19th century. 

Hamburgh, Jan. 9-— Advices from 
Conftantinople, of December 10 and 
14 ., lay. “ A very unpleafant circum- 
ftance has happened here, which may 
have important conTequences.

Numerous bodies of troops 
had been lent to him, but molt of them 
deleiicd. The rebels of Komelia had 
brought^ver a body of 6,000 Jmifla- 
I'ies, who I’ufleied themfelves to kr de- 


feated I feveral of each party had, how-

In 
tnree days they made the Guiph of 
Parca, and entered the Bocas di Klne- 
vos, forming part of the HI ind of J'ri- 
nicl.td ; but the fuccetding night : 'rile 
of wind came on, by which the Ihip was 
dlfinaited, and Ihoitly after 1 educed to 
a mere vvipck. In this fitiiation the 
Captain put four Ladicsnnd for e chil- 
dien, undercharge of the Second Lieu- 
tenant, into the cutter j and airhaugh 
the Tea lan treniendoully high, yet they 
piovidentiaily reached 7 'rinidad : an- 
other Officer was difpalchtd in the jolly 
boar, and, after rowing all night, he 
made the land, about twenty-eight 
miles <liltant. The Governor inlKintly 
fen r off twelve or thiiteen finall viflVIs 
to the wreck, and fucceeded in fivi ng 
the lives of all on bo.ird. — The Captain 
and Officers have been tried at Marti- 
nique for the lofs of the vellel, and ho- 
nourably acquitted.

“ Various reports having been cir- 
culated refpeftirig the unfortunate 
BritifK AibjeCfs now in Ruffia, 1 feud 


you the following authentic informa- 
tion, which I requeft you will infert in 
your Paper. The Perfons of the Bri- 
ti(h merchants have hitherto remained 
unmolefled 5 and what ready money 
they had in their polTelfioii has not 
been feized j but their warehoules are 
fealed, and all iheir p» oper ty is under 
fequefler. All the Britifh (hrps and 
their caigoes are feized by the Kulliaii 
Government. The Captains and 
crews are marched into the interior 
of the country, in companies of one 
Captain and ten or twelve feamen. 
They are diltributed in above 100 
dift'erenr towns, at one hundred to one 
thoufand miles diflance from the capital. 
The Ruffian Government allow for 
their fubfiflence, daily, five copeaks in 
money (about three halfpence), a 
fmall meafui’e of rye flour, and one 
of buck wheat. My brother, and fome 
other Britiffi merchants, at St. Peterf- 
burgh, advanced 40,000 rubles (a ru- 
ble is about half a crown), for their 
better accommodarion, from which 
he funiilhed every Captain with 200 
rubles for the u(e of hirnfelF and ten 
men, and bought f(Nr every man a 
Iheep’s (kin coat, a fur cap, a (a(h, a 
pair of gloves, fome waiin (lioes, and 
two pair of itockings. Kibirkas, or 
common carts of the country, are 
bouglit for moft of the Captains and 
fome old men, the relt walk, and the 
peafants furnilh hoi lcs for the baggage. 
By the zi(t of Nov. 50 Captains and 509 
failors were thus difparched from St. 
Peterfbui'gh, and the remainder were 
daily (etting oft' on their melancholy 
jc»ui ney .

There is fcaicely a 
fubjeft 16 abounding in variety and 
amuf"mcnt, and there are few which 
would more abundantly recompenfe 
the attention des^otccl to it, Jt fliould 
foi m a prominent part of tlie education 
of our public lemin.iries : our Uuivcrfi- 
ties fliould have ProfelTors of Agricul- 
tuir, to blend and compare the treatife 
of Hefiod, Xenophon, Vario, Pliny, 
Columella, Virgil, and others with im- 
proved and modem iifage. — Our pro- 
vincial, pariih, and even Sunday- 
fchools, fliould inltruft their fchol.us 
in matters relating to their cond'ticu ; 
the poflelfois of ertates would thi s be 
icndercd competent to the controul 
and care of their propertv, and be made 
independt nt of thofe wliofe intere/f it is 
too Mequcnily to miflead them; and f he 
fo'niri, by ea ly knowledge, would 
coniMnc tlie wifdorn of experience with 
the enei gy of execution, and his labour 
thus become of increafed profit both to 
Jiimfelf and to fociety. 

I'he deficiency of corn, by which 
other countries, not lei's than t^is, are 
unfortunately afflifted, is flared to have 
fugareHed an extraordinary fubflitiire, 
with which many nai ts of Great Bi itain 
abounds.--'* 'I'he Conenhagen Gazette 
of the 16th December, t8co, officially 
announces, tfiat a Norwegian peafant 
of the name of Chrillopher Larfon, re-

The 
Economical Society of Norway has 011 
this account offered premiumi* to thofe 
hulbandmcn who fliall make fimilar col- 
Icftions of mofs. 

Planting wheat in rows by the hand 
is much praftifed in Suffolk. Half the 
ufual quantity of feed will, by this 
praftice, be fufficient ; and the crop is 
fuppofed to be one-fifth greater than if 
fown by a machine or broad-calt. 

Excellent palle for meat or fruit pies 
is made with two thirds of wheat flour, 
one third of the flour^of boiled potatoes, 
and /ome butteror dripping; the whole 
being brought to a proper confiltence 
with warm water.— A fmall quantity of 
yeaftadds to its lightnefs. This mix- 
ture likewife makes a good cake for 
breaklaft nr evening, either with or 
without fpices, raifins, &c. 

A Phyfician of New Bedford, has 
communicated to the public the fuccefs- 
ful refult of two expeiiments in curing 
the Locked janv by means of EleSiricity, 
Previous to the application of the elec- 
trical fluid, recourle had been had to 
bleeding, cathartics, and antifpalmo- 
dics, the warm bath, and opium applied 
internally and externally, without the 
Icafl effeft on either cafe. But a fmall 
receiver being filled and difeharged 
through the jaws of the pcrfonsaffeftftl, 
they flew open inltantaneoufly. In one 
cafe the complaint was entirely removed 
by three (hocks, in the other by an 
occafional (hock for a few days. Both 
the patients w'ere ftrong and healrhy 
perfons, the one a man and the other a 
woman, and the mode ot treating them 
had been fimilar.

T he virtues of private life, and the 
talents that adorn a retired llation, 
are not lefs worthy of contemplation, 
;iHd are more likely to be extenfivcly 
ufeful as examples, than even thepolicy 
of iLitelhien, or the exploits of heroes. 

Tlie late much-lamented fubjeft of 
this Memoir was the foil of the Rev* 
tiuorge Downing, Rei^or of Ovington, 
Klfc^x, and was born in London on 
Chriitmas Day 1761.^ 

After having received a liberal edu- 
cation at the Ichool then kept by Dr^ 
Parr, at Stajimore, Mr. Downing was 
articled to Mr. Allton, a Solicitor of 
/'ome emiiuMicc at Nay land, in Sullblk. 
At the expiration of his term he was 
entered of Lineoln’s Inn, and in May 
1794. weis (ailed to the Bar. 

Of hii profetlion Mr. Downing was a 
dillinguilhed ornament. He loon per- 
ceived, that talents alone, however emi- 
nent, without great application, were 
inade(]iiate to attain either diitin^Iion 
or emolument. Under this imprellion, 
he devoted his time almoft wholly to 
Ifvidy, very frc(]iiently conluming the 
midnight oil in ihort, no man, we 
believe, ever made himlclf more a Have 
(as it is fometimes called) to bulinels 
than he did. Therefuitwas flattciing 
and honourable tphim j for, at the time 
of Ills death, though, in fadl, a young 
imn, he was nearly at the head of ins 
nrotellioii in the conveyancing line. 
That he had a mind highly cuiUv.atcd, 


and warmly attached to polite li tcrature, 
all \yho had the happinels of his ac- 
quaintance well knew ; and we believe 
iotne fruits of his little leilure have 
beei^ laid before the public $ but that 
raodelty which was a very dirtinguilh- 
ing trait in his chara6fcr prevented 
hUaHuming the merits oftlumi j and, 
as they were anonymoully pubiilhed, 
we arc unable to trace them. 

One finall Ipecimen, liowever, of Jiis 
^claflic talfe is m the hands of the W riter 
of this article, and may not be thought 
unworthy of being prelerved. Jt is 
the following extemporaneous Ejii- 
gram, conipoled while liilening to a vo- 
luntary on tlie organ;

Almoft the only kind of relaxation 
from the fatigues of bufiiicfs tliat Mr. 
Downing pcimitted hiinfelf to enjoy, 
he fought in thc^ilealurable and in- 
Ihuftive purluils of the ancient aud 
honourable Craft of Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons. The attention which 
he had paid to the acqiiiiition of know- 
ledge on tltis fiibjeCt was foo»^ evinced 
by the ability with which he illultiated 
the Lectures in the Grand Stewards and 
Soinerfet Houle Lodges j and which 

M a ^ very 
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very fo«n advanced him to the honour- 
able dillinflion of Mailer of thofe re- 
fpedlable bodies, of which fome of the 
hril men in the country are members. 

Jn i 797> the amiable manners of Mr. 
iJowning, not Icfs than his acquire- 
ments, caufed him to be recommended 
to the notice of his Royal Highneis the 
Prince of Wales, Grand Mallei* j who 
honoured him with the appointment of 
Provincial Grand Mailer for the County 
of Eilcx ; and he was in flailed at 
Chelmsford on the 15th of May in that 
year, in the prefence of a moll nume- 
rous and relpedahle alTemblage of the 
Brethren 5 whom Mr. Downing ad- 
drelTed in nearly the following terms t 

•* Brethren, * 

The pleafure I derive from taking 
this chair receives a melancholy alloy 
from the coiifideration, that it is oc- 
caiioned by the death of our late excel- 
lent Brother Dunckerley j a man who, 
for conviviality of difpofition, corre6l- 
nefs of principles, extent of mafonic 
knowledge, and readinefs of commu- 
nication, flood, perhaps, unrivalled ; 
and who, by the happy application of 
thefe enviable endowments, not only 
conciliated the affc6lion, but infured 
the improvement of the Craft over 
whom he had the honour to prefide. 
He loved Mafonry from his foul : and 
as his attachment was not the clFedl of 
a hafty imprelfion upon a lively imagi- 
nation, blit the refult of a long and 
well-di/edled ferutiny into the nature 
and utility of the inflitution,he^feldom 
failed to communicate a portion of In', 
zeal to thofe with whom he converfed. 
In this county he may be confidered to 
have been the Father of the Craft j and 
his death ha« been accordingly felt 
with a degree of filial regret — a regret 
which, I an> forry to think, will be in- 
creafed by a eomparifoii between him 
and his fuccellor. 

« I confefi., Brethren, that when I 
contrail my own inexperience with his 
knowledge, and confider tlut I am go- 
ing to build on foundations laid by fo 
able an arcliitefl, I feel difpirited at 
what I have undertaken 5 and fint^no- 
thing to con foie me but the refieflion, 
that with the foundation he has left a 
defign of the fupcrftruflure, and a 
number ofweil-i*i&ruiled Craftfmen to 
aiFill me in carrying it on. 

From niy firft initiation into the 
rnyfleries of our venerable order, they 
h;^ve been iubjeds of xny continual ad- 


miration, not fo much on account of 
their antiquity as their moral tenJetny 
for though the former may attract the 
enquiry and gratify the refearch of the 
antiquarian, it is the latter which in- 
vites the cultivation, gives energy to 
.the exertion, and infures the final per- 
feverance of the genuine Fnemafon* 
Let us r-Di, however, afiecl to think 
lightly of the venerable fkn6lion which 
our mylleries have acquired hy the 
adoption of fuccelfivc ages. Or their 
antiquity there is a foit of evidence 
which eclipfes tradition. The method 
adopted by the Craft for communicat- 
ing inilru^ion to their difeipies, was in 
u(e before tlie invention of letters. All 
the learning of the ancient world was 
conveyed in fymbols, and intrenched 
in mylleries : and luiely that is not 
only the moll ancient, but the molt 
imprelTive vehicle of knowledge, which, 
by applying fenfible objefts to a figu- 
rative ule, affords amufement as well 
as inllru^liori, and renders even the 
playfulnefs of tlie imagination^ that moll 
ungovernable of all the human faculties, 
inllrumental to moral improvement. 

Thofe who have made enquiries 
into the rife and progrefs of fcience, 
have found that, in the early ages, all 
fpeculative knowledge was confined to 
a few, and by them carefully concealed 
from vulgar curiolity under the veil of 
mylleries, into which none were initi- 
ated, till not only their intellectual 
capacities, but the firinnefs of their 
characters, had been put to a fevere 
tell ; the refult of which determined 
the degree of probability that they 
would refill the llratagems of curiofity 
and the imperious demands of autho- 
rity. The molt famous mylleries on 
record arc thofe in Perfia, whi;h were 
^celebrated in honour of the God 
Mythra,and thofe at Elcufis, in Greece, 
in honour of the Godclefs Ceres. Ma- 
ny arguments might be adduced to 
prove, that both thefe were corruptions 
of Freemafonry j and hereafter I lhall 
not v^ant the inclination, if I do not 
want the opportunity, to difculs them. 
At prefent, however, I lhall content 
mylelf with pointing out the limilarity* 
which fublills between the initiatory 
rites praClifed by the profeffors of thqlb 
mylleries and by our Brethren, both 
ancient and modern j more efpecially

Wlun t)ie threats of the enemy, and

ternal faftion, rendered necelfary the 
incorporation of the loyal and bnive 
inhabitants of tlie kingdom in volun- 
teer corps, Mr, Downing enlilted him- 
felf undcr*the popular banner of Colo - 
nel Herrics, commanding the London 
Light Horfe Voluntceis ; and his mili- 
tary ardour and Ikill piomoted him, by 
due gradations, to the rank of Senior 
Lieutenant ; which oflice he held till liis 
death (061.9, 1800), which has been 
wnth great truth attributed to tlieeffefls 
of a cold brought on by tlie zeal and 
exeition which he manifefled during 
the late unfortunate riots, committed 
under the pretext of the high price of 
provi lions. ['I'he ceremony obferved 
at his funeral was deferibed in our 
XXXVIIIth Volume, p. 3»9*] 

It only remains to obierve, that in 
his perlbn Mr. Downing was c<- middle 
ffature ; ofafomewlnq palid complex- 
ion, the conlequence, probably, of ex- 
celHve ftudy ; his eyes, however, were 
remarkably vivacious, and his whole 
countenance was Ifrongly indicative ol 
intelle6lual endowunents, and of a dif- 
polition warm, generous, and kind. 
Plis fcholaftic attainments weic great 
and various ; and his Judgment was 
acute and coinprelienfivt. There was 
Icarcely a ful>je6t with which he was 
not in Ibine degree acquainted, nor any 
branch of literature that he had en- 
tiiely ncglt6l:ed. The Wiiterof this 
brief outline is liappy in laying, that 
he never met with a companion moie 
entertaining or inltru6five, or a iriend 
more fmeere.

fixed pilnciples or rule of comlin;:!: ; 
thence lie adopts any example of no- 
velty or folly th.it makes an imprtlllon 
on him, and takes a bias whichever way 
he is Itrongelf bent : and thence trifling 
declin.itions from truth, grow up at lalt 
into tile llrong and crooked llioots of 
preiudice, whlclucan hardly ever alter 
liellraightencd. Happy is it, wlicie they 
do not arrive at that enormous growth 
which deliroys tlie fair tree itfelf, or 
eiK innbeis it with a weight of hardened 
aiul iiitlexible vice. 

But, .IS the latter inyeftigatioii would 
only lead us mto a nierancholy rc- 
J'c.utli, not exactly fiiited to the na- 
ture of thele J'dlays, let us content 
oinlclves with tome oht’ei vatlous on 
the in.my .iblui ditics and inconfilteii- 
tit-: daily lun into and entert.iincd by 
man, fjoin the want of knowing how 
to think .11 ight. 

Iniiumer.iblc are the prejudices of 
men, particularly of rhofe who mix in 
the world j afew wholerome rules diiei:!: 
the humble cottager, v^hile a thoiiliiud 
ill-judged opinions and maxims miflead 
and diltia^t the nun of bulineli> and of 
pleatiixt . 

'riie chief prejudice inciilent to our 
fituatiou in the buly woild, Iprlngs 
from the falfe ajipearance of things, 
from wdiich we diaw hnlly and I'.ifli 
conclufions, without wilting to efti- 
mate their true cliar.i6fer and woith: 
thence w'e connect ideas that havi? no 
re.il refemblance to each othei ; as po- 
verty and ignorance, wealth ajul happi- 
nefs. 

Another very flrong prejudice of the 
mind is derived fiojti what is called a 
firfl impreffion j wdiicli carries us away, 
it wcie by force, out of the reach of 
judgment : thence we frequently give 
to a knave of winning addrefs, what wc 
fhould deny to .anhoneft man of coarfer 
iiunuers • thence^ becaufc we udmiic 


the works of an eminent painter, wc 
are not willing to allow that he has any 
dcfedls : thus we juilge, not from the 
things themfelves, but by reference to 
tlie impreflion that we have entertained 
of the charafter, m.'inncrs, or talents of 
the author. This IjK'clcs of prejudice 
h the molt unfair of any, as it never 
permits us to dlltinguifli, or to appre- 
ciate properly, the viitues,viccs,mei its, 
or imperftdions of our iieighbouisi 
but cither gives U>o little or t»o mucli- 

An equally ftrong prejudice, and of 
a kin with the two former, is that 
W'liirh proceeds from a calual .iirociation 
of ideas, conneded fb ftrongly by the 
imagination, that Reafbn lias frequejit- 
ly ^lo power to feparate them ; thence 
young people, who have been terrified 
by the idea of appaiitions at night, ai'c 
never left in a dark room without 
thinking of apparitions j thence alfi> 
proceeds the vulgar prejudice of avoid-, 
ing a particular name in chriltening an 
infant, bccaule Tome ib called had lv:cu. 
peculiarly unfortunate. Thefe iileas, 
which accident only joins togetlier, 
are mere tollies of the im.iginatiou, 
that our judgment fhould coricct. 

A fouith fbuice of prejudice is, the 
dilferent lights in which tilings may 
be placed, .ind the different \ie\\s in 
which they appear to us j anil, as it 
fomeiimes, .ind under Ibmc ciiciiui- 
ff.mccs, reijuires mucli peiietiatlon anil 
judgment tw diicovei the leal foi m and 
complexion of things. by viewing them 
on all lidcs, this I'pecies of piejiidict ifi 
cert. duly moil excufable. 

Among the moil extraordinary fo- 
phills of the fomer dalles, v\.is inv 
fneiul Peter Bias. Mr. Bias had re- 
ceived the adv:inta^es of a tolerably 
good education ; had ierved an ap- 
ficnticdhifi to tiade, and was become 
a mailer lilver-pl.ite engraver, and a 
livej-yinjn ot the (loldimiths’ iViinpa- 
nv i he iiiiokcd his pi})e conltamly ni 
the evening at the Horlc and Dolpldn, 
and vv^as reckoned a very feniible man 
in the cluh-ioom. It was, however, 
reinai ked, in the chai ader of iu\ fi iciid 
Bias, that \\ heiie vei he took an mipi ef- 
lion, it was engraven on his mind, like 
an armoi i:il bearing on the fide of a cau- 
lUc-cup executed by his own griver. 
I'o the iinprellioji which my friend 
reeeived from a flogging at Ichool for 
llcjiing codiiiio, wa:> altrilmtcd his lalt- 
ing aiuipathy to apple -pic; .md to a 
long fit of illiids at eighteen, was 
ulcnbed his ui flexible diliaile to water- 

gj ucl- 
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fruet. Having once been cheated by a 
Jew, he denounced vengeance againft 
the twelve tribes, and would, like He- 
jnodi have extermitiated the whole race 
of Khidite babes ; nor could any thing 
perfaaiie-fatm to ride again in Thomas's 
tCentifli Town iiage, becau/b he had 
oncebeerv overturned In Yet Peter 
Bias 'was a benevolent man ; that is, 
when prejudice let him at work ; and 
whed dnce in his favour," it was np ealy 
snattei^ for one to be turned out. My 
IHeiiil Peter had a little dirty boy, an 
app^ntice, whom he called Bobby, and 
chF whofe talents and honeily he liad 
Ibmied his own opinion. Certain i^ts, 
that Bobby was very clever at fhining 
iboes i and as certain, that he once 
brought a crown piece to his matter, 
which he had found carclel'sly left on 
the (hop- board. Thefe circumttances 
ettablilhed Bobby in latting repiifation. 

For a great many years, my poor 
friend Peter was haralFcd and tor* 
mented by the tricks that Bobby 
laved him : his ttioes were neglc^tecf, 
is clothes worn out before they were 
left olf:'and his looie catti pilfered: 
yet none of this could be done by 
Bobby ; Bobby was ftill :i good lad •, a 
clean pair of llioes, :ind a recolleifion of 
the crown piece,* let every thing to 
rights. It was in vain that every- 
body ventured to pronounce Bobby a 
fcoundrel $ he ttill kept his place, till

In Ihort, my friend Peter's prejudices 
remained with him to the laft moment 
of his life j for, though Bobby was re- 
formed, and become a remarkably fober 
induttrious young man, nothing could 
perfuadc him to leave him a fixpence j 
and he gave pofitivedireftions, that no 
perfoii called Robert fliould follow him 
to the grave j which event he ufed hu- 
mouroully to fay was, he hoped, the lait 
en-gra ving that he lliould have any thing 
to do with.

C HESHUNT, in the county of Hert- 
ford, is fourteen miles from* Lon- 
don. It is in the hundred of Hertford, 
and deanery of Braughing, in the arch- 
deaconry of Middlelex. It is a vici’^ge 
fubieft tothe Archcleacon,but the right 
of induftion is in the Bifhop. Tlie 
church was built in the time of Henry 
Vf.by Nicholas Dixon, who was Reftor 
there thirty years. About tliis rime, 
fays Mr. Salmon, if one may guefs by 
the woiVmanthip and the wearing, moll 
of the churches of the country weie 
^vuLt^ except thofe of catUedrai fafliion* 


The benefaftion of Dixon Is at large in 
his epitaph. The vicarage was endowed 
by ‘King James with 57I. pef annum, 
out of the fee-farm rents, in lieu of the 
fmall tithes of thofe lands which he in- 
clofedin T. heobald's Park. The church 
is dedicated totheYirgin Mary. Qj^jcen 
Mary granted the advowfon to the Bi- 
ttiop of London, who prelented, till by 
of Parliament tlie beginning of 
James the Ill's reigti, this patronage 
was exchanged with Robert, Earl of 
SaJilbury, for that of Orfet, in Elfex.

100. Lady Evelyn Levison, 
yonngeft daughter of John, fjrlt Earl 
Gower. She was married firjt to John 
Fitzpatrick, firll Earl of Upper Oflbiy, 
and lecondly to Richard Vernon, Efq. 

101. Rachel, LadyRussel, daugh- 
ter of Lord Treafurer Southampton, hrlt 
married to Lord Vaughan, fon of the 
Earl of Carberry, and afterwards to the 
juftly admired Lord RulTel. The ex- 
cellent and undillurbcd fenfe, and un- 
ihaken fii'mnefs, of this virtuous he- 
toine, wliile Ihe aflTifted her Lord dur- 
ing his trial, was proved not to be the 
rei'ult of infenfibility, mifcalled philo- 
fopliy, but a command over the moll 
affliCtetl rendernefs as long as flie could 
be of ufe to him, and while Ihe might 
have diftrelled his affeftion — for the 
moment he was no more, Ihe gave fuch 
IncclTant loofe to her tears as to be fup- 
pofed to have brought on her blindnefs 
— ftill with fuch devout fubrni/Tjon, 
that (he bore the inlblent reproofs of a 
bigotted Chaplain devoted to the Court, 
who augmented her rational grief by 
fcarce oblique condemnation of the 

rinciples to which her deareft Lord 
ad fallen a facrifice.

(Continuid from Page i6.) 


T he attempt of reftoi ing to 

Driiiy Lane Theatre through the 
add of 3 party, and the publication of an 
ill-judgtd pamphlet, failing, he hafl re- 
courle to the Mai\agers of Covent Gar- 
den, vho feenicd, at firft, very willing 
to engage a man of his merit, and one 
who, by performing with Barry, could, 
by their joint weight, give new vigour 
End variety to many Tragedies. 

But in the arrangement of this bufi- 
|iers,it was laid, that a celebrated Adtrels 
at that 1 heatre (the then Mrs. Barry) 
jKilltively refufed to aft in any play 
laith this unfortunate man. What 
could be her reafon for tliis refoluticn 
it is now diiticult to tell ! Perhaps Ihe 
might have received fome fuppofed 
affront from him in Ircland—never to 
be forgiven — or perhaps Ihc might have 
dreaded a rival in Moflbp to her huf- 
b^tnd, who was then vifibiy irt the de- 
cline of his pow'ers,and principally en- 
ipged through the afccndency of her 
abjhtics— or perhaps caprice, which has 
its peculiar influence on the heroines of 
the ftagc,more than any other influence 
whailoever. Let the caufe be W'hat it 
will, its eflefts greatly deprefled a man 
under Moflbp's circuinllances. I^is 
friends, however, advifed hirti to wave 
this circumflar.ce, and to play with 
any other Aftixls which the Managers 
might think proper to aflbrt him with : 
but their anlwer was, *• that their bu- 
fincfs was already fettled, and it was not 
in their pow'er to employ him. 

We ha\e Rated the above circum- 
llances as the Rate of Moflop's^onduft 
Telative to his rbq'ttrical engagements 
afurhi^ return from Ireland. But from 
whatever p. inciplc iiC afted in regard 
to his apparent leadinefs to engage as a 
erfornler , we' fpeak from fejitin/t hiow- 
Jgty that it was not ph^ically in his 
gbwe.*^to fill any part of Tragedy or 
Comedy to any advantage at that time, 
his pow'jrof voice was not only con- 
'firltuably dimiuiihcd, but his whole 


perfon emaciated, and in an apparent 
itate of decay — his mind fulfered with 
his bodily powers, and he moved and 
talked very like a man approaching to 
melancholy madntfs. In this ftate, it 
was imj^lfible for him to fulfil the 
expeftations either of the Managers, 
or the town, though he fuftered his 
name to be made ule of by his friends 
in the negociation. A few weeks after 
proved the truth of this aflertion, as he 
fell a viftim to a broken heart in the 
month of November 1773. 

He faw his own dilTolution approach- 
ing fail, but concealed it, and the ex- 
treme poverty of his puiie, from his 
moft intimate friends. When his voice 
was fo hollow as to be fcarce audible,, 
he ufed to fay, “ he was better j” and 
when alked about the ftate of his pe- 
cuniary matters, his anfwer was, he 
wanted nothing.” In this lingering 
ftate of perfon and of purfe, he was, 
found dead in his bed one morning, at 
his lodgings in the Strand, with only 
fourpence halfbenm in his pocket. 

After his death, his remains ptt with 
the fate of many men of genius and ta- 
lents, viz. that o( finding pojibumoui pa- 
trons. Garrick, who, by engaging him 
in the beginning, might have laved him 
from his fate, npw lamented his forlorn 
condition, and offered to bury him at 
his own expeiice ; and Moftbp's uncle,, 
who was a man of fonle fortune, and a 
Bucher of the Inner Temple (and 
who, it is faid, refufed hiip the meana 
of fubfiftcnce during life), now made' 
the fame offer— the iklt wa^, througl^ 
decency, accepted, apd Moftop was car- 
ried to his grave, attended, by^a ftw 
old friends and fomt X^mplars. who 
reforted to the Grecian Codec houfe, 
in the forty-hliith year of HJsra'ge; An- 
otlier fad example the infumciency 
of talents without th^ud of diferetion. 

Moflbp was in his p^^pn of the mid- 
dle fize, tolerably well^rraed, with a 
face of much exprefliou,^^'ind an eye 
‘ that 
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marked a proud and 
I indepb^ent mind — Ids voice was deep 
when at the extent— ^od 
though not accommodate his 

tones to the iott'%d tender pailions, 
hi9 level fpeaking had great force and 
dignity. 

He was no doubt born to be an a^oTp 
but not in the univerfal fenie which he 
conceived) and which the early and 
continued flattery of fume friends fup- 
ported. — His outlet was in Zattga, as we 
have before noticed $ and his applaufe 
was fo defervedly great in this chamc- 
ter, that lie for fome years afterwards 
never attempted to move from this line 
of performance } it was Barry’s fame 
for Lovers that firll roufed his emula- 
tion^ and diverted his talents from their 
natural fource j and though he failed 
on the very thre/Jiold of the attempt, his 
vanity forced him on, even at the ex- 
pence of thofe powers which his natu- 
ral and acquired talents had fo liberally 
bellowed upon him. 

However Itrong this bias was on him, 
he had not a full opportunity of in- 
dulging It till he became Manager of 
Smock Alley Theatre, Prcvioully to 
this time, we And him both here, and 
on the Dublin Theatre, engaged in 
fuch bufitiefs as was fuimblc to his fl- 

f ure and real talents. In his Zanga 
e has never been equalled \ and the 
haughty pride and deep revenge wbiwh 
he difcovers in his flrll ipeech in this 
tragedy, 

w I like this rocking of the battlements, 
It fuits the gloomy horror of my foul,” 

he fupported with progrellive force and 
feeling, till he beflrides tlie unfortunate 
Alonzo in the laft A^t— and here the 
Climated glow of revenge appeared lb 
forcible as would render all delcription 
languid— like a powerful ihock of elec- 
tricity, it carried the imprtlfion home 
to every breaft. 

Caled, in the Siege of Damafciis, was 
nearly of equal excellence with his 
Zanga, as he gave lo this wild, lavage/ 
and cntbufialtic Arabian, all the fury 
and fire which the cluradlor demanded j 
and yet lb little did he know his own 
flrengtli, or, rather^ fo apt was lie tq 
flatter bis own vanity, that when com- 
plimented on his perfojmiance of this 
part, he frequently exclaimed, I 
wilh you could have fetn my Plio* 
eyas.” 

Pierre, in Venice Prefer ved, was an- 
other of his ^1 parts ^ the rough. 


high' fpinted, diiappointed fol Jier» was 
perfediy in unilbn with bis talents— 
aqd in the Icene with the confpiratorsa 
al ways obtained and deferved unbound- 
ed applaufe. 

His Richard the Third would have 
like wile flood in the firfl line of per* 
formance, was it not for Garrick, who 
excelled him in the. love feene with 
Lady Anne, as well as in all the quick 
animated pillages of the play j but to 
be fecofid to fuch an Aclor as Gai'ritk, 
was to fland in no inconfidemble line 
of praife ; and that MolTop did lb, was 
evident from his performing the part 
alternately with this great original for 
fome leafuns. 

To^the fine fentiments of the Duhe, 
in Mealure for Meafure, he gave their 
full force and dignity ; and in the 
Ambitious Stepmother of Ro-zve, bis 
Memnois was venerable and intrepid $ 
particularly his fcciie with the Priefl of 
the Sun in the firfl a6l, which he fpoke 
with fuch an honefl glow of animation, 
as totally overpowered tJie fiibtletics 
and frauds of fuperflition and priefl- 
craft. 

TJiefc were his principal parts — he 
had nriny more both in Tragedy and 
the graver Ipecies of Comedy, in which 
he acquired great reouiaiion. He has 
been accufed by tlis Critics of too great 
a mechanifm in his ad^tion .uul delivery j 
and he was inlbnie degree open to this 
cenfure — the frequent rellnig of his 
left hand on his hip, with his right ex- 
tended, has been oren ludicrouily com* 
pared to the ha?idle and fj out of a tea-pot, 
whilft others cailcvi him, “ The diltil- 
ler of Syllables” — hut lUele criticilms 
were evident exagge-ations — Perlbns 
whole narrow judgments, tempers, or 
prejudices, induce them to Aook onljf 
for •faults, Will find them in the mofl 
peifcil artills— and though he Ibme- 
times, in level fpcviking, exhibited ra» 
ther too intTch flirTnefs lu his attitudes, 
and too much length in his pronuncia- 
tion, his energy and coriectaefs, in a 
giiat mealure, atoned for thc/b trifling 
defe«fts, witilfl in tiie more impaillonci 
pvirts he was, excellence itfelf. 

This degree of fame, howevc'’, did 
not liitisfy Moflbp. Me would be the

Attribute k to the power of cafting 
blml'elf in thufe parts fo favourable to 
bis inclination, but at the fame time fo 
ininiica) bis rea? talents. 

Many inllances could be given of the 
effe6>s of this abfurd prepoSeilion dur- 
ing his diverfificd and tumultuous ma- 
nagement. One, however, will befuf- 
ficieut for this purpofe. The fame of 
the Ope’^a of the Maid of the Mill 
reaching Dublin under his manage - 
meiit, he veiy properly thought of get- 
ting it up at his Theatre, as one of the 
novelties of the feaibn. He had vocal 
performers fiifficient in his company, 
and a band uncommonly good at that 
time i the Opera, therefore, was an- 
nounced in the Green Room f-c^r re- 
hcaifil, and all the parts diftributed, 
except that of Lord Aimworth. This 
excited fome curiolity amongft the per- 
formers to know who would be the 
peiTon call for the pait. The fccret 
was, however, kept back till within a 
few days of the perfoi mance, when the 
bills pompoully announced in capitals. 

The part of Lord Aimworth (wthout 
the Songs) i by Mr. Mollbp.’* 

The hero of an Opera without (ing- 
ing, was a fpecies of novelty one would 
think too much bordering on the ab- 
(urd for any performer to adopt, or 
any audience to countenance j but, 
however Itrangc to tell, both fucceed- 
pd - the caftraud Opera xww eight nights 
to crowded audiences, whillt Moflbp 
received the flatteries of his friends and 
the tovvn on his fuccei’s in a new de- 
partment of ailing. 

This bufinefs, however, was cfFciled 
by an under-management more oi lei’s 
prailii'ed by molt Managers when the 
means aie in their power, vir. that of 
mpojhsg on the Town. Moflbp, ds a 
man, had the art of attaching many 
friends to him in the various trials of 
life -his misfortunes, as they were 
galled, though all the ails of his own 
indiferetion, rivetted thole friends the 
floler to him. Whilft the Couiitefs of 
B — , who then led the fafhion in Dub- 
lin, was his avowed proteflrefs, this 
Lady, befidc t^c high company ihe 
every night drew to the boxes, com- 
Qiana^d a great part of her tradefmen. 
Thefe, with the young men of the Col^ 
Jcflre(NIoflbp> coteihporaries), fo? med 
tft* principal part of the audience, 
whH by faving the remaining pait 
ttouhle of thinking for thimfekvei^ diilated 
io the' town ^ thus wat' a projeit 


which, left to itfclf, would . I 
worked out its own damnatio: carried 
through, by artifice, w^^fit ahd 
applaufe. 

However abfurd tms dramatic licence 
may be confidered in Moflbp, Shericran, 
who hkd 11)11 higlier claims to critical 
acumen, was at leall equally culpable, 
by transferring Mcrcutio’s fine de- 
feription of a dream, in the firft a£l of 
Romeo and Juliet, to the part of 
Romeo — merelv becaufe he would 
monopolize fo fine a fpecch to himfelf. 
Sheridan, though a good A£lor in grave 
and fentimental parts, had neither the 
voice or tender tVahord of a lover \ but 
admitting he had, how he could fo vio* 
lently wreft this fpcech from its proper 
place, to give it to a charafler which it 
fitted in no one inftance, can fcarCe be 
accounted for, but by the predomi- 
nancy of felflo*ve\ which not only 
trampled upon his 'Own judgment, but 
on the common fenfe and common 
feelings of his audience ? 

That the public may better judge of 
this impropriety, we lhall recall to. 
their recolle6lion a part of the poctic;d 
and beautiful defeription we allude to. 
Ha I ha i a dream. 

Oh ! then, I fee Queen Mab has beeA 
with you ; 

She iithe fancy's midwife, and Ihe cornet^ 
In fliape no bigger than an agate Hone, 

On tlie forefinger of an Aldeiman, 

Drawn with a team of little atomies 
Athwart men's nofes as they lie afleep c 
Her waggon fpokes made ol long fpinnerf 

The cover of the wings of grafshoppers | 
Thenaccs of the fmallefl fpider’s web ;

Whilft we can now laugh at thefe 
follies with becoming contempt, may 
we not a/k ourfelfes, in the laiiguag^

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Lt we nightly fee, under our 
very nc^s, Congreve fiteJ to the laji 
of the prci times (with all the neat- 
nels and ada»-^*vof a modern llioe- 
imkei), and as luch recommended by 
fii difa/tt critics, as the neweli toucn- 
made goods for the ufe of Country 
Managers ? Do not we I'ee fihakfpeare 
made more naturally daily cnicndritioiu, 
additions, and omiliions i* And have we 
not fre(|ucntly leen, for years back, the 
feene of Diana drapes totally cut out of 
the Beggars Opera (though upon that 
feene hinges a principal part of the 
plot), merely to iiive Captain Macheath 
the trouble of re drelling liimfelf ? O 
yes ! We have often feen thefe things, 
and are, perhaps, doomed to fee many 
more, whilft audiences will fuffcrtheii* 
judgments to go by — Proxy. 

Bat Lo return from this digrcflion, 
and advert moie particularly to the 
chaiai^er of MoHop. — We murt; not 
judge of him fiom thefe profelfional 
eccentricities — He was led to them 
principally from his nccelfities, which, 
though it mu't be confeired he in a 
great degree br*<ught on himlelf, they 
wcie rather the faults of an ealy duc- 
tile temper, than any origin il bad prin- 
ciples. In the caiter of fuccefs, he 
got up the belt and molt appioved 
Tragedies and Comedies, and calt them 
with ftrength and judgment. Pie at- 
tended himi'elf regularly at rehearlals, 
and paid his pci formers punilually, 
whilft the receipts of tile treafury an- 
fwered their demands j and could Ivc 
confine himfeif entirely to the duties 
of his profefllon, he might liave wea- 
thered the Itorm, particularly as lie was, 
in himfeif, the leaitofa luxurious or 
expenfive man belonging to the itage — 
Ills ruin was the love of gaming, or ra- 
ther, the vanity ofbeing under the wing 
of female perlbns of high falhion, who 
gamed deep j they at firlt foolecl him 
into this puifuit under tlie pretence of 
fupporting his houfe in oppolltion to 
Barry and Woodward, and they did it 
to a degree, but with the fecret purj[^ofe 
of bringing grift to tlieir own mills j 
for what they gave to the ftage through 
their influence or intereft, they princi- 
pally brought back with exoibiunt 
profits to their private purfes. 

Such was Moflbp in his public cha- 
ra£ler .* a man who had qualified hitn- 
felf for the ftag|: by a previous courfc 
of clafTical ediicj tion, and was indudfted 
lo it by the l^^ind of Genius — without

which all lear«lng, all afliduity, all rae- 
chanilin of profelfion, are but as “ a 
tinkling cymbal.'* The departments 
which he filled in the Theatre were 
exclullvely his own— for, except Gar- 
rick in Richard, he had no competitor, 
Holland, indeed, may be fiid to follow 
him, but baud pajfibus equis ! It is true> 
Holland was not deficient in figure, 
voice, or attitude, and to people wdio 
judged merely by the effect: of thofe 
powers mechanically e 1.1 ployed, he had 
his admirers — but, alas > the divine 
fire of the playci was wanting — that 
“ urU'efifting power which ftorms the 
breaft," and icaiizes tlie fccnc, we 
looked for in vain. The* two Zangas, 
corr^^aratively Ipcaking, were as fire and 
water — ruhihince and (liadow. In fhort, 
this Tiagcdy, though excellent in va- 
lious pails of the wiiting, owes its ce- 
lebrity on the ftnek lift, principally, to 
the powers of MoUbp 5 and as it was 
levived by him, fo it has, in a great 
meafure, died with him ; and like lome 
other high -wrought charadfers of our 
belt poets, nmft wait in fallen filence 
till fome niafter fpirit lhall arife, who 
“ fhall beftride the Conqueror of Africa 
and Its hundred Thrones" with equal 
triumph. 

As a man (abftrafted from the reduc- 
tion of gaming, and'its innumerable 
bad conlequenccs), he was retired, 
frugal, and abftemious, and as little 
tainted with the cli iquanty and vices of 
his profelfion, as any man of his time. 
IIv IS like wife faid to have had a heart 
capable of fiiendflilp, and had that 
happine/s of tem}>cr to make alinoft :.s 
many friends as acquaintances. His 
naluial love of independence was fuch, 
that he would receive no favours from 
his ncareft friends, even in the lowclt 
dcclciilion of his foitune : — here, in- 
deed, his pride feemed to be at the 
higheft, as he, in the end, lacrificed his 
life to iTs punctilios. 

How milcalculating is the mind of 
man ! Molfop had talents and natural 
inclinations to be one of the moft inde- 

f icndent characters in his profeflion : 
le added to the pow'crsof convcrfitioii 
a fincerity of conduct, and a fimplicity 
of manners, that«wouM have gained 
him refpeCt and honourable friendfliips 
— but the vanity of being the idol of a 
fet of KiyJ't Honourable Harpies^ who 
leduced him from bafe and mterefted 
motives, was principally his ruin. In 
vain he fought to recover St detail 

what 
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what he fo prodigally loft in the qro/s— 
in vain did he look to the little items of 
perfonal dilburlemc nt s, and the frugal 
management of liis Theatre, when the 
gaining table nightly j)i eh nted a gulph 
of incalt ul.ihlc extiavagaiue. 

In ftiort, the fail of this unfortunate 
man evidently arole from two caufes ; 


The firft, his becoming Mam f.r, fo as 
to indulge his felf-love inbei^^an uni- 
verf'il ai^tor — the fecoijijl^^tSt af his be- 
coming a gcimfjhr j tT^ofcifion whieh, 
in itl’elf, canies with it ruin and Aif- 
grace, and is as inimical to fortune as 
It is to all the manly and fotial virtues.

To repeat a fermon once in 
feren days to the tenth part of iheir 
parittiioners, and to read the bapti^iral, 
matrimonial, and burial fervices, donot 
conttitute the whole duties of a cleigy- 
man. As well might a father leave his 
children in a large garden, and, aban- 


doning them to their fcveral ^opcnli- 
tics, think it incumbent em only to 
vi/it them once a placing 

himltlf in the centre of the gai den^^o 
read half a dozen pages to thofe few 
that were willing to become his audi- 
tors. 

To make mankind better , they mu ft 
be conitantly watched, and frequently 
admoniftied. Thus to watch, and thus 
to inculcate, are the duties of the Cler • 
gy } and if thefe duties had been pro- 
perly fulfilled, then had the prefent 
race of mankind been lefs vicious and 
lefs wretched.

T HAVE ihoughl it might often prove 
highly entertaining to fuch ol yoiii 
intelligent v.-adcrs as polfefs but dfmall, 
tlioLigh no doubt felett libiary, if your 
nuineioiis correfpundcnts wlioaic moie 
Ibitiinatc ill this lelpe^t, were kindly 
to tranilnbe interetting paffigcs fi om 
reputable old Authors in their pofTcf- 
lion, whofe works, either tlirough lapfc 
of tune, or unmeiitcd neglect or un- 
couth plirafeology, are become obfo- 
lete. I am well convinced, Sir, that in 
the library of Sidney Sulfex College, 
Cambiidge, alone ; — .1 library to which 
the liberality of the Matter and Fellows 
allows every Gentleman a ready accefs ; 
— there aie more found tieatifcs oh 
various topics of literature, than have 
ilTued from all the prettes of Europe 
for thefe latt tw'enty years. 'ihc 5 amc 
melancholy truth, I fear, may be alTerred 
of every public and private library of 
any confidejable extent and repute. 
Itttiall beiny bufiiiefs, in this letter, to 
lay :i few extrai 5 fs befoie your readers^ 
they are taken from a book once uni- 
verfally admired, a^d now univeifally 
(lighted \ a neglect ocrafiontd proba- 
bly by the llngulnrly w'himfical naiuie 
of its title. It is called, A ncatife 
framing Spirits, Witches, and fuper natural 
operations, by pregnant injlances and e^-ji 
dences ^together nMiih other things worthy 
if note. By Meric Cafaubon, D, D, Lon- 
don, Printed for Brahax.on ^'l??ier, at the 


Three Phieonf in CornhlL 1672.” Tlie 
bnpnniatur is figned, “ Tho. Tondjns^ 
F- R'"®. in Chrifo Vutri nr Domino />■» 
(j n. B !• R j o Di'Vi >/d Proi. identtd Archie- 
piftpo ('.antuaricnfi a Saceis Domtjlict^. 
lix /Lddnis Lamhethiin- Julii 9. 1068.'* 
'I'he wui k confilts of 320 pages, with a 
preface containing ten mcu'C, dated 
Catiierbury, i June, j 668 . This Pie- 
f'lcc, in very moving language, men- 
tions the Itarncd Autlior’s great indif- 
pohtion previous to his undertaking 
the trcalife. At the clofe of page 6, 
this juft remaik occuis ; — “ I would 
not have any man take upon him the 
name of a Icholar, that will truft any 
quotations, if he may go to the origi- 
nals, or trutt any tranllation, if he caa 
underftand the Authors in their own 
tongue : which if more pradfifed, good 
books would be in moie requelt." 

In his Teir.pctt, Adf II. Scene 2. 
ShAkfperre has generally been fup- 
pofed to have fatirized the ciillibility 
of iiis fellow countrymen, when he 
makes Tmiui.Io exclaim at the fight 
of Caliban — “ Wt.c I in England 
now’, as once I w'as, and had but thi® 
fifh painted, not a hoiiday-fool there 
but would give a piece of filver,” See, 
Whereas this confunimate judge of hu- 
man natui c, by the expreiTion “ holiday^ 
fool," evidently rettrifted his fatire to 
the unmeaning curiofity of a gaping 
populate. Dr. Cafaubon pointedly 
obfervw t 
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obfet^ : “ Monjiers are the moft ordi- 
nary of their admiration, who 

are not quau^7j to admire any thing 
e^e, though it deferve it much more.” 
— O/’ credulity and incredulity in things 
natural andciasiU Part I. page 8. And 
again, more fully, in page z6, he (ays. 
There is nor, I think, any thing 
more liable to popular admiration, than 
thofe ’ hings that grow in different cli- 
mates or countries j but, as it belongs 
to fools mid children, molt properly, to 
gjze, with no little wondering fomc- 
times, at thoi'e that wear clothes and 
apparel different from their own, or 
that which they are tiled unto : fo 
truly, to wonder much at any natural 
thing — as plants, or henjls, or the like, 
that arc laid to grow or live inany other 
part of the world ; or upon relation, 
i’carcc to believe that to be truly cxilt- 
ent, thougli we Jiavc go-id authority- 
for it, which our own co’intry doth 
not afford, nuut needs argue 
plidiy and iqnouuice.''* Again, in Tirt 
If. page 229, Dr. C. adverting to the 
fubjeCt, admirably lemarks, in his own 
quaint llyle, “ It is a lad thing to con- 
veile with men, who neither by their 
own experience, nor by the i elation of 
others, hiitoi ians and tiavellers, are 
acquainted will the world. How they 
will dare and ftartle at things, as iin- 
polfible and incredible, which they 
that are better acquainted witli ir, 
know to be very true, or judge, by 
what they have known in like cafes, 
to be very po/lible and credible. It 
“ivere great wildoni in Inch, who are lo 
happy as to know ihcir defeats, though 
they fiifpend their belief, yet to be very 
wary liovv they contraduLt or oppole j 
and as much wildorn in men, that arc 
better acquainted witli the world, when 
they meet with Inch, to be very fparing 
of their Itoiies which have anything 
of ftrangenel’s j nor yet to be very pe- 
remptory or forward to con ted, led 
that, belidcs the offence that anfeafon- 
able pertiiiacioufnefs may give, dicy 
wrong their own reputation, and be 
accounted liars or wonder-mongers, 
though unjudly. Others there be, 
w'hobecaule they have fecn lbmcv^hat 
themlelves, or are not altogether un- 
acquainted with hiltories or the travels 
of others, grounil upon that foine'wbat 
fo much, that tln?y will not believe or 
acknowledge to be true, whatfbever is 
beyond their knowledge or hearfay ; 
when God knows, a man had need to 
b% almod at old as the devil, l^efore he 


can take upon him to know, or peremp* 
torily to deieFinine, what the world 
doth afford. I'liough not born, yet I 
have lived a long time in England, ai 
very fmall portion of the world for 
extent of ground : fometirnes in one 
place, fometirnes in another : always 
dudious to obferve, or to learn from 
others, what every place aifordod wor- 
thy the knowledge ; hellcics what might 
be leain?d by printed books, without 
much pains. Yet to this day, 1 think 
mylelf but a di anger in it j daily meet- 
ing ^with many things, that I never 
heaid of before. — [Mr. Editor, 1 am 
almojl afraid the fuhfequent part of this 
quotation may qncoje a multitude of ingeni- 
ous modern tnurijis.\ -But 1 liave ofreii 
admired at the confidence ofiome tra- 
vcilei s, who iftheyiiave been but fix 
months abroad, (it may be Jci>) ixy 
Ki.nicc oi Itily, tnry think and r.iikof 
ir, as tlioiip.li tiiey knew' it ;‘s well a the 
paiilh where tin 3’^ were born and b rd- 
N ly, fbme be lo fimple ami ignormt, 
tliu whatlbcvcr they have ohiJi’ved ;a 
an inn, or lingie houfc', as t'ley jiil.'.J 
by J they w'lll tell you eonlidently. that 
fb and lo, inch is tlie f I'hi m in Francs 
or iLily J v\lien it miy be, that they 
who have lived in either country all 
their lives long, neve/ met or heard of 
any fuch thing. Doth not every coun- 
try, as England particularly, conli c of 
feveral ibires and provinces or coun- 
ties } and hath not every county it$ 
particular litcs and cu Items, not only 
different, but even contrary.? He rliere-^ 
fore that lhall aferibe the particukir 
cultoms of any one county, as York- 
ihire or Devoulhlie, to England in 
gt neial j doth he not expole iiimleJf 
t ) the jiili: cenluie and indignation of 
thole that lhall believe him, when they 
fhall come to know their enor, and 
nuke thernleives ridiculous to others 
that have better knowledge of the 
country .? ilence proceed variety of j e- 
ports and relations, ca.ien in printed books, 
which may be true perchance of f .ch a 
place, at luch a time, particularly •, but 
gtiierally, for want of more experience, 
are mofl: falfe and, haply, ridiculous.” 

I iuve maikcd \\^ith my leaden pen.ij. 
Sir, three or four otliei palfagcs , — one 
ol which, in my humble opinion, is 
well worthy of ferious conlidcraiion. 
Tiie book is moil unjultly flighted, 
becauli- forlooth it treats of vViTciiiis ! 
But your readers will, I tru ft, •believe 
myalfcrlion when I dec lare, that avitches 
occupy a very iiiconliderable part of the 

woik. 
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work. Did not the very learned and 
ingenious Bifhop of Cloyne [Dr. Berke- 
ley], in his admirable treatiie intirleci 
“ Sir IS,’’ njuith tar n.vater and end 
•tvith tb^ I'rintty i* Such, in great me:i- 
Itire, has been the ])r()cediirc of ihe no 
Ids learned and ingenious Dr. Cafau- 
bon. Let not tin. latter Author be 
blamed for occaiional, and always ex- 
cellent, digr ellions, wliiili the foimcr is 
extolled lor the very lame mode of con- 
duft. With very little alteration, Mr. 
Editor, Dr. Warton's noble tnlooy 
might be applied to Ca/aulmn’s jf^rit- 
ings. “ Many a vulgar Critic,” fays 
lie, “ hath liicei’cd at the Sins of JBerke- 
le> , foi’ hcy^himng fwith tar and ending 
•iL'Uh the Trwity j incapable of obfer^ing 
the g’Tat art with which the tranfitjons 
ill that hook are finely made, where each 
paragraph depends on and aiiles out of 


the preceding, and graduallyi^Kf im- 
perceptibly leads on the reacw, from 
common objeds to more^eritote, from 
matter to fpirit, fronl^Smi to heaven.’* 
I have marked (as I oblerved befofe. 
Sir) three or four other palTages in this 
entertaining work, which I think can- 
not pi eve unacceptable to your intelli- 
gent leaders : but I am fully aware that 
I have already liifficiently trcfpall'ed 
upon tlieirtiine. With your kind pci- 
m'Jhon, I Intend to lay thele palliigcs 
before tluni next month.

T CAV fay innic of Lavatcr, and with 
inort confidence, tnan of any other 
learned man of Zuuth, iny old friend 
Profcllbr lloitinger excepted, haviiig 
Jpent the greatelt part ol the thiee lalt 
days, and the whole of yclterday with 
him. Lavattr is one of the few men 
whom 1 have been acquainted with, 
who is little Iblicitous to hide his 
iaults, and Itill Ids anxious to make 
bis merits known. With regard to his 
moral charaiter, it is impoildilc to fpcak 
too highly of it, as his very opponents, 
thole at lealt with whom 1 am acquaint- 
ed, allow that his life and manneis are 
iblatnclds. A warm dcfire to advance 
the honour of God, and the good ot his 
i’ellow creatures, is, v’ithoiit a doubt, 
tlie pi incipal feature in bis charaifer, 
and the le iding motive of all he docs. 
Next tothefe, his chara^teiidic viitucs 
ai*can indd'atlgablc placability, andv*> 
jncxhaultible love for Ins enemies. I 
often heard hiijii talkol the talents, 
merits, and good qiialiiivs ot hr, oppo- 
jients with the lame wanuth as if he had 
been talking of the vii tries of his gicat- 
cd friends. Nay, 1 have been awifnefs 
to bis excufing his enemies, and utter- 
ing wities for their weifirc in fucli a 
manner, as to me, and I am pcrliuuWcJ 
to every hnprijudiced perlbn, canied

not the fmalleft mark of aire«5fation 
along with it. lam perfuadecl, toa, 
that thde fentiments coft him veiy lit- 
tle, but arc more the fruit of his nutui e 
than of any troiibicfome exertion. Not 
a blameable word of any kind, not a 
lingle expreffion of impatience of the 
numbcrlels alHidhons lie has Itriiggled 
and Hill has to liruggle with, ever 
dcaptd him in iny picience. On the 
contrary, he is perfuaded that all thele 
trials aic tor his good, and will termi- 
nate in Ills hapoinefs. Of his talents 
and merits of all kinds he thinks much 
more modeftly than his ridiculous ad- 
mirers. He fieely confclfes that his 
want oftiie knowledge of ancient lan- 
guages,;! lul fevcral othc. r iifeful branches 
of knowledge, has been a great hinflrance 
to Jiiin, lor wliich realon no perlon 
moic waiinly recommends the Ihidy of 
them. In all my converfations with 
hill’., I louih’ fo tew fymptoms of the 
ffccitt vanity of which he is accufed, 
and of winch 1 mylelf fiifpcfted him, 
that 1 could not help blaming myfelf 
for my fufplcion. I was Itill more iur- 
prifed not to lee, either in his perfon or 
converl:ition,auyoftrtataffe6tedun£i:iou 
which is common to weak minds. Every 
art of liim befpeaks the man of genius, 
ut not of that fieiyand uiicontruulable 
, genips 
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which has often led him to ad- 
vance extraordinary and indefenftble 
opinions in his works. The abiife which 
has been throWii upon him for giving 
JK)ung men a greater opinion ot their 
talents than thofe talents would jultify, 
and by that means leading them into 
abfurdiries, has made him change his 
conduct towards them. He is my of 
admitting them into his I'ocicty, and 
when he does it is rather refei ved and 
cold than over communicative. He 
I'pe.iks quickly, anif iceins interclled in 
what he lays, but is not too hot, nor 
does his adion pal's the bounds of mo- 
deration. He hears contradidion, and 
will bear it veiy patiently, and anfwcr 
quietly whatever objections aie made 
to what he lays. Though lie has no 
extenlive knowledge of any kind, his 
convcrlation is rciuiered extremely in- 
tereding by his gieat al)ilities, and his 
knowledge of huniaii nature, which his 
very early, and .ver incrcafing connec- 
tion with men of all ranks and orders 
luis given him. This explains how it 
comes topafs, that iiotwitMtanduighis 
various weaknell'es and wanderings, fo 
many young peojih*, as well as the 
greared part of the inhabitants of 
Zurich and the tountiy round, are lo 
firmly attached to him as they certainly 
ai‘e. His I’ermons arc more followed 
tlian thole of the molt popular amonglt 
tile other preachers (ol wliomtheie are 
many), though they ai’e feldoiu care- 
fully labouitd compolitioiis, and not 
always very orthodox. 'J'heir principal 
mei It conlilts in the pathetic of his 
voice, action, and general tlocution, 
which for the molt part captivates thole 
who aif not able to ju^lge of any other 
JUciji. Agieat \noot of the general 


i«S 

efteem he is held in appeared an mr 
walking out with him : almod all tholo 
who met us accolted him with tli* 
greateft refpedl, and many of the com- 
mon people kilTed his hand with a kind 
of filial reverence. It is indeed incon- 
ceivable what numbers of perfons of all 
ranks and orders, both citizens and 
ftrangers, apply to him to be the judge 
of their controvei Ties. When one fees 
tiic number of affairs which he is almolt 
c«)i)d.uitly imincrled in, one is lurprifed 
how he can find lb much time to write, 
and very rc/.dy to admit what he allures 
is rfte Cwife, that his writing is only a 
relaxation from his otherenqdoyments. 
Amidlt all his lingiilai’ opinions, there 
is none lie is lb jealous of, and Iticks Ic* 
warmly to, as his own Ikill in pliyliog- 
nomy, by which he pretends to be able 
to dilceni the charadters of men as weil 
as he could do by their aiSlions ov coii- 
verfation. As, however, this is a fub- 
je<^t which he never touches upon before 
thofe who do not believe in his intui- 
tion, we had no converfatioii about it. 
Indeed it would have been to no pur- 
pofe, for he could not luive convinced 
me, and I fhould certainly have nude 
no imprellion upon him. What he has 
wiitten or thought upon miracles iiere- 
tofore I do not know, as I have not 
read all his writings^ but it is certain, 
that at piefenr he does not affirm eithe: 
that he ever did or ever law a miracle. 
All he contends for, which the waimcll: 
ojipofers of mltaclcs will not contelt 
With him, is, that men of uncoinmoii 
pow'ers can do things w'hich thole of 
common powei s cannot, and which a}>- 
pear contiary to the common couil'c ui' 
nature.

'X'HAT man is naturally a foetal animal 
apjK.irs an inconteltible truth, fince 
his many wants and unavoidable infir- 
inities would not fail to rentier life ini- 
Icrable in a ftate of perpetual folitude : 
indeed, if the living in Ibciety w’cre re- 
pugnant to our nature, Ibciety would 
no where exilt j#for it is evident, that 
we (hould never voluntarily impole up- 
on ourfelves reltraints, or fnbniit to 
laws, unlefs we expected to rtfip Ibijic 


benefits from our compliance. This* 
therefore, premifed, it may not be im- 
proper to confider, What are the ad- 
vantages which fbciety affords ? The 
ihoireff and molt comprehcnfiveanfwer 
to this qtiellion, is — all : No confidcr- 
ablc plealures can be obtained ; no im- 
pending misfortunes averted j no un- 
dertakings of magnitude entered upon, 
without the affiltance of other?. 

But, hefides the regard to fclfdntcreft, 

which 
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which leids us to enter into focicties at 
large, there is another motive, perhaps 
equally powerful, which makes us form 
private friendlhips with individuals ; 
and that is, limilurity of Jituationsy of 
pwfuilSf or of dii'politioiii. 'J'liis con- 
£deration brings me to the fubje^l of 
my theme. “ There can be no friend- 
Ihip,*' lays tlic moralizing S.'.llull:, 
without virtue j for that intimacy 
which ^ood men amonglt tlieniltlves 
ttyle Frienii/hip, beconieb Fa,itori when it 
fublilts between the unprincipled.” A 
familiar .acquaintance not always .a 
friend : and expericMce tiaily convinces 
us, that connexions, bep,uii tiirough 
accident and calual int^i couiic, and 
maintained with thought ids iiuhtfer- 
cnce, whether to mutual kiiulnds or 
to monil obligation, can never coiifti- 
tiite friendihips. Friendlhip has loine- 
ihing fulemnand majeltic in it, incom- 
patible with Inch light aiibcKuions. 
** There exilts as much diitercnce,” 
fays a celebrated w liter, “ between a 
friend and a boon companion, as be- 
tween a wife and a miltrcfs.” 

A real virtuous friend is one, who 
bc.irs with us in our ilighter faults, 
f/niparhizes In our misfortunes, and 
partakes our joys j who warmly com- 
mends our amiable qualities, .and ho- 
neltly reproves our failings. Aihiattd 
by inviolable integiity, he will alfilt ns 


llrenuoudy ufque ad aras^ but/f5ouldl 
Iboner die than overltep the bounds of 
virtue and religion. Now of what ufe^ 
let me alk, would lie-H^to a bad man? 
Such an one looks for no coininiferatidli 
in adverrity j wnloiations are to him 
irkfome and hateful ; he wifhes none to 
(hare in his good fortune ; another’d 
participation would dimiuifli his own 
pleifures. Praiie his temperance, his 
honour, his virtue, &c. you ridicule 
him with the keenclt irony j and if you 
would cenlure his l.iults, you mult of- 
fend him gi early, and perhaps for ever. 
His comr.ides mult go through lire and 
water to ferve him \ Ccelum aut Atkc^ 
roitia mO'verem\xk be their talk without 
hefitation : he is ready to brave all ex- 
tremities himfelf, and his friends mult 
do the fame. Again ; The virtuous 
friend never betrays his companion, 
but would Iboner I'ulfer himfelf j where- 
as the unpiincipled 'aflbeiate does not 
fcruple to break through every tie of 
alfertion with indilference : the foimer 
conlults his trieiurs intcrelt equally 
xvith, nay, and often in preference to. 
Ids own } the latter regaids his own 
cxclulivcly : the one would commit 
every kind of excels with Catiline; 
the other would deleiid and be leady 
to die for Ciceio.

/^NCE more,Tny dear M "lajlliold tlie 
pen of fweetly familiar I'ciibblc, 
li ting d->^^ n, c|iiitc- ac my eafe, to i h.ft 
With a friend, wdio I am rillbred, by the 
Giaiinlng coniciouincls which plays 
about my heart, is prepared \v:th in- 
clul^nt candour to I iliiul 

indebted upon the page fd friciullhip 
for two Icttco G, and to di 'charge the 
arrcais, wiiii lupeiior plcafiirc, I pro- 
ceed. Charming was the thou^it, 
which, on the wings of excuiTivc tan- 
cy, bore you along,*, he companion of a 
journey, the plealurc of which you 
have thereby contiibuted laigely to 
augment.

Let me fee, What have T further to 
6y ? Did I not promile you in iny lalta 
jaunt to the Schuylkill Gardens^ I did, 
you fay. Well then, my mildly gentle 
friend, my fweet attendant fpirit^ 
borne on the wings of Fancy — come 
Silong } — fmooth is the road beKiie us*- 
It is a beautiful level plain, and on ei- 
ther hand lawns and groves, fields of 
grain and interjacent meadows, delight- 
fully variegate the feene. Only tour 
miles from Philadelphia, on the road to 
kfaryland, lies oui* prefent goal. To do 
Juitice to thefe gardens is beyond my 
power s to (keten them, then, lhall be 
the height of my ambition. Four miles-, 
as I faid, from Philadelphia, upon a float- 
ing bridge, we crofled the Schuylkill— 
Upon the banks of which vileth the 
retty ruraj feat of a Mr. Hamilton j 
ut trom the view which then prefents 
at Gray’s Ferry, as it is commonly called, 
we are induced to hope but little. It is 
true, the dwelling immediately attained 
bath a thrifty appeai'ance, but it pro- 
mifes nothing beyond what, from i de- 
cent tavern, we might reafonably ex 
pedb. This, however, is only the houfe 

which preparation is made for the 
'^eits, and aieending a flight of fleps, 
which open upon the right, and which, 
with much induftry, are (haped out of 
*the folid rock, we And ourfelves in a 
gravd walk, fioin# and neatly rolled, 
nod bordered on each fide by the bean ■ 
tifitUy fliom grafs. A view of the

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banquetlng-houfe then jmexpeftedlf 
breidti upon us. The banquetuif* 
houfe nfeeb upon the left hand) itV 
an elegant building, fomfed of hewn' 
itone,and the centre of its front pre*’ 
feats a fuperb orclwljbra, fupporteo by 
white columns, fumciently ample, and* 
ornamented by a fine portrait of ihm 
immortal HamieL The whofe thC' 
lower ftory of the houfe is thrown into 
two luoms $ the one, a fpaciious h^l, 
elegantly fliniflied, the chlnpues of rich. 
American marble, highly pblifhed, and 
the hall is conveniently tumiftied for 
the r|ception of company. Its form is 
oblong, and from the centre of its ceil- 
ing is Tufpended, that very uUntict^ 
ci^ic crown which the Philadelphian 
youth, reprefenting a meflenger front 
the celeftial world, fo unexpe^'^cdly' 
produced over the head of our beloved 
Prefident, when, crofting the before* 
mentioned bridge, he was pafling on 
his way to take his feat at tne he%id of 
Government. By a well-fini(hed ftair*. 
cafe in the hall: we afeend to the upper 
apartments — which aj^rtmentsare neat 
and commodious. The other room, 
upon the ground ftory, is known by the 
name of the Green Koom, and wheni 
the wintry blafts are abroad, it is a 
receptacle for the exotics, which, form 
above form, in rows* of painted inclo* 
fares, marfealled in the exafleft order, 
take their ranks. The back part of 
this room is pierced with large open* 
ings, fupplied with glafs of a prodigious 
fize, and they are eleven panes (feep i 
indeed, the windows, with a very little 
interruption, coniiitute the whole of 
this fidv^ of the building ; and by the aid 
of ftoves, H due proportion of heat is, 
during the frigid ieafon, preferved. 
We will now, my fweet friend, if you 
pleafe, ftep back to the fi^ft entrance of 
the gardens. Upon the left, you will 
remember, is this neat ftone .edifice, 
and upon the right rifes a well .fancied 
white pallifade, lifting iffelf upon ^ 
bank, the ikirt of which Is ^ wafbed by 
the SchuylkiU. Several grsvel u/alks 
prefent'^^he left leading to the houfe. 
We atceiid the glacis, five eafy fteps iSL 
thefirft> and ten in the fecoh4» 
duces us in the asea exa&ly before the 
door, and we then 'Command a full view 
of a romantic Aimmer houfe j in chq 
front of which is a whplc len^ tranf* 
parent pi^urd bf Columbia's itluftrsoua 
Chief— Fi^me is efownihg him wit|i tho 
laurel***thc pi^ure is as hirfesfl the life* 

•ad 
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and the likeniif^ it is faid; is happily 
referved* Underneath this fummer- 
ouie is an ice houie» convenient and 
well-planned $ and upon the ri^ht of 
this building is an oblong fe^iion of 
the sarden, prettily encloled, which is 
chiefly devoted to cxdtics. There, in 
high perfection, flourilh whole rows of 
leitioh trees, and the orange tree, alfo, 
only wants the ripening influence of 
the advancing feafon to attain their 
ftUleft growth and richeft* pulp. The 
fruit upon, the almond -tree is complete- 
ly formed : this too needs the potent 
aid of that heat, which the intjnfer 
rays of July and Augukwill yield, to 
Crown it with maturity. The pomc- 
ranate is now in full bloflbm, the 
low of which is a Aiperb fcaiiet, bf a 
beautiful texture. 

. Among the variety of plants found in 
this inclofure, is the numerous family 
of the aloes, and no lefs than thirty 
different fpecies of tlie geranium ; alio 
the fenfitive plant, fly trapv&c. Upon 
the grafs pUfs, ioofe feats are thrown, 
up and down, and tall trees of an um- 
brageous foliage form an ample fluule. 
The ferpentine gravel walks, which are 
irregularly regular, feem to point dif- 
ferent ways i they, however, terminate 
in one object. If wc proceed llraight 
forwai'd, we pafi through an elegant 
arched gate, which feems to be guarded 
by the figure of a fityr, extremely well 
painted. But this, as well as all the 
finaller avenues, alike produces us in 
the wildernefs, into which w'e , enter, 
pafling over a neat Cliinefe bridge, 
preparing with much plc^dure to pene- 
trate a recefs fo charming. It is, in- 
deed, a wildernefs ot fweets, ajuj the 
views inllantly become lomaiulcally 
enchanting, the feene is every moment 
changing. Now fide dong bends th^ 
path j then jiurfues its winding way : 
now In aftraight line ; then in a pleaf- 
iag.labyrinth is loft. Until, in ev^jry pof- 
iible dire£Iian, it brevikctl) Upon us, 
amid, thick groves of pines, walnuts, 
chcfnutsymulberrics, &c. &c. we feem 
to ramble, while, at the fime^ time, we 
jare ^rprifed by borders of the ricb^t 
and molt highly cultivated floyrers, in 
the greateft variety, vhich even from a 
royal parterre we might be led to expe^. 
, Every gale comes farwa^•d loaded 
witlfc perfumes, . and by* odoriterous 
iu’eetfis we arc momently fanned. 
jtbc4owerfcorders, the nlver pipe, the 
,tui;i«tpl^plar, bay tree, and 9,. v^kty 
Jwfrcvcr- greens, arc judidoully iatcr- 


fperfed. By the bounteous ha^ Iff 
Nature the fccne is apparently mbuld- 
ed, though we cannot admit the decep- 
tion as to exclude ^ from our idea bet' 
Imndmaid Art. On one hand, the love^ , 
valley, richly lhaded, is fancifuny, 
adorned, the mountain laurel condo ; 
feending to flouriih there— and on the^ 
other, grafs-growa mounds variegafoj 
the view — here, the excavated cavern 
gives a' degree of wildnefs to tlie,prof:i 
pe6t $ and there, the tall woods, 
their enfolding luanches, infenfibly. 
dii'poleth the mind to the pleafiirea^ 
of contemplation j while tlie oending; 
river, breaking thi*ough the^ trees* 
largely contributes to beautify the* 
whole. Suddenly, however, an open 
plain is outfpread before us, and wcar«t 
prefented with a pleafing horision— but^ 
as fuddcnly,thick treesagain intervene,-, 
until, at the extremity of the walks* 
a mill and, a hcautifyl natural cafc^dit^ 
terminates the profpeft. At every 
turn fliadt'd feats arc ai tfully contrived* 
and the ground abounds with ai hours, 
alcoves, and iiimmerdioufes, which ari^ 
hand foinely adorned with odoriferous 
flowers* Among thefe the little federal 
temple claims the principal regard. Ic 
is the very edifice that, upon the cele- 
bration of the ratification of the con- 
ftitution, was carried in triumphant 
proceflion through the ftrects of this 
metropolis ; and, upon a gentle accli- 
vity, upon tlie fummitof a green mound 
infixed, it hath now obtained a bafis. 
It is a rotunda j its cupob is fupported 
by thirteen pillars handfomely finithed ; 
tluir bife is to receive the cypher of 
the fevcral States, which they repre. 
feiit, with a Ibr upon every capital, 
and its top is crowned with tl>e figure 
of plenty, grafping the cornucopia ancj 
other iniignia. The afeent to this 
temple is eafy, ami we gain it by femi^^ 
circular fteps neatly turfed, and the 
view therefrom, is truly interelling. 
Befoie us is the lawn bea utifully_ (horn i 
further on is the Schuylkill, variegated 
by interjacent points of land, which fo 
far extend their verdant angles, as 19 
deceive the eye by an appe^ance of 
parallel river , j j, and beyond is an ad#, 
vantageous profpetV of the city of l?hi- 
ladelpliia. Upon the left, tfie^countrjr 
is la a very high ftatc of cultivatiorj^ 
and at prefen t, in its mod becoming 
earb, is luxuriantly difplayed.^o whicj^ 
flic back ground e^ibijs, a epu^^cr- 
psirt, and the profpeit Ui.thJSj .d 
If terminated by ull flikk woods. On 
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lift rifli't opens the e^ctcnfive tneandei**' 
higi of the Schiiylkil)» with a iketch of 
the waters of the Delaware, and a mod; 
pl^dng view of the Jerfey there. But 
to give a regular defcription I (hould 
have wrote upon the fpot ; my memory 
it not icnacloiis, fo we will, my fweet 
friend, note beauties as they occur, ra- 
ther than confine ouife Ives to that me- 
thod, which, however, we would gladly 
attain. The fedenil (hip is now moored 
in the Schuylkill — it is a well-con- 
fti'ufled miniature, and upon the 
evening of exhibition, no iinall addi- 
tion to the beauty of the icene. 1 was 
siiuch pJeafed with a little building, 
which romantically makes its appear- 
ance upon a living fpring, wJiere every 
kind ot provifion, through the intcnle 
heat of lummer, is prelerved equally 
cool as in the depth of winter. To 
ivc a lill of the* variety of plants, 
owers, and fruits, whicli yield their 
aid to beatiify and regale, I ought to 
have palled whole days in the gardens. 
In judicioully fanciful arrangements 
they are difplayed, and they ore cf- 
feflually guarded by a brafs tablet, 
which at every turn, elevated upon a 
fnvill pillar, refpedfully requefts La- 
dies and Gentlemen, walking over the 
grounds, not to injure the trees, fhrubs, 
and flowers, sis the wifh is to prelerve 
and beautify the colleihon. The 
whole improvements, including the 
kitclveii garden, contains about ten 
acres of ground, and evay Tuefday 
and Saturday evening, thefe gardens 
are fplendidiy illummated, by no lels 
Hian five and twenty hundred lamp*. 
The illumin itions abound with image- 
ry, Itars, feltoons, pyramids, &c. But 
the manner of thisdiiplay is conltantly 
varying, and the lamps, among the 
trees are fo artfully difpofed, as to rea- 
der a difeovery by what means they are 
Aifpended impofiible, and we afe almoft 
i*eady tocon elude the whole the effeft 
of magic. Tl»e illumination of the 
eafeade, mill, tlie federal fiiip, and tne 
tranrpareat pidture of his Excellency, 
Upon the evening which we pafied 
therei had a particularly fine effeff; 
and a difplay of fire works from the 
federal Ihip added much to the gran- 
deur of the view. On board oi this 
(hip, alfo, we heard The topfail fluvers in 
dire fUJtnd fnelodio>9fly and exquifitely 
performed. Admittance into thefe 
gardens, tipon public days, is by a 
ticket, for which thrce-fixteeiiths of a 
4oliaf is demanded i and we tlien take 


feats in the banquetting -houfe, in 
any of the fummer-houfes, aiboui^, or 
loofe feats, or walk over thegiound at 
plealurc. Whatever we wilh, in the 
greateft variety which the feafon will 
afford, is immediately furniflied ; the 
liquors are all iced, and the little prints 
of butter aie ferved up, neatly deco- 
rated with this ti’anfpurent, and at this 
leafon very agreeable fnbltance. All 
this, however, is a feparatc cxpCncc ; 
yet It is moderate, and the tea, coffee, 
1‘ugar, bread, and butter, ^c. aic of the 
belt (quality. 

We requefted feme fruit, and^ere 
given oui choice of mulbeiries, llravv- 
berri^s, cheri ies, oranges, or pine ap- 
waiters are habited like 
gentlemen, and feem to pofiefs all that 
kind of attentive alaciity which I have 
heatd attributed to European iervants. 
The company often order their colla- 
tion to the loofe feats, aVboi|rs, orium- 
mer-houfes. To prevent ^ntufion, if 
we wifh to pafs out by the flight of 
ftone Heps mentioned in the beginning 
of this account, we receive from the 
porter a ticket gratis, Which we return 
upon oiu re entrance. Perlbns are 
often induced td pafs this arched and 
foil ige-cj owned gate, to alcend by 
means of a winding I'ock, fliaped by 
Nature into commodious feeps, a lofty 
eminence which commands a delightful 
view of the country. Any one making 
a decent appearance may enjoy the 
pleafure of walking in thefe gardens, 
free of all cxpcnce, upon any day, 
Tuefdays and Saturdays excepted. 

Upon the evening of thefe public 
clays, a conceit of vocal and mltru- 
mental mufic is performejd j and thefe 
convivial feafons, I am told, often pro- 
duce in the gardens as marw as a thod- 
fand votaries of tafte. The walks, 
however, were not fo crouded upon 
the evenihg which we moft delightful- 
ly enjoyed in that terreftriul paradife. 
Much well-drelfed company was never- 
thelef’s there j and as I inai-kcd the dif- 
ferent parties purfuing the various 
paths, as inclination led, apparently 
unconne^ed with, and inattentive to 
the fiu rounding ciitrles ; as I faw this, 
and as I liftened to the founds wafted 
from the orcheftra, I declare I alm^ 
fancied myfelf in Say'^ Elyfian fields. 
Amid thete walks, upon a molt divine 
morning, your Conltantia and her 
liriend, after taklpg a mof^ deucious 
breakfalt at Gray's, of fi-uij: and hyfon 
tea, have contempt atixigly wandered 
Pa th$ 
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t|i« bnmche$ of- the trees were then 
filled with the woodland fongfters, and 
we were at the liberty to make the 
cpmparifon between thofe pleal'ures de^ 
rived from artificial lights and crouded 
ic6nes» and thofe which are reaped from 
the retirement of rural haunts, the mu* 
fic of the grove and the influence of 
yonder orb, that univerfal enlivenerof 
feature. The Schuylkill Gardens have 
been called the American ^auxball. They 
arc certainly a little Eden, for which 
Nature hath done' every thing, and 
then are confiderably improved bjr art. 
Great mentis undoubtedly due to Mr. 


Gray* and he is deci 4 «lly a of 
tafte 5 he is daily nudemg improve- 
mentsy apd he receives with grateful 
candour every judicious fuggeiti^^ 
Harrovmate we vifited previous to our 
view ot this charming rccefs { it cer- 
tainly will not admit of a comparifon^ 
therewith — ^yet the medicinal fprings^ 
and commodious adjoining bathing- 
houfes, will fecure for Harrowgate a 
fliare of attention.

T he title of this work, if we were 
to attend only to the woujd 
jiillify the expectation of a more ample 
and^ complete account of the inland 
territories of Africa than any preceding 
publication. But in order to conned 
the former with the prefent travels, 
and to enable the curious refearchcr 
to form conmarifons, and an impartial 
judgment of the merits of each ^r- 
formance, we think it proper to inform 
our readers, that are now in pof&f* 
fion of three different performances on 
this very intereflxng fubje6t. 

The nrft is a tranflation from the 
li'rench of the Travels of M. U l^aiUant 
from the Cape of Good Hope, in 1781, 
two illumes, octavo, reviewed in 
VoK Xyill. of our Magazine, for the 
year x/90 ) but it wilh there be found. 


that the Author’s obfervations in hi* 
limited tour chiefly regarded natural 
hirtoiy ; and that be did not penetrate 
farther than the country of the Hotten^ 
totSfiii thefouthern extremity of Africa. 
But the fame Gentleman undertook a 
fecond excurfion, in which he explored 
th£ oppofite coafls that are waflied by 
the Southern Ocean in front, by the 
Indian Ocean on one fide, and by the 
Atlantic on the other $ and he tra- 
velled very far up the country to a 
dillritl: of Caffrar'ta in one tour j and 
to mountains inhabited by the Houjfua^ 
naj, under the tropic of Capricorn, on 
the other. Yet thi% was only a (ketch, 
complied to the immenie ti a^s, in va- 
rious latitudes, remaining unexplored^ 
inhabited by immenfe hordes of un* 
known lavages, buried in deep receflesc

Th(|ncxt entcrpnfing adventurer in 
hefe remote regions waa our country^ 
nun Mungo IPark, by profeflion a 
furgeon, who was engaged by the 
Society alfociated at London, •* for 
profecuting difcovcrics in the inte- 
rior of Africa, by the way of Gambia 5'* 
a. very ditferent route from that of M. 
Le Vaillant. For the account of this 
Gentleman (with his portrait) and of 
his Travels, fee our Magazine, Vol. 
XXXV. and XXXVI. for the year 
r799, which it will be found, that 
owing to the great difficulties he had to 
encounter, and the perils with which he 
was menaced by the favage Chiefs or 
Kings of the countries he was in- 
Itruaed to explore, he could proceed 
no farther to thf eaftward than the ter- 
ritories of the King of Sego. Mr. Park 
returned to Kngland in the month of 
December 1797, after an abfenceof two 
years and feven months, 

Thcle preliminaries will fuffice to 
elucidate the grounds on which we 
mean to eftablilh the merit of the prc- 
fent work. In the lirlt place, then, it 
appears, that Chriftian Frederick Dain- 
berger was much better qualified for 
travelling and refiding in the domi- 
nions of favage Kings, and amongil 
nations of miferable Haves, than nis 
prcdcccflbrs. With a body inured to 
kardffiips, abHineiice,and fatigue, from 
military and domeftic fervitude, amt ac- 
cuitomed only to thofe common ncccf. 
faries of life and accommodations which 
fill to the lot of the lower clalFes of men, 
be could more eafily fubmit to thofe 
hazardous and painful (itualions that 
were to be expected in exploring the , 
interior parts of this valt continent of 
Africa, than men who had enjoyed the 
comforts of life, in more elevated fitua- 
tions, in their native civilized coun- 
tries. The length of time, likewife,in 
which he was engaged in profe(!uting 
dilcoveries, allowed on all hands to be 
of fuch coufequence to Great Britain, 
in a commercial point of view, afforded 
him the beft op|k>rtunities for afeer- 
tnining the fituation of the different 
countries he vifited,of defcribingaccu-' 
mely the natural produ6fs of each, the 
ftrength of tlvf towns and frontiers of' 
neighbouring kingdoms mottednimon- 
ly at war with each other j their popula- 
tion and trade, particularly the flaw 
tfmk ) the&r holdings, miinners mid 


euftoms, neligion^ &c : accordittgly we 
find them examined with deliberation; 
related in fimple but prccil’e manner# 
and comprefled^thin the nan'owtimitt 
of two moderate volumes, containini;; 
an uncommon fund of in for mat ion and 
entertainment. And what is ftill more 
remarkable, this hardy German enlified 
at a connnon (bldier in the fervice of 
the Dutch Eaff tndia Company at Am*^ 
flerdanii in the month of May 1781; in 
a Dutch Eaff-Indiaman t and more than 
eighty of the crew falling lick on the 
voyage, the whole Ihip’s company were 
fent to the hofpkal at the Cape of 
Good Hope on their arrival, in the 
month of September following; From. 
t»^e hofpital he was i-emovea l^ Mr. 
Brand, Prefident of the Conamon Coun- 
cil, to the fort-guard at FJilfe Bay, of 
which that Gentleman was the Com- 
mander. In this iei vice he lived two 
yeaw ; when a dilfcntion arifing in tiie 
family, in the abfence of Mr. Brand, 
Dambeiger repaired to his mafterat his 
country leat, about three days journey 
from the Cape. At firlt he was well 
received ; but his matter being obliged 
to return to the Cape on account of 
bulinefs, he accompanied him ; and 
after repeated ill treatment from his 
mtitrefs, he obtained permiffion to re- 
tui|pto the garrifon at Falle Bay, from 
which he delerted on the s4th of De- 
cember 1783 ; and journeying on foot 
to the neighbourhood of Mr. Brand's 
efiate, he entered the hnule of a Gen- 
tleman who had feen him in company 
with his mailer, and under pretence of 
having bulinefs totranfaft on the eftate, 
providing himfelf with a carbtn^; pow- 
der, and ball, he commenced thole tra- 
vels of which we arc to give a ftirAer 
account i and thus a common foldier, 
a deferter, of whofe birth, education, or 
firft profellion, ^ve have no hint what- 
ever, »accomplilhed the purpofes for 
which the alfociated fociety at London 
had fent out Mr. Park at a confiderable 
expence. 

The readers of thefe intcrciling tre- 
vels will find great ratisla6ljon in trac- 
ing the route of the Autfior'on Ihc 
Map, which is,, more correfil aAd im- 
proved than any before extant^ 
firft country be entered was that of iht

defcribes* For mllance, oa his journey 
fo Eletteiiberg he makes the following 
remark* I'he untrod path on which 
1 Aow entered was extremely ij’krome» 
for it lay among woods^ precipkeSf and 
lDcks»whkh rendered it almoit impulTa* 
Vic. Yet this was the very lame which 
RI. VailUnt pretends to have gone with 
bis caravan ^ but 1 will venture ^o 
a^ert he never was there j foi the 
Whole country is fo rough and track- 
lefs^ that the tiaveller mutt woik his 
way with extreme labour^ and overcome 
the gicatfft oliftacles." 

On the X5th of February 1784, Mr. 
Vogtibeyer being informed that our 
boCl adventurer was determined to 
traverfe the Continent of Afiica> be 
^he coniequcnces what they might, 
tiled every argument to dilfuade him 
from this perilous enterprife ^ but at 
iengthi. being unable, to prevail, he pro- 
vided him with a ca^f-lkin knapfick, a 
lUtchet, and ieveral other fmall uten- 
€ls. Tlie next day he fet him on the 
road to Caltrana, w;lhmg him fuo 
and took leave. He had now l 
/even Cernkiu miles (each mile H^g 
equal to four and a half EngLiih) to get 
to the fronticis; and till be arrived 
there, he was in danger of being ieized 
and lent hack to FaUe Bay as a deferter. 
He thercfbie topk a fouth-eatt courfe^ 
to avoid the plantations of the Euro- 
peans I and by this means he left them 
all at Ibmc dittance i and having tra- 
verfedvatttt)retts,and climbed immenie 


hundredand forty miles, and in brealilr#^ 
•vjxm from the iea to the kingdom 
Biri, from fifty to feventy miles. Bat 
as feveral other nations preteiidgo be/ 
Caffres, or dcfu'c to be thought fo, wer 
mutt not be furprifed if the accounts of» 
the length and breadth of Caftraria^ 
given in books of geography and of> 
travels, contradi^l each other. On a 
trad of land two hiandred and twenty^ 
miles in length from fouth to norths 
extending from the River Tumbo to 
Francis Kiver, and from eighty-fix to a 
hundred miles in breadth, dwell the 
following nations. i.Tbe Yarmatians, 
who border on South Caffram, to the 
fouth-wett. 2. The Muhotians, to the 
fouth wai d of CaiFraria proper, and wett- 
ward of the Yaimatlans. 3. The Kam- 
torrians, to the noithwaid of the Mu« 
hotians, and the eattward of the Bw 
rians j their country fqrms a trLinglc. 
4. 'I'he B I rians, or kingdom of Bin, 
which is fubdivided into three nations, 
•viz. the Birians-propcr,the Gohawafers, 
who have removed hither from more 
foutherly c6untries, and the Tambou- 
kjs. 5. The Kaminrukis, a very pa- 
tient race, and much baraffed by the 
neighbouring nations. N»ne different 
hordes of inferior confequcncc are de- 
fenbed as included in the geographical 
extent of Caffraria,as tnoneoufly ttated 
by former writers. One ttjrongargu<« 
meat in favour of this new fyltem is, 
that Damberger had an Opportunity of 
difeovering tnat then* forms of govern- 
ment, n\a^nners, and Cuitoms, and con- 
duct to ttrangers, differed fo widely from 
thole of the true Caffres, and likewifo 
from each other, that it was a grofs ab* 
furdity to jumble them altogether un- 
der one general denomination.

** Their marriages are attended with 
this peculiarity, that the bridegroom 
eannot receive his bride till he has 
given proof of his bravery, by killing 
p furious bead, orlbme other courage- 
ous adb i after which he may take two 
•r three wives, 

« Adultery is puniihed with death, 
yfpecially in women, who are better 
treated here than among many other 
nations, efpecially if their fiid child be 
fi boy. Divorces very (eldom happen, 
though fometimos complaints are made 
of Iteriiity in the wife. In this cafe, the 
bulband mentions it to his grandfather 
^nd grandmother, or, if they be dead, 
to thofc of his wife. Thefe communi- 
cate it to the Chief, who geneially or- 
ders, that the wife lhall, for a time, have 
pei'niidion to choofe another man. If 
ihe then bears, the hulband who made 
the complaint muA, in prefence of the 
whole community, beg pardon of his 
wife, and implore the gods not to pu- 
jiiih him for his injuiiice. • • 

** The women bring forth their chll- 
dien with great eaie ; if they luffer any 
pains, tlieyaie removed to huts for that 
purpofe, where their female friends at- 
tend them, and where no man, not even 
the hulband, is permitted to enter. Af- 
ter foui days, the wife returns to her 
hulband j by which time, if the child 
he a boy, he has made preparations for 
a feall ; but if a girl, tlie woman gives 
an entcitainment to her female fi lends, 
at which no man can be prefent. 

The Yarmatims,in common with 
many other nations of Afiica, arc a^ 
cufed of idlenefs ^ but I am convin^/m, 
that were Euiopcan labourers tranf- 
planted hither, they could not bear to 
woik more than the natives j for the 
^cat is fo oppielTive, that it often en- 
tirely exhaufts their Itrength. To this 
jnuube added, that molt oftlicfe na- 
tions are deftitute of proper tools and 
implements, fuch as i’pades and rakes ; 
while the ground^ s frequently fo luid, 
tliat it IS necelTaiy to break it with a 
hatchet. The cultivation of the fnail 
plots of ground, wheic Indian corai 


mill^ aro,fowni employf agr«a( lengik 
of Lime, and coiU the labourcp‘^»itViii;«^ 
dr<7pf of fweat, I uyfelf faw^ 
ttroi^ active men could not dig up, 
a more than a piece of ground 
feet (quare. The new-fown land .u 
covered with £ind two Inches thickii 
tlvtt the intenfe heat may no^ 4^ u» 
the moifture too foon, and that in caie 
of rain, followed by hot w.eather, 
ground may not crack. But the breed- 
ing of cattle is more advantageous, and 
colh very little labour, a» may alio be 
iaid of hunting and iilhing. 

H To flealing the Varmaejans are in« 
deed too much adduced, but they never 
commit murder, and ftill lefs do |they 
ea^ human flcfb ; although fever.d £u* 
ropeans, as Sparrman, Patterjhn^ 

and others, have aiferted, and even 
maiiitained, that they devour it with 
great avidity. This, however, is folic ; 
and a traveller, who undei'ilands their 
language, has nothing to fear, efpe- 
cially jf he be ill clothed, and has no 
valuables about him. Even fhould they 
take any thing from him, he may be 
afTuied, that as foon as be aiks for it^ 
they will give him fomethiug of their 
own in return. 

“ The dead are buried at a difonce 
fiom the ciMul, and the relatives keep 
up^|ke over the grave diinng thiec 
d'ly^Plat wild beads may not fmell tlic 
body. In the craul itfclf few people 
die, the fick being Tent to- fepaiate 
huts, becaiile all diiorders arc believed 
contagious ^ and the healthy think it 
their duty thus to avoid them.*’ 

From the Yarmatians he pafl'ed on 
the Muhoti.ins, w'here, at ni d, he was ^ 
treated rather roughly 4 but in this, as 
well as other nations, he was condantljr 
pioteCtcd and favoured by the woniea^ 
who lometimcs luppliedhim with food 
when it had been refufed by the mei^ 
and he was reduced by hunger to the 
lad ext?cmiyr j and not unfrequently 
delivered him, when in peril of his lift, 
from the brutality of the males. Having 
travel /cd the iivcr Makumbo, in a 
r.oithcin diieClion, upon a raft he kqji 
condru6led for the puipofe, when st- 
rived on tlic opponte bank, he fou^ 
himleif under a i^eceulty to burn ms 
outer gai Hunts, which abounded with 
vermin, keeping only his waidcoat, in 
whiCh his iiioiiey was fecured. The 
Muhotians appear to be a race of rob- 
bers and murdeiers of dranggrs, and 
generally at wai with their neighbour^. 

^ He elc/ped from thefe people ftcrctly, 
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dind arrived next at the Kamtorrians, a 
nation match addi^ed to fuperftition, 
Hrhd, for the moil trifling accident, re-* 
miliin'from two to four days in their 
iiiftf ^ total ina^^ivity j Inch, for in-' 
ftauce, As orte of their countrymen be- 
ing wounded by a wild bealt. Here he 
was treated With civility, and even 
preiTod' flay with them j but finding 
nim refbtved to proceed on his travels, 
three of the natives were ordered by 
the Chief to conduct him out of the 
village. 

On the fceond of Oflober he arrived 
it Buhir^^ari^ the capital of the kingdom 
of Biiii containing about Ibvcn hun- 
dred huts, and fituated on a branch of 
the river Makumbo. The various hordes 
of this kmffdom are by no means |b 
lavage as tney arc deferibed by their 
neighbours i they receive ftrangers 
kindly, and treat them humanely. 
The King of the country has very few 
privileges more than the chief Magif- 
tratc of towns and villages j in the 
former, there arc generally two, called 
Mottiba^ (Jtidges), who are alfo priefts, 
inflru^ors of youth, loolhiayers, &c. 
•nd enjoy the cxclufive privilege of 
wealing cloaks made of the Ikins of 
tigers and zebras, called cilgohara hum- 
kora (the prophets drefs),Vd u^p ro- 
cures them great rcfptsSl ; th^Bvho 
meet them put their right n^jw on 
their head, their left on thcii bread, 
tnd ftand ft ill till the Magiftrates have 
paired. When important difpiitesarife, 
fhc Chief Magiftrate of the place inuft 
report them to the King, and give him 
an account of the judgment thereon. 
Jjike the Sovereigns of molt of the 
^pivilized nations of Europe, the King 
of Biri docs not take the field in time 


and applied by the elders of thc^jitf 
as to their qualifications for gown-* 
ment, and they mult be natives. At 
Seenhota, be was introduced lo the 
King fitting on the round IteA of 
trttj with ins battle-axe in his hand ; 
an interpreter was ordered to afk him, 
from whence he came, whither he wat 
going, and why he> vifited his domi- 
nions. Having anfwered thefe quef* 
tions, he pi dented four guilders to the 
King, and at the fame time alkcd for 
food ; tlie Monarch looked a longtime 
at the money, and then oi dered one of 
his wives to bring fome milk and meali 
and ftir them together. 

“ After this repaft," fays our Author; 
*• I accompanied him to his hut, where 
he ordered me to be told to give him 
more money, and he would keep me, 
and make me his fervanti 1 alTured 
him I had no more money, but accepted 
his offer with thanks, m order to be- 
come acquainted with the country, and 
its manners and cuftoms. But after a 
few days I perceived I was taken for a 
common flave. And here I imift ob^ 
ferve, that the Europeans probably 
firft acquired the idea of trading in 
fluves from the Africans ; for, with the 
exception of South CaftVaria, the com- 
merce of the human Yace is carried oh 
by every nation I vifited j and the un- 
happy flavfs frequently nafs, in a few 
yaars, ihiough the hands of dift'eient 
nations, the inhabitants of Mataman, 
for inftance, exchanging them for fait 
with thofe of Mazumbo, and thefe 
IHliiig them for corn to the inhabitants 
of Congo J till at laft, from kingdom 
to kingdom, they fall into the hands 
of Europeans." 

From this account of the eftablifhed 


of war ; his troops are led to battle by

internal traffic in fiaves throughout the 
great continent of Africa, it becomes fi 
queftion of policy, as well as of hu- 
manity, whether thefe flaves are better 
treated when tolfcd about from nation 
nation, or when they are booght by 
planters, and tranfported tb 
their fcttlements. We trult this quef- 
tiqii will be refolved, upon the clc::reft 
evidence, in favour of our planters and 
merchants ; and if fe, the wife regtb* 
lations made of late years, by a6ts of 
parliament, enforcing good ulagc to 
Haves, may be confidcred as moie hu- 
mane than the total abolition of the" 
Have trade. • 

Damberger jiiftly apprehenfive that 
he ihould, fooner or later, become an 
ol' thh trafi<o ftiblml to 

■ *^pt' 
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his cfcape, which he at length 
effected. The hartlihips he endured, 
and the dangers he encountered, on his 
l|purn^to the country of the Seeguins, 
and from thence to Angola, yvheiehe 
was itripped, robbeil of his money, and 
bound to a polt, being taken for a fpy, 
will exciie coniDalfion in the minds of 
his readers. An ample defeription of 
the face of this country, its coniiitu- 


tion, manners, cuftoras, and national 
drefs, with his releafe, and the execu- 
tion of the guards who had ill- treated 
liiin, by order of the King, :u\d his 
departure from Angola, dole the firft 
volume. Of the lecond, we fhall only 
ohferve, that it i,5 fo intcrclHng that it 
will occupy a few pages of "another 
Review.

Paid, in his mode of life when 
Grand Duke, and in his conduct fince 
hi«5 ^effion,f() ffrongly refembles his 
fathjBfctliat, changing names and dates, 
the nmoiy ot die one might be taken 
ft)r the hiffoiy of the other. Both were 
educated in a peitect ignorance of bnfi- 
nefs, and relided at a diltance from 
Court, where they were* treated as pri- 
foneis of itate, rather than lieiis to the 
crown j and whenever they prelcntcd 
tliemfelves, appeared ..s aliens and 
ftiaiigers, having no concern with the 
Royal P'amily. Elizabeth, the aunt of 
^he father, a-ted precilely a^ Catherine, 
the mother of the fun, has fince done. 
'Phe eiuleavonrs of each were diret:U*d 
to prolong their infancy, and to perpe- 
tuate the feeblenefs of their minds. 
The young Pimces vveie borli diltiii- 
guiffied by perlimal vivacityand mental 
iiileiifibility, by an athvity which, un- 
trained and negle^fed, degenerated into 
turbulence j the fatbei was funk in de- 
bauchery, the fo\j loll in the moff m- 
figiiiiicant triffes. An unconquerable 
aveilion to lUidy and rc fie J urn gave to 
bcith that infatuated taile lor miiit.jry 
parade, which would probably have 
dilblayed irlclf lels forcibly in Paul, 
had lie been a witnefs of the riilicule it 
attached to Peter. The education of 

Fault 
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Pkul, however, was much more attended 
to than that of his father. He was fur- 
rounded in his infancy by perfons of 
merit, and his youth prorniied a capa- 
city of no ordinary kind. It is even 
thought, that the fnigiilarities which he 
has fince contrafled are to be albribed 
mther to the modes of life which 
he has m a manner been obliged to 
adopt, than to the natural faults of his 
difpofition. It mult alfo be allowed, 
that he is exempt from many of the 
vices which difgraced Peter. Tem- 
perance and regularity of manners ^jire 
prominent features of his character. 

“ The fimilarity which, in fome in- 
ftances, has maiked their conduct 
wafds their wives is more ftriking j 
and in their amours, a fingular co- 
incidence of talte is obfervable. Catha- 
rine, and Mary (the prefent Eraprefs), 
were the mod beautiful women of the 
Court, yet both failed to gain the affec- 
tions of their hufbands, Catharine had 
an ambitiofls foul, a cultivated mind, 
and the molt amivableapd polifhed man- 
ners. In a man, however, whofe attach- 
ments were confined to foldiers, to the 
pleafures of the bottle, and the fumes 
of tobacco, fhe excited no other fenti' 
ment than difgufl aad averfion. Peter 
was fmitten with an object Icfs reipeCt- 
ahle, and lefs didicult to pleafef the 
Countefs Vorontzof, fit, ugly in her 
perfon, and vulgar in her manners, was 
more fuitahle to his depraved military 
tafte, and ilie bt-camc his miltrefs. Sh^ 
got chunk with him, Avore like a 
trooper, and fpat when flie was talking. 

la like manner, the regular beauty 
of the Emprcls Mary, the unalterable 
fweetnefs of her difpofition, her un- 
wearied complai lance, her docility as a 
wife, and her tenderntfs as a mother, t 
have uot been fuflicient to pi event 
P.aul from attaching himf lf to r Mij} 
whofe difpolltion and q'ualities 
better accord with hi i own. She is ugly 
and diminutive, but ftems clt hrous, by 
her wit and addrel's, to compenfate for 
the difadvantages of her perfon — for a 
woman to be in love with Paul, it^s 
necelVary flie fliould rcfemble him." 

On their accefTV>ii to the throne, 
neither the fither nor the fon were 
favourites eiriicr of the Court or the 
nation, yet both acquired immediate 
popularity and favour. The tii ft fteps 
< 5 f Pfiiil appeared to be direb>ed, but 
iniprovoil, by thofe of Peter. The libe- 
ration of KofeiulVko, and other pri. 
fontra, brought to pqblic recollection 


the recall of Bircn, Munich, 
Leftocq, with this ditference, that 
Peter did not dif^race thefe ifils of 
clemency and jultice, by ridiiuiouy^ 
violences, or by! odious and ground- 
lefs perfecutions. Both iffued ukafes 
(ediits) favourable to the Nobility, 
but from motives eflentially different, 
and little to the honour of the fon. 
The father granted to the Kuflian 
Gentry thofe natural rights which 
eveiy man ought to enjoy j while the 
object of the Ion was merely to revive 
thofe diftii>6tions which, in the prefent 
day, are become obfolcte and ridiculous 
in the eyes of many : Paul has taken it 
in his head to create an heraldic Nobi- 
lity, unknown before in Kiiftia— a go- 
thic inftitution of the t'welfth century, 
ill adapted to the liberal fyftem of civili- 
zation which has dillinguilhed therzfA- 
ieenth centuiy. 

« In the condufl he has obferved to« 
wards the Clergy, Paul, however, has 
(hewn himfelf a fupenor politician $ 
inftead of infultinc the priefts, and 
obliging them to lhave their beards, 
he has beftowed the orden (liars and 
ribbons) of the empire on the Biihops, 
to put them on a footii|g with the No- 
bility, and flattered the populace and 
the priefthood by founding churches 
by pretended infpiration." A moll 
abfurd inllance is given by the Author, 
in a long note to page 2O1, Vol. I, 
which marks either the groHell luper- 
llition, or the moll conrummate hypo- 
ciify of this fantaltic Emperor. 

“ In his military operations, hjspolicy 
appears to have abandoned him,becaule 
litre he gives the reins to his ruling 
pallion. The quick and total change 
of dilcipline he has introduced in his 
armies, lias created him nearly as many 
enemies as there are Oflicei s and foU 
dier?. The preference he gives to the 
old Germans in his lervice may prove 

fatal to him as it did to his father, 
IrK^he diftruft and fufpicion which 
continually haunt him, his inferiority 
to his father is alfo evident. One of 
the firft ads of Peter III. was to abolilh 
the political inquifition eftablilhed by 
the Emprefs Elizabeth ; whereas Paul 
has profecuted no fclieine with greater 
alacrity than that of eltablilhing a fyftem 
of ipies, and dcvifing means for the 
encouragement of i^forAiers. The 
blind confidence of the father was his 
ruin, hut it flowed from a humanity, 
of difpofition always refpedable. The 
diftruft of the foif may not fave him 5

this fupplenefs of mind and feiifcs is a 
dillinguilhing feature. 

Diunkennefs and theft are the 
molt pr ominent iiid common vices oi' 
the Ruiluns, and not conlined to the 
inferior ciall'cs of the people. A 
ftrangcr who lodges wi‘li :i RniFian, 
even a K.*uaz (.1 petty Prince), will ^id, 
to his colt, that he mult leave nothing 
on Ills drefling-tahle or writing-delk : 
it is even a J<u Ilian maxim, that wh:^; is 
not locked up helengs to any one who 
will take it. Holpitality and courage 
are tlie virtues oppofed to thefc vices. 
And as a nation, amid all their defeats, 
the KnlTians have remained exempt from 
three fatal errors which have tainted 
the relt of Europe with crimes and 
abufes. The RulTians have never eltab- 
li/hed among them the falll* point of 
honour, of .ivenging the lie by a mur- 
der — they, as well as the Greeks and 
ancient* Romans, have Hiewn, that a 
wariior maybe brave without the mad- 
nels of cutting his comrade’s throat in 
a I'helr hillory mentions no war, 

no mairacrc, occallontd by religious 
fanaticilin. And they have never con- 
fidered birth as fiiperior to merit. 

But the remains of harbarilm ftill 
exhibited by the molt enlightened pait 
of the nation, piel'cnu a dilguliing 
contralf. 'I'his barbanfm i*^ dilplayeil 
in vulgarity of manners, an iallilting 
contempt of nuiikiml in general, dil- 
dain of inferiors, and i'ervile fear of 
fupei iors j indilference for every thing 
tending to improvement, ignorance of 
the forms of lociety, inlblcnt pihfe, 
balcneis, immodelb, , want of patrintifm 
and public I'pirit, but, above«all, the 
want of that honour which Jbmetimes 
nearly anl'wers the emd of probity, and 
even ol virtue. The halt-enlighfened 
RulHan is the moft abje(J:i of men ; he 
crawls like a worm, which iiuitesfhe 
foot of the opprelTor to crulh it. This 
femi barbarian is peculiarly fit for the 
trade of a courtier, for he is equally 
cruel, covetous, cowardly, and cun- 
ning : but when fpeaking of a Runian, 
we muft not affix to the word courtier 
iJiofe ideas of urbanity, elegance of 
maimefs, and delicacy of feiuiment, 
with which the courtier Ts tmbellifhed 
in qtber countries. In Rulfia, lie who 
his way at Court, particuhnly 


aione compofe the confumers of an im- 
mcnle and fertile empire. It is not 
fnrpriling, therefore, to lee a Ruillin 
Nobleman f li/play :i luxury and profit- 
fion, whicji impofe upon the people 
(and upon foreis^ners), and which you 
would feek in vain, where good and 
evil are more equally dillributed. 

“ P'very year, the Rulfian.or Livonian 
Have mey iet fire to a foreft, and fow 
the virgin earth, which will return him 
ten ov fifteen fold : this llave, however, 
employs for his own ule only fi> much 
of his time and jii oduce as is abfoiutely 
nccclfary to pi event his dying or fink- 
ing under fatigue, all the reft is def- 
tined to augment the fuperfluity of his 
lord, who frequently makes him work 
for him five days in the week- ’ 

'riic fupcrltitions of the Greek 
Church, the national one of Rulfia, 
the ignorance and negligence of tlic 
piiefts, and the bigotry of the common 
people, occupy a curious chapter in 
Vol. II. ; anti, amongft other Ihrewil 
remai ks, the Author obferves, that the 
piincipal caule of the vices of the peo- 
ple is, the immorality of their religion ; 
and he who confideis that in the Ruf- 
fian Church there aie neither lermons, 
noi exhortations, nor catcchifms, will 
at once foe the reditude of his o])i- 
iiion. 

'Fhe following inftance of the grofs 
fiiperftition of the higher dalles of the 
people exceeds that oi the Roman Ca- 
tholic devotees, even in Spain and Por- 
tugal. — “ I knew a Rnllian Princels, 
u ho had always a large hi ver crucifix 
following her, in a feparate carriage, 
and which Ihc j)laccd in her btd- 

S nber. When anything fortunate 
pened to her in the courfe of tl;e 
and Die was fatisfied with her 
admirers, Die had lighted candles placed 
about t)ie crucifix, anil laid to it, in .a 
familiar Ifylc— “ See, now, :is you have 
beem very good to-day, you lhall be 
treated well ; you lhall have candles 
all night j I will love yon j I will pray 
t.) you.” li, on the c^mlrary, any tiling 
occurred to vex ’Jv J^jady, (lie had the 
candles put out, forliad her fervants to 
pay any homage to the poor iinrige, and 
loaded it hei lelf with reproachiugs and 
revilings.”

is to take the image from its cafe, and

wbicJi he immediately proltrates him- 
lelf. 

Of the influence of the government 
of women on the manners of a nation, 
the Author relates many fingular occur* 
reiices in Ruflia. 

Under the reign of Catharine, the 
women airiimed a pre-eminence at 
Court, which they curried with them 
into fociety, and yito their own houfes. 
The Princefs DiiJhkoj\ mafculinc in htr 
taltes, her gait, and her exploits, \vas 
iVill moie fo ill her titles and functions 
of hirei^or of the Academy ofvScientes, 
and Fr/>/iilrnt of the Rufllan Academy. 
It is w<,n known, that the long tblicited 
C'uthurlue to appoint her Colonel oftbe 
Ciiuuds. The character of this woman, 
who was one of the chief cont'pirators 
againlt Peter III. is the molt infamous 
that can be given in this work ; yet die 
was caretfed .tiul highly diltingiiilhed 
during her refidence, a few years pad, 
ill England, by our Nobility and Gen- 
try. 

To thew to what a degree of cruelty 
and turpitude women may arrive, in a 
country ivhere domeltics and inferiors 
are confidcred as /laves, our Author 
relates the following anectlote. — “ I 
knew another Lady of the C'ourt, wdio 
had in her hed-chambera lint ofdaik 
cage, in wdiich Ihe kept a /lave who 
drefied tier luiu ^he took him out 
iierfelf every ilay, as you would take a 
comb out of its cafe, in order to dref^ 
her head, aiul immediately Ihut him i;*p 
again, though feldom without hav'big 
Ills ears boxed while llie ivas at her toi- 
lette. 7'he pool fellow had a hit of 
bread, a pitcher of water, a little Itool, 
ajid a chamber-pot in his box. He never 
law day-light but when he was drelfing 
the bald pate ot his t)ld keeper. 'I'his 
portable prifon was kept do/c to htr 
bed’s head,* and ^prried with her into 
the Country. And htr hu/band per- 
mitted ,this abomination ! The poor 
youth palled three years in this gt>he/jna\ 
and when he matle his re-appe:uaiice in 
IbcictVj he was frightful to look at,

pale, bent, and- w^hhered like an 
man. The chief motive of thisftrai^ 
barbarity was the wifli of the old 
gage to conceal fnim the world that & 
wore falfe hair ; and for this ihe lequef- 
tered a man oi eiglae^n from ^11 humA/i - 
lociety.” How itrange is tlie capiicc 
of females of rank and fortune I ac- 
cording to the prefeiit r.ugeat London^ 
a hair drelTer would be mo/l in danger 
of difmillion for refuling to decoiatc 
the heads of even the young :uid beau- 
tiful, with ialfe hair and wigs,; nay, 
ft range to tell, you may meet elderly 
women at aflemblies, and at the.theaw. 
tres^ w'itli fine light hair curling over 
tlieir forehcails, like the fleece of a 
lamb, while their eye-brows, and a few 
ililperfed natural hairs on their ciiins, 
are as dark as negroes, and their com- 
plexions exhibit an alfinily to the Jew- 
illi race. 

We /hall pafs over the defeription of 
the baths, and of the general imniodefty 
of the Ruflians of both lexes, as fitter to 
be referred to than to be quoted. Iii 
other refpec^hjOUr Author gives a moic 
favourable idea of the Kuuian Lcidies, 
cfpecially of tho/e who have hud a good 
calucation, or who have travelled in 
foreign countries, ^lut the land of 
ftavery is not that of the noble paf- 
iions : it would be difficult to find in it 
the materials for a romance—** Love is 
here a ftranger to thofe delicate and 
cxquifitc approaclics which cgnftitutc 
its tiue charms.” V'et alinolt all the 
Kii/ilan Ladies are naturally witty, and 
by no means deftitui/ of graces ; their 
eyes, feet, and hands, are every thing 
that could be wi/hed ; and there is an 
eafe in their manners, a tafte in their 
<|ie/'s, and a charm in tJieir converh- 
tioii, which are peculiarly agreeable- 
J'hcy laugh at the reprefentation of a 
good Cc^uedy, readily perceive a fati- 
rical ftroke, perfeftly underltand an 
equivoque, and applaud a brilliant 
line j but traits of icatiment feem loft 
on them ; “ ami I never fiw one of 
them weep at a rragedy.” 

'I'hc <loineftic virtues, and that fpiric 
of order and cconc^ny /b neceiV.uy to a 
moderate fortune, arc rarely to be found 
among the Kiiftian women. They would 
rather be tlie delight of fociety, than 
fupti intend their family aflairs ; ami 
are more calculated to give pleafure to 
many, than to confer happiiivrs on 
one.” Should fuch a line of condu/;t 
appear jo be gaining ground in Jbig-

HOUSE OF LORDS. 


THURSDAY, JAN. 22 . 

A t two o'clock their Lordlhips met 
in the new HoifKe of Peers, arul the 
Seffion was opened by comrailTion — 
Comminioners, Loi d Chaucellor, Mar- 
quis of Salilbury, Archbifbop of Can- 
terbury, and the Duke of Portland.— 
The Coininous^ having attended atlEBc 
Bar, the Lord Chancellor informed 
them, that he was authorized by his 
Majelly's Commillloners to defiie, that 
tliey fliould proceed immediately to 
choofe a Speakei • The Deputy C 5 lerk 
of the Crown for Ireland was then 
called to the Bar, where he piefcnted a 
lift of the Irilh Peers chofen to lerve in 
the Imperial Parliament. The lift he 
ing read, all the Peers prefent, Engliih 
and Irifh, beginning with the Royal 
Dukes, then took the oaths, and Ggned 
their names. 

MONDAY, FEB. 2 , 

His Majefty, rather earlier than his 
ufual hour, came down to the Houfe ) 
and being feated upon the Throne, in 
his Roysu Robes, the Commons were 
fent for i and the Hdule appearing at 
the Bar, the King was plcmed to n^e 
the following moft gracious Speech 
from the Throne

“ The unfortunate cour& of eventa 
on the Continent, and the confequencea 
which muft be c^pedted to refult from 
it, cannot ^1 tom matter of anxiety 
and concern to^U^ho have a julk 
teeling for the f .A^Qt/ and independ* 
dice of Euj^,..' " * 

P YoutU«li:oniihmentf as well as your. 
regiet, muft be excited by the condu^ 
of thofe Powers whofe attention, at 
fuch a period, appears to be more en* 
gaged in endeavours to weaken the na- 
val force of the Britifh Empire, which 
has hitherto oppofed fo powerful an 
oblbclc to the inordinate ambition of 
France, than in concerting the meane 
of mutual defence againft their com* 
rmcAi and increaftng danger. 

** The reprefen tat ions which I di- 
redied to Be made to the Court of 
Peterftmrgli, in confitquence of the 
outrages committed againft the ihips, 
property, and peribns of My Subjean ^ 
have been treated with the ^ utmoft 
diirefpedi { and the proceedings of 
which I complained, have been Nggra* 
vated by fubfet^Ut w^s of injuftice 
and violence. Und^ tlieft circum* 
lionces, a Convention has been eon* 
eluded by that Couit, with thofe nf, 
C^enhagen.and StockJiolm j the'ob* 
je£t of which, as^^ayoi^ed^ by one of

In this fttuatiot), 1 could not 
hedtate Sis to the condu6^ which it be- 
came Me to purfue. I have taken the 
earlleft n>euures to repel the aggrei- 
dons of this hoftile confederacy, and 
to fupport thofe principles which are 
eiTential to the maintenance of our naval 
ftrength, and which arc mounded on 
the lyftem of public law, To long eflab- 
liihea and recognifed in Europe.

My Lords and Gentlemen^ 

I am confident that your delibe- 
rations will be uniformly diretted to 
the great objeft of improving tlic be- 
nefits of that happy Union, which, 
by tile bleflin^ of Providence, has 
now been efteaed f and of promoting 
to the utmoft the profperity of every 
part My dominions.

pend. It will afford me the trueik

In due time after the royal fulle had 
retired, the King’s Speech was read in 
the ufual way from the woolfack. 

The Duke of Montrofc rofe to move 
the cuftomary Addrefs to his Majefty, 
on the occafion of his Speech from the 
Throne. His Grace prefaced it with a 
very long and fenliblc fpeech j a great 
part of which was taken up on the ad- 
vantages which he deferibed as likely 
to refult from the recent union wito 
Ireland to this empire at lars^, particu- 
larly to that part of it, of which the 
example of Scotland was a futficient 
demonftration. He then palTed over to 
the fitualion of the country, with re- 
fpefb to continental politics j and faid, 
tnough our circumftances at the mo- 
ment may rather wear an unfavourable 
afpeft, ftill there was no juft ground for 
dcfpondency ; and he trufted, that na- 
tional unanimity, energy, our triumph- 
ant navy, and the juftice of our caufe, 
would bring us fafrly and honourably 
through our piefent difficulties. He 
then moved the Addmfs, which, as 
uAialf was an echo of the fpeech, and 
conveyed to his Sfajefty the ftrongeft 
alTurances of fupport. 

Lord Lucan, hi a concife and well- 
delivered fpeech, feconded the Ad- 
drefs. 

Lord Fitafwiniam^jppofed the Ad- 
drefs in the form orlpofed, infifted on 
the expediency ota« enquiry into the 
caiifes of the preientpalamitoUs ftate oii 
the Country, and nppofed an Amend- 
ment to that tendebey. 

Lord Suffolk toot Occafion to armign' 
the condu^ of Minifters refpe6Yin^‘\id 
War j went into a detail of fMrT ex- 
peditions, particufarly that to w^’iihd ;

.tions re/p|6ling theie points on future 
Iirthc courfe of his fpeech, hi» 
was called to order by Lord 
Clare, and in one of his points ably re* 
plied to by Lord Grenville. 

The Duke of Atliol fpoke ably in 
fupport of the original Addrefs*

tiling ihould be done to evince to 1l\x* 
rope the infiiirerity of Bonaparte in his 
declaration for Peace, as he believed 
him really to be indncerc. 

Lord Darn ley Ipoke at feme length

contemplated th^ temperance 
gCwiveathefy and the profpea of an 


abundant harveft: and cqncludy by 
moving an Addrefs, which aa 

ufuai, a mere echo of the Speecn. 

Mr. Cornwallis feconded tlie j^" 
tion. The Union between GrearSW^ 
tain and Ireland he confidcred as a 
happy Sera. He fhould not attempt to 
difeufs its various and extcnftve advan- 
tages j they had been already ably ftated 
by gentlemen of the firft abilities, and 
he entertained the mod fanguine hopes, 
that the expetlations which bad been 
formed of them would be fulfilled. 
There was one advantage likely to 
arife from this mealure, which he 
could not overlook, as refpedling the 
prelcnt prefinre on account of provi- 
fions.

in particular fived this country from 
thofe dreadful calamities which Re- 
publican France had diffufed over the 
red of the globe ; if, he faid, that affer- 
tion was to be held true, it would ap- 
pear that .dl thefe efforts were averle to 
the wildom of the Houfe, as none of 
them had been dictated by the Minori- 
ty i he, howevci , for one, did not be- 
lieve that to be the cafe } not was it 
likely, in his opinion, that fuch would 
be the ilfiie of the piclent argument. 
He alfo firmly believed, that every 
Member who nad fupported Admini. 
drr'tion felt as highly for the b^ppinefs 
and benefit of the country as it was 
poflible any of the minority could do ; 
and he was w'ell adured, that thofc 
Members who were of the Iknie opinion 
with himfelf for the lad nine years, 
had fupported Gi eat Britain againd the 
hod of Jacobi III fm drawn out in battle 
array, .and laved it from its dedruftive 
influence j nor would they, he truded, 
having gone fo far, beforemodin hold- 
ing out tint defpondcncy to the coun- 
tiy at the prefen t moment, in compli- 
ment to the opinions of the Minority, 
which mud inevitably plunge it into 
ruin. The prefent was a momentous 
and critical aera, oroduced by a courfe 
of events which it was irapoffible for 
Minidcis to controul, but which they 
were called upon to meet, by his Ma- 
jedy, with that marked energy fo 
impojtant a crilis demanded ^ and 
perhaps nothing would tend to pro- 
duce that defired energy lb much as 
the Union which had taken place. Mr. 
Pitt laid, he was not inclined to trou- 
ble the Houfe much at lai^e ; and the 
tew oblervations he meant to make he 
ihould confine pi incipally to that part 
of his Majedy's ^eech which related 
to the Northern Powers.

in arguing thefe Points hfid exhiluted' 
the greated polti^e inconfidencies. 
Though that chini Ihould be 
to be founded on the dfiCfed phnciple 
of judice } though it Ihould ti>rn 
(b^t our very exidence, as a ti^ion, 
dej^eaded 
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impended on the fiipport of that claim ; 
yet) lie fays, we ought to coniefs and 
|)roclaVp to all Europe that we are not 
^ in a conVsItion to alien that claim, and 
%hat we are left without powers to meet 
■the danger that threatens our deltruc- 
tion as a maritime ftate. The Hon. 
Gentleman had been a long time pre- 
ponderating between doubts and cer^ 
tainties ; be had doubled where every 
thing was clear and certain j and ex- 
prefled himfelf certain where every 
thing was vague and illufory. There 
is a degree of modelly in doubting 
(tf hud laugh) : but it is ftrange that 
the Hon. Gentleman fliould doubt that 
which has been uniformly affirmed and 
maintained by every law for more than 
a century back ; and has been the go- 
verning principle in every war during 
that period 5 the doubt, therefore, which 
calls in queftion the acknowledged 
uliige of ages, bears more the appear- 
ance of prefumpfion than modeiry. — 
(A ay of Hear ! hear !) — Such, iaid Mr. 
Pitt, are the maritime lav/s now inliffed 
upon i fuch as every man laull know 
are recognized in our Courts of Juftice, 
and fuch as he would contend were the 
laws of the land j he could tlierefore 
c;nly account for the lingnlirity of the 
Hon. Gentleman’s arguments, by fup- 
pthing he was totally milinfonued on 
the fubjed^. 

Mr. Pitt here entered into a long 
dilcufllon on the rights of neutral na- 
tions, and contended that which Mini 
ffers had infilled upon was univeriaily 
admilted to be tlie maritime law for 
ages bickj that all Treaties fiibfc- 
qiicntly made were entered into as 
exceptions to the general principle j 
and It would be ridiculous to fay, that 
where a general law was laid down, by 
which the commerce of different States 
was regulated and governed by mutual 
con lent, that if any thing now ihould 
arilc to alter that law, every Power 
fhould be obliged to depart from the 
original principle. With refpefl, then, 
to Denmark, Sweden, and Rmlia, he 
would affirm, they were adliiig in grols 
violation of all fubflffing Treaties j and 
any Gentleman r- ight have an oppor- 
tunity of feeing ^hat was iaid down 
J*efpe6ting neutra^ property, by reler- 
l;nce to the Treati£| of 1661 and 1670 ; 
and in that cafe fi would appear to 
them that both Denmark and Sweden 
indifputably wrong. The fame 
would be maniieit in refpedb of Ruflia, 


who bound herfelf, at4,he beginning pf 
the War in 1793, to adopt the lame 
prindple. Not with (landing this, laid 
Mr. ritt, tbele Powers have entered 
into a Confederacy to Aipport the lyf- 
tern of 1780, by which every rformer 
principle is violated, and the naval 
preponderance of this country dif- 
puted ; Was not this circumitance, l>e 
would afle, a declaration of War ^ Cer- 
tainly it was i and he was fure every 
Euglilhman wopld feel as he did^ when 
he was informed that llich a proceeding 
was in the gi eated extent hollileto this 
country i Had we not a right, theii,,tp 
a<^l al if they had publicly avowed hof- 
tility towards us P or were we to wait, 
as the Honourable Gentleman would 
hav# us, till we fee the very.feal aflixed 
to that contradl for our dellrpilion, 
before we take meafures to avert the 
threatened calamity ? or until theie 
united fleets fliould be enabled tp join 
the French Navy ? It was admitted as 
a principle, that neutral (hips fliould 
not cover iioitile goods. Were we to 
fuffer this principle to be rendered 
iUiifoi' y by the mere flag of a (loop of 
war, which might convoy the ftores to 
the Baltic, or the wealth of Spain into 
the port of Bre I, or of Toulon ? As to 
the prudeucc of our proceedings, he 
had lie ird no rea/>n alledged againll it. 
[Mr. Sheridan and Dr. Lawrence 
t/jg enhred at this moment, Mr. Pitt A«- 
inoiiroufiy remarked, that the Houfe ^would 
no'-w have reafons in abundance, but that 
he feared that this Confederacy, like that ^f 
vjbich he had ffoken, vtould render the con-- 
tefi more tedious, as vjell as more fevere*'] 
He /aid, none but weak Maritime Powers 
had ever furrendered this principle. 
Our force was now ih ong ^ and it was 
to our naval preponderance that Eu- 
rope looked to, as an hope, a refuge, 
ai!d a protetlion. This preponderance 
we had m.ajntained by adhering to this 
princlplcf which was evidently necef- 
fary, therefore, not 01^ to our power, 
but to our exillence. The French navy 
was /aid to be ruined j but if we relin- 
quilhed this principle, we furnifliecFby 
that a6l the means for its refufeitation. 

If we waved or poftponed our claim 
formerly, and when were weak, that 
was I'll rely no reafon why we fliould 
abandon it now that we were ilrong. 

If we were now to flirink, or to bend 
before the Convention of the Northern 
Courts, the claim mull bexonlideredas 
abandoned fur ever. What wa.^ yet 

more. 
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more, if wc wcrfe to Airrender this pri- 
vilege to the Northern Courts, we could 
never have a peace with France, unlefs 
our claims were alfo laid at her feet. 
On every ground of policy it was there- 
fore obvious, that we (hould perfevere 
in the con tell in which we were now 
engaged. Whether this contell could 
polfibly have been avoided by the Mi- 
niftry, of which he had the honour to 
fonn a part, purfuing a different line of 
condu£r,wasa quedion which he ihould 
feel himfclf ready to argue at any fu^ 
tute period j if any Gentleman I'up- 
poled that by furrendering Malta, for 
inllance, we might have averted the 
anger of the Emperor Paul, this was a 
imttcr which was open to a fubf^uent 
difcullion. He waved the difcullion of 
thcle points, not as being in themfelves 
quedionable, but as not appci taining 
to the immediate objeft of enquiry. 
It was, in his opinion, an obje(5l of the 
firll importance, that the Hgule Hiould 
come to a prompt, unaniinons, and 
firm decifion on the grand quelHon 
now before them. It wa^ not lefs a 
quedion of immediate pv">licy, as far as 
regarded the iiitereds of this country, 
than a quedion involving the dearelt 
interefts of humanity, as he felt confi- 
dent, that a fpirit of fortitude and deci- 
fiqn would tend to prevent the effufiou 
of blood, andgive us an opportunity of 
bringing tlie difputc to an amicable 
ilTue. As to the inaufpicious train of 
events which had taken place, inltead 
of difpiriting, it ought rather to ronfe 
the energies of the Empire. Great B? i- 
tain, anudd all the viciflltndes of war, 
dill maintained the proud, the enviable 
didinftion, of being the foie exception, 
within herfelf, tothcgeneral didemper, 
which the contagion of revolutionary 
principles and new-fangled theoj^jes 
had unliappily fpread over all Europe. 

Dr. Lawrence followed, and entered 
into a long and very elaborate expofi- 
tion of the rights of neutral Powers 
and the maritime laws of nations, ob- 
ferving, that the quedion before the 
Houle was. Whether the Country 
ihould be plunged into a new War, 
without fird enquiring into the con- 
du6l of Minider^, to fee if meafures 
•aftually called for fCich a proceeding. 
Mr. Lawrence concluded by faying, 
thatthe Minider w'as born, he believed, 
to make fine fpeeches ; yet he would 
have him recoiled, that eloquence was 
nolfiSling without wifdom j and as for 
he Ihould feel more happy in 


having uttered one wi/e word for the 
benefit of his country, than tA have 
been for years celebrated for^rning 
fine phraies. He Ihould fit d^wn yr'ixh 
giving his hearty fupport to the Amcnd^ 
ment. 

The Solicitor Genci*al, after dating 
that the period of difficulty and danger 
was, of all others, the period which 
mod peremptorily and imperioufly 
called upon us to employ a fpirit of 
vigour, unanimity, and decifion, en- 
tered into an analytical defeription of 
the principles and praflice of the ma- 
ritime law of Europe, He contended 
that, unlefs the fydem which had been 
fo long edabliflied was perfevered in, 
our naval viclories, great and brilliant 
as they were, would bt deprived of the 
mod beneficial confeqnences, Tn vain 
might our gallant Admirals, our Howes, 
St. Vincents, Duncans, and NeKbns, 
hurl dedruftion on the fleets of France, 
if tJie enemy were fufferecl to recruit 
and refufeitate their navy, by means of 
foreign and neutral co-operaiion. 
'Fhere was an ellcntiul difrereiicc be- 
tween a military and naval force. The 
former might be raifed in a compani- 
tively flioit fpace of time j but it I'e- 
q aired years and opportunities of a 
peculiar nature to perfect the latter. 
The Learned Gentleman then entered 
into an elaborate legal difquifition of 
the laws, as edabliflied by long pre- 
feription, foi‘ the regulation of murine 
affairs j and contended, that the mari- 
time rights claimed by Great Britain 
were eilentially neceflary, not only for 
the digniry of the national charafler, 
but for our political exiflence. The 
Honourable and Learned Gentleman 
then launched out into a field of drong 
and occiifionally acrimonious animad- 
verfion on the argument laid down by 
the Honourable Member who propoled 
the Amendment, and arraigned him of 
a want of patriotifm, of zeal, of mag- 
nanimity, and courage. He pointedly 
accufed him of having broached fenti- 
nients which could not poflibly have 
any other tendency than to excite a 
fpirit of national despondency.

NOTE TRANSMITTED BY MR. DRUM'* 

MONO TO THE DANISH MINISTER FOR 

POREIGH AFFAIRS, DATED DEC. 17^, 

1800. 

The Court of London, informed that 
Denmark is carrying on with atfi* 
vity negocialions; very hoftilq to the in- 
terefts of the Britifli Empire, thinks 
that it cannot better fulfil the duties 
which fuch a circumftance preferibes, 
than by addrefllng itfelf directly to the 
Minifter of his Danifli Majefty, to de- 
mand from him a frank and fatisfa^lory 
explanation. In all the Courts of Eu- 
rope, they fpeak openly of a confede- 
racy between Denmark ind fome other 
lowers, to oppofe, by force, the excr- 
cife of thofe principles of maritime laW 
on whi«h the naval power of the Bi itilh 
Empire in a great meafuie refts, and 
which, in all wars, have been followed 
by the Marinme States, and acknow- 
ledged by their Tribunals. His Bri- 
tannic Majefty, relying with confidence 
upon the loyalty of his Danifli Majefty! 
and upon the faith of the engagements 
recently contra<^t?d between the two* 
Courts, has not demanded from him 
any explanation on this head’. It was- 
bis wjih to wait for the moment when 
the Court of Den 'nark -hould think it 
its duty to contradi6l thofe repsi'ts, fo 
iiijiuions to its good faith, and fo little 
compatible with cheruaintenaace of the 

good 
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good underilanding which had been 
re-eitabjifhed between the two coun- 
tries. At prefent, the conduft and 
the public declaration of one 'of the 
Powers, which it is pretended have 
entered into this confederacy, do not 

E ermit his Majelly to prelerve any

1781, wertf contrafted by the fame 
Powers for the /afety of their naviga- 
tion, and of which a communication 
was at that time made to all the Courts^ 
of Europe. His Majefty, the Emperof^ 
of Rullia, having propofed to tlic Powers 
of the North to re-eftablifti thefe en- 
gagements in their original form, Den- 
mark has fo much the lefs hefitated to 
conlent to it, as, far from having ever 
abandoned the principles profe&'ed in 
1780, /he has thought it her duty to 
maintain them, and claim them upon 
all occufions, and not allow herfeif to 
admit in relpetl of them any other mo- 
difications than tliofc which refult from 
hei treaties with the Belligerent Powers. 
Very far from wiihing to interrupt thole 
Powers in ihe exercife of rights which 
the war gives them, Denmark intro- 
duces into the negociation with her 
allies none but view's ablblutely defeii- 
five, pacific, and incipable of giving 
offence or provocation to any one. 
The engagements Ihe will make will be 
founded upon the ftridleft fulfilment of 
the duties of neutrality, and of the obli- 
gations whicli her treaties impofe upon 
her 5 and if die wi/hes to Inelter her 
innocent navigation from the manifeft 
abufes and violence which the maritime 
war produces but too eafily, (he thinks 
ihe pays relbedt to tiie Belligerent 
Powers, by Aippofing, that, far from 
wilhing to authorile or tolerate thefe 
abides, they would, on their lide, adopt 
nieafures heft calculated to prevent of 
rcpiels them. Denmark has not made 
a myltery to any one of the objeft of 
her negociation, upon the nature of 
which (bme fulpicion has been infufed 
into the Court of London ; but Ihe has 
not thought that (he departed from the 
ufual forms, in wilhing to w'ait the defi- 
nitive refult of it, in order to commu- 
nicate an official actount of it to the 
Powers vit WiU'. The underllgmd, not

As fni back as the 17th of 0«5lober, 
the Spanifli Ainbaflador, the Chevalier 
de Huerta, delivered a Note to Llie Swe- 
dilh High Chancellor, Baron Ehren- 
heim, lefpcCfing the violation of the 
Swedifli flag by iome Englilh velFels, in 
the capture of certain Spanilh tliips in 
tlje road of Barcelona. 

To that Note Baron I'hrcnheim re- 
turned an antwer, blaming the negli- 
gence of the Spaniards in defending 
their own rights, and in permitting vio- 
lence to he done to neutrals in her 
ports. 

Upon this, the Chevalier de Huerta 
preleJited the following reply ;--i 


Stockholm, Dec. 29, 1800. 

SIR, 

I have this moment received from 
my Court an anfwer to the difpatches, 
in which I communicated the fint liepi 
1 had taken with his Swediih Majelty* 
when I had the honour to prelent my 
fir ft Note on the fubjedl of the outrage 
of which the Eiigliih were guilty in the 
road of Barcelona, 

“ The King, my mafter, has obferved 
with regret the colditcis with which tlie 
Swedifh Court has received the com* 
plaint, while it has conlined itfclf to 
feebj^ and indecifive meafures, from 
which it does not even indulge the 
hope of any advantage. This view of 
the patter (hews the Tmall iiitereft with 
which Sweden is prepared to afl in the 
bufinefs. I cannot conceal from you. 
Sir, that this ina6fivity, which is ob« 
ferved in the applications of the Court 
of Sweden to that of London, might 
afford room to believe that this nego- 
ciation will be conneded with other 
objeds of private intereft which de- 
mand temporifing rnc.-ifures, incompa- 
tible with that energy and zeal which 
his Catholic Majefty expected to lee 
difpkiyed by his Swediih Majefty, in 
regarci to an affair which, as it involves 
the honour of his flag, would have 
afforded him an occafion to prove to 
Europe the warm part he takes in the 
intereft of the Maritime Powers, as 
well as to teftify the value he puts 
upvin the good underftanding which 
hitherto has prevailed between the two 
Courts. In puifuance of a new order 
from my Court, I repeat, ami formally 
ill lilt upon what I demanded in my 
Jalt Note of The 17th Odober. 1 fondly 
Hatter myfelf, that liis Swediih Majefty 
will adopt far more adfive meafurcf 
than the contents of your Note allowed 
me to hope. It is not probable that you 
will exfiofe Swediih ihips to all the feve- 
rity of \he meafures which circum- 
ftanccs require to be exercifed againft 
ful'peded velfels, and whole condud 
might be confidered as connived at^ 
unlefs the Swediih Court receives from 
England the moft ample reparation re» 
Ipeding the affair of Barcelona,

The Deys of Algiers ftfid Tunis }iav# 
ing not only rei tiled to furnilh the F^tc 
with any ainitaiice agaiiil! France, but ^ 
having even very lately made peace wirii 
that Republic, the Grand Seignior has 
c.aufed the AmbafTador from the Dey of 
Algiers to bearrelted, as well as an OfH- 
ctr from the Dey of Tunis, Two Offi- 
cers have been dil'patched to Tunis and 
Algiers, with firmans from the Grand 
Seignior, commanding the Deys to declare 
war immediately againlf France. 

The United States frigate, Captain 
Bainbridge, arriving at Algiers with pit- 
ients from America, was ordered by the 
Dey to receive on board the tribute for 
the Grand Seignior, and to depart imme* 
di.ately for ConiUntinople. Captain Bain- 
bridge refilled to obey the order, and 
urged the independence of his Hag ; and 
the American Coniul, in decided teims^ 
(cconded bis remonlfranrce j hut to theie 
the Dey briefly anfweitd, that unltfs they 
irnmediattly c iiiplied, he would I'eizethe 
fliip, lend her crew into (Invery, and de- 
clare war againlt the United States. 

The piellnts lately fent by the Dey of 
Aigicis* to the Grand Seignior, by the 
Anjeiican fngate, comprilcd iixfy wo- 
men, two li©i>s, two tygers, tour horles, 
and two hundred flieep, befides jewels and 
money. Twenty Turks and one hun- 
dred Negr.es took their paflhge in this 
(hip, and, aiihough thus unwai lantably 
pieffed into the fervice, the American 
Coniul was compelled to give fecurity, on 
the part of the United Stales, to tlii; 
amount of Soo,ooo dollars, for the falc 
delivery of this cargo at Conltantinople, 

Letters from Conflantinople of the jft 
lilt. Hare, that the Porte has lequelfiatcd 
the property ol the lubjefls of the States 
of Baibary,and ordered an embai'go to be 
laid on all their vclfeU in tiic Turki/^ 
harbours. 

The French Government propofes to 
open a pallage by water between Paris 
and Belgium.

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EMBASSY TO PERSIA. 
are happy in being able to (late 
tUe riiccel'sful ilTue of the late miifion 
from Bombay to Schiras. The commer- 
cial relations between the Company and 
Perfia have been elTentially extended and 
ftrtngthened, and the King, in manifelta- 
tion of the clofe and friendly connexion 
thus happily promoted, has enjoined all 
bis fubjeiU, and particularly I manna Seyd 
Sultaun, who had been fufpeiiled of favour- 
ing the intereft of Fiance, under fevere 
penalties, to abAain front all intercourfe, 
commeicial or political, with the enemies 
of England. 

The prcfcnt annual confumptton of In- 
dian commodities in PeiTia is efiimated at 
about 2,300,000 rupees, and the exports, 
cxclufive of copptr, about 960,000. 

The following^inftance of exalted po- 
licy is extia£tt'd from the Madras Ga- 
zette nf June 28. 

The Right Hon. the Governor in 
Council has deemed himfeif fortunate in 
diicovering the near connexions of Com- 
mandant Syed Ibrahim, who have furvived 
the lofigcaptivity and death of that faith- 
ful. honourable, and diltinguifhed OtKcer. 

It will be in the recollcffion of the 
army, that Syed Ibrahim commanded the 
Tanjour Cavalry in the year 1781, was 
made prifoner during that year, was re- 
peatedly invited by the late Tippoo Sul. 
taun to accept lervice in Myfore, under 
the molt biilliant promifes, and under the 
repeated rccommendaticrfi of his fcllow- 
piifoners the Britifh Oiheers, until their 
leleafe in the year 1784; that after the 
releale of the Britifh Officers, Syed Ibia- 
him, Commandant, was removed to the 
fort of Cowley Droeg, where he fufFered 
the hardfliips of a rigorous confinement 
and unwholcfome food, intended to have 
produced that acquiefcence which the 
Snitaun's invitations had failed to pro- 
cuie. 

His Lordfliip, thcrcfoie, experiences 
the molt cordial gratidcatiun in pointing 
out to the native troops of this eftablifh- 
ment, the memorable example of attach- 
ment and fortitude exhibited by Syed 
Ibrahim, in refidiiig the earned iolicita- 
tions, in fupporting the opprefTive cruelty 
of the late Sultaun, and in finally laying 
doivn his lift ns a facrifice to the duUa of 
fidtlity and honour. 

In order to manifefl his refpefl for the 
long let vices, the exemplary virtue, and 
ifnpregnable tidjity of S^ed Ibrahim^ the 


Governor in Council is pkafed to, ordor 
and direfl, that the amount of his pay as 
Commandant of Cavalry, being htry-two 
pagodas and twenty. one fanams per 
month, (liall be conferred as a pcnGaii 
for life on his fifter, who left her home, 
in the Carnatic, to fhare his misforiiines 
in captivity, and who was fiibfequently 
wounded in the fiorm of Seringapatain. 

In order, alfo, to perpetuate his Lord-

ioiber MS^colle^ions to which be^ned 
re^y accefs : It appeared undtr the 
title of ** Hiilorical Fragments of the 
Mogul Empire, of the Morattoes, and 
of the Endiih Concerns in lodolbn, 
from the Year 1659.'*' To this work 
he gave the humble title of * Frag- 
ments^" with the hope of obtaining far- 
ther information refpe^ting that im- 
pbrtant period in Eaftern hiltory.,

In another part ho fay^ Befidej 
the publications that we l ave enume- 
rated, vre have gained information con- 
cerning SavAGi, and of ey mts to a later 
period concerning the early times of 
the MorattoeSy from cotemporary ic- 
cords belonging to the Eafl India Com- 
any. The earlieft which mentions 
EVAGi is of the year 1673. Could we 
have dUcovered the whole feries-^iith 
the collateral branches of cor efpond- 
’ cnce,, from the ycai* 165c, the frag- 
ments wenowpubliih would have ac- 
quired fome authentic additions ^ but 
the labour would have exceeded the 
conception of ajiy of our readers, ex- 
cepting the keeper of the records of the 
India Houfe." 

Mr, Orme’s account of the famous 
Sevagi, the founder of the prei'ent 
nation of the Morattoes, is very cu- 
rious and interefling. This man drew 
his4ineage from the Rajahs of Chi tore, 
who boait their defeent from Porus, 
and are efleemed the moil ancient eftub- 
lifliment of Hindoo Princes, and the 
nobleft of the Rajpoot tribes. 

In the courfe of his relbarches for 
the luaterials of this publication, Mr. 
Orme had col]e6fed other valuable in- 
formation, which he then defigned to 
have given to the world 5 but his deli, 
cate habit and weak conflitution at the 
latter period of his life did not permit 
him to accomplish the talk of arranging 
them for the public eye with the accu- 
racy necellary to fatisfy himfclf of the 
propriety ot printing them. 

The erudition and amiable manners 
of our Author obtained him the elteeni 
and friendship of moft of tlie literati of 
his time % and he was fome years back 
in the frequent habit of meeting a 
feleft company, whole converiations 
were ufualiy held in the pure lan- 
guages of ancient Greece and Rome, 
with which he was as familiar as with 
his native tongue. For the advantage 
of cbnfitItingMn the original the ac- 
eOtiiits of the early navigators to India, 
he had alfo fludied and acquired :i com- 
uet^^ knowledge of the Portuguefe, 
opanilh. and Dutch hngua^^.

DEAR SI* . 

T RECEIVED your laft inclofed to Mr. 
-*■ Jamlel’on \ and lb far as my rituutiou 
UMs capable of being conlblcd, I was 
happy ill the teiulernel’s and iymp.itliy 
which you exprels for me. Beneath 
thole exaltfd plealui’es which we are 
taught to expect in an eternal Itate ; 
beneath the enjoyment of God himlelf ; 
I know no happinefs which dc/ervts 
the attention of a wife man, but liich as 
we derive from confeious virtue, bene- 
volence, or fi ieiulfliip. Thefe .ilone 
are at prelent tlie cordial drops vvith 
which Heaven ha!> thought proper to 
mix my cup of lutteinels. Since e\ery 
objetHofmy foniier purl'iiit eludes niy 
embrace, or growsiiilijml byonjoyniciu, 
it ii time to anticipate (uch plealures as 
are fubjed'l to neither of thclb mistor- 
tMncs,and to cultivate aidilh foi them. 
Fate and nauiro tell me, that I mull 
ipiickly make my exit from the pielcnt 
Icenc j and never could they fend this 
information to a heart kfdntiinidated 
by it. I approach the vcrp,e of my pre- 
fciit exigence, not with the 1 ehkl nice 
of uncxpeiicnccd youth, not with the 
iiorrors of guilt and fu pci Uitiou, but 
with the cheerful ncls of a wearied tra- 
veller in pro^p^‘cl of the chamber def- 
tined for his rtpofe. From this account 
it will be caly to jadge, how much 1 
would prize, or how eai;vrly purfue 
any civil or eccleliallical empjoyinent 
W'cre it in my power. But far fioni 
br ing lb, it is beyond my reinotcic hopes, 
all ncccfs to every relburce whence 
thele.advantages are derived aje denied 
to me. I have neither power nor in- 
fluence in life, and am confequently 
incapable of inteiellintj any who have 
it. There are evils which may be fuf- 
fered i^ithout mortilication ; yet, let me 
confefs it, there are others which I 
cannot think of without being melted 
to infantine weaknels. In my former 
] told you, that I had proje^led one lull 
relburce, and made one lalt effort for 
bappk^Ftf.5 ; h1id I t)’,en forel'een the 
weaT?jel's of my conltitution, and the 
tin'm ^ipinefs of iivy ciicumliances, 


foonei* would I have run any hazard 
which this, or any future feene can jire- 
fent, than have ventured to form luch 
.an ill-fated connexion. It is true,- 
that thofe who are interefted in me, 
peiliiaded either by my looks or the 
p cle^it degrf.e of llrength which I Ice n 
to polliTs, flatter themlelves, or arc wil- 
ling to flatter me, that my piefent in- 
dllpofition will not prove decilive ; 
fuch is the opinion of the Lady for- 
merly mentioned. I have endeavoured 
to impreA her with contrary fenli- 
nients, that the fr endHiip between ui 
might be djffolved without ttai:ng i 
but I had icalbn to lament my fucceis, 
for in propOition to her feiife of m/ 
danger, which after mv return from 
Edinburgh was pretty IdjU, her whole 
manner, not to me only, but to all her 
otlier fiieuds, appeared (Xnreillve of 
lejc£lion and mifciy. I had not rcio- 
lutionto continue my former plan, but 
uled every pohiblcargument to pci fuadc 
herol my returning health,. ind thougli 
confeious of n6ling a wrong part in this, 
I have nor luflicient ftiengdi of mind to 
a(^l a right one. This is my prclent 
lltiiation of mind j I know' it is what I 
ought not to have dilcovered to one of 
your hum.mity, nor can I pretend any 
other apology, but that I apply to the 
lall and moll natural relburceol w'rctch- 
ednefs, the fympathy of a f. lend , It is 
all I alk, ’tis all 1 hope, and it is what I 
am lure to obtain. Pray tell me whe- 
ther your bi other prolccutcs the lame 
'fiulinels with you, or ■whether friends 
in the coiintiy may not have it in their 
power to lerve him ? The precaution in 
myfoimer, concerning the lialance of 
accounts between us, was not taken 
from any fear of its appe.iriiig againlt 
my relations, but that you might reco- 
ver it with greater eafe from my Idf 
durbig my own life. Once more I 
mult alk pardon for the lengtji and fub- 
je^l of this letter. •But if you continue 
to favour me as a coirei'pondcht, my 
future anfwers lliall be lefs tedious and 
more cheerful. As yon are now m'nfe 
difeiigaged from letular bufmefs, the 
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demands of your friends to hear from 
you will proportionably increalc 5 and 
as you have now lojig taught me to 
think mylclf of that number', I can no 
inoie refign the claim lihlch it gives, 
than the tendernefs whicii it inlpires.

Be it remembered, that Mac klin had 
Jull quitted Ciow Itreet 1 lieatie fioiii 
pique, or rather fiom tlie love of vanity, 
who Ii was evei :i gi eat diawback upon 
his fv)iiunc, if not upon his talents. 
We now Ihnl him at Sniock^allry 'I hca- 
tie, equally buliling a' an Adlor and 
Autiior } foj' as the two l.<te ]n*ece:> 
vhu h lie bruir;ht out C’low Itret t 
tnrneil out lb luccersnil to tiiin, herihj 
year (1764) prodmtrd a new petite 
piece, called “T'lie 'iViu-Jioin Scorcli- 
Juan,” whi.ch met witli rqual i’uccefs. 

T iiis little pK’i c has been linee ex- 
tended to five at Is,, under tlie rule of 

The Man of the World,” which is 
well known to have met with a favour- 
;iblc reception, and Hands as one 

of the phamoinena of the di.nnu, copfi- 
dcring tlie very advance d age of the 
Author and Atl-or — it wai then in its 
embryo, but even* in this Hate was 
highly applauded. It was generally 
performed twice a week, d tiring the fea- 
lon, to full ^iid refped-ablt* audiences j 
iMid the jehura^tcr of Sir Pertinax Mac - 
' ^yrop haht was thought lb iliong a pic- 


ture of a Scotchman, that Macklin is 
laid to have rectued a note trom .1 
young Scotch Nobleman, then in high 
tavourat the Calile, at compamed with 
a fnit of handiome laced drcls clothes, 
fa) ing, “ tliat he begged lii . acccpiaiicc 
ot that piefent as a linall mark of the 
plealure lie recrived liom llic exlubi- 
tion of lo fine a picture of liib grantl . 
father.*' 

During tlic career of this litcle picc<-, 
MoHbp, wlio was alvNays jnalhing buii- 
nel's loo raj^idly to aufwt'r the deinnnh 
which bis own follies led him into, had 
engagcil a number of Fu iicli Opera 
Dancers at very confidciable lalaiies, 
but which he had calculated very highly 
upon i but as his credit was veiy low at 
this lime. Macklin became fociirity for 
the payiijciit of thdir falarics up to the 
expiration of a cei Lain time — th.it time 
hadexpiied; and as they weie under 
engagements to be at Pai is at the open- 
iiigofthe Icalbn there, they were ra- 
tlier importunate for the balance of 
'their account. 

Shuter was at that time in Ireland, 
engaged at the lame Theatre j Jiid as 
humanity was always » predominant 
feature in this droll’s cnara<!:U‘r, he 
kindly undertook to be their^ nego- 
ciator in this bufinefs— he accordingly 
firll applied to Moilbp, from whom he 
received apology after apology — but 
no money — he then, as a lalt relburce, 
applied to Macklin, who acknowledged 
himfelf bound to pay the bahfti^y, but 
reqmdted they would ftay a few i^.eeks 
longer, in hopes of better 
which bliu ter replied, <‘That as they 

were 
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were fervants of the King’s Theatre, 
Jthcv jwre indif’penrably bound to be in 
;b)\ certain day." 

WtlXSir," fays Macklin, “ fmce 
you arc lA peremptoiy, bring thorn 
here to-inoiY>w, and tlu-y llialihe paiil." 
They accorcfcngly next day aitciidetl, 
when Mackiin appeared in great form 
with his book of accounts, bank-notes 
and cafh before him, and again put the 
qiiedion to them, “ Why they could 
not itay a few weeks longer." — “ Bc- 
caufe," lays Shuter, in his irrefillible 
arch manner, “ they are afraid the King 
of France would tu/ off their heaJs.''-— 

Cut oil their heads 1 Sir," lays Mack 
Jin in altouilhnient j “ What do you 
mean by that ?" — “ Why they tell mt^" 
fays Shuter, “ that the King of France 
i.7an arbitrary Monarch, and can cut off 
a man’s head as caly as you’d lay “ Jack 
Kobinfon." 

“ Only Monjleur {tcYiofnX the troop be- 
Iiind, who were previoully intruded 
by bluitei ) lotiper la Ute'' — Oh ! oh •" 
fays the veteran, now I undciftand 
)ou. Come, there’s twenty pounds 
(nutting down a bank-note) ; and 
litre’s live more, that’s twenty- Hve : 
(then looking at Shuter ) — Cut off their 
hi'aJty Sir ! D — mil me, Ned, this is a 
new trick. Well, Sir, where did I 
leave olf — Oh aye I twenty- live, and 
t'm, that’s thirty-five— thirry-five, and 
fitty, that’s eighty-live — 'Phis I believe 
is the balance j and now, Gentlemen 
and Kidies, as the King of France 
won't cut off your heads, lend him to 
me, and be lhall cut olf mine it he 
pleads, lor being fuch a d — mned als 
as to become bail tor a bankiupt iMan- 
ager." 

A lei’s tircumlVance tliaii this would 
he quite luihcient to diigult Mackiin, 
whole temper was of that changeling 
nature as never to continue in one 
llay. Accordingly we find him engaged 
the next fealon again at Crow' itreet 
'Pheatre, where he continued, with Ibnie 
inteiTuptions, occafioned by his trips 
to iCngland, till the year i7l>7* 

Ouring this time, he was very fer- 
victablc to the Managers, both by his 
performance in the lilt of Itock plays, 
and in the exhibition of his petite 
pieces. He was likewife a good Drill 
Serjeant ( s:r. officer particulany wanted 
in the ^i^ilh Theatres), being in this 
capaci;'^ /ery ferviceable, both in re- 
gard ot' keeping the decorum of the 
Itage, the regularity of rehearlals, &c. 
kc, BaiTy w'as ulways idle in ihcfe 


matters j and not being fo intelligent 
as Mackiin, lie readily commuted iiiem 
to bis funei vilal, always taking care Tliat 
the /pini 0 / rejormatton IhOuldT-fall Ihort 
of the fpint oj r.'VQhtiott% 

On his rcunn to hiigUnd, in 
he brought juit, towards the litter md 
of that Icafoii, at Coveut (Pirdni PIvm- 
tie, liis lau new I'aicc of “ Tlic Piue-, 
Born Irilhman," under tl, new nr It* ot 
“ The Irilh Fine Lady j" but the )iw« 
mour of this piece being entirely loo d 
(as we have before oblcived), ic met 
with tjp cold a reception, that it was 
withdrawn after the hrll night. Mack- 
iin hiiiilclf Wwis I'o Ijtisfied with the 
juttict^ of tins, that he laid in his 
ih'ong iiunner, “ Sir, I believe the 
audience are right — theie’s i\ geography 
in humour well as in morals — ivhich i. 
had not previoully coiilidered." 

At this jiiiidure there was a clivilion^ 
nmongll tlie numerous Managers of' 
Covent Garden Theatre, owing, it waS' 
laid, to the alfumed authoiity of Mr- 
Colman j and as it was next to an im- 
poilihility fora man of Macklin's bult- 
iing fpint to remain an unconcerned 
fpedator,he joined the party in oppofi- 
iion to Colman. The confequence of 
this was, a paper war amongit the cri- 
tics, and a chancery-fuit amongil the 
parties. Mackiin got involved m the 
fatter, w'hicli he entered into with as 
much fceining fpirit and alacrity as if 
he had been the Solicitor inllead ot the- 
client. 

'I'liis fait, according to the ufual cuf- 
tom of the law, continued tor leveral 
yeai^ j and as Mackiin always thought 
he underllood whatever bufinels he was 
engaged 111 better than anyone elfe, he 
undertook himfelf toanfwerull his bills 
in cliancery ; and iiis method partook 
of fiis ulual originality. 

Whenever he had a bill to anfwer, 
or any other law queftion to llate to 
his Solicitor, he gave notice to his 
family to have a conltant fire kept up in 
his lludy, and not to be interrupted, 
on any account whatfoever, till fuch 
timeashetliouldchpole to make himfelt 
villble. He accordingly, on the days 
of commencing bufin^fs, locked hirn- 
felfup in this chamber, where his vic- 
tuals, linen, with every convenience he 
wanted, were all lent in to him in duml> 
he likewile llept, and when- 
ever a thought llruck him hi the nighty 
he was up at his delk with all the ardotv".,

nitivt‘. .IS a good Scotchman j though 
wlrat he had fubtfituted for Scotch 
was not only always accepted, but 
alv^.iys applauded asfuch by an Englilh 
audience. 

To account for this is not difficult. 
In ciricatuie, wc don’t want the irn- 
tnediCte likcnels, but the exaggeration 
of a hlamels. 7’hishe had obtained to 
a certain degree 5 and witliout ! now- 
ing th.it this was all that he had obtain- 
ed, he rJ/ /6/;«/r/y'pe! f/'dly mailer of tha 
language, and undertook to teach it 
with all the authority of a cunnollleur. 

But it is the peculiar quality of 
genius, like the h.and of Midas, to turn 
every thing it touches into gold. Mil's 
Younge law enough in Macklin's mar- 
ntr for iicr talents to w»oik upon ; and 
Ihe lb improved it by hci natuial talfe, 
and the Itrenglh of her obfei vation, 
that in a little time llic threw her mailer 
into tlic b.ick ground.

Ill ihoit, by her very Ikllful manage- 
ment ol thio thaiaCter, Ihc lb lookul, 
moved, ind Ipoke the language of Lady 
Ri’idoipha, tli.it the helljudgesof Scotch 
manners gave hei the molt u«4)0uiuleil 
applaule — it uas, through the whole 
courlc of her theatrical life, one of her 
finelt performances : and w;lien v/c con- 
iider the exiiemc difficulty of fpeak- 
mg a hnguage fo foreign to Her own, 
ihiough the length of five a6ls, aecom- 
panie^l by manners and deportment 
equally novel, it niiifi: produce an addi- 
tional fighoi regret tliat this celebrated 
Aetr.fl’s is no more. 

With t’ne affilUnce of two fiich per- 
formers as Macklin and Mifs Younge, 
the lealbn was uncommonly profitable.

Mar S)C(>phant, the Jew, vvhillt 
the latter diltiiiguiilied herlelf in Lady 
Townly, Lvuiy Kodolplu, Portia, wc.

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hrfiJc an Infinite number of tragic and 
coiiii»::'-'Cli.ira6lcrs, in which Ihc flood 
t^'iiiy dependent on her own abilities. 

We are to number amongtl the curio- 
liriei of this period, the Appearance of 
Mr. O’Kcc'e (rlie piefent voluminous 
drv.inaiiL wiitei) as an Ailor j but he 
to liavc come forward with no 
orlicr dillinctions than one of the com- 
mo]i dramatis ptrfona j and in this lilt 
we fee him Hand lirft for Gratiano in 
the Mci chant of Venice j and fpcedily 
after in Filch in the Beggars Opera, 
Fribble in Mils in her Teens, Jelllimy 
in Lionel and Clarilla, and Squire 
Kicliaid in tlie Provoked Ilulband, or 
Journey to London. 

He had been Ailor, we believe, for 
foine little time before this, lout of'fo 
little* conltquence, that although mar- 
1 ud to the Flaiugcr’s daughter, he was 
ca.t i'or thofe characters more pro fpe 
cva'i grathif than* from any particular 
merit. O’lvecfc has no reafon to blufh 
at this remaik, “ «o« omnia pojfumus 
cmnesd' Shaki'ppare himfelf was not, 
perhaps, a better AFtor — and happy 
lor mankind that be ^as not j for had 
he talents to Ibind high in the pro- 
feflion he had cliofen, Poetry and Mo- 
rality hail loll one of its biighteit 
ornaments. Thus, to compare fmall 
things with griat: had O’Keefe lifcn 
ti) .my con iidej able lank eithei in the 
lock or bulkin, “ the woi Id h id w.inted 
many an ii!!o long,” and “ prenons 
toolery” ti molt able and fucccfsiul ad- 
vocate. 

To ciiticlfd this Author by the rigid- 
ity of diainatic l.iws would be uniaii , 
as lui wilting- have alanned no imita- 
tions from 1 iiles ancient or modern j 
they are calcuhited to nhikd peojk laui*', 
and they have fully antweicu that effec'ti 
indeed, they arc for the mull part of 
filch a nature as to fel all ciiricifm at 
deiiance — they leiveas a barometer to 
the fpiiits wiFiout the aid of much 
judgment — and loine parts, of their 
humour arc fo dependent on the conge- 
null humour of the A<5tor, that we fiip% 
pole they could ii(i)t be =wniten for him, 
bur only rchearfid between the Author 
and Ador, I’o as to give the latter a hint 
for the exeUilc of his fancy. What 
we particulaily allude to arc the words 
and chorulfcs of fomc of his fongs, Sic. 
for rikfc* being oi'no language cannot be 
fo \ dl commur.ii ited as liy founds. 

Yet with this fper ics of talent has 
O'Keefe ‘^l.iddeiud the hearts of his 
auditors tor i.ear thiity years, and 


“ fent them laughing i<s their beds” — 
and all this he has done in the hearing 
of good fcholars, good writers, and 
good critics." He has often done more ; 
— He has been the con it .ant advocate 
for virtue j and in many of his little 
pieces, he has given Iketclies ofclnrac-^ 
ter, whicli, though unliiuihed, tan boafl 
of much lome j>;il!agei that 

warm and uielioiate the heart, and 
others which maik no niv in attention 
to lifa and manners. 

If he has not, therefore, equalled 
many of our t’rainatjc writers in^eniust ' 
he lu? clcaped their vices j if he has 
not lliewn as much Icicncc of the art, 
he i:> freed from their profile drowli- 
nefs-*-he is coiiltantly looking for fun 
and broad humour, which are chiefl) to 
be found in the middle and lower cltlfes 
of life, and he is generally fuccefsful— • 
he is therefore bounded by no dr.niiaTic 
laws, ami it he keeps the laugh up in 
this view he is tree fj om cenfure. The 
manners of the middling and lower 
dalles of life have been always too 
much neglected by our modern drama- 
tic writcMs, who do this, as Mr. Bajas 
fays, “ to Ihcw their breeding — Imt 
fucli lliould coulider, that although 
Ladies Gentlemen have tiicirpc-culKu* 
vices and viitues, the general cnarader 
ol man is belt diitinguilhed where na- 
ture is lefs adulterated — where the 
heart and tongue have full play, :iiul 
conlequcntly have Ids incitement to 
haliery, lying, and hyjiocrity. 

In the txtenlive hit of dramatic wrl- 
tcii, perJiaps no one c m be better coin- 
p.iicd to Mr. O’Keefe than the cele- 
biated Tom D’lhfey, who wrote in the 
reign ol Clia: lea 11.

and moral imprcifion, 
that it muft be more 
the ncglcdof the times 
than their demerif, if 
they are not long louni 
in the couife of rcpic- 
fenution.

TIIEOKY OF THE TIDES. 


JIFFLECTFONS ON ANAUTICM. EXPF- 
RIMtNT, PARI leui.M^LY INTLRtST- 
ING IN RtSPFCT TO TJiE THEORY OF 
THE CURRENTS OF THt OCEAN. 

A BOTTLE, contitining a letter, was 
thiown into ihe fea, fiom a vclLel 
on a voyage fioin Hamburgh to thd 
Dutch Colony of Surinam ; a Note in 
the Latin, French, luliail, Englifl),aml 
German lahguages, for the i intrust ion 
of thole into whole hands it might 
chance to fail, Ws inclofeti with it, 
and thus conct'ivtd : 

“ VYe lequeft thofe who may finri the 
letter inclofcd in the bottle, to write 
ufKin it the name ot the ])lacc and the 
flaie in which they found it, to f'eal it, 
mid traulmir it by polt .iccording to tlie 
^lidrels. As the objeit of the lt.tter is 
to elucidate the Theory of Currents, 
ami us It lA tiierefor^. imereiting to 
every perl'on wOo wiflus to promote 
aS’'?fifCfcul kno’Aled V, and indL'.:d to all 


' lankind, wc are convinced tlint no 
pcrion who may find it will neglect lo 
perform tliis good action.” 

I'his letter was committed to the fea, 

min. long, E, of the meridian of T enc- 
rilte, on the 15th of June 1797 — iindit 
was found at Cape Prior on the 5th of 
July following. This Cape is filiuicd 
is 43 <leg. 34 in. 15 r. of N. lat. and 10 
ileg. 31 in. 45 1 . of E. long. from 'I'ene- 
riftc. The letter, then, had been eai’ 
ried about 48 min. or 20 French leagues 
towards the S. fuppofmg the degree of 
laiitudc to coi.’ain 25 ot thele Ic.igues j 
and towards the Eall, 5 deg. 39 m. 
15 f. wliich makes about 114 leagues, 
the degree of longltjpde on this paialiel 
being equal to 20 French le.igutis, or 
one -fifth ft.OTter than it is upon the 
equator, liy taking the diagonft] of 
ihclctwo dnc<I‘tions to tiie loath and 
to the call*, it, will he found tint the 

direct 
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diftance through which the bot- 
tle had pafl'ed was about 1*5 leagues. 

But if the tides run towards the 
north, along the coaft of Europe, it is 
probable that the bottle went more 
than 20 leagues towards the fouth, as 
it mull have been carried in tlxai direc- 
tion by the current of the Atlantic 
Ocean, and afterwards driven back to ■ 
wards the north by the tides, which, 
according to thisfyltem, are only coun- 
ter-currents which run towards the 
fouth in our fummer. In whatever 
manner, however, it was carried to the 
fouth, it is certain that it did not expe- 
rience any obftaclcs from that pretended 
general current of the ocean which, 
according to the Aftronomical Syltem, 
runs comiaually from the equator to 
the poles in confequence of the attrac- 
tion of the moon. 

If this experiment be compared with 
that which was alio made with a bottle, 
thrown into the Bay of Cadiz, on the 
17th of Augull 1786, and which was 
found on the coalt of Normandy on the 
9th of Nlay 1 787, it will appear tint the 
genei'al current of the Atlantic Ocean 
runs towards the fouth in fummer, and 
north in winter. 

The oppofitc direftion taken by thefe 
two bottles is by fome aferibed to the 
influence of the wind — by others to 
that of the moon. It is poflible the 
wind may have in Ionic dtgree afle6led 
theii movement— but was it retarded or 
accelerated by it ? Not knowing what 
winds blew at thofe two periods of the 
year ofl' tiie coails of France and Spain 
— though ir is obvious that it would be 
to the .ulvantage of this theory to fup- 
poff iliat the current of the atmofphere 
without the ton id zone is that which 
aitionomeis (Icfcribe it to be. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Halley, the wck wind blows 
.almollall the year without the tropics : 
he imagines this wind to be a kind of 
re-a6hon of the trade wind, whicli has a 
contrary diiedlion in the torrid zone. 
'Ihisi certainly, muil be amiltakc — or, 
at lead, had the wind influenced the 
bottle which was thrown into the fcaat 
the mouth of the Bay of Cadiz, it iiiult 
have entered that bay. On the con- 
trary, it was carried to the north, being 
found on thecoad of Normandy.Ought 
it nor, then, to have been more ob^ 
dr u^Ied tJian favoured by the wed wind ? 
Was there a current winch cai i icd it 
towards the north, notvvirhltuulrng the 
reliitinceof this wind The wind which 
blows agaiuilthe mouth of a rivsr does 


not chlngt its courfe, though-it retards 
its motion. 

But the current which carried the 
bottle to the coad of Normandy will be 
faid to be that of the tides, which» 
according to the Allronomical Syltem, 
flow always towards the north. If, 
however, this curient exilt, liow did 
it happen that the l 9 Dttle wliich caiiifc 
afhore at Cape Prior had been carried 
about twenty leagues towards the 
fouth ? Did it at once oveicome the 
tide and the wedern wind ? All that 
can be faid is, that a general current 
from tile north mud have carried it a 
confidci’able way tow'ards the fouth ; 
and that afterwards, the iefs rapid tides 
brought it back again towards the 
north, along the coads which tliey 

warn. 

As to thofe who think that the 
attradion of the moon is the caule of 
the motion of the ocean, and confe- 
quently of the diredion of tholie bot- 
tles, their opinion leeins to be founded 
in ei ror. The currents of the Atlantic 
and Indian Oceans, which change twice 
a year at the equinoxes, do not owe 
their motion to the permanent courle 
of the moon, which js invariably from 
ead to wed, but to the inclination of 
the earth's axis after the equinoxes, in 
conlequence of which fome ice at each 
pole IS alternately melted. 

If the moon influences the motion of 
the ocean, to wliat is it owing that the 
fpring tides do not happen on oUr coads 
until a day and a half and two days 
after tJie full and change ^ Ought they 
not to take pia.ee tJie moment that it 
comes upon our meridian > How can 
this planet attrail: the watei s towards 
the zenith of a meridian when it is in 
the iiadii, and elevate the AthntJC 
Ocean when it is oppolite the Sv)utt» 
Sea ? Does its influence opeiate above 
us while it is 111 our antipodes ? How; 
happens it that it uttiafts the whole 
ocean twice a day, and yet leaves the 
Mediterranean and the lakes over which 
it pades without any flux or reflux F 
Why does It not attract the atmofphere 
— that .aerial ocean, which is more ex- 
ten fiv'e, more light, and more fulcepti- 
ble of motion tlian w.<ter ? Were air 
attracted by it, the atmofphere w'ould 
have tidts like thole of the ocean^ 
which would happen a!fo at the lima 
pci lods, and the barometer w6uld indi^ 
catc them twice a day j but this doct 
not take place.

on the ocean, Hut by rcficfting the 
inn's rays on the »olar ice> and accele- 
ratiiig its fulton oy additional heat ; 
and on accQunt of the diftance of our 
toaftS froni.the pole, thiu fiifion pro- 
duces no appaient incrt.afe with us in 
the niafs of water inilil a day and a 
half or two days alter it Jias taken 
jjhce at the pole^ Thus a llream of 
"water nilllng into a hafou produces 
dilferent motions — the one, that of 
the whole nufs, wliie Ii it agitates ainiolt 
at the lame niouieiit j the other, that 
which Sheds the I’urfacc only, and 
cccalidns an incclliint fuccelkon of 
circles. 

The firft mot'on takes place at the 
cquinox> when the lun, begin ncjig to 
on the ice of that pole to wdiich he 
5 $ then appia^achiiig, givts rife to tor- 
rents which luddeniy augment the bulk 
of the octaiij and make it retrograde 
towards the oppofite pole witli an im- 
j^iijlion of tlie whole mafs clearly j)er- 
ccptibic for the Ipace of two or thjce 
weeks in the Indian leas. The Aiue 
effed occurs when the polar fufions, 
Iliperabounding from the induence of 
the new and full moon, appeals a day 
and a half after the Ipriug tides of our 
coalts. They reach us in the luminer 
as well as in tlic vernal ccjiiinox, much 
looncr than they do on tiie ihoich of 
India, becaul'c we aie iltuaud much 
nearer the pole, whriu ' tiny illiic. 
With regard to the motum of ihicHu.i- 
tion, it gives us the daily tides, whn h 
iiicceeds ca.cli other in the Ante rnatiju r 
as the undulation ofa b.ilon receiving i 
ftveam of water, and which a.re paitjca 
laily vifible on the coa s Irurn the t on- 
Jlant aii'Vion of the polar halAct.i’'!y 
curreuls, or wliich they a»( geueiviiy 
i\oihing more than the Iviteial count^r- 
currenis. ^ 

The Ocean may be conhdered as a valf 
river, whole lources arc the poles. Jr 
circulates ivumd the globe witii a mo- 
tion at the tame time diieil andhtrr:,!, 
and with two oppofite motion^, like 
the fap in vegetables and blood in ani- 
mals. 

It is certain that the currents if the 
ocean may be re|Klered as ufelul to 
mankind as thoftr Of rivers. By means 
of the .curients the North Pole, we 
may bring, every luinmcr, towards our 
coahs, and into our harbours, thoie 
prodigious quantities of wood which 
MFC feeii drifting on the noitherncoaiis 
viT Europe ana America, by unit / g 


them into large nifts, and towing them 
witli boats. Tiuy would be cairitd 
Ibutinvard with much gi cater facility 
than the mountains of ice which id'iie 
every fpriiig trom the bottom m Bajlin’s 
and HiuUon’b JAys, and drive wn the 
hioals of Newfoundland. Some scars 
ago, after a mild winter at iAmdon, 
when ihe ice-houAs were almmt empty 
in the fummer, a meiclianr entcrul mio 
the Ipeculation of bringing a fipoly 
from the great bank of Nevvtomuli md. 
He iinpoiteda cargo of ice, wiuch he 
fold very dear. He might, on this 
plan, have towed an cntiie rock of it 
into the mouth of the 'rhames. In the 
fame mannei' might be fltiated the fo- 
lefts of the north into our ports. 

The thcoiy of maritlmo cun tuts may 
open a thou land uleful communications 
among mankind j tlieir caules ’^eing 
known, it will not be difticult to deter- 
mine their etfeiU bp finiplc, ealy, and 
cheap experiments. A bottle ina\ thus 
become more interc ftingin the lea tli ui 
an aeroftatic globe in the air. 'I'he 
latter exppfes men to the mofl ten iblc 
dangers — the former may be the means 
of their fafety. It is clear, th.it iiad a 
vellU been wiccked on a deh rt illand, 
in the lltuation wheic this bottle wai 
thrown out, the cicw w'ould i'e able lo 
And an account of the mislof tune to the 
Lo.'ft of Spain in lefs than thicc woiks.

^HE extraordinary and almofl un- 
^ precedented rapid growth of grain 
of all delcriptions, during the late wet 
harvcft, reiideied a very large portion 
of it totally unfit for the merchant, and 
apparently adapted to» no other life 
tlnn for pigs, horfcs, poultry, See, The 
proportion, however, of grown corn 
was too great to permit the whole of it 
to he .ipjdicd to the above ufes, and ex- 
periments proved that after kiln-dry- 
ing it would make very good beer, 
tallowing rather a larger poition of this 
dam iged corn than of the belt malt to 
the fame quantity of w'ater. It was' 
generally undei flood here, that a Com- 
mittee of the Houfe of Commons ap- 
proved the idea of converting growni 
coi n to llie life of man, and that the 
Houfe, at tiicir recqrnmciulation, palled 
an A6l em))owering his Majelty’s fub- 
je(!:ls to make beer of fuch corn, free of 
all duty : Will any of your readeis 
then inform us, what authority the 
Oiheei s of the Excife are armed with to 
inteinipt this practice, and even to 
till eaten us with the horrors of profe- 
cution unlels w'c defilt. It is to be 
obferved, that the maltfters, though 
their interclts were concerned, were by 
no means unwilling to kiln-djy the 
g.ain, till theie rapacious lurpies of 
the excife gave out that the practice 
was ilU'^aU and mull be put a ftop to. 

Thepieftnt high pi ice of every arti- 
cle in houfekeeping leiidei s all cheaper 
I’ucccdineums not only acceptable, bat 
extremely neccflary. Perhaps loiiir of 
your readers may not be aw.ue, that 
treacle isan excellcnl fubftitiue foi malt, 
in the proportion of one found to a 
hufJirl^ i. C. If two bufhels are iifually 
hie wed, diminifh the quantity by half 
n bufliel, and by adding half a found of 
treacle to the wort when it is run olf 
and boiling in the copper, as much 
beer may be made, and of the fame 
quality, from this bufhcl and half, as 
was before generally brewed from two 
bufliels. A clear fiiviug at piefentof 
ten Jlnlhngs in a coomb c-f malt. The 
beer is of good fl.avour, and keeps well. 

Bread, again, has been the 1‘ubjed of 
various exueriments, with rice, lurneps, 
potatoes, &c. t^c. borne of thele I have 
tried, but after all, I believe the moll 
nutritious, wholelbiue, and I will add 
the cheafejt bread, is made of tlie whole

7 ^, regiets that agricultural ftudies 
and purfiuts form no part of our educa- 
tion, and arc fo little attended to. It 
is llft prifing that liich an oblerv.ition 
Ihould elcape him this day, paiticu- 
larly when there ablbluteJy exifts a 
farming mania. Every Gentleman is a 
farmer (experimental I mean) } andevejj • 
thofe who do not occupy an inch of 
ground befide the llower-pots at their 
llreet-windows, even thele nxrite on 
fanning, and grow luxuriant crops of 
hay and corn on paper fields. The late 
invented drill and horle-hoe are gain- 
ing ground every day, and fiving tg the . 
comiiiiiuity an immenfe quantity of 
feed yearly. Dibbling is much prac- 
tifed on tlic ftiftcr foils to which the 
drill is not fo well adapted \ and the 
advantages attending thefc methods of 
burying the corn are lulficiently evinced 
by the abundant crops they produce* 
Experiment , o ; manure arc daily mak- 
ingr and cheiniilry called in to aid the 
rcfeirch, while earth, fea, and air are 
i.inficked to difeover new fources of 
fei tilization. I much queftioii if either 
a Univcrfity education pn the plan laid 
down by your Correfpondcnt, or the 
ieClures of a village Pedagogue (what 
aiPempIoymcnt for a Sunday I !), would 
improve our breed of farmers ; but am 
inclined to think, that one practical 
lelfon fiom a good ploughman at work, 
in our Norfolk fields would communi- 
cate moreufeful information in an hour 
than farming in theory could in a twelve- 
month. 

I cannot forbear fmUing at the ide.a, 
that the Itudy of Vigil's BuccUcs and 
Georgies Ihouid be 5erioufty rccom-- 
mended by your Correfpondcnt as 
likely to impiove the modern modes 
of breeding cattle, or growing corn 
and turneps. If Greek and Latin 
Aulhors can communicate any afrful ^ 
iniplovements^fulrely the Clergy, whom

quainted with Hefiod,Zenophon,Vam), 
Pliny, and Columella, fhould farm well j 
How would their livings be improved 
by thele old worthies ! 

To be ferioiis— Tlie art of tillage has

-ffigjngt, i^fth, this relation of one of 
the Kings of JSgypt, Sethon by namet 
Firlfc^ that ^ King was a prioft | fo 
religious, and ib coniideut iu hisiiod 
whom he ferved, that he made no 
reckoning at all of the foldiers and 
captains whom his predeceflbr had let 
up, and allowed them libeial mainte^ 
nance, ®u^iy hntrofAfvov eiordr* as not at 
all fearing, that he Jhould e<ver need them. 
But, how contraiy to his expeifation,. 
Senacherib, King of Arabia and Aflyria, 
comes with a great army to invade his 
kingdom 5 and he, forfaken by the mi- 
litary men of his country^ hadrecourfe 
unto his God j before whofe ftatue he 
did weep, and lament, and expoltulate 
with his God, what things he was like to 
fiitfei*. That, thereupon, his God ap- 
peared unto him in a dream j and bade 


him not fear to encounter his enemy, 
for he would provide him atldtants. In 
conhdence whereof, that Sethon, with- 
out any Ibldi s, ^companiedonly by 
tradefmen amd artiiims, and court-mea 
or lawyers, did go out to meet the ene- 
my } and came in light o£ them the

Senacherib intended by Herodotus, and 
Hieruliilem, the royal city, hardly be- 
lieged j beng in great diltrefs, and in 
no capacity to nuke refiibince ; did, 
both by hirnlelf in perlbn and by the 
prophet Elay, with many tears and la- 
mentvitions, addrefs hiniielf to God, in 
his (Herodotus laith

DESCRIPTION OF THE FOUNTAIN AT VAUCLUSE. 

(WITH A VIEW.) 


'^AUCLUSE is one of thofe places in 
^ which nature delights to appear 
under a form the molt fingular an»l ro- 
mantic. Towards the coaftof the Me- 
diterranean, and on a plain beautiful 


as the vale of Tempe, you dlfcover a 
little valley, enclolcd by a barrier of 
rocks, in the form of a horle /hocs 
The rocks are high, bold, and gro- 
tclque i and the valley is divided by a 

river. 
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river, along the banks of which are 
CAfcnded meadows and paltures of a 
perpetual verdure. A path, which is 
on the left fide of tlic river, leads in 
gentle wijtmliags to the head of this valt 
atmphitheaTre. '1‘here, at the foot of an 
ciioi*nious reek, and diicftly in front, 
you behold apiodigious cavein, hol- 
lowed by the hand* of nature ; and in 
this cavern arilesa fpring as celcbiated 
^nolt as that of Helicon. 

** When the waters of the fountain 
arc low, yon may enter the caver^, tlie 
^ootn of which is tremendous. It is a 
double cavern. The opening into the 
exterior is an arch fixty feet high that 
of the interior, thirty. Near the middle 
of the ca\erii you lee an oval balon, the 
fongclt dj.iiuetcr of wliich is one hun- 
cEred and eight feet j and intothis baibn, 
without jet or hubiile, riles that copious 
fkream whicli torms the river Soigia. 
There is a coniniun repoit that this 
fountain has never been fathomed. 
May not this procec d from the water’s 
ilfuing with great impetuolity at the 
bottom, and thus forcing hack tlu lead 
and lint ? However this may be, >ou 
lee nothing but an expaiife of waters, 
^ooth and tranquil. 

** The furfate of the fountain is black. 
This appearance is pioduced by the 
depth of the fpring, the colour of the 
rocks, and the oblcurity of the cavern j 
foj-, in reality, nothing can bo more 
perfeAly clear and limpid tlun the 


water of tliis fpring. It llains not the 
rocks ovei^ which it pallcs, nor uoes it 
produce either weeds or mud. But, 
what is very extraordin.yy, though lb 
beautiful tathe eye, it is harfh to the 
taite, crude, heavy, and dihicult to di- 
^eit. It is excellent, how'tver, tor tan- 
ning and dying j and is faid to promote 
the growth ot a plant which fattens 
oxen and hatches chickens. Strabo and 
Pliny the Nacur>alilt ipeak of this pecu- 
liarity. 

“ In the ordinary flate of the foun- 
tain, the water falls away through lome 
cavities under the rocks, and after- 
wards icturns to the day, and com- 
mences its couile as a liv'^r. But dur- 
ing the Iwell about the fpring equinox, 
and fomctiines al(o after heavy uuis, 
there is an altonilhing accumulation. 
^J'he waters roll on wifh a lofty head to 
the 0])cning of the cavein, and are pre- 
cipitated and dallied along the rocks 
with the. node of thunder. The tu- 
imilr, howevei, foon ccalcs j the w'alcrs 
aic peaceably received into a deep and 
coniniodious channel, and foim a molt 
delightful river, navigalile to its very 
Ibuice. This river is, ni its progrels, 
divkled into various blanches, waters 
many parts of Provence, reteives levc - 
ral other llreams, reunites its branches, 
and falls into tlic Rhone near Avig- 
non."

I^OTWiTHSTANDiNG the warnings of 
philofvphcrs, and the daily exam- 
ples of lodes and misfortunes, which 
life forces upon usf fuch is the abforp- 
Ition of our thoughts in the bufinefs of 
theprefentday — fuch the refignation of 
our reafon to empty hopes offuture fe- 
licity.or fuch ourunwillingnefs tofore- 
fee whiti we dread, that every calamity 
l^mes fuddenly upon us, and not only 

E efles a& a burden, but cruihes as a 
ow.

There are evils Wjjiich happen out of 
the common couif^ of nature, againlf 
wdiich it is no rcpwpacb not to be pro- 
vided. A flafh ofthghtning intercepts 
the travellei in his way. Uheconcuf- 
lion of an earthquake heaps the ruins 
of cities upon tbeir inhabitants. But 
other miferics time brings, though li- 
lently, yet vHibly forward, by its own 
lapfc, which yet approaches unfeen, be- 
caufe w'e turn oar eyes away, and they 
feize us unrefilled, bccaide we would 
not arm ourf'elves againft them, by fet- 
ting them before us. 

That 
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Tb.it it is in vain to (brink frorh* 
whit cannot be avoiVied, and to hide 
that from ourlelves which muft fome- 
rimcs be found, is a truth which we all 
know, but which all negleft, and per- 
haps none more than the fpeculative 
reafoner, whofe thoughts are always 
from home, whofe eye wanders over 
life, whofe fin cy dances after meteors 
of happinefs kindled by itfelf, and who 
examines every thing rather than his 
own (late. 

Nothing is more evident, than tint 
tlie decays of ago mud terminate in 
tleirli. Yet theie is no man (fays 
'J'nlly) who does not believe that he 
may yet live another year, and there is 
none who does not, upon the fame 
ptinciple, hope another year for his 
pirent or his- friend ; but tlie fallacy 
wJl bj in tjnic clete^fed j the lalt year, 
the lilt day, '\ill conic : it has come, 
and is pii. — ‘ J'he life which made my 
own life pie dint i» at an end, and 
the gates of death aic ihiit upon my 
prolpei'ls." 

The lofs of a fiiond, on whom the 
heart wn fixed, and to whom every 
wieh and endeavour tended, is a date 
of (Icfolui >11 In which the mind looks 
abroad impatient of itfelf, and finds 
nothing l)iit ornptinefs and Ivoi ror.

■T^hb kind promptitude with which 
yon inferted my lall critique on a 
IKifTage in this great Tragedy (See Eu- 
ropean Magazine for January iSoi,

People went not then, as now, to fee 
what they before knew to be a repre- 
Ventationbf fanciful imagery ; no, Sir, 
they went tremblingly ahve to the cun- 
ning of the fccne j they contemplated 
the Itage as a lively tranfeript of exig- 
ent machinery : and eveiy art of the 
then reigning Manager was e\eite<i to 
add to the magic of the fight.

nirion. p:ffeminate and gay, hb foon 
flifinlflcd his father's mufty coun(ellors 5 
fiiniiihed his Iinperial houfe with fix 
Imndred human creatures devoted to 
his pleafure ; powdered his fine auburn 
hair with gold duft, to encreale its b/il- 
liancy j /pent on his toilet, in ten 
weeks, more than his predecclfor's 
whole eftabli/hment had coft the public 
in the laft ten year* j and took arms in 
his white hand only to kill wild beafi:s 
withal, a diverfion that difplayed his 
elegance of mien and accumey of eye, 
•‘ami in which he was eminently ikil/ul, 
cutting off the neckp of oitnehes, as 
they ran fwiftly round the arena, with 
arrows cari<mlly conftru6i:ed and head- 
ed with a half-moon. It /cems as if 
tyranny and archery had /blue unac- 
countable coTinexion ! not only this 
Krnperor, but Domitian, w^is furprif- 
ingiy certain ofiTis aim, and it had been 
his /port to make a child /land with his 
little fingers Ih etched open again fi a 
wall, and then ftick a dart between 
two of them, (hot from prodigious dif- 
tance. The dory of William d>ll pre- 
ferves the memoiy of our kill renown- 
ed toxopholite and tyrant of modern 
times.*' There was an intermediate 
tale of the fame kind told fome where 
about the tenth century j and our bal- 
lads celebrate iheir William of Cloude- 
fclie for the lame a6l of heroic /kill. 
Truth is, hiflorians ferve the di/h up 
again and again, and one fatSl gains be- 
lief ill veiy feparate ages. Philip t>f 
Macedoii puHied away a woman who 
was troiiblc/bme to him with ibme pe- 
tition as lie join neyed along: Be not 
our King, then, if you will not hear 
us, replied the woman ; the Monarch 
then granted her requeft. Augu/Lin 
hiltory relates this of Adrian, and it 
was told me for a truth, at Vienna, of 
Jofeph If. Query, Was it ever true 
at all ? One thing is fure, however, 
that the Church of Chrift gained firm- 
nefs under the reign of this light- 
hearted profligate, whole be/l praile is, 
that he firfl inllituted u Company of 
Corn Merchants for the prevention of 


famine at Rome, where a medal, Rill 
extant, was ftruck on the occafion; 
Africa prefenting the fhnperor with 
ears of wheat, and a Greek infcription, 
tliat all w^efe happy under the rcigii of 
Commodus, who, among his numerous 
new titles, took the luine of Feelix, 
and faid he would renew the golden 
age. This Sovereign erred kfs tbrough 
m.ilice than mere wanton nefs } and w'hen 
lie flit an old Senator's ear, under pre- 
tence of havipg his hair cut fafliioanbly, 
we muft needs know that half Eton 
School woul i play the fime trick, were 
they, like this hoy, invefted with illimit- 
able power. Making Aurelius's worthy 
old Prfefeft dance naked among his 
young concubines, and letting them, 
hoot and ridicule, and at length throw 
him in the mote ft) feed tame lampreys, 
was a little avorfe. 'That poor fellow 
found his no golden age. Oppian, the 
Poet, in tliefe limes, projeftetl his well- 
known poem on the chace, as likely 
to recon juend him to Commodus’s 
favour, who was fo i'uccefjful in the 
deltriu^ion of wild bca/ts : he after- 
wards dedicated it to Canicalla, the 
dreadful hunter, whofe chief game waa 
man 5 while Julius Pollux compofed 
his Onotnujluony of which Pinelli pofi. 
/ellcd a fine edition, A. D. 1786 ; and 
fome Sclavonian tiibes laid the fiift 
/tones of Utrecht. Nor were the fchooU 
of religion and learning difcoiiraged, 
though whim, and gaiety, and Tilly 
pranks, wei e all the Emperor thought 
of. In Older to fiipport fuch profiife- 
nefs, all places of trull were /et to fale, 
and trealuics quite inconceivable were 
lavi/hed upon the Prince’s diflblutc 
companions, among whom all his fillers 
were comprifed, except Lucilla, widow 
of Lucius Verus : her hulband, a Ro- 
fnan JSenator of ancient mould, and 
fj lend to Marcus, refu/ed her company 
to Commodus’s command j the next 
day, of coiirfe, fuw him and his wife 
expire on :i fcalfold.”

of an idol, to whieh he larrihced rari- 
ties of quite inordinate expeiu^c, while 
hehimfelf and his immediate lavouiires 
were diverted by wciglilng tlie cobwebs 
of the capital, in ordc-r Vo judge the bet- 
ter of its population. Many ofhistricks^ 
and whims are recorded. The dinner 
fet for eight blind men, eight deaf, 
and eight fo fat they could not fit at 
table, was given in the true fpirit of 
licentious childhood, laughing at hu- 
man infiimityj and pollibly it might 
have been fiom Jiis caprice of furfb- 
cating people with perfumes for fport, 
that modern Indies in Italy liave fuch 
a drCvad of feented powder, and every 
kind of vegetable fragrance. Till his 
time fweets were falhionahle in Rome, 
Otho had lo flung perfumes about the 
chamber, when Xeio dined with him, 
as to endanger lus. own lafety from 
the tyrant, who bad clteemcd himfelf 
happy in proem ing a I'mall phial of 
this incllimalde odour, perhaps the 
now well-known olio of refes, extra^led 
from thofe flowers in the Ealt even 
then. The eating-rooins, wc know, 
were llrewed with lilies, a very power- 
ful and overbearing fnicll, and Xhty 
late, with garlands of flowers on their 
heads ac fupper, throwing them into 
the bowl of wine for frolic and convi- 
vial merriment.”

guard. They now prefented to their 
Vifi'or plumbs, apples, and a portion of 
milk and irenl, leaving him to enjoy 
rcpo<e in ihc hut, which lerved tor a 
guard-houle, till the next morning, 
when the King, who had been in 
formed of his arrival, ftiit foi him, 
and interrogated him in a very lenfible 
manner, and concluded with this fen- 
tence : I will keep thee till foine 

(hip arrives that may convey thee to 
thyfriends.'’ The ofticerwas then com- 
manded to take him hack to the guard 
lioufe, and to furnifh him with clothes. 
He was now drelfcd like the body- 
iiard, in a blue Ihort cloak reacliin/ 
own to the hams, n. Ihort apron, and 
a piece of cotton to wind^ about hrs 
bead as a turban. Being conducted 
again to the King, lie was graciondy 
pTeafed to appoint him to the office of 
attendant on his pack-buffaloes, * in 
which it was his bu/inefs to load tliem 
with the packs and to unload them. 
In this employment he continued three 
months. 

Malemba was formerly the capital 
only of a petty principality. The lalt 
of its native Princes formed an alliance 
with the Zff^oreant, a nation tributary 
to the Kin^ pf Angola, in tbedefigii 
of making nitnfelf king of both na- 
tions, pttti of ufiirping other territo- 
ries ftiSin his neighbours ; but he was 
defecil^ by the King of Cacetj^0, taken 
pn^hid', and deprived of Ins domi- 
' niohtf. ^Malemba was then added to 
the kingdom of Cacongo, and I'o re- 
mains* ' The trade of Majemba is rx- 


tremely advantageous to the Europeans } 
as, for the mereft trifles, fuch as (hells, 
bits of iron, beads, coarfe cloth, linen, 
cotton, and badly manufaftured arms^ 
they frccjiiently get in return the belt 
(kins and furs in great quantities. 

The King’s ftanding army confifts of 
between ten and twelve thoufmd men, 
who can at any time be brought toge- 
ther in the fpace of forty-eight hours* 
He is a good foldier, and Ins pride is 
not Id's confpicuous than his bravery. 
When he goes abroad, he is ufually 
attended by four of his minillers, who 
arc at the (ame time officers, ‘'inTd 
twelve men of his body-guard. When 
he gives audience, all prefent muft fall 
on their knees : he has twenty wives, 
who are treated in a very (lavifh man- 
ncr, being rarely allowed to apuear in 
public j but their fons are appOjiUed 
oP'reis at a very early peiiod. In war 
time, only the offietj s receive pay and 
provifions from the King j but the 
common foklicrs inull provide for their 
own fubflilence : they therefore gene- 
rally take their wives with them to 
procure vi finals. 

rhe city contains feven hundred 
huts and houfes, three Ifrait princi- 
pal (fleets, and two crofs fticcts, of 
which the kolft, or commercial Itieet, 
is the handfomell and molt frequented. 
In this the market is (rcquently held, 
as the Portuguele dnd Dutch mer- 
chants have in it their ’compting- 
lioufes and warehoules. Each of the 
main llrcets has two gates, having a 
watch of twenty men, to fee that no 
body may biing vifluals, goods, and 
the like, into the town, without pre- 
vioufiy having paid a fort of toll, fimi- 
Jar to that paid under tlie name of 
/icnje in Germany. To the markets of 
this town are brought from the whole 
country round ivory and raw minerals, 
which aie either fold or bartered for 
Europe.an commoditie®. TheChriftians 
that trade hither are obliged to pay a 
tax of five per cent. 

In a bargain between the King and 
the mafier of a Dutch (hip, Damberger 
perceived that the Dutchman wanted 
to overreach the King, by demanding 
thirty elephants teeth for fundry arti- 
cles, which he thought deferved only 
ten. The King, at firft, grew angry, 
but at length permitted our traveller 
to finifh the bufinefs, when, having 
obtained the Dutchman's commodities 
for the ten teeth, his Majefty was fo 
well plealed, that he promoted him to 

rhe 
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the rank of being hi^ free fervant to 
attend on his peiTon, inltead of the 
bu/faloes. But a reverie of fortune 
foon took place ; for the Evanga, one 
of the King's Minillers, who was jea- 
lous of the favours bertowed on him, 
as he was now of the hunting parties, 
contiived to get him diigraced and fc- 
\erely punilhed, on a falfe acculation 
of his having privately vilited that 
pirt of the palace where the King's 
wives were Ihut up. The ilory of his 
Ihijiiwings in piifoii is alfetting. At 
length, after ieveii weeks conhncmcnt 
and the moll cruel treatment, he was 
brought before the King, when he en- 
deavoured to jullify his condinSl, and 
to retort the charge upon the Evanga, 
but in vain j for the I'ummary trul 
ended with his being ordered to make 
a journey with the./laves, to fetch ele- 
phants teeth. On the iith of Ot^lober 
they left Malemba, and arrived the 
third day at the place where they were 
to pitch their tents ; it was on the 
frontiers of the country of the Yaga- 
nefe, who do not pci niit their neigh- 
bours to fearch for teeth in their ter- 
ritories. One of Daniberger’s compa- 
nions difeovering a riic at fome uif. 
tance, informed him it was probable 
that fome Yaganefe were encamped 
round it, who mull not know of their 
arrival. Of this hint he availed him- 
leif, to accomplilh a fecrct delign to 
free himfelf from his llate of llavery 
to the Malembanefe Monaich, which 
he carried into execution by running 
away wliilll the guards were a/L;ep. 

The Yaganefe received him kindly, 
thanked him for his infoi niation, and 
prepared to relent the injury and infult 
Offered to their nation, by anotlier peo- 
ple coming to hunt and feek for teeth 
on their confines. 

The hiltory and defeription of the 
Yaganefe, their manners, culloms,and 
way of life ; an account of the fight- 
ing buffaloes, and of the water- bags 
made of the entrails of the elephant j 
of the author’s journey over the 
mountains to the frontier town of 
Vahbola in the territory of Mugaxi or 
MintOy his pafiing tin ongh thick foreils 
and other mountains to Mamkam, the 
capital of the kingdom of Malfi ; from 
thence to the kingdom of Monamu^i ; 
to the lake and town of Zambie $ 
acrofs the Akmaho mountains, through 
fundry villages to the lad in the king- 
dom of Monaemiigi ; are the fiibjc6ts 
of the ftiOnU chapter. The various 


incidents of* the journey, the account 
of the religion, manners, andcultoms 
of the Monacinugians, and of the dif- 
ferent i cceptlon he met with in his 
progrefs, turnilh a confiderable fund of 
information and amu lenient. 

Chapter XHI. opens with our tra- 
veller’s arrival at the frontier huts of 
the Moohatans, where he is detained 
under adverfe circumftances, by the 
rainy ieafon j he fets out with fome 
buffalo driversjcroffes the river Druma^ 
parts fjM^m his companions, comes to 
the Mophamar.St who dwell in raves, 
and is well leceived by their King, of 
whofe ^religion, government, &c. he 
gives a curious relation. Here he 
firlt forms a dcfign to travel with, A 
caravan to Guinea, and fioni thence 
to take his departure for Euixjpe j but 
this plan is afterwards given up. He 
afeends the M^o/f mountains ^ and, in 
Chapter IV. comes among the I^ofnaha* 
mans, crolles Dahamta noitliward -of 
the kingdom of f^ohyagtam, meets with 
a travelling party of free-bordering 
Negroes, with whom he travels as far 
as the huts of Bahahara to Vangaram 
Falling Tick on the road, he is obliged 
to return to Bahahara, the capital of 
the King, who employs him a ihort 
time as a tlavc, but obtains his liberty 
by repairing tiie King’s fire-arms, and 
travels in his fiiit to Kahonuho, From 
thence we find him, in Cliapter V. en- 
tering rlie kingdom of Haouffa^ where 
he is ill-treated by the Sarntygoetys, a 
piratical nation ; but one of the na- 
tives attaching himlelf to him, con- 
duits him over the river Gambuia, or 
Niger. Arrived at liaoujja^ the ca- 
pital, he was carried before the King, 
tg whom fi 0 !ii hii Journal he read fuch 
of his liavcls as might convince 
lim that he was not a fpy, and at the lame 
time gratiiy Ills cariofity : he appeared 
to be higiily entertained, and ordered 
the intei prcler to write down the inofi: 
rcmaikable occurrences on a piece of 
wood. Meat and drink w'as then let 
befoi\^ our traveller : he was new 
clothed, and informed that he w’as 
taken into the royal fervice as one of 
the lixty-cight attendants on the per- 
fon of the King, whole funilious Were ^ 
to go with him twice a day to tlie tem- 
ple, once tc the place where he iflucd 
liis decrees and alternately to bear 
him in a litter, whenever he went 
out of the town. Having alkcd per- 
mifiion one day from the King to vifit 
the ^’Hvirous of the town, it was im- 
C c ^ luediatcl/ 
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mediately granted, but he com- 
manded to return into town by fiin- 
iet. Though provided with a p.ifs, to 
iecure him from all molelhitlon, con- 
$lHng of a piece of wood, engraved 
with the royal arnts, z>/z. a halt-tiger, 
three men fuddenJy rullied out of the 
village of ycbafua^ while he was look- 
ing about him, and pretending to 
taice him for a deferter, dilinounted, 
tied his hands together, gave him re- 
peated Itrokes with their fabres, and 
fufpending him between two of« their 
horfes, hurried him along into the 
town, and took him to tlie King, who 
cxprcfTed his furprife at this proceed- 
ing ) but one of the men perfilled in 
his accuHition, that the ftranger was 
found behind tlie village, going to 
leave the kingdom. Dainbcrger at- 
tempted to jultily himfclf } but, after 
a very patient hearing of both parties, 
he was lent to prifon, and bis acculer 
•was ordered to remain in the palace, to 
be prefeivt at his punillimcnt the next 
day. being now inconl'olable, and 
convinced that here all his travels 
would foon be al an end with his life, 
he dept not the >vhole night, and in 
the morning four I'oldieis came, .ind 
ordered him to follow them. On the 
public place wlu'i'e he w'as to be pu- 
li ilhed, thirty foldicrs on foot, and 
twenty on horftback, were drawm up 
in a circle, in the middle wheieof a 
buffalo’s Ikin was itretchcd, .and near 
it jiood. fix young men, two of the 
llrongeft having platted thongs in their 
hands. This apparatus made our au- 
thor appiehenlive tliat he \v.is to fuifer 
fit>ier a violent death or a molt cruel 
Jcoiirging. The Kinjj with his olficers 
now arriving, he Lultid for the prin- 
cipal acculcr, who Iprung infg r?»e 
circle, .ipnarcntly with great fiitisfac- 
tion. The King then a'ked the tra- 
Valkr whUhtr he intended going, and 
he replied*, to Vakufua. W lu re did you 
meet the itranger •* laid he to the ac- 
tukr. On the by-ro.jd behind the viU 
hige, which was the way to f*v//rv*by 
wtiich many Wtfoni hul lecietly made 
thrfr efcape iWm |bis territory. The 
King iint^dmtcly ordered the man to 
be then thrown on the butfi^lo 

ikin, to receive lixty Itrokes on 
the bcllyk The aifembled multitude 
•were alhmilhed a: this proceeding, when 
the King publicly declared, that no 
body lUouW bnye a Ifcranger, or do 
hiu) injuryi or endeavour to draw 


on him a puniftiment he did not dc- 
ferve. The innocence of Dambcrger 
had been dilcovered by the coiifefTion 
of the two companions of the.accufer, 
who was exiled j ^and, as a reward for 
the injury, the King gave him the ac- 
cufer's horfe and his poll, which was 
that of one of his horfe-guards. 

He now petitioned the King to let 
him depart ; but he refilled, teHing 
him it was his duty to do as he com- 
manded him, and proinifing at the 
Irime time to promote him to a higi^er 
office, if he would remain with him. 
Seeing no prefent profpeft of efcaping, 
he fubmitted to his fate, employed 
himfeif when not on duty in carving 
toys, or in ftrolling about the town to 
piocure information concerning the 
neighbouring nations. PTom a mer- 
chant, with whom he m.ade acquaint- 
ance, he learned, tliat at two fevtral times 
caravans from the Weliern Barbary 
had palled through the town j and he 
got n*om one of this man’s llaves an 
exacl account of the march-route into 
the greater Barbary j but no opportu- 
nity offered to avail himfeif of this 
difeovery ; for a war broke out be- 
tween the King of HaoulJh and the 
King of Vangara, and he was obliged 
to accompany his royal mailer to the 
held of battle, and to remain leveral 
months longer in captivity. 

The Kingdom of liaonjja our author 
dclcribcs to be the finelf ria<5l: of coun- 
try he law in Africa, on his vvliole 
journey from the Cape of Good Ho])e. 
The river Nij^n' Hows through one 
part of the couiUiy, fertilizing it, 
and procuring it many advantages for 
Commerce, as a number of vefl’els go 
from Tii/nbuto to Boof'u, where the goods 
arc iinlhlpped, and lai thcr tiaiil'portf d 
by caravans. In general, the country 
ii extremely fmitful; and it it wtie 
inhabited by tivili’/.ed nations, iniglit 
obtain great wealtli. It is licli in ani- 
mals of ail kinds, with plenty of tim- 
ber, and a variety of fiuiis. The 
mountains yield fdt and faltpetre: the 
forelts honey and wax \ and the mines 
which might be found in tlieii boviels, 
If the inhabitants would but explore 
them, would produce immenfe trea- 
lures. The native Haoullanians, who 
dwell in the heart of the country, wear 
long cloaks of party-coloured hiien, 
fallened about the body j and inftcad 
of Ihoes, leather thongs wound crols- 
wiie over their feet. About Che head 

they 
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they ufaally wind a party-coloured 
linen or cotton cloth. The ibldiers 
alone wear round their heads a red 
cloth, made either of goat's hair or 
cotton, together with the ordinary 
cloak.'’ 

“ They arc a kind and obliging peo- 
pie, every one taking pains to entertain 
the Itranger who applies to him as well 
as he is able, and then (hewing him 
the right road ; which they are parti- 
cular in doing, that the Moors may not 
attack and rob him, or privately con- 
vey him away and fell him.'* The 
further account of the fiiigular man- 
ners and cuftorns of thefe people, will 
be found very entertaining. The 
commerce carried on in the country, 
and tlirough it, is very confiderable. 
Tlie caravans Ilop here to furnilh 
themfelves with ^rovifions and forage, 
and alfo to enfer into agreeiuents for 
the time of their return. The pro- 
dufls exported are manna, dates, and 
cotton toTambuktoj ambergris, gums, 
and civet into Baiharyj and ivory, 
ikins, ollricli feathers, and whalebone, 
to the kingdom of T^ouknhatS" An am- 
ple deli'ription of the city of Haoulfa, 
and of the arts and trades exercilcd by 
the inhabitancs, follows this concile 
.iccouul of the commerce and }>rociU-.ts 
of tlu- coiijifrv. Conllantly attended 
by a Moor, in the doable capacit) of 

guard to watch all his motions, and 
to prevent, by the King’s exprels 
command, his receiving any tiirther 
inlults from thofe who were jealous of 
the favouis conferred on him, he found 
if very ilith^ iilt to make liis efcape, 
which however he at length e(fc'6led, 
;ind made the belt of his way to the 
aliment kingdom of Feene\ and tra- 
velling in the capacity of a gun-maker, 
jome Moors on the road told him he 
would find employment in thecapit-il, 
whicli acforJingly happened ; for lie 
had to mi'h h work from the King, and 
from the oiHcers and merchants, for 
which he was liberal ly rewarded by 
P el’ents, that in the fpace of three 
moiithb he hul got together provifions 
enougli tor a whole year, with levcral 
articles of clotlies, but he was obliged 
to work veiy hard, having fuch a 
number of hrelocks to repair and fui- 
bifti. No rellraint was put upon him 
at Fcene j he was left ut (nil liberty, to 
proceed on his ioumey when he had 
DO more work to peiform. To travel 
wn foot, however, was impolFible ; 
Unce between this city and the borders 


of Biledulgeredf lay vaft defarts (fee the 
Map) whofe inhabitants lived folely by 
plunder j and if he turned to the weib- 
ward, he ran a great rilk to be ufed very 
ill, ii the people in that quarter (liould 
take him fora Chriltian. Alter a re- 
iidence of fix months, he at length 
found an opportunity to fet out for 
Tamkikto v/ith a fniall car ra van, on the 
7th of April 1789; but there is a coii* 
fidenable defedf ol dates. 

In Chapter VI. the town of Feenc, 
and the perf( ns, manners, &c. of the 
inhabitants is deferibed; and the nar- 
rative of the journey is continued partly 
by ,i^ater and partly by caravans, in 
wliicli a variety of intere(lin|f events 
ai e related, more particularly in palfing 
the GoU Mountains, tlie Lion Defu't. 

Chapter VII. opens with a liefcrip- 
tloii of the leveral inhabitants of the 
defart of Sahara^ and doles with the 
captivity of our traveller at Mezza- 
batli, where he is bartered aw.ay to a 
native oftluit place, who, after keeping 
him four months, difpofes of him to 
a merchant of Morocco, with whole 
caravan he travels to that tountry- 
They let out on the 2d of September 
1791, and ariivcd at the town ot AzaJiA 
on the nth of October. A dclcnption 
of the country of Morocco, which our 
author fays is one of the molt charming 
and fertile upOii the lace of the earth, 
rhougti not fo well cultivated as it would 
1)0 by a driferent race of in habitants, with 
(ome account of tlie i signing Kmpe* 
ror, are the principal lubjedts of Chap- 
ter VIII. Our author's mafter at Azajia 

kept eight negro (laves, but he was 
not cruel to them, nor did he treat 
him with any degree of feverity. His 
bulincls was to look after four hoi fea 
and thite caineU j and, though pro- 
perly allowed only tl'.c ordinary food 
of the (lives, yet hrs maltcr almolk 
I'veiydiy lupplied him with other wic- 
tiuls.” And here he takes occalioiito 
remark, that “the accv>unts of thofe, 
wdio pretend likewife to h:i\e lived in 
fl.nei y in this country, and fpeak of 
nothing bat the utiiioll feverity and 
cruelty, are falle j for “ I h.id frequent 
occa(ion to ob/erve, that honed induf- 
frious Cliridian (lavcoarealJ over this 
country treated vvitli ptvnliar indul- 
gence.'* When he had been nearly a 
yeir in the fervice of his maltcr, he 
informed him of the arrival of a Spa* 
mlh lliip, the commander of which 
might probably offer to ranfom him, if 
hd'wSfiisd to rtru/n to Europe j bu^ 
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he had an infuperable avcrfion to Spa- 
niards and Portu^Mclc, well knowing 
that ranfomcd flives are very badly 
treated by then j and as Ids m ifter now 
^ave orders to his f^rvinis not to con- 
hder him any loiig'.r as a llave, but as 
their coiniade, he remained with him 
tiil the month of November 1796, 
when a Dutch merchant having pa.id 
his ranfom to his niadei, he enih.iikcd 
on board a Dntcli Ihip for Kolland ; 
and Chapter IX. conduits him to the 
Texel, where they diopped anchoii,on 
the 9th of F'clinnry 1797. At /Vrii- 
iterdam he was imprlibned as a dci'citcr 
from. the Dutch I rvjcc j but \vai 
leafed by a Pruirian ofticer, who claimed 
him as a fubjeit ot his Soverci;;n, on 
finding that lie w,is hn couniryinm j 
and he failed with him In a vcllei lo 
Dantzic, wdiere they ai rived the latter 
end of May 1797 j auJ, after taking 
leave of his gencroii-^ delu^itr, he 
proceeded to liis mtive town, (not 
mentioned,) happy in the fciUinunt 
that he was at length delivaicd from 
fo many toils and iiich uncommon 
perils. 

The rapid file of tlii^ work has ex- 
cited public cuiioiity, and fome doulits 
liave arifen concernii’g its ainlicnii- 
city. It is ailVi ted iliat it ha:> been 
fabricated by fonie ingenious com])iler, 
employed by the Book idler at Li ip- 
zig, whoie name ij fubferibed to an 
Explanation of the Mjpi at the tuvlof 
the Second Volume, 'j line alone can 
clear up the doubt j but, at all event'?, 
it is novel, curious, iilglily intercit- 
ing, and well woiih the tune tliat may 
be.beitowcd in iradiiig it. The de- 
corations of this w'wi k ai e — A Coloui cd 
Engraving of the Author in Cnjfrana, 
With two Native.^ in the drtf; of the ‘ 
Couhtiy, the Fi ontitpicce to Vol. I. 
A Male and Feiiis.li Inhabitant of Ha- 
bahaia, facuis; pigc Vol. 11 .

“ A difeovery has lately been made 
of an exticmely implicated literary im- 
poftiire, of which Gei many, France, 
and England, have been made the dupes. 

“ Lalt year there appeared, at Leip- 
fick,ii Journey to the Ealt Indies, and in 
Egypt* performed by a baxon artificer, 
named Joseph ochroedcr. This tra- 
veller relates, among other wonders, 
that after liaving embarked at Pondi- 
cherry, on the 28th of April 1797, and 
having ainiied at a naval engagement, 
near the C'oaft of Africa, between th^ 
French and P^ngllfh, he was taken by 
the latter, and landed on the |6th of 
June, the lame year, at Alexandiia, 
where, the following ye :'-, he was wit- 
n^fs to the conqueft of that couniiy by 
the PYench, itc. Notwithllaiuilrg a 
heap cif lies, as grofs as his rapid pai- 
fige from Pondicherry ^to Alexandria, 
fclirocder found readeis, and even tn- 
coisuails. 

i\l. Paiilus, the celebrated Profeffor 
of Jena, and Author of an excellent 
bi.pplenient to Volnty’s Travels, did 
jiiliice to this cheat, in the Literary 
Ga/eite of Jena. He expofed the im- 
jiolture ill tliC cleairfl manner, and no 
perfon defended it. 

‘‘ About the fame time appeared :ni. 
othei work, entitled, Travels in Afri- 
ca, Afia, and America, by Zaciiaria i 
'Faitrinius, udio was born at Caiio, in 
1758, was the fon of a Copht, named 
btirifh, and who went by Coiillantino- 
pie to Riga, and from thence to Nu- 
’ mberg, where he changed his naine 
and religion. He then went to W.t- 
teinbcrg, in Saxony, and became a jour- 
neyman pi inter. M. Kbcnt, a profef- 
Ibr in that town, and a man of merit 
belides, enriched his Tiavels with a 
Preface, wliich ferved as a ceitificate to 
Zacharias Tauiinius, Rut though theie 
vvvid nothing abfolutely irnpolfihle in the 
ciicumllauce, tliat a native of Cairo 
fliould become a printer at Wittem- 
berg, the work itlelf prtfented nothing 
but ill-leiciled and ill ai ranged ex- 
tiaitsfiom Dampierc, Legcnlil, Dapper, 
which alforded the cleared proof thit 
this Author had never travelled, except 
in hi^i clnfet. 

“ Scarcely had the fecond volume of 
Tauiinius appeared, when a propofal 
was made to Martini, a book feller of 
Lcipfick, to publifli an Account of a 
Journey made in Africa, by a Car- 
penter’s Apprentice in Suabia, namtd 
DAMBERGER,and who was alfo rcfiding 
at Witiemberg. M.Maitini, widiing 

to 
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10 take his precautions, went to Wit- 
teniberg, there formed a perfonal ac- 
miaintance with Damberger, and (hw 
the papers and certihcates of every 
kind, which he exhibited ; after which 
he thought he could no longei- doubt 
tliat this new Anacharfis had,in reality, 
pudied his travels much farther than 
any of thofe who had attempted to pe- 
netrate into Africa. 

“ M. Martini made him come to 
Lcipfick, where he had I'cveral inter- 
views and converlations with a gco- 
grapJier, employed to make a chart of 
Ills journey, and with a man of letters, 
vrhowas to draw up his Journrd. Nei- 
ther had any doubt of the truth of his 
alFertions. 

" All the Journals announced, be- 
fore-hand, the I'ravels of Dambergei , 
as one of the moft remaikable produc- 
tions of the age. The bookfellers of 
Paris and of I,ondon, had the fliects 
fent to them, at a great expence, as 
they were printed. 

“ An Englifh bookfeller, wiflilng to 
be before-hand with twoof his brethren, 
who were entering into an agreement 
with him for the tranllation of Dani- 
berger, diftributed thefe fhects among 
fix I'ranilators.

name, and that be had made ufe of a 
Journal of 'fiavels in Barbary St. Ma- 
loc, which tliis Damberger had left him, 
when he <piitred him in Holland, whi- 
thcr he had accompanied him j and far- 
ther, that Damberger, at prefent, lives 
in Surinam.

Bertach and Boectiger, two liuiati of 
Weimar, could not deceive any body; 
but the objed now was, who was the 
manufadui er of the books' which have

The fecne is laid in France 5 and the 
ftory relates chicHy to the amiable and 
philanthropic difpofition of tlic cele- 
brated Abbe de TEpec, wliofe fuccefs- 
ful efforts in the laudable undertaking 
of inftruiHng the Deaf nnJ Dumb fo 
jutUy endeared him to the liberal and 
enlightened clafles of all countries. 
The Count (i'llarancour, Prefident 
of the High Couit of JiiHice in the 
Province of I.angiiedoc, dies, leaving 
Jiis OJ'phan fon Julio, deaf and du nb^ 
then in his tenth year, under the gi n-- 
dianfhip of Darlemont, his wife's bro- 
ther. Darlemont t.ikes the boy with 
him to Paris, and, having dreffed him 
in rags, abandons him on the Pont 
Neuf, “ with all the world before him, 
and Providence his guide." In *lhis 
ftate of wrcrchedncfs, he is ])laced uii- 
der the protection of I’Abbe dc I’Enee, 
the celebrated inftiudor of the Deaf 
and Dumb. He was aifeded by a cer- 
tain dignity in the boy’s looks, who 
exprefTed flriking marks ofaltonilhment 
and forrow at finding hiiufllf,in that 
beggarly Bttite. Convinced from thefe 
dcmonfh'i^jons that he had been thus 
clothed "flUifi crfjioled, the Abbe de- 
feribed bis perfon in the newfpapers, 
but without effed. He next endea- 
voured to obtain information from the 
boy himfclf, gave him the name of Theo- 
dore, and received {ibn amoqg his pu- 
pils. He foon converfed with him in 
fignswith a rapidity which al moll equal- 
led thought. As they palled one day 


before a Court of Juftice in Paris, they 
law a Judge alight from his carriage, 
and Theodore was uruifiially affeCted 
at the fight. The Abbe enquired the 
caufc, and he learned that a man drelled 
like a Judge, in purple and ermine, had 
often embraced his pupil, and flicd tears 
over him. Anotlier time they met the 
funeial of a Nobleman, and 'Theodore 
was fo deeply affected, that, as thehtarfo 
palled, he wept, tiembled, and iell into 
the .11 ms of his mailer. Dc TKpec hav- 
ing again qiudiior.ci^ him, he replied 
by figns that a Ihort time before he was 
conveyed to Paiis, he had loth wed the 
Ji carle in which was the man who had 
fo often carelfed him. From thefe cir- 
cumftances, he concluded that the fa- 
ther of his pupil had been tlie Magif- 
trate of a fiiperior Couit of Jviltice ; 
that lie was himfelf an orphan, and had, 
in confequence of his helplels lituation, 
been deprived of his fortune. Thefe 
important clifeovenes redoubled bis 
ztal and refblution. He aiked I'hco- 
dorc wliether he remembered when he 
was firft brought to Paiis, who anlwer- 
ed in the affirmative, and added, he 
Ihould know tlie gates thiough wliicli 
he entered. I'he next morning tney 
viewed il>me of the gates, and having 
come to one which was the grand en- 
trance from the Soulh of France, TJieo- 
doic inllantly recognized it as that 
thiough which he had enrcicd the city 
with two condu^fois. He alio ftated, 
that he hail been fevrral days on the 
road, and that the hoiTcs wei e clianged 
many times in the day. The Abbe con- 
cliideil, that his pupiTsnalive place waS 
one of the piincipal towns in the South- 
ern piovinces, and, after many ulclcfa 
enquiries, determined to make a toui 
tlijougb them wdth Theodore. They 
at length anive at Touloule, and tha 
frit gate they fiw was eagerly recog- 
nized by the young man, now in I14S 
cightee ’th year. As they pioceedcd 
tJirough the city. Ins appeaxance be- 
came- more animated, and tears fell 
from bis eyes. He knew many of the 
public biiildings,and having oblerveda 
palace, he uttered a loud fhriek, threw 
himfelf breath lefs in to his mailer's arms, 
and pointed out his father’s habitation. 
The Abbe found that it belonged to 
Darlemont, who became podciled of it, 
and all the fortune of the Harancouc 

familyi 
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family, in confequcnce of the death of 
JuJio, which was attelted by a faHe de- 
claration. The Abb^ thus fatisfied,at 
length finds pi oofs of Darlemont’s guilt 
in the evidence of his accomplice Du- 
pre, formerly Haranconr’s fervaiit, in 
the recoIlecHon of Julio’s niirfe, and in 
a wound which his pupil Hill retains on 
his arm, received in his efforts to pre- 
ferve his coufin St. Alme’s life, when 
attacked by a wolf, while they were Itill 
play-fellows. Darleinont confents to 
reltore the elbte to his nephew Julio, 
who generoully bellows half of it on 
his coufin St. Aline. 

This Drama is an alteration, to adapt 
5c to the Englilh Stage, of a French 
Play written by M. Bouilly, and a(51ed 
with gieat fuccefs at Pai is. The Tranf* 
laior IS underltood to be a Mr. Hill, 
who acKnowledgcs himlelf much in- 
debted for a judicious revifion by Mr. 
Kemble. We can jullly lay, that if 
Mr. Kemble was the Author’s friend 
in I he prep ii.'ition of the dj-ama, he is 
eminently I’o in the performance j for 
never, we believe, was a dialler or more 
imiJidlive piece of acling witnefled, 
tnaii tlian of the Abbe del’Fpce by this 
excelleiif Tragedian j but, to form a 
due conception of it, it mnft be feen ; 
for, it is fo much out of the oi dinary 
line of llage cliaraclcrs, that it cannot 
caliiy be indicated by writing. 

Darlemoiit too ranks among the bed 
performances of Mr Wrougbton j and 
Barrymore and Banniller, jun. give as 
miidi iiiterell to their refpedive parts 
as they would admit of. 

But the prominent cliarader, of 
courfe, is that of 'ThroJore. Mifs De 
Camp, by lier admirable expreliion of 
countenance and altitude, feemed to 
lender Ipccch almoll unnecelVary : and 
her perfoimance alternately excited 
throughout loud applaufe and teaiful 
fympathy. Mil's Pope gave agoodpor- 
tr.iiture of the family piidc of the an- 
cient NoblelTe of France j and the other 
performers did ample juflice to their 
refpeftive charaders. 

A Prologue was fpoken by Mr. 
Powell ; an Epilogue (pointed, but 
pel haps fomewhat loo fhort) by Mifs 
Pe Camp j and the Play has ever fince 
its appeal ance, with little intermifiion, 
drawn crowded audiences, and received 
general applaule.

Mr. Pitt regretted he was neceifitated 
to lay an additional burthen on tht 
country, "but confefled the hopes he 
entertained on the Income Tax had 
failed him j lie thought it would have 
produced ten millions, but found 
produced but fix millions ; yet fuch as 
It was, he had not altered his ideas in 
its clelignation as a w^r tix, and as a 
tax forming a finking fund for dif- 
chargtng the national debt. This tax 
he did not wifh to mortgage further, 
which' led him to raife the taxes of this 
year within the term, leaving the In- 
come Tax to operate a reduftion in the, 
publif debt, w'hich he had propofed 
mould not be augmented beyond the 
amount of 1798. He then detailed the 
efFefts of his financial meafures, and 
gave the country the profpeft of difl. 
charging the incumbrances on the 
Income Tax in fix years from the pre- 
fen t period, at which time the tait 
would ceaic. 

Mr. Pitt then moved the different

1;lie Expedition : he Ihiied the force as 
fully efticient, the Commanders as men 
ofhigb eharatlerand :i ’.i proved brave ly, 
th-C town of Fcirol, the object of con- 
as weak and dcfcnceleft, and 

uch as mufl have given way before a 
Eritilh forte, had it l>een attempted. 
With the town, the aifenal, and 

Spanilh marine, together wich the mer- 
chantmen, would have fallen at once 
into our bands, but, through fome 
fatal mifearriage, which here attached 
blame foinewhere, the whole of this 
suiny was not only compelled to re- 
embark, but even might be laid to be 
difeomfited and dilgraccd. He endea^ 
'voured to maintaiji the pradicability 
of this attempt, the allured fuccefs, on 
the opinions given by an able engineer, 
and of Officers of the Navy and Ai my 
high in refpeilability. Thefe letters he 
read, which were written underaftrong 
hnpreliion t’l^at Ferrol could be taken, 
hi'd the cntcipiife been pulhedon with 
the ufual Ipirit and vigour of our troops, 
but failed from caufes which were yet 
to be alcertnined j and among others he 
Jamented thofe which excited jealoulics 
between the army and navy. He then 
moved for a Committee of inquiry. 

Sir James Pulteney, who commanded 
ia chief at Fenol, on that expeilition, 
4letailed the whole of that tranladlion, 
from the landing of Ovir troops to their 
embarkation, and jullified the expedi- 
ency and neeefTityof the ir.eafure, ti‘om 
the fuperior advantages that the town 
polfeired, both in rclpc^t to numbers 
and fortifications j a matter on which 
the Hon. Mover w'as totally mifinforrn- 
•cd, and in which he hlmlelf was at firlf 
deceived. He, on his part, was ready 
to meet every enquiry. t 

Mr. Jekyll faid, that the Hon. Baro- 
net had fully cleared himfelf from eveiy 
imputation, but that the whole blame 
and miftarriage devolved on Min liters, 
who bad lb badly planned the expedi 
tion. 

Mr. Dundas juftlfitd Minifters on 
the very grounds on which the Hon. 
Meinl>er (Mr. Sturt) bad taken up the 
cj^tietlion ; for hislpeech admitted, that 
the acquifition would be confider.tblc, 
«nd fuch ui would amply repay what- 


ever riik was run, had wc Aiccccdcd in 
taking the town. 

Mr. Tooke, in his maiden fpeech in 
Parfiament, juftilied Mr. Dundas as to 
the plan of the expedition, but faid, 
the Hon. General’s did not reft On fuch 
good grounds, as he founded his de- 
fence more on the account given in the 
Spaiiifh Gazette than on its real merits. 
He would vote again ft his own intereft 
ou this night in regard to truth j and 
he hoped the Houfe would do him that 
jufticc, when they appointed their Com- 
mittee to enquire into his return for 
Old Sarum, :is a prieft, as if the order 
left an infection after it j which, if it 
did, he had long now' performed qua- 
rantine, it being thirty years fince he 
belonged to it. However, mt.u' edas 
he was to no party but the truth alone, 
he would defend the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman who Ipokc lift, wlio in his life 
had never defended him, or ever was 
likely to defend him now. 

Colonel Gaicoync voted for the in- 
quiry, and was followed by Mr. Elli- 
mn, who was of opinion Minifters 
would not Ihrink from an inquiry. 

Mr. Pitt thought the nature of lb® 
bulinefs, confifting of military details 
and topics, ffiould be referred to mili- 
tary men, who were only adequate to 
judge of it. 

Sir James Pultcney explained, when

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CONVENTION of the NORTHERN 
POWERS. 

Convention for the K^^eftahlijtmeni of 
an Armed Neotrahty, between bis 
Majeftj ^Sweden, on the one 

party and his Majefly the Emperor oj all 
the Kv^hitiSyOn the other party concluded 
and figned at St, Peterjburgh, the ^th 
{^\(ith of December) , i Soo, accepted and 
ratified by bis Swedifli Majefiy on the 
9,0th December^ and by his Imperial 



In the name of the Mod Holy and 
Undisrided Trinity. 

Tn order that the freedom of naviga- 
^ tion, and the fecurity of the mer- 
chandize of the Neutral Powers, may 
be edablifhed, ahd the principles of 
the laws of nations be fully afcertainevl, 
during the continuance of the prefent 
maritime war, his Majelty the King of 
Sweden and his Majefty the Emperor of 
all the RuiTias, aduated by their love 
of julHce, and by a reciprocal defirc 
to promote whatever may be for the 
public advantage of their refpe 6 live 
States, have to that efFeft determined to 
give a new fanftion to tliofe principles 
of their Neutrality, which are in their 
nature indiilblublt, and require that it 
may be relpe^fed by all the Powers in- 
tereded in their prefervation. With 
this view their Majclties have, by thc*ir 
declaration of the i stli Augud to the 
Northern Courts, w ho are equally con- 
cerned in the nvuntenance of thofe 
general regulations anciently recog- 
nized, given them to underltand how 
flntercly it is the object of their hearts 
to redoiC, in its full independence, the 
general right of all nations to convoy 
4 heii fhipsand merchandize freely, and 
WMlliout being 111 bjc«bt to the controul of 
the Powers at war. HisSwedilh Majedy 
imparled his wiflies and his Icntiinents 
to his great Allies, and an happy con- 
formity of their mutual intcrclts has 
induced them to adopt the refolutiou 
of re-cdablifliing that 1 ) liem of an 
Aimed Neutrality which was attended 
with fuch advantiges duringthe Ame- 
rican war, and to renew its beneficial 
principles in a Convention adapted to 
the prefent circumdaiices. To this cud 
|iis \Ijjclly the King of Sweden, and 
liii Jmpefijl Mijcdy of all the Ruifiai, 


have nominated as their Plenlpotetitiii^ ' 
ri€S,namely, his Swediih Majefty, Haroa 
Curt von Stedingk, Ambafladof Extra- 
ordinary to bis Imperial Majedy of all 
the Ruhias, Lieutenant-General, Cham- 
berlain of the Queen Dowager, Coiond 
of a Regiment of Infantry , Knight, and 
Commander of the Order of the Sword« 
and Knight of the French Order Pow* 
les Merites Militaires $ and his Imperial 
Majefty of all the Rufiias, Baron Count 
Theodore von Kodopfm,hjs righttrufty 
Privy Councillor, Meral>erof the Coun- 
cil ft incipale, Minider of the College 
of Foreign Adairs, Direifor General of 
the Pods of the Empire, Grand Chan- 
cellorand Grand Crofs of the Sovereign 
Order of St. John of Jerufiilem, Kni^it 
of the fird Clafs of the Orders of St. 
Andrew, St. Alexander Nowlky, and 
St. Anne, Knight of the Order of St. 
Lazarus, de P Anttonciadey of St. Morrida 
and St. Lazarus, of St. Ferdinand and 
St. Hubert ; who, after exchanging 
their re fpe^live full powers, have agreed 
upon the following articles • 

Art. I. — His Majedy the King of 
Sweden, and his Majedy *thc Emperor 
of all the Ruflias, declare, that they will 
driftly prohibit the expojtation of 
contraband merchandize oa the part 
of their i\ibjei 5 ts with every Power 
whatever, whether at prefent engaged 
in war, or which may hereafter be en- 
gaged in Wai . 

Art. II. — In order to prevent all 
doubts and mifunderdandings as to 
what ihall be confidered contraband* 
his Majedy the King of Sweden, and 
his Imperial h^ijejty of all the Ruflus, 
declare, that they will acknowledge the 
following articles .lo contraband, name- 
ly, cannons, mortars, fire-arms, balls, 
flints, flint doncb, matches, gunjrow- 
der, I'alt-petre, fiilphur, helmets, pike^, 
fwords, hyigcrs, cartridge-boxes, /ad- 
dles and bridles, with tlie exception of 
fuch a quantity of the above articles as 
may be ueceliai y for the defence of the 
Ihips .and tht-ir crew; all other articles 
not herein enumenitl^l /ball not be con- 
fidcrcd as war or naval Itoics, they lli.dl 
not be fubjeif to confifeatlou, but /hall 
pdfs free and without loltraint. Ic is 
ullb hereby agreed, that the pre/ent 
Article Hull be without piejuJice to 
the pAfUwuJar dipul.iciuns of foriiuT 

Trc.iCjcs 
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Treaties with the Powers at War, by 
virtue of which the things ahove-men- 
tioned are allowed or proliibitcd. 

Art. III.— *And whereas it is refolvcd, 
that whatever, by virtue of the fore- 
going Article, can be deemed contra- 
band, (ball be excluded from the com- 
merce of Neutral Nations j in like man- 
ner his Majeity the King of Sweden, 
and his Imperial Majeftyof all tiie Kul- 
ibiSi will and determine, that all other 
Snerchandize (hall be and remain free) 
and in order that the general principles 
of the Jaws of nature, of which the 
freedom of trade and navigatioA, as 
well as the rights of neutral n itions, 
are the immediate confequence, may 
be placed under a competent and «^llre 
fafeguard, they have reiblved no longer 
to delay that *voIu)itnry explanation from 
which they have hitherto been • re- 
trained by motives of their feparate 
and temporary interets. With this 
view they have hej eby determined, 

1. That every fliip may freely navi- 
gate from one harbour to another, and 
on the coaft of the Belligerent Nations. 

2. Tliat the elFech which belong to 
the lubjeds ot the Belligerent Powers 
in neutral (hip'>, with the exception of 
contraband goods, fh.ill be free. 

3. That in order to determine what 
ihall be confidercd as a blockaded har- 
bour, Inch denomination Ihall be ad- 
mitted to apply only where the difpo* 
(ilioh and number of the iliins of ihe 
Power by which it is invefteu, Hiall be 
iiicli as to render it apparently Jiazard- 
011.S to enter, and tliat every (liip which 
Ihall go into a blockaded haibour, that 
is evidently fo blockaded, violates the 
prclent Convention as much a', if the 
Commander of the blockade had pre- 
viouily advifed it of the Itatc of the 
haibour, and it had nevcrllielefs en- 
deavoured, by force or aitiftce, to ob- 
tain admifTion. 

4. That with regard to neutral fhip<^, 
except thofe which, for jult reafons, 
and upon evident grounds, fliall be de- 
tained^ (entence Ihall he p'T)nounced 
without delay j the proceedings againll 
them ihall be uniform, prompt, dml 
lawful. Overand above the indemnity 
to which they (luillbe entitled for the 
damage they (hall have fiilbiliud, com- 
plete iatisfa^fion ihall be given for the 
ml Lilt committed againll the flag of 
their Majellies. 

5. That the declaration of the Offi- 
cers wl^o ihall comm.'ind the ihip of 


war, or (hips of war, of the King or 
Emperor, which (lull he convoying one 
or more merchant ihips, that the con- 
voy has no contraband goods on board, 
(hall be fufficient ; and tliat no fearcli 
of his ihip, or the other ihips of the 
convoy, ihall be permitted. And the 
better to iiifurc refpe^t to thole princi- 
ples, and the Ifipiilatlons founded upon 
them, which their difinterefted wiihes 
to preferve the imprei'erij tible rights of 
neutral nations have fuggeiled, the 
high contradling parties, to prove their 
(incciityand jultice, will give the itrid- 
eft orders to their Captains, as well of 
their ihips of war, as of their mercliant 
ihips, to load no part of their (hips, or 
fecretly to have on board, any articles, 
which, by virtue of this prclent Con- 
vention, may be confidercd as contra- 
band j and for the more completely 
carrying into execution this command, 
they will refpedively Jake care to give 
(liredions to their Courts of Admiralty 
to publifh it wherever they fliall tJiink 
it neceiTary, and to this end the regii- 
Jation which fliall contain this prohibi- 
tion, under the feveral penalties, (hall 
be printed at the end of the prefent ad, 
that no one may plead ignorance. 

Art. IV. — In order to place the com- 
merce of their fubjefis upon the moH 
legal and permanent bafis, his Majelty 
the King of Sweden, and his Majefly 
the Emperor of all the Kullias, have 
deemed it txpi dient to equip a number 
of (hips of war and frigates, which fliall 
be charged to fee that objed obtained, 
and the fquadrons of each Power (hall 
take thole Nations, and proted thole 
convoys, which their commerce and 
their navigation may require, and 
which fhvill be confonnahlc to the 
courlc of trade of each nation. 

Art. V. — To provide agalnft all in- 
convenlcncies wdiicli may proceed from 
;my nation abufing the privilege of 
their flag, it is eflablilhcd :is a regula- 
tion not tube ileparte.d from, that every 
tranfportjbe it whole it may, belonging 
to the country wliofe flag it bears, Ihall 
Jiave on board a Captain and the half of 
the crew cornpofed of tlie fuhjeds of 
that country, and the pallport fliall be 
drawn up in due and regular foim. 
Every traiifport which (hall notoblcrve 
thele regulatioMS, or (hall violate the 
comnianil printed at the end of tJiis 
prefent Convention, (hall forfeit all 
right io the protedion of the Contra6t- 
ing. Parties, and the Government to

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which It may belong ftiall alone be rc- 
fponlible for all the loh'., damage, or 
inconvenience it may fulbiin. 

Art. VI. — Should it nevcrthclcfs 
happen that the merchant-lhin of one 
of tlie Pov\^'is <hould find itfelf in a 
iituatioii where the fhips of war of that 
nation are not itatioiied,and vvhcie they 
cannot have tlie proteelion of theirovai 
convoys, in fucli cafe the Comnundaiit 
of the fhip of war of the ot]iw:r Power, if 
it fliall be icquiied, fhall duly and 
faitlifully afford fuch aiiilfance as may 
he nccciTary. The (hips of war and 
frigates of other nations fhnll afroid 
pioteition and aOiltance to the mer- 
chant vellels of the other, piovidcd, in 
the mean time, that the vclfel requiring 
fuch aiiilfance fliall not have \'iolated 
the pianciplcs of tlie neurraiity, by 
li.wing cai i icd on any illicit cuniinerte.

Of this kind are (in cafe the (hip ;;oes 
through the Sound) a certificate of the 
place where the vdlcl v/as built, an 
invoice, letters fliewing the cargoes not 
contraband, 7 "urkilh and I.atin ^til- 
poits, a certificate by the Magilti ate of 
the place, a pafs for the ci ew, a co}>y of 
the oath for the oiS^ner, a cli uter-party 
with the 1'ubfcript‘on cf the freighter, 
the Captain, and the per/on freighting 
the veriel, a manifdl with the like (ub- 
Icriptions, containing a lilt of tlie dilfcr- 
-^nt :u'tieles of the lading, and the con- 
ilitionsof the intended v ^ ge, and a 
bill of health, whci e the lameis necellary. 
If tlu> voyage be merely to the jiorts of 


the Baltic, or the Sound, the Turkiih 
and Latin palTes are not necellary j but 
the Captain mull have all the other pa- 
pers enumerated, without exception. 

3. All thefe documents mull be made 
out and delivered in a Swedilh port, 
tinlefs when a lliip has loft her papers 
by accident, or where they have been 
forcibly taken away, in which cafe thefe 
documents may be renewed in a foteign 
poit, if the C’lptain, immediately on 
ids arrival, takes the precaution to ex. 
hibit an authenlic and properly certi- 
fied declaration, by which the accident 
is proved, or the grounds Ihited on 
which he defirer. tlie renewal.

Should any Captain be com- 
pelled to do fo by fuperior foice, he is 
bound at lead to exhibit a formal pro- 
tell again ;t futh violence. 

10. When a merchant Ihip is not un- 
der convoy, and happens to be hi ought 
to by a ihip of war or privateer belong- 
ing to any of the Belligerents, the 
Captiin lhall not, in that cafe, oppofe 
the learching of hn velfel, but be 
bound faithhilly to ihcw all ads and 
documents which relate to her cargo. 
'I'he Captain and his people arc ftriilitly 
prohibited to keep back or dellroy any 
of their papers, 

1 1 . If, however, Aich fiiip makes p u t 
of a convoy, the fortgoing Article lhall 

• not 
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not ferveas the rule, but the Captain’s 
duty conlilts in piii^.6tually obeying the 
iignals of the Commodore of the con- 
voy, foi- which purpole, therefore, he 
dial! ieparate as little as polhble from 
the convoy. 

12. All Captains are exprefsiy forbid- 
den to attempt going into a blockaded 
port, as loon as they arc forniaJly ap- 
prized by the Ofiicer commanding the 
blockade. In order to alt ertain what a 
blockaded harbour is, this appellation 
is confined to thole to wliicli, by the 
exertions of the blockading Power 
with Ihips dellinedaiid adequate to the 
ohjecl. It is evidently d.uigeious to 
attempt running in. 

13. In cafe any Swedifli merebant- 
diip is captiiied by d Ihip of w'ar or pri- 
vateer ot any of the fJelligerent''., the 
(Japtain (hall immecliately tranlmit a 
ciicuinlbnrial account, and duly ex- 
plained, to the bwedilh Conful or Vice 
Conliil of the place to which the Ihipis 
taken ; and, fiiould there be no Conlul 
or Vice Conlul there, he lhall tranfmit 
a memorial to the Swetlilh Coiiful of 
the diltriiSt to whicli the place into 
wlncli his ihip is taken belongs. 

14. Every Captain of a Svvedilh nicr- 
chantiiTan, who Itridlly obierves the 
above regulations and orders, lhall en- 
joy :i tree vovige, protec'fed by the laws 
of nations aiul the provilion of Trea- 
ties j and to this end, all public Agents 
and Svvedifli Confuls arc required, in 
cale of attack or inlult, to give their 
lupport to the jidt and well-founded 
complaints on the fubjtct. But thofe 
who in any point whatever ntgle»^'t or 
violate their orders, mult anl'wer for tlic 
confequencts of their conduct, with- 
out relying upon the protection of 
liis Majelty. 

15. By the contents of a recent order, 
his Majelty has prohibited tile priva- 
teers of a foreign nation to enter, or 
bring their prizes into the poits of liis 
kingdom, except in cafe of tiicir being 
driven in by llrels of weather. In this 
cafe it is exprefsiy prohibited to all 
whatfoever to buy the prizes, orany of 
the elfeds which the privateers have 
taken.

The following is the anfwer of Baron 
Ehrenfward to the notification of Lord 
Grenville, of tJie of January, itat* 
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ing, that an embargo had been laid on 
the Danilh and Swedilh vellels in Eng- 
land. 

The underfigned, Miuilfer Plcni- 
potenuary of Jiis Imperial Swedilh Ma- 
jeity, received the ollieial notification, 
by which his Excellency Lord Gren- 
ville, Eirlf Minilter of State, fignificd 
to the underligneJ, that his Britannic 
Majelfy had ordered an embargo to be 
l.iid on all the Swedilh fliips livat ihould 
be found in the harbours within his 
dominions. So unexpected an event 
betw'cen Powers who were on relations 
of friendlhip towards eacli other, was 
received With aHioniftiment by his Impe- 
rial M.ijelty, who was not only uncon- 
Icious of liaving given Ins Britannic 
hlajelty the leal! eaiile of complaint, 
bur, on the contraiy, was entitled to 
have demanded indemnification for re- 
peated aggreliions. Actuated by this 
reflection, he rather expetted that the 
notification was trail Inn cted with the 
view to bury his grievances in oblivion 
than to give occalioa to frefli ones, 
which Ihould renew the remembrance 
ot the palt. 

“ As the Englifh Court lias Hated, ns 
the ground of this notification, that a 
M.iritime Convention was in contem- 
plation, it would doubtlefs have a6ted 
with more jultice, had it waited for :ui 
ofHcial communication from the Swe- 
diih Court, which it molt alfuredly 
would, in proper time, have received, 
of a Convention, which is confidered in 
fo odious a point of view, as to urge it 
to an aef of violence againll a Court, 
whole conned'tiou with England no- 
thing elfe could have dilturbed. As 
the dilpute between the Kullian and 
Englilh Couits related to the Illand of 
Malta, and the Declaration of the Da- 
nilh Court referred to the Convention 
of 1780, the underfigned can fee no juit 
realon why the Swedilh Court, whicli 
had given no taule of complaint to the 
Englilh, and from which no other de- 
claration was required than what re- 
lated to the Note of the 3 ill of Decem- 
ber, which hasjnll been received, Ihould 
be attacked in lo holtile a manner, be- 
fore any anfwer had been given to the 
inlinuations contained in that Note. 

“ The underfigned, who imparteii 
the contents of the Note of his Excel- 
lency Lord Grenville to his Court, i» 
obliged, in conformity to the orders of 
his Mailer, to protelt, as far as by the 
prelcnt Ail he can formally protelt, 
againll the embargo laid on the Swedilh 
F f 2 Ihips, 
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(hips, and all lofs or damage that may 
be thereby occafioned. He demands, 
in the moft forcible and cxpreHive 
terms, that, in purluance of the Itipu- 
lations of the Tieaty of 1661, the em- 
bargo may be taken off, the continuance 
of which can no other wile be confi- 
de' cd than as a deiigned and premedi- 
tated declaration of war on the part of 
Engla-id. 

“ The imder/igned, whom the ex- 
preffion of the dcfre of the Brltifti 
Court co.ild not efcape, obfeni'es, in 
the holt lie determinations by which it 
is accompanied, only a delire to give 
liis Imperu! Swedifti Majeily cay/e of 
complaint, as well by the detention of 
the convoy, as in rcfpeil to the affair 
at Barcelona. He wiflies the Britilh 
Court had confirmed the truth of its 
alfurances by its aftions, i.* which cafe 
this Court would have been actuated 
by correfponcling fentiments. The 
iinderligned has the honaur, &c.

NOTE FROM LORD GRENVILLE TO 

COUNT DE WEDEL JARLSBI.RG, MI- 
NISTER PLENIPOTENTIARY OF HIS 

DANISH MAJESTY. 

His Majclty has learnt, with fincere 
regret, that at the moment when the 
Coiiit of Peterlburgh is purfning the 
molt holtile meafures agamlt the per- 
sons and property of his Majelly’s lub- 
jefts, the two Courts of Copenhagen 
and Stockhuhn have actually concluded 
with ih.it Power a Convention for thi- 
eftabhlhmcnt of an Armed Maritime 
Confederacy in theNoith of Europe. 
If the ci: ctindlanccs undt r which this 
ConvLiuion has been negociated and 
figned, could leave in his Majclty’s 
mind the linailelt doubt of the objetl: 
to w'hich the Confedciacy is really di- 
reifded, that doubt would have been 
removed, both by the declarations and 
condu6t of the Court of Peterfburgh, 
but Itill more by the recent and official 
avowal of the Court of Copenhagen. 
It is well known in what a fj^it of 
hoftiiity towarcH Great Britain an 
attempt was made, in the year 1780, 
to introduce into Europe a new code 
of Maritime Law, and to fupport by 
force a fyftem of innovation deltnu 5 ;>ive 
of the dearelt interelts of the Britiih 
Empire. Bur his Mdjeffy had fince had 
tlie fatisfadf ion of feeing that injurious 
and offenfive meafuie in praftice com- 
pletely abandoned. At the commeiiee^ 


ment of the prefen t war, the Court of 
Peterfburgh, which had taken the prin- 
cipal part in the formation of the for- 
mer league, entered with his Majcfty 
into engagements, not only inconfiftent 
with the Convention of 1780, but of a 
directly oppofite nature ; engagements 
which are Itill in force, and the execu- 
tion of which his Majcfty is at this 
moment entitled to claim on every 
piinciple of good faith. During the 
whole courfe of the war, his Majeity’s 
condudl towards the other Baltic Pow- 
ers, and all the decifions of his Courts, 
having jurifdiftion in matter’s of prize, 
have uniformly and avowedly been 
regulated by thofe principles alone, 
which, before the j^enr 1780, governed 
the proceedings of all the other mari- 
time tribunals of Eui’ope. Nor has 
any intirn tiori been ever given tu his 
Majefty by thofe Powersi of an inten- 
tion on their part to revive the former 
league, until the prefenr period ; when 
he is at the fime moment informed of 
the adfuul iignatuic of the Convention, 
and appiifed by the official declaration 
of one of the Cont railing Parties, that 
its objedl is to re-ellablifh, in their pri- 
mitive form, the engagements con trac- 
ed in the years 1780 and 1781, It is, 
thei-efore, now no longer doubtful, tint 
the intention of this Confederacy, and 
of the naval armaments, which tJie Con- 
trailing Parties have been carrying on 
with aihvity, is that of enabling them 
to maintain by force pretcnfions fo 
manifestly unfupported by any ground 
of right, that the very pow'er who fir It 
advanced them, when neutral, has been 
found tire firft to rcfift them, when it 
was itfelf engaged in war, and theeftab- 
liftiment of which, if it ever could 
take place, mult be deftruitive of one 
of the principal fonrccs of the ftiength 
and fecurity of the Britifli Empire, 
With the knowledge of thefe fails, 
his Maje.iy would be w'anting in whit 
he owes to the interefts of his people, 
to the dignity of his Crown, and to the 
honour of his flag, railed by the difei- 
pline, valour, and (kill of his navy to a 
pitch of rnexamplcd glory, if he were 
to delay to take fiich provifional fteps 
as may be moft effeitual, both to repel 
the aggrellion which he has already 
experienced, and to counterail the 
hoftile efforts of the league formed 
againft him. His Majefty has therefore 
direited the iinderfigned to make to 
Count Wcdel Jarlmerg this official 
ixoti£icatipD> that an embargo is pro- 
vifionaliy 
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tiiSonally laid on all Danifh veflels in 
the ports of his Majefty's dominions ; 
but that, in adopting this meafure, bis 
Majeily will be careful that no harih or 
rigorous condu( 5 t (hall be held on his 
part towards unoffending individuals ; 
and that his Majefty if ill entertains the 
iincere delire, that the circumlfances 
which have rendered thefe ileus indif- 
penfably neceflary, may yet Ise done 
away j and that he may find himfelf 
enabled to look with confidence to the 
reiloration of his ancient relations with 
the Court of Copenhagen, liich as they 
exiiled before the mutual good under- 
ftanding was dh'turbed by the projected 
innovation of the year 178®, and by the 
prefent attempt to revive the lame pre- 
tenfions. Tiie underfigned requelts 
Count Wed el to accept the aflurances 
of his high perlunai confide ration.

ANSWEROF THE DANISH AMBASSADOR. 

The unde.'figneu Envoy Extraordi- 
nary from his Danifh Majelly will tranf- 
mit this day, with regret, to his Court, 
the oiHcial communication he had the 
honour to receive yeiterday from Lord 
Grenville, upon the fnbjeA of the em- 
bargo laid upon the Danifh veifels in 
the Britiih ports. While he waits un- 
til the orders of the King his mailer, 
relative to this offenfive meafure, ar- 
rive, he cannot avoid proteftingagainfl 
the validity of the motives alledged in 
the faid Note, and againll the jullice of 
the coiifequcnces, which the Bririfli 
Government has conceived it could 
accredit againll the Court of Copenha- 
gen. A diifcrence which arofe between 
the Courts of Peteriburgh and London, 
during the Negociation, deliined folely 
to the proteftion of a perfect neutrality 
in the North, has no relation whatever 
with that } and as his Imperial Majeily 
of all the Rulhas has caufed to be pub- 
liihcd a formal declaration on the fub - 
je6t of the motives of the meafures 
adopted on his part, Denmark finds 
in it a complete refutation of the argu 
ment advanced by the Britifh Miiiillcr. 
With refpeft to the principles of the 
Northern Powers refpe6ling the iacred 
rights of neutrality, they have not been 
abandoned. Rufla, in her belligerent 
quality, has only fufpended the appli- 
cation, and Denmark and Sweden have, 
by their Convention of the a7th March 
1794 (officially communicated to all the 
fieiligercAC Powers}^ declared in the 


face of all Europe, that tfieir lyRem of 
proteClion in favour of innocent com- 
merce was invariable. Hence it follow# 
that his Danilh Majelly only now re* 
news ties which have not ceafed to 
exill. The underfigned tliinks him- 
felf, in confcquence, authorized to pro. 
tell, formally, againll proceedings of (b 
hoftile a nature, which the King, his 
mailer, could not but have conlidered 
as an open and premeditated provoca- 
tion, had not the communication been 
accompanied with the alfurance, that his 
Britannic Mnjefty Hill delires to main- 
tain good harmony with Denmark ; a 
(icfire which his Danilh Majelly has 
conftanily profeifed, and of which he 
has given the moll unequivocal proofs. 
The underligned, who for a number of 
years has felicitated himfelf upon being 
the interpreter of the unalterable fenti- 
nients of the King his malter, is deeply 
hurt that falle impielfions have jull me- 
naced the good undei Handing between 
the two Crowns. He wiihes that he 
could Hill be the iiiHrument of an ex- 
planation calculated to do away injuri- 
ous doubts, and to prevent incalculable 
confequences totheinterells of the reci- 
procal Powers. It is with thefe fenti- 
ments, and with thofe of perfedl conli- 
dcration, that he lias the honour tore- 
new to his Excellency Lord Grenville 
the homage of hisiefpcd.

TREATY OF PEACE, CONCLUDED AT 
LUNEVILLE on FEB. 9, l8or, BE- 
TWEEN THE FRENCH REPUBLIC AND 
THE EMPEROR AND THE GERMANIC 
BODY. 

His MajeHy the Emperor and King of 
Hungary and Bohemia and the Firlt 
Conlul of the French Republic, in the 
name of the French people, having 
equally at heart to put an end to the 
mifenes of war, have refolved to proceed 
to the conclufion of a Definitive Treaty 
of Peace and Amity. 

His faid Imperial and Royal Majelly, 
not lefs anxiouHy delirous of making 
the Germanic Empire participate in the 
blelTingsof Peace, find the prefent con- 
junflure not allowing the time nece(^ 
fary for the Empire to be confulted, 
and to take part by its deputies in the 
Negociation ; his laid Majelly having, 
behdes, regard to what has been agreed 
upon by the deputation of the Empire 
at the preceding Congrefs at RaLtadt, 
reiolvedj iu conformity with the 
precedent 
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{precedent of what has tak'cii placif i?i 
Ijmilar ciivumltaiut:>,to liipulate in the 
name of t'nc Germanic .Body. 

In conlequcnce of whicli, (he Coii- 
tradiing Parties have appointed as their 
Plenipotentiaries, to wir, 

His Imperial and Royal Majelly, the 
tiieiir Louis Cobentrel, fount of the 
Holy Roman Kmpiie, Knight of the 
Golden Fleece, Grand C’rois of the 
Iloyai Ordci of St. Stepiien and «>f the 
Order of St- John ot Jenilaltm, Cham- 
berlain, and Privy C'ouiilcJlor o^ his 
Impel ial and Royal Majelty, his Niini- 
iier for Conference, and Vjcc-Chancel- 
ior of CoLiit of State 3 

And the Firft Coiilul of the Fi #nch 
Republic, in the name of the ficnch 
People, lia> appointed Citizen Jolcph 
Bonaparte, Counfclloi of State j who, 
after having exchanged their fidl 
powers, have agieed to the following 
articles : — 

Art. 1. — There (hall be henccfoith 
and Jor e^ver^ peace, amity, ami gooil 
undtrllanding, between Ids ^lajtfty ihe 
Emperor, King of Hungary and Bohe- 
nda, llipulating, as well in his own 
name as ^hat of the Germanic Empire, 
and the Fiench Republic, his (aid Ma- 
jtfhy engaging to caufe the Empire to 
give Ratification in good and due foi lu 
to the preieiit Treaty. 'X'he grcatelt 
attention (hall be paid on both (ides to 
the maintenance of perfedf h.iimony, 
to preventing all hoftilities by land and 
by fed, for whatever caul'e, or on what- 
ever pretence, and to caixtully endca^ 
vouring to maintain the Union happily 
cftabl idled. No adilhmce or protection 
flj.ilJ be given, either direCily or iiidi- 
re6lly,to thofe who would do any thing 
to the prejudice of either of the Con- 
traOing Parties. • 

II. — The ctfTiOn of the ci-devant 
Bcigic provinces to the French Re- 
public, fiipulated by the 3d Arm le of 
tile Treaty of Campo Forniio, is re- 
newed here in the molt foninl nianntr, 
lb that his Iiujicriul and Roy.ti Majt dy, 
for himlelf and hisJucceifors, as widl 111 
his own name as in that of the 
manic Empire, renounces all his right 
and title to the faitbPiovinces, which 
lhall be polfeded henceforth as their 
fovereign right aiul property by the 
French Republic, with all the territo- 
rial property dependant on it, 1 here 
ihall alio be given up to the French 
Republic by his Impeilal and Pvoyal 
Xlajefty, and with the funiul conient of 


id, The Comte of Falkenftein, with 
Its dependencies. 

2d, Tlic Frickthall, and all belong- 
ing to the Houle of Aultria on the 
Left Bank of the Rhine, between 
Zarzacli and Bade ^ tlie French 
Republic lelerving to themlelves 
the right of ceding the latter coun- 
try to the Helvetic Republic. 

HI. — In tlie lame manner, in re- 
newal and confirmation of the 6tli 
Article of the'I'ieaty of Campo hor- 
mio, his Majedy the Emperor and 
King ihall poll'efs in Inveieignty, and 
as his light, the countries below enu-. 
meraied, viz. Iltiia, Dalmatia, and the 
Venetian Hies in the Adriatic depend- 
ant U{>on thole Countries, the Boccadc 
Cattaro, the City of Venice, the Canals 
and the Country included between the 
Hei editary States of his Majelty the 
Emperor and King j tVie Adriatic Sea, 
and the Adige, from its leaving the 
'Fyrol to the mouth of the (aid Sea ; 
the 'Fowing-path of the Adige (erving 
as the Line of Limitation. And as by 
tins Line the Cities of Verona and 
of Poi to Legnano will be divided, thei e 
(hall be eltablilhed on the middle of the 
bi idges of the laid cities, draw-bridges 
to maik the reparation. 

IV. — The 18th Article of the Treaty 
of Campo Formio is alio renewed thus 
far, that his M.ijelty the Einpeior and 
King binds himleif to yield to the 
Duke of Modena, as an indemnity for 
the countiies W'hich this Prince and 
Ills heirs had in Italy, the BrKgau, 
n liich he Ihall hold on the fame terms 
as tho(c* by virtue of which he pollelles 
the Modelled*. 

V. — It is moreover agreed, that his 
Royal Higlmefs the Grand Duke of 
Tulcany, (hall renounce, for hinilblf 
and his fuccellors, having any right to 
it, the Grand Duchy of Tulcany, and 
that pait of the Klc of Elba which is 
dcjjendant upon it, as well as all riglit 
and title relulting from his rights on 
the (aid Stares, which (hall be hence- 
forth poifelled in complete Sovereignty, 
and as his own property, by his Royal 
Highnels the Infant Duke of Parm|. 
The Grand Duke (hall obtain in Ger- 
many a full and complete indemnity 
for his Italian States. 'I'he Grand Duke 
(h.nll dil'pofe at pica fu re of tlie goods 
and pioperty which he pollelles in 
I'ufcany, either by perfonai acquifi- 
tion, 01 by delccntfrom his late father, 
the Emperor Leopold II. or from his 
giandfatbcr, the Emperor Francis f. 
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It Is alfo agreed, that the credits, cftab- 
liihments, and other property of the 
Crand Duchy, as well as the debts 
fecured on the country, fliall pais to 
the new Grand Duke. 

VI. — His Majelty the Emperor and 
King, as well in his own name as in 
that of the Germanic Empire, confents 
that the French Republic lhall poffefs 
henceforth in complete Sovereignty, 
and as their property, the Country and 
Domains fituatcd on the Left Bank of 
the Rhine, and which formed part of 
the Germanic Empire ; fo that in con- 
formity with what had been exprefsly 
coniented to at the Congrcfs at Raftadt, 
by the Deputation of the Empire, and 
approved by the Emperor, the Towing 
Path of the Rhine will henceforth be 
the limit between the French Republic 
and the Germai^ic Empire j that is to 
lay, from tlie place where the Rhine 
leaves the Helvetic 'I'erritory, to that 
where it enters the Batavian Territory. 

Ill conllqvKiice of this, the French 
ReniiMic formally renounces all pof- 
feilion wliatcver on the Right Bank of 
tie Rhine, and confents to reftore to 
fh-'le whom it may belong, the For* 
of Duflcldortf, Ehrenhreitltein, 
I'hilipfburgh, the Fort of Callel, and 
otiicT Fortifications oppofite to Mentz, 
on the Right Bank, the Fort of Kehl, 
and Old Brifach, on the exprefs condi- 
tion that thefc places and fortreifes iliall 
continue and remain in the iLite in 
which they were at the time of their 
evac nation. 

VII. — And as, in confcqucncc of the 
crflion which the Empire makes to the 
Fitnch Republic, feveial Piiiicesand 
States of the Empire will be difpof- 
lefied, either altogctlier or in part, who 
it is incumbent upon the Germanic 
Empiic eollecHvely to fupport, the 
loiles refultiiig from the llipulations in 
tlie pref’ent Tieaty, it isagreeil between 
his Majelly the Empeioraiid King, as 
well in his own name as in that of the 
(Lu manic Emjiii e, and the French Re- 
public, that ill confoimity witli the 
pdiiciples formally eltablilhcd at the 
Congrcfs of Raitadt, the Empire fhall 
be hound to give to the Hci editary 
Pi inces who lhall he difpollVircd on the 
Left Bank of the Rhine, an Indemnity, 
which lhall be taken from the whole of 
the Empire, according to arrangements 

, wtTich on tlielc bales fhall be ultimately 
determined upon. 

VIII. — In all the ceded coiintnes, 
acquired or exchanged by the prefent

Treaty, it Is agreed, as had already 
been done by the 4th and loth Articles 
of the Treaty of Campo Formio, that 
thofe to whom they fliall belong lhall 
take them, fubjeif to the debts charg^ 
on the f lid countiies ; but conlideniig 
the difficulties which have arifen ia 
this refpedl, with regard to the inter- 
pretation of the laid Articles of the 
Treaty of Campo Formio, it is exprefsly 
iindcrltood, that llie French Republic 
will not take upon itfelf any thing 
mor 5 than the debts rcfulti ng from the 
loans formally agreed to by the States 
of the ceded Countries, or by tiie a6lual 
Adminilfration ofllich Countries. 

IX. — Immediately after the change 
of the latifications of the prefeiit 
Tieaty, the fequellratioii impofed on 
the property, clfefb, and revenues of 
the inhabitants or proprietors, lhall be 
taken off. The Contracting Parties 
oldige themfclves to pay all they may 
owe for money lent them by indivi- 
duals, as well as by the Public Klbb- 
lifliments of t!»e fud Counirits, and to 
piy and reimburlc all annuitiLS created 
forthtir benefit un every one of them. 
In conlcqm nce ot thi^, it is expreCly 
admitted, tluit the holders of ilock in 
the Bank of Vienna, become French 
fiibjci^fs, lhall Lontiiuic to enjoy the 
benefit of rhcii funds, and lhall receive 
the inteicil accrued, or to accrue, not- 
Avithllmdiiig viny lequclhation, or any 
demand, derogatory to their rights, 
jjartK Lilarl)^ notwitlul Hiding the in- 
fringement which tile holders afore- 
faid, become Krtnch fubjeefs, fiiltained 
by not bting able to pay the 30 and 
100 per cent, dernaiuled by his Impe- 
rial and Royd M i)elty, of ill creditors 
o|’ the B ink of Vienna. 

X. — The Con trading Parties fhall 
alfo caule all the fequellrations to be 
taken off, wliich have been impofed on 
account of tlie War, on the property, 
the rights and revenues of tlie Empe- 
ror, or of the Empire, in the Territory 
of the French Republic, and of the 
Fiench Citizens in the States of his 
laid Majelly or t)ie Empi' c. 

Xr. — The prefento T/eaty of Peace, 
and particularly the 8tli, ytli, loth, and 
I sth Articles, are dcclaied to extend 
to, and to be common to the Batavian, 
Helvetic, Cifilpine, and Ligurian Re- 
publics. The Contrading Parties mu- 
tually guaiahtee the independence of 
the laid Republics, and the right of 
the people who inhabit- them to adont 
what form of Government thep pleafe, 
XII.- -His 
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XII. — His Imperial and Royal 
jcfty renounces, for bimlelf and his 
fuccelTors, in favour of the Ci/alpine 
Republic, all rights and titles arillng 
from thofe rights, which his Majelty 
night claim on the Countries which 
be poflelTed before the Wai ,an(i which, 
by the conditions of the 8th Aiticle of 
the Treaty of Campo Formic, now form 
part of the Cifalpine Republic, which 
ihall po/Tefs them as their fovereignty 
and property, with all the territorial 
property dependent upon it. t 

XIII. — 'His Imperial and Royal Ma- 
je(ly,as well in his own name as in that 
of the Gej^manic Empire, confini^ the 

‘ ^reement already entered into by the 
Treaty of Campo Formio,for the union 
of ci-devant Imperial Fief to the Ligu- 
rian Republic, and renounces all rights 
and titles arifing from thefe rights on 
the faid Fiefs. 

XIV. - In conformity with the id 
Article of the Treaty of Campo For- 
mic, the Navigation of the Adige, 
which ferves as the limits between his 
Majefty the Emperor and Kin^, and 
the Navigation of the Riveis in the 
Cifalpine Republic Ihrill be fiee, nor 
lhall any toll be impofed, nor any Ihip 
of war kept theie, 

XV. — All prifoners of war on both 
fides, as well as hoftages given or taken 
during the war, who fhall not be yet 
reftored, lliall be fo within forty days 
from the time of figuing the prefein 
Treaty. 

XVI. — The real and perfonal pro- 
perty unalienated of his Royal High 
nefs the Archduke Charles, and of the 
heirs of her Royal High nefs the Aiqh- 
duchefs Chriilina, deceafed, fituated in 
the Countries ceded to the French Re- 
public, lhall be reltorcd to them on 
condition of their felling them within 


th ree years. The fame (hall be the ca(« 
alfo with the landed and perlbnal pro- 
perty of their Royal Highneffes the 
Archduke Ferdinand and the Arch- 
ducliefs Beatrice, his wile, in the terri- 
tory of the Cifalpine Republic. 

XVII. — The ixth, 13th, 15th, T6th, 
17th, and 23d Articles of the Treaty 
of Campo Forinio, are particularly re- 
newed, and are to be executed accord- 
ing to their form and effect, as if they 
were hei e repeated verbatim. 

XVIII. — The contributions, pay- 
ments, and war impofitions, of what- 
ever kind, (hall ceafe from the day of 
the exchange of the ratifications of the 
prefect Treaty on the one hand, by his 
Imperial Majelty rnd the Germanic 
Empire, and on the other by the French 
Republic. 

XIX. — The prefent Treaty (hall be 
ratified by his Majeli/the Emperor and 
King, by the Empire, and by the French 
Republic, in the fpace of thirty days, 
or fooner if pofllble j and it is agreed 
that the armies of the two. Powers lhall 
remain in their prefent pofitions, both 
in Germany and in Italy, until ihe 
Ratification lhall be refpedtively and 
at the lame moment exchanged at Liine- 
ville. 

It is alfo agreed, that ten days after 
the exchange of the Ratifications, the 
Armies of his Imperial and Royal Ma- 
jefty Hiall enter the Hereditary Pollef- 
lions, w'hich lliall within the fime fpace 
of time be evacuated by the French 
Armies j and thirty days after the faid 
Rat ifi Catrons lhall be exchanged, the 
French Armies lhall evacuate the whole 
of the Territory of the faid Empire.

That on the 7th he arrived at 
Kannaghtrry, and on the 8th moved 
with the cavaliy to Bafwapoor, and on 
die 9th to the place of date, the infan- 
try being on thefe days 1 5 miles in the 
rear, on which day Doondeah moved 
towards the Kidna j but leaving Ictn 
Col. btevenfon’s camp, he returned, 
and encamped between him and Banoo, 
about nine miles in front, not knowing 
Col. Wellefley to be fo near. That on 
the loth he moved forwaid, and met 
Doondcah’s aimy at Coiiahgall, on 
maich to the wedw'ud • he had only a 
Jaige body of cavalry, appaicntly 5,000 
which was immediately attacked by the 
19th and 25th dragoons, and id and 2d 
regiments of cavaliyi The enemy was 
drongly poded, with hisiearand left 
flank covered by the village and lock 
of Conakguil, and dood fomc time with 
fiimnels ; but tuch was the lapidity 
and determination of the charge made 
by thole four legiments, which w«ie 
termed ip one line, inoider to equalize 
that of the enemy, that the whole ga\ l 
ay, and weie puifutd in my miles. 
Doondeah Wang was killed, with many 
otheis, and the whole body dilpei fed. 
The elephants, camels, and baggage, 
and eveiy thing lemaining in the camp, 
W'eie taken poilellion of. By this com- 
plete defeat, and the death of Doondeah 
Wang, this warfare (Col. Wellcfley 
lays) is ended. 

Col. Wellefley, by a letter dated 
S pt. 14, further informs the Governor 
and Coiinqil, that on the fame day 
(viz. the joth Sept.}, Col. Stevenfop 
h id come up with and taken the only 
two guns the enemy had left, a quantity 
of baggage, camels, bullocKs, brenja* 
rics, &c. and that he had difperfed and 
thrown the whole into confulion. Thus 
the fervice has been completely pet- 
formeii. 

In celebration of the happy termina- 
tion of the late war in Myloie, all

KuHta has annexed to its empire the 
impomnt province of Grujfima, or 
Georgia, In the neighbourhood of Cau- 
cafuS| the inhabitants of which carry 
oq a confide table' trade with Perfia and 
Porte. Thefoil of the country is r icb, 
igQrd m the capital; which contains about 
mOiOco inhabitants, there are fevernl ma- 
ftUfsMftories of cloth, metal, and leather. 


Tlicy write from Semlin, that thd 
retrograde movement made by PaJwan 
Oglu ibme time fince, was only a feint 
to draw the enemy into Krajovva, and 
attack them with greater advantage. 
According to letters from European 
Turkey, that Pacha, having learned 
that 6000 Turks were in that city, 
wheeled fuddenly about, made a rapid 
march, and furprifedthe EurkiJh troops 
in the night, while they were in tfie 
greateft: Jecurity, and put to the fword 
all who could not make their efcape.

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EDWARD, DUKE OF KENT, 

fWITH A PORTRAIT.) 


H IS Royal Highness f:DWARD, 
Duke of Kent, the fourth Ion 
of his prelent Majeity, was born the 24 
of November 1767, 

In the I’pring of 1785, he was ftnt to 
the Continent to complete his educa- 
tion. His Royal Highnefs remained 
about a twelvemonth at Lunenburgi 
and afterwards Jt Hanover, till October 
#787, when he went to Geneva, where 
he rdided till the beginning of 1790 j 
at which time he lelt Geneva, .and re- 
turned to England. During his Itayon 
the Continent, he was much admired 
by all who knew him, and his conduit 
was undained by any of thole laihion- 
abie vices or excelles, which fometiines 
mark and dilgi'ace our young Nobility 
in foreign countries. Li April 1789, 
whillt at Geneva, he was appointed 
Colonel of the 7th regiment, or royal 
fu/ilecMs, 

Shortly after his arrival in Engluui, 
his Royal Highnefs was lent upon duty 
to Gibraltar, where his regiment was 
nHb ordered, He remained there till 
June 1791, when he laiied with his 
regiment for Quebec. In 0<5lober 1793, 
he was promoted to fhe rank of Major- 
Geneial. 

While in Canada, his Roy.al Highnefs 
maile repeated applications to be em- 
ployed on a'-fual lervice, and at lad 
obtviined permilliou to join tlie army 
under Sir Charles Grey, then going to 
attack the FicmicIi Welt India Settle- 
ments. The ord'^rs for this purpole 
did not reach his Royal Higlmcls till 
Januaiy 179^, when in that country all 
cominunicatioil by water was lro?:eii 
up, and the French party wi\s then fo 
powerful in America, that it was thought 
extremely hazai*dous for one of his rank 
to attempt paHIng through the United 
States. 

To imke or find a dilhcnlty where 
his duty calls him, is, however, a thing 
unknown to hi« Royal Highnefs j he 


immediatt ly, therefore, before hie in- 
tentions could be made public, fet off 
for Bollon, travelling with great rapi- 
dity^ eroding the lakes upon the ice, 
and fortunately upon his arrival at chat 
place, he found an Cnglilh packet there, 
m which he inlUnUy laded fo: the Weft 
Indies, 

After a narrow efcape from one of 
the enemy's pi ivateers on his palfage, 
his Royal Highnefs rcaclnd the army 
in iifet}", JulL at the commencement of 
the liege of Fort Bourbon, in the HUnd 
of Martinique. He tiKre took the 
command of the brigade of grenadiers, 
and in the covirfe of the liege, and dur- 
ing the remainder of that glorious cam- 
paign, particularly diltinguilhed him- 
ieli by his uncommon 7.eal and activity, 
conllantly (haring in every danger and 
hardfhip with the mean ett (old ier in tiie 
army. 

Upon the redin^Hon of the French 
Weft India Iliands b.ing coniideted, 
his Royal Highnefs, finding hi^ health 
confuicrably impaired by fatigue and 
the effects of the climate, embarked for ■ 
Halifax in the Bl.tiiche fiigate; and 
Ihortly after his anival in Nova Scotia, 
he- was appointed to the command of 
•the trodps in that province. 

poring a iciidence of feveral years 
in that coiuitiy, his conduct univer- 
fiilly excited the highelt admiiation ^ 
and edeem. 'J'he following fketch, 
which was written :it that time a, 
Gentleman, who had every opportu- 
nity of being well-informed on the fub- 
je^f, contains a very accurate and par- 
ticujaracc'ountof his char:i^er and mode 
of life. • 

His Royal Highnefs rondantly rifes 
before day-light, both in lummer and 
winter j and Uus he has invariably prac- 
tiled through life. The inllant he is up, 
he drinks coffee, which is prepared for 
him over-night i the hair-areirerof the 
regiment then attends him the £rR of 

I i » any 
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any officer, which prevents all mur- 
muring in others at being obliged to 
drels and be in the field at fo early 
an hour j and it is a rule with him 
always to fet the exai^le, wlien he 
thinks any thing necefiary to be done 
by thofe under his command, which 
may be deemed an inconvenience or a 
bardthip. 

** When drefled, he regiilai ly infpefts 
the accounts of his houfehold for the 
preceding day ; he then, in fiimmer, 
exercifes his regiment for about two 
hours, always giving the word of com- 
mand, and cKpIv^ining every manceuvie 
bimfelf : in the Held, lie appeal s to great 
advantage, being pei fe611y matter of liis 
profeffion, and having a remarkably 
powerful and diftiiK^l voice, vvitli grcvic 
' coolncfs and precifion in the dehveiy 
of his orders. Hy his attention and per- 
Jeverance, he h.n. hi ought lus regiment 
to a degree of pcrfedion, in point c)f 
difcipline and appeal ance, hardly to be 
equalled in the Biitith Icrvice. 

** His Royal High nets is ext remedy 
attentive to the reel welfare of the 
troops, and charitable to their families 
when in want or dlilrcfs ; and lew 
Officers poflefs in a higher degree thofe 
qualities which fccure the aftedion and 
confidence of the army. They fee that 
•/cal or merit, even in the lowelt ranks, 
never efcapes his notice, or goes unre- 
w.irded , that though ilri61: in his dif- 
cipline, ^le is perfec.Hy impartial, and 
irnpofes J^o duties but wliat are eflen- 
tially requifite to the exigence of a 
well- regulated army, and that he always 
fpares himfelf Id's than any other man 
under his command. 

“ The bufinefs of the garrifon is en- 
tirely tianfaiU'd by himfelf } he fees, 
hears, and determines every thing, and 
js .at all hours acceffibie upon duty j* 
Ib that whoever has occafion to wait 
upon him, let his rank be what it may, 
js certain of feeing his Royal Highnels, 
and of having an immediate and explicit 
anfvvcr. 

In his mode of living he is very 
abftemious, never exceeding two glafles 
of wine at dinner, nor was he ever »n hi^ 
life known to be intoxicated : yet he 
frequently lees compLiny, and keeps an 
elegant table, where the utmolt free- 
dom and good-humour prevails, though 
without ever deviating into any impro- 
per cxccfles. 

To every fpecies of gaming his 
Royal Highnefa is an open and avowed 
enemy, 'and Co cffcclually checks it in 


others, that this vice is unknown in the 
garrifon. Theonly amufemcniof which 
he partakes, is a play occafionally afted 
by the Officers, which he patronizes and 
encourages. 

To thofe who merit his confidence 
or proteftion, he is ever a molt firm and 
fteady friend, and omits no opportunity 
in his power of ft rving them j and Inch 
is his integrity, th.it no confideration 
was ever known to iiuiuce him to Iwerve 
from a promile he had once given. 

“ In his family, he is a moll kind 
and indulgent malttr, free from caprice 
orpalPion ; a remarkable proof of which 
is, th It all his principal fervantsare the 
fame wliich firlt attended him on liis 
outfet in life. 

To the poor he is a liberal bene- 
fa6tor j and even when in embarmlled 
circiimltances, ai ifing from lofleb bj 
and other unavoidable expences, ho 
conftantly dedicated fooa-year of h\3 
incoifie to the relief of private indi- 
gence and djltrefs. 

His Royal Hlghnefs has Ihewn the 
moll unremitting attention to the fecii- 
rity and wellaie of the province, and to 
the fifety of the garrifon j all the forti- 
fications have been repaired, and feveral 
new works liave beeji added where tlicy 
were required ; fome of which were 
entirely planned by himfelf, and refledl 
gicat credit on bis judgment as an en- 
gineer. Telegraphs have been creeled 
throughout the country, by which every 
fpccies of intelligence can be conveyetl 
with the utmoft rapidity and precilion ; 
and by his prudence and moderation, 
tile greatcll Jiarmony h.as invariably fub- 
lilled between the military and civU 
powers. 

“ The Legiflative Aflembly of the 
Province have lately unanimoully voted 
five hundred guineas, for the piirch.ife 
of a diamond liar, to be prelented to 
him in their name, as a tellimony of 
the refpedl and alfeition they fo de- 
fervedly felt for his perfon and charac- 
ter.” 

In the frdl of 1798, bis Royal Highnefs 
was obliged to leave Halifax, and to re- 
turn to England for medical advice, in 
conlequence of a fevere hurt which he 
received in his left thigh, from his horfe's 
falling, and rolling upon him. His de- 
parture from Nova Scotia on this occa- 
fion was univcrlidly lamented :is a pub- 
lic calamity ; and he failed fiom that 
countryfollowed bytheteai sand prayers 
of thoufands. 

On his arrival in England, he Rad 
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^tbc latlsfaftion to find, that his condaft 
whilft abroad was highly approved of' by 
Ills Majeity, the Minilters, and the na- 
tion at large, and he was every where 
received with the mott flattering marks 
of eiteem and applaufe j and Ihortly 
afterwards, in April i 799 » 
created Duke of Kent and Strathevic, 
and Earl of Publin, with an elt4bii(h- 
ment of 1 2,oool. a-year. 

In Miy following, his hcdth being 
then re-eltabhlhed, his Royal Highncls 
was appointed General andConnnander 
in Chief of all the Forces in Britilh 
North America ; to which country he 
failed foon after in the Arethula fri. 
gate. 

'I'he news of his intended return to 
America, dilfufed the molt lively fitif- 
fa<!;tion throughout the Britilh domi- 
nions in that quarter of the glohe j 
and on his landing again at Hiiifax, 
he was welcomed witli the molt un 
bounded demon itrations of joy by all 
ranks of people. 

On alfuming the fupreme command 
in Aiiici ica, Ills Royal llighnefs de- 
yoted Imnlelf, witli the moll unce-ifing 
ailiduity, to the duties of that import- 
ant trait j among inuiy other bencH- 
cial regulations which he fi-amed, he 
eitablilhcd aclcirand uaifonn 1/item 
of coiuludting the public buiinefs 
throughout the different departments 
in that country, on a plan equally cal- 
culated to pi event all inegulanty or 
confuiion in accounts, or any improper 
expenditure of public money. So in- 
tenl’e was the application of his Royal 
Hiyhnels, that he materially injured his 
he.ilth, as he experienced in confe- 
quence inch ievere and repeated bilious 
attacks, that in the courle of atwclvc- 
inontli he was unilcr the ncceiTity of 
foliciting permiirion to pals the enluing 
winter in England. 

It was at one time in agitation to 
have fent his Royal Higlmels as Com- 


mander in Chief to Ireland, hid tlie 
Lord Lieutenant been witlidi'aiiva oi| 
the Union being completed, as was at 
rirlt intended ; and few Officers could 
have been feiefled better qualified for 
fuch a fituacion j as, independent of 
l)is military abilities, fie poifeires great 
prudence, firmneis, and moderaiion, 
4iid has ever b^^en linguliily happy in 
gaining the aifeirtion and confidence of 
all dalles of people iereyer he has 
commanded ; a point of infiniie ini- 
pjrcance in the prefent temper aa4 
dilpoiirion of that couiitiy. 

Ills Royal lliglinei ; at p- efent refiJeu 
chietly at Kenii.igton Faiaee, where he 
Icads^a quiet retired' life, mingling but 
little: in [lie giiety or iliiiipation of the 
inctj’opulis, to wiiicli he always had an 
aveilion. 

Fio.n principle, he has uniformly 
avjulcil JiUci .iiLud jag in :iiiy lhape 
with piity or [iilii.c., tliougli he pof- 
leire'> every icNpiilitj to llii.ie in a pub- 
lic airem''ly ; lor to a cleir and com-, 
pre'icnlivc miii-i, he iinitCi. gre it gsue- 
i.ii intormujoii, with a iiioit pe. fu.ifive 
and gi.iceliil delivery ; and m priva^? 
ciicieb u much ailinired a, a correct 
and elegant (pcaker. 

In ins pjilon, his Royal lliglmcfs is 
tall and cleg.intly proportioned, withn 
rem irkabic Hue countcnaiice, and bear^ 
a linking relemblance to his Majeily, 
tfpeciaily in the piolile. From hard- 
Ihips viiul change of climate, moll of hiii 
hair in front has fallen off, which lather 
adds to the dignity of lus appeiranc^ 
as a Iblclier, a proteiiion to winch hi^ 
life has been ileJicated, and in which 
he is an entliuriall i 

We ihall conclude by obferving, that 
as a public charaCtei, he is delei vedly 
rjrfpev-ted and admiied j and in private 
Idc, no man is moie univeilidy be- 
loved than the Du!:c of Kent, by all 
who ii ive the iiappindii of b<jjng ac^ 
qu.iiiUed with hna. 


LETTER FROM THE HQxN. DAI.NES BARRINGTON TO MR. WILSON. 
Milton Mo ujbr ay, Auj^. j, 1774 .. 


DEAR WILSON, 

A s every thing which hears the lealt 
r ^ alHiiity to lightning falls within 
your veiy comprehenlive eleilrical de 
partminent, I lend you the followingac- 
count of what happened at Hitthcn,in 
Hertfordfliire, on Tuefdwiy the 26th of 
July. 

The day had been remarkably fultiy 
^ill near three o’clock } after which the 
clouds i'uddenly thickenedi and fell in a 


heavy nin, attended with many claps 
of thunder at a conliderablc diltance. 

After this there liras a ihort inter val 
of calm, when a ball of liro, abaul half 
the diameter of a full moon, ilruck th^ 
fide of the inn where I was fitting with 
a Iho-i liut ama/dngly loud expiofion, 
which I can relernble to nothing better 
than 1000 of Signor Torre’s balonsgo* 
ing ofi* at the fame time. 

Immediately after this irnmenfe noiie, 
1 heard the cries of two women in the 
3 next 
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next room to me, who were in fjts, and 
who, though they were not toiiclieJ by 
the fire-ball, had yet very I'ufKcieiit 
caufe to be alarmed, as tlic fafh was 
broke, together with other appearances, 
which I lhall Itate more particulaily to 
you hereafter, and which I know will 
(if any) be the intcrclting part of this 
' account to you. 

By tills time a confidcrable crowd 
had gathered on the oppofire wing of 
the inn, which was ocjaljoned by the 
cook being conceived to he dead (tho’ 
Ihe afterwards revived), and the kitchen 
maid in fits. 

A boy a!fb was knocked down in the 
fjiacc between the wings, and a in.qi was 
Itruck on the fhoulder, wlio complained 
of the pain for fome cime. 

I nnw come t<^ tlie circ iiniftances 
which will piobabiy be molt intereiting 
to yoi’i. 

The room which the cleiVrical diiid 
entered had a common eaves-droppuig 
roqf, except that there was a biiuiing ot 
lead wdiich went louiui the whole at 


perhaps three inches diflanqc from the 
eaves. 

The electrical fluid, however, feem^ 
to have paid no fort of attention to this 
binding of lead, but entered the lath and 
plailter at about a foot under it, from 
whence it palled downwards by the flde 
of the window for four feet, then broke 
one of the panes, and thence made for 
a large pier-glafs cut into different fi- 
gures with carved gilding. Two diltant 
corners of thefc ornaments weie (juite 
changed in their coKuii , but neither 
glafs nor ornaments fufi'ered in other 
lefptfts. 

I have thus flalc-lall the particulars I 
can roLollecf alioiit this accident, as I 
know well that the electncians would 
rathei be inlorined bytl.v. ignorant t ban 
the knowing woili legaid to matteis of 
this fort, as the ignoianr hiwt /jo 
//vyi> to favour. — believe me moll liu- 
ceiely yf)ui s,

Royal George^ Dec, 12, 1759. 
t haVe the honour of your Grace’s 
^ letter of the 1 ith inltant : In anfwer 
to which 1 beg to acquaint you, that 
Captain Oury lias adfed entirely by my 
Orders, and that I approve of what he 
jns done. His manlfclf, of which your 
Grace has tranrmitred me a copy, is a 
Aifficieiit proof of his humanity, and the 
tendernefs of my orders, which were, 
not to dre unlei's he (hould be died 
upon. 

Without fui ther rccolle< 5 lIon, I need 
only have recourfe to my letter to your 
Graceof the 29rh of November, by Lord 
Hq-wc, with regard to the Hcroe , — My 
words are : “ I theiefore claim thefe 
Officers and men as prifoners, and ex* 
pc6l from your Grace’s known honour, 
that they be immediately deliveied up 
to me.” The hull and guns were not 
mentioned ; for the firlf I had let on 
fire, and the fecond I looked on as in 
tny own power to recover. Let me fur- 
ther beg your Gmce to look over the 
agreement you figncd with Lord Howe : 
Is the artillery fo much as mentioned in 
it? No. P'.vcry aiticdt- of it I liavc 
ltri6tly obicrved j cxchangtd feamcii, 
rtleaied ohicers, loKlIcrs, and militia, 
on the terms of the cartel, and fent the 
Cuardes Marina a-fhore on parole. 1 
could not help being furprifed, that no 
notice was taken in tliat agreement (»f 
iny claims of the Hcroe"^ oOicers and 
men ; and was anfwered, that matter 
belonged to another department, nor 
to, your Grace’s ; which occalioned iny 
writing to you again upon that fiibjeifl.

By the bounty of their 
King, Britifli feamen are intitled to 
every thing rurreiuiered by, and taken 
from, an enemy in war. In tfieir

deciiion in all matters of tallc, as on 
every fubjedt in the whole circle of arts 
and Iciences, there lies no appeal. You 
will eafily perceive, that I can here 
mean no other than that wonderful 
man, in whofe comprehenfivc mind was 
united with the f fublime imagination of 
Longinus thefe'vcvcjl reafoning of the Stagy ~ 
rites. 

It is without fcruple confefled, that 
all the rough materials are to be found 
in the annotations of Catron. Superfi- 
cial readers, who do not attend to, or 
1 j oin their ^^fluggijh ami clouded imagina- 
iions'"' are incapable of diltinguifhing 
the nicer ditferencrs of things, have on 
this account foimed very injurious con- 
clulions, and even gone fb far, as to 
load the Learned Critic with the charge 
of I plagiaiiim. Such, we know, was 
the ungenerous treatment, which the 
great Founder of the Warbui tonian 


§ School himfelf more than once || ex- 
perienced ; and even a dire^I dif* 
avowal, accompanied w’ith the molt 
folemii aflurances, was found fcarcely 
fuflicient to repel the charge. You 
will difeover at firlt glance, howmutii 
they, who judge in this illiberal man- 
ner, underrate the merits of tlie Leai'ned 
Criticj No man of an enlightened and 
intelligent mind will hefitatc to ac- 
knowledge, that to him, and him alone, 
exclu lively belong the happy defign and 
lkilfn!»plan of the piece, the judicious 
dilpolition of the parts, with the fplen- 
did ornaments, thrown in here and 
there occafionally, giving Inltre and ad- 
ditional beauty to the whole. It is only 
for the favor'd few', whom Nature 
has touched oevVA a ray of that celcftial fire^ 
nvhich call true Geniusf out of filch 
materials to form lb perfei^l and beau- 
tiful an edifice, which the amateur will 
never fail to contemplate with the live- 
liell: emotions of delight and admira- 
tion. It were as iinrcalbnable and unjult 
in this place to accufe the Learned 
Critic of plagiarlfm, as to coinlcmn the- 
Architeft, who brings the Itones or 
marble, which he builds wdth, from the 
quarry, for want ofialleand invention. 

The doCliinc of the Learned Critic 
on this rubje6l applies very appofitely to 
the cafe before us. ’ t “ If there be 
reafon for fufpedfing any communica- 
tion between two different writers, it 
niuft be taken from fometliing elfe, 
befides the identity of the fubjebi mat- 
ter of fuch defeription ; as from the 
number, or the nature of the circuni- 
lljnces Icledled for imitation — from the 
order, in which they are difpofed— or 
the manner, in which they are repre- 
fented.” The great volume of Nature 
lies open to every obferver. Is it then 
any wonder, if many of thole who

attentively 
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attentively perufe it, (hould be ftricken 
with, and occafionally tranrerihe the 
fame paffages. The immortal w orks of 
Homer and Virgil, having defeended 
through fo lon^ a feries of ages, are to 
us, at this day, in a manner coeval with 
the beginning of things ; and may be 
Jookedupon in the fiine light asamajef- 
tic mountain, or any other nngnificent 
phaenomcna of Nature. The fcvcral 
objects, which appear fpread over them 
3n various forms of grandeur and^ieau- 
iy^ on all hdes catching the eye of the 
fpe6tator, .are to be accounted as common 
poch^ in medio po/itay or, as the Poet cx- 
prefTes it, *publka materiesy whicirevoiy 
one has an equal right to appropriate to 
himfelf j and it becomes under proper 
management pii^ati juris — his own. 
If the principles, laid down by the 
Learned Critic, be allowed to be, as by 
every competent judge they cannot fitil 
of being, equally julf as candid, the riglit 
of property, which he aHumes, is incon- 
teftibly erfabliflied* He fcle&ed his cir 
tunpances from the common jhek^the order^ 
in njohich they are difpofed—and the man- 
ner, in nybich they are reprefented, arc en- 
tirely his own . 

1 will not detain ybu longer on this 


pitiful fpccics of common -place detrac- 
tion, fo geneially in ufe ainongll the 
drudges in the lo^iver njualh of literature, 
which, from time to time, they are 
ever throwing, ineffe^hially from their 
diftance, on thofe of a fnperior order, 
from whole works, however excellent } 
they derive neither pleafure nor profit, 
while they read them only with the 
feelings of mortified vanity, and the 
paltry defire of difeovering faults. 
What feems to promife far better enter- 
tainment, I would mnch lather attend 
you through thole delightful feenes, 
wh i c h t lie c 1 lar m i n g A u tlior , wd t h wh om 
we are now engaged, is continually 
opening to your view s 

That we may enjoy this truly clalTical 
entertainment in all its purity, w'fhout 
interruption, w'ould it notbebettei to 
w'ait for fome more favourable oppor- 
tunity, when we may ent'rupon it with 
our fpirits frelh, and with no unplea- 
fant impiefllons on the mind. In the 
mean lime, the ebarafterof the Learned 
Critic will, I doubt not. Hand as liigli 
in your opinion, as firm and nnfliakt n 
by the petty cavils of envious de- 
tractors, as it does in mine.

A PTEA Macklin had exhaufted, in a 
great degree, the novelty of his 
Tmc-Born Scotchman at Smock-alley, 
he again veered about to Crow-flreet 
Theatre, under the management of a 
Mr. Dawfon 5 an inferior Aftor^ in 
point of theatrical merit, but a man 
who had feraped •together fome little 
Ihoney, had much allkiuity, and pof- 
felTed the trult and confidence of his 
brother performers. 

With him he continued not more 
than a feafon with fome kind of fuccefs 
—but not enough to latisfy his own 
fsims, which was always furthered by a

love of vanity. He accordingly, at the 
end of his engagement, quitted, fceni- 
his Irilh engagements for ever, 
and came over to England— not only to 
obtain a permanent engagement, but to 
open a feene of prolellional bufinefs, 
perhaps un* quailed in the annals of the 
drama. 

Macklin was now, by his own ac- 
count, feventy-ihrce years of age (but 
by very ftrong circuinllances, which 
wc have already Hated, eighty-three) ; 
at either of which periods men feldoni 
arrive, and when they do generally de- 
dicate the few remaining years allotted 

Poetica, V# ijx. 
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^them to repoie and retirement. But 
our veteran was not of this coinpV^xion. 
By nature ftrong, healthy, and vigorous, 
he looked to no common calculations 
of life j and as men who feel no approxU 
matioiis to lllnefs or decay look more 
forward, Macklin not only felt the ar- 
dour of profclfion as Itrongas ever, hut 
adverted to new experiments ; — experi- 
ments not founded merely on gi eater 
acquifitions of fcicncc and long obfer- 
vation in the paits he was in poireffion 
of — but on the dignity, fu hi unity, and 
• pathos of tragic character. In ihort, 
having long convinced the town of his 
abilities in a certain line of perform- 
ance, he would now come forward in 
all tlie pomp of Imperial tragedy, and 
nothing lels than Richard, Macbeth, 
and Othello, were to be the heralds of 
his new Jionouis. 

, When he fii lUannounced his defign, 
the public had vari<uis opinions of the 
caufe of it. Some, for a time, looked 
upon it as a mere report to exhibit 
the vanity and dotage of the Aitoi — 
others, that the Manager only made 
ufe of him as a mere novelty to draw a 
few houfes — and others, to an interelted 
view in the performer himfelf, to make 
a kill elfort on the credulity of the pub- 
lic. But to tliofe who knew Macklin 
well, none of tliefe caufes could iu juf- 
tice be akribed to him. He was ever, 
it IS true, more or lefs the dupe of his 
own vanity ; but as he was never the 
flave of money, fo he would not know- 
ingly be the (lave of any Manager for 
this purpofe. The fa6l was — it was no 
new idea then arifing fromexilling cir- 
cumlhinces — it was an early and fettled 
opinion of his own, that he wascompe- 
tc-nt to thole parts j — and as a proot of 
this ; — He broke off as being one of the 
Joint Managers of Crow-ftreet, lb far 
back as the year 1757, becaufehewas 
not permitted to play thofe chara^lers 
in turn with Barry-^he likewife actually 
performed them in all the llrolling com- 
panies in which he could command a 
call of parts — and to thele three charac- 
ters (and we have it from his own au- 
thority) he added that of Hamlet, which 
he repeatedly performed at Brillol near 
forty years before this period, and on 
the fame nights generally figured away 
as Harlequin in the pantomime. 

So that this was no new idea, but a 
revival of pall performances j and as he 
thought himfelf once favourably and 
juftly received in thofe charafters, and 
inad« nu calculation for tlie lapfe of 


ears, he imagined once a theatrical 
ero, and ever a theatrical hero— He 
therefore, in the early part of the feafoil 
of 177^9 made his engagements with 
the Manager of Coven t Garden, and 
the 43d of 06 lober in the fame year was 
announced for his performance of 
Macbeth. 

Of the petty wrangles, riots, and law* 
fuits, which accompanied this attempt, 
the public hive been lo]>g liuce in pot- 
felfion i we lhall theicfore only obferve, 
that whatever his merits us an A6lor 
miglft have been, he was very ill treated 
by a party railed again ft him, and that 
he repaid tliat ill treatment by an a6l of 
genevolity, when he had his enemies at 
nis feet, which reflecT:s great credit on 
his memory. The manner, however, 
ill which he played this character de- 
ferves to be noticed, not only as fome 
ciiriolity to the riling generation, but 
as it records an lera of improvement in. 
the interigjl^rangeinent of the itage. 

PrevioifPto this period, Macbeth 
iifcd to l^drelTed in Icarletandgold, a 
tail wig,^c. iu every refpeft like a 
modern militaiy Ofiicer. Garrick al- 
ways played in this manner j and the 
fine pi^lureof him and Mrs. Pritchard, 
in Macbeth and Lady Macbeth, after 
the murder, painted by Zoflani, exhi- 
bits him in this drefs. Barry and SiiiitU 
drelltd it in a fimilar manner j and it 
long ftood as the general colturne of 
the ftage. Macklin, however, whofe 
eye and miiid were ever intent on his 
profefllon, faw the abllirdity of exhibit-* 
mg a Scotch charadler, exifting many 
years before the Norman conqneft, in 
■this manner, and therefore very pro- 
perly abandoned it for the old Caledo^ 
nian habit. He Ihewed the lame atteno^ 
^ioii to the fubordinate characters, as 
well as to the feenes, decorations, mu - 
fic, and other incidcnLal parts of the 
performance. 

So far was ufeful reformation ac- 
knowledged as fuch, and has ever linco 
become general, not only on the London 
haards, but in all the provincial and 
country Theatres. Of Jiis performance, 
we cannot give the lame eulogium. 
His figure (even fftorn his boyifti days) 
was never calculated to imprefs the 
charafler of a dignified wan ior ^ and 
in his firft feene, when the audience faw 
aclumiy old man, who looked more 
like a Scotch piper than a General and 
Prince of the blood. Humping down the 
flagc,at the head of afuppofed conquer- 
in|^army, « commanding a halt upon 
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the heath,” they felt it under an im- 
prefTion of ridicule — his addrefs to the 
witches, and his refleftions on their 
prophecies, however, were given with 
iuch a knowledge of the chara<^teras to 
redeem his firitim predion — and his fub- 
Ict^uent interview with Lady Macbeth 
was very much dn the fpirit of the 
author — but when he came to the dag 
ger feene, which requires both a mark- 
jng eye as well as grace of adtioii, he 
failed, at leall in reprclcntation. 

In his clamour agaiidt the Ifing’s 
death, and his hypocrily in concealing 
it, he very much aircited the attention 
of the audience, as he likewife divl in 
his interview with the three miircft?!ers. 
In the banquet fccne he failed — he 
wanted both tlie dignity of hofpitality, 
and thole quick ami reiterated inipiel*- 
fionsof fear which Macbeth Ihould have 
on feeing Banquo's ghoft — in many 
alTiiges of the fourth ai^ fifth adfs he 
ad alternate merits anaJ||^e61s. Of 
the former may be clalled nis repl)'^ to 
the mell’enger who tells huM that he 
thought he law Birnam Wood move 
towards him : 

— if thou fpeak’ft falfe, 

Upon the next tree Ihaltthou hang alive 
’Till famine cling thee ; if thy fpeech 
be true, 

I care not if thou doft for me as much,” 

The firft part of this fpeech was deli- 
vered in a tone and look of fuch terri- 
ble menace as almoll petrified the audi- 
ence, while in the lad line he fell into 
fuch an air of defpondcncy as flic wed 
the efleft of contraft in a niofl niaftcrly 
manner. In Ihort, it might be clalfed* 
amonglt the chef d'ceu<vres of general 
and as fuch was applauded by 
the whole of the audience. c 

His performance on the whole, though 
there were p.iilage'^ i hat flitwed the foi cc 
of obfervatioii and a found judgment, 
yet may be clalfed nioic under the head 
of Jileilure on the puri'i than a th:titricul 
reprefshtaiion — the Icene dt mamlcfl the 
embodying of the ch. natter — he was 
conltantly giving tlie Authoi, which, 
though Jic often did veiy judicioufiy, 
it ftill was not fiifficirntly dramatic. 

To fpeak candidly ot this perform- 
ance, it was lucky ( it lead fjpr the fune 
of Macklin) that it was ffudrated in 
his firlt attempt. Had he been permit- 
ted CO go quietly on, his vanity would 
have imputed the indulgence of the 
audience (or the love of novelty which 
might have aided that indulgence) to 


fuperior abilities, and he would havtf 
gone ’.hrough the whole of his defigii, 
by which he would have loft in a great 
degree (at leaft with the rifing genera- 
tion) tholelaurels wlijclijiu other walks 
of his profeflion, he had fo long and 
honourably earned. 

During this period, much theatrical 
wduTper and green-room report were 
afloat relative to the fpleen and indulh y 
of Macklin’s enemies. It v/as laid Gar- 
rick was in this lift, and that he was 
jealous ot being obtruded upon in thofe 
parts ill which he had fo long Itood 
without a competitor, and that Reddifti 
(a pcrlonner of forne eminence then at 
Diury-lane) afliially refuted paying a 
fineimpofed on him for non -attendance 
of his duty by the Deputy Manager, 
btcaufe he was with Mr. Ganich, 
upon this bulinels.” That luch an 
Alitor as Garrick Ihortld be jealous of 
fuch an Actor as Macklin in Macbeth, 
exceeds all power of belief— but 
that he might not like luch a man as 
Macklin, or any other man of fuch high 
chaiacter on the ftage, and of fo reftlefs 
and cnterprifing a temper, otfering im- 
provements in the di elfes, fcencry, inu- 
fic, and new readings in fuch parts as 
he was celebrated for, may not be fo 
incredible. In many things oflefs noto- 
riety, he was oblerved by the critics of 
his day to be tremblingly alive to fiune, 
and in circumftances vviieie he could not 
poflibly dread any degixe of rival fliip 
— fuch as generally lelccting perfons of 
the molt me cl were talents to play in the 
fai: '' feene with him, in cider to hold 
out to the auflience, in a more obvious 
degree, the irnnienfe diftcience of ta- 
lents. This the peiforineis themfelves 
frequently felt, and, in the language of 
Calo, exclaimed, “ I’ainful pre-emi- 
nence !'* 

Foote believed the report of Gar- 
rick’s jealouiy, and ufed to tell many 
Itoiies, and particularly the following, 
iu confirmation of this being his gene- 
ral temper. At the time the foi mer was 
preparing his puppet-lhew at the Hay- 
^jiiarket '1 heat ic, he enjoined all thole 
concerned to keep it a pj'otouiul lecret 
— other than to circulate a whifper 
that fomelhing very novel was about to 
be produced. Garrick, who, according 
to M urpiiy, feemed to live in a ^vkifpering 
gallery^ foon heard this report, and was 
on tip-toe to get at thefecret— his emif- 
faries were conltantly about the Gr^e.i 
Room at the Haymarket, but to no pur- 
pole— at laft, Foote, taking compaflion 
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his uneafinefs, told him, if he would 
dine with him on fiich a day, he Ihould 
know all. Garrick attended on the day 
appointed with great impatience, when, 
loon after dinner, Foote told him, “it 
was a performer of molt lingular talents 
which he was going to introduce on the 
Jhige, who was to do eveiy thing in a 
nen.u “ What’s his name ?” lays 

Garrick, with fome furprife That 

I’m not at liberty to mention yet — but 
he's a near relation of your old friend 
Dr. Birch, Will you be introduced to 
him ? he is now, I underltand, in my 
Itudy — but alk him no quellions, for 
he’ll make you no anfwcrsJ " — Garrick 
bowed compliance i and John,wlio pre- 
viourty had his cue, was ordered to in- 
troduce the young Rofeius, who foon 
leturned with a large well-drefl'ed 
Punch in his arms.” — “ Ah !’* laid Gar- 
rlc k, agooddeal lelieved from his fears, 
“ Now I underhand you — What, a 
puppet-fhevv, I fuppofe.” — “ Nothing 
more or lels.” — “ Weil, bur,” rejoined 
Garrick, “ let me fee (itill unealy) — 
What are thelc puppets to do ?” — 
** Why, d — mn it, David,” fiy§ Foote 
(looking him full in the face), you are 
not jealous of Punch already ? Come, 
part theri'Vals, John, as I’m determined 
to have no noble blood fpilt in my 
houfe.”— Here Punch was remanded, 
and Garnck felt the laugh of the com- 
pany. 

Rut to return to Mackliii. Though 
foiled in his attempts at a new line of 
ai^hng, neither advancing age, or a 
tempoi ary dilappointment, could check 
the ardour of profelT.oii — if he could 
not play Richard or Macbeth to any 
advantage, Shylock was exclulively his 
own, befide a number of other charac- 
ters where he had few competitors and 
no fiipcrior. He had to confole him- 
felf too, under his> late dilappointment, 
that the Manager lolt no money 
(the houfe being crowded ever^^ uigbt 
he appeared), as well as leaving, to the • 
Itage level al improvements in tlie mi- 
nor arrangements, which hive been 
lince felt lo appropriate, that tliey have 
been continued lo this day — and are 
likely to continue whillt a good taitc 
for theatrical reprefentation remains. 
In Ihort — the whole may bcconfidcred 
as an. effort of mind labouring for the 
rogieA of fcience in his profcllion, 
ut failing in the mechanical part of 
il)c execution— or, to parody the words 
or Mackheath, “ his underlbinding 
did him jullicc, but his age and wane 


of exterior accomplifhments were hi» 
ruin.” 

Cleared of all the embaiTaflinents 
which this laft attempt drew him into, 
he fell into his old line of acling, and 
occafionally performed each ie.Ubn, 
vifiting, at iiitei*vals, Scotland and the 
provincial Theatres. In the courfe of 
this peregrination, he made an engage- 
ment, about the year 177^, topeiforia 
in Dublin and Coik dtiiiiig the fpring 
and lummcr of that year, which he 
accovplifhed 5 but as he feldom was 
without fomc project in his head, a new 
plan of life now fuggelled itfelf to him, 
which, after digeiting for fome days, 
he atlafl propofed to his then Manager, 
Mr. Tottenham Heaphy. 

Macklin’s interview with Heaphy on 
this occafion was curious ; and as we 
have often heard an account of it from 
the latter, we lhall endeavour to recol- 
le6i: it as nearly as pollible. 

He firlt wrote a note to Heaphy, in- 
forming him, he had fome bulinefs of 
importance to communicate, and begged 
he would fix Ibme morning for that 
purpofe. Tlie next day was appointed 5 
and Macklin waited on him with all 
the gravity of a projeiSlor. The firft 
qucltion he afked him was, “ Rmy, Sir, 
how does land turn out at Blarney 
(a little village about three miles from 
Cork.) “ vVjiy, Sir, pretty well ; I 
have got a houfe and farm there.”—* 
“ Yes, Sir, I know it, and that made 
me alk you the quelHon — whicli being 
anfweicd, I now proceed — Hitheitcj 
my theatrical life has not been altoge- 
ther L\s 1 could wifli. I do not mean to 
fiy but what I have had the favour and 
countenance of the public fufficiently 
— but it hasnotbieii io /j/lematic as I 
rfmld wiOi j faMietimcs living in Ire- 
land, fometinics in England, Ibmetirnes 
in Scotland, and loinelimes, Sir, doing 
nothing u all j fo that f have hitheito 
not been able to calculate on my timci 
my profits, or expenditure. Now, Sir, 
f want to cure all this, and I ttilnk I 
lia\e found a lemcdy.” — “ Pray, Sir, 
What is that ?” 

“ You ihall hear. Sir, In firlt 
place, I want totak^ a farm of between 
three and Jour hundred acres in or near 
Blarney, and Itock it lo as to give me 
apd my fimiily employment, and make 
it produce in the agriculturnl line 
ibmething between a gentleman farmer 
and areal farmer, but more inclining to 
the latter. Here, Sir, I mean to fix my 
Jicad quwarters^ with a good, clever, in- 

Hclligerit 
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tclligent bailiff at the head of my affairs, 
who, iiiuler my dire^ion^ fhall l^c able to 
turn the ground and the markets to the 
bell advantage. (Here Heaphy could 
not forbear liniling.) O yes, Sir, you 
may fmile, but, by G — d, what I l.iy is 
■very true j I have read books on agri- 
culture, and know the of farming, 
better than half the bail ill's in England, 
though, perhaps, not lo well the pmc- 
tice of modern improvements. — But to 
proceed. Having fnflitientjy Hocked 
this farm, and given my bailiff 
ti&iu about pioug/jiutr, fetdhr^, SiC. See. I 
lhall let oi!ft for England in the I'pring 
of the year, and make my engagements 
at one of the London Thcatres*^for a 
certain number of nights and a dear 
benefit. This being concluded, 1 fliall 
return to my farm, fee how things go 
on there, and meet you in Cork, as 
ufual, towards the dole of the fummer, 
which will fave me the cxpence of 
lodgings in town, and enable me at the 
Ikmt time to carry on my bufinefs. 

** Now, Sir, you fee here is the 
fpringand the fummer fully and profit- 
ably employed. Then as to the winter, 
there being little done in the farming 
line, thele months I lliall be able to play 
in Dublin with you — So that the whole 
of the year will be occupied 
<al/yi I lhall have the bene (ns of a 
good air, the benefits of campaigning, 
^nd, above all, the profits of a good farm^ 
befide a ncll egg fui* iny family, when- 


ever it (hall pleafe God to take me ou' 
of this world. 

Now, Sir, this is my plan j What 
do you think of it ?” — “ Why, Sir," 
faid Heaphy, “ in refpetl to filling up 
your time in your theatrical engage- 
ments, I think very w’dl of it — but as 
to farmings Tin mucli in doubt, parti- 
cularly at your thus oflije." — At this lull 
word Macklin took fire, replying, xvitli 
Ibme Jieat, “ And why at my time of 
life > Can yovi tell me. Sir, when X lha|l 
die ' and if you could I would not be 
obliged to you lor it— as I love to be 
amul’ed, no matter wrong or right — But 
come, you don’t w'ant me fo near a 
neighbour — tw^o of a trade might not fo 
well agree — Well, there nny be prudence 
in your opinion as it refpeils yourielf 
— but I’m determined to be a faime^ for 
all that — ‘and lb good morning to you. 
Sir 

Here the converfation ended, and 
Mackhn was detei mined to be as good 
as his woid, as he applied to feveral 
Gentlenun in the neighbourhood of 
Blarney for fucli a farm— but they ei- 
ther not having any luch to difpofe of, 
or pel haps thinking, with Heaphy, that 
Macklin’s fuafon Jor /(mnug was pall, he 
could get nothing to fuit him j and lb 
this project, 

“ Like ten thoufaiul others, died in 
thinking.”

SOME ACCOUNT OF DON JOSEPH DE MENDOZA Y RIOS, 

A C.M’TAtN IN Tllii SPANISH NAW. 


I T is become common-place to trent 
the literature of Spain wiih con- 
tempt, becaule it has not thole count- 
lets Jouinals with whicli the literature 
pi other States in Europe is fo unnatu- 
rally inflated. Yet, in Spain, is 
m^ny ^ grain of wheat, fivouiy, ^lole- 
lome, and nutiitive, that giows unno- 
liced and unknown Neither do the 
Spaniards fo, frequently Icave their 
couiiS^- as the natives of many other 


nations : but, when met with abroad, 
they are ufually dillmguillied, from the 
herd of travellers, by their knowledge, 
and fpirit of ohlervation- 

This is paiticularly the cafe with D. 
J. de Mendoza y Rios^ wlio is now 
(Dcccmher 1798) in London j where 
he is highly cltcenicd, not only by tlio 
Royal Society, but by many of the moil 
refpcetablc, h irnetl, and enlightened 
people of England, Xils portrait is

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engraved at the head of a grand Map of 
the South Seas, which alfo is dedicated 
to him by the celebrated Englilh Geo- 
gr^her, A. Arrowfmith, 

The account we have to give of this 
learned Sea Captain will be brief j but 
we can warrant the authenticity of the 
fa£l:s. He is now thi/ ty-five years old j 
and was font early from Seville^ his na- 
tive place, to MciJnJy where he was foon 
dilfci rigid (hed from his Ichool -fellows, 
by his love of the mathematics. His 
progrefs in this favourite Ihidy was fb 
^uick, that he was willingly received 
into the Royal Seiwicc. In 1778, he 
made a journey to the Phillippine 
lhaiids. Young, .irdent, ami eager 
after knowledge as he was, this expe- 
dition could not but C!\hrge his cipa- 
city. The admirable mameuvres of the 
mariner’s art, and the Hne opportunity 
he had to view the ftarry lieavens in that 
Southern hemifpiiere, which is to us 
concealed, confirmed his love of navi- 
gation and allronomy. 

After his return, in 1 782, he was em- 
ployed on board the floating batteries 
lent againd Gibraltar, To hear Don 
Mc»doz,a iiimlelf Ipeakof this unfortu- 
nate, but cver-mcmorable event, is 
highly intcrehing. It can never by 
him be forgotten, fince he there re- 
ceived a wound in the neck which 
obliged him to forfike the fea, and 
atfeml to the recovery of his health. 
He now devoted his leifure entirely to 
the iii'ithematics and altronomy : yet 
the hiave and meritorious Mariner was 
not deprived of his light to piomotion 
in the Royal Navy. 

Not with landing his youth, to the 
allonilhment of his 4 ountry, he pub- 
Jiflieda Trcatifc on Navigation, in two 
volumes, quarto, Madrid, 1787, t le title 
of which i'!, TrataJo de Na'Vegadon j por 
dXofi JofvJ de Me/iduzay Hios, Te/irute de 
Na^vio de la Real Armada, De Orde/t 
Sifperior, Madrid, en la Imprenta Real, 
loco pages, and 20 plates. 

This work, both at home and abroad, 
was univeiially received as clallical, in 
its kind. R’uding, in bis AlgemeinelVor- 
tcrlmche der Madn, f. 186, gives it the 
following chaiacfer: “ It is the belt 
and mof complete work that has ap- 
peared in Europe on the art of feaman- 
Ihip. It is not only commendable for 
its accurate reafbning, but likewife be- 
caufe it contains the newcit diicoveries 
in navigation. The uncommon ac- 
quaintance of the Author with ancient 
ai>d modern WTiteis, the julliufs of his 


remarks on them, and his fuperior 
knowledge of the higher mathematics^ 
will fecure him the molt meritorious 
praife.” 

It is now five years fince his Complete 
Tables of Navigation appeared at Ma- 
drid, which have been greatly ufeful to 
his nation. In 1796, the Bureau des 
LongifudeSi at Paris, caufed a Meinoire 
by him to be printed in the Conn, det 
*Temps pour L'Annee T. on the calcula- 
tion *of the Moon's diftanccs ^ o& 
which occalioTi this Bureau, which con- 
filts of the firlt Mathematicians, Aftfo-^^ 
nomers, and Navigators of France, thus 
exprtlfed its lentiinents : Le Bureau des 
Longitudes a cru devoir publier ce Memoire 
d'un Imhile Navigateur, iV oat ily a deja des 
ouvrages rjhmi es, et qut en pr/pare des plus 
conjtderahles. 

In the Philofophical Tranfadions of 
the Royal Society, at London, 1797, an 
excellent EUay appeared by him, enti- 
tled, Rt'cb^rches fur les SoUtiom des prin*^ 
ctpmtx Problcmes de L' Aftronomie N antique^ 
He is now caufnig to be printed, at 
London, a complete Collet^ion of Nau- 
tical Tables j with an Engliili Com- 
mentary* 'J'hey aie nearly completed 5 
and will far exceed the Englilh Tables 
of 1781. Vaiious new and neceHUry 
Tables will appear in this Colledlion^ 
which would in vain be fought for in 
other woi ks. 

At the command and expence of the 
Spanidi Com r, he has made an exteniivft 
yet felev^l colleiblion of lea-voyages, 
maps, and charts j wliich will ferve as 
a libraiy for any inltitution to give 
youth a complete knowledge of tlie art 
of navigation. 

He lus :ird lion fly emploj^ed himft'lF 
<M\ the improvement of Light Houles i 
that on the Tower of btr. bebaflian, at 
Cadi'/, conthuCted with reverberators, 
was formed according to his plan. An- 
other, with reverberatois and convex 
glafljk is now preparing on the Her- 
cul^^ower at Corunna^ :utd will foon 
be lln idled. 

Mendoza poflelfes the acutenefs and 
reifimde that charadterife his nation, 
Notw'itUlLmding the dry lludies on 
which his mind is continually bent, he 
is acheeiful and pleafuu companion. 
He fpeaks and wiitcs French and Eog- 
lilh like a natiye, is well acquainted 
w'lth the Italian, and is at prefeut lb 
intent on German literature, that he 
dedicates his leifure to the acquirement 
of that language.

SIR, 

marines of this poit, for ihp cre- 
^ dit of the olheers and men, are a 
welMooking corps. WJien tiiey aie 
\rpon guard, and do the molt duty, 
they dine veiy comfortably upoit^two- 
pence each. Every man has a pint of 
ioup, three ounces of meat, ami fome 
eat ten ounces of bread j a pint of 
Imall beer will coll a farthing more. 

The head of an ox, value 2s. 6d. with 
a pound of oatmeal, a good portion of 
leeks, and fornetimes roots and vegeta- 
bles, lealoned wiili pepper and lalt, pro- 
duces fixty full pints of foup j one pint 
whereof is'bought for a halfpenny, and 
three ounces of the meat for a half- 
penny more. Wheat is at iifty (hillings 
a quarter, the quartern loaf fixpencc, 
and confequently ten ounces of tins 
bread comes to a frailion lels than a 
penny ; if notliing hut white bread 
will lerve, it will colt a farthing more. 

I have eaten of the foup, and lound it 
very good. The meat on the head of a 
Rout ox, when drefled, does not weigh 
lels than lixty times thjce ounces, or 
eleven pounds four ounces j and if this, 
or any equal quantity of meat, colt 
thirty pence, the foup being fold for 
thirty, and the meat lor thirty, the lalt 
thirty will abundantly lupply hiing, 
ingredients, and cookery. , 

Thus a woman may draw a coinfort- 
.nble livelihood fiom fucb an employ- 
ment, efpccially as the baker makes an 
allowance for the quantity of bread ihe 
takes of him. If Ibldiers cook foi^Hj^m- 
felves, they may provide foup anlrocat 
for tliQ liime money for a gi cater num- 
ber of men. 

If the heads of fome oxen have lets 
meat, they coll lofs money, and the 
deficiency may be made up by (banks, 
or other wholefonie and nutritious 
parts. 

When I was at fchool, at an obfeure 
village in Hamplliiie, at a. charge not 
more than double tiie value of three 
pints of porter a-day for maintenance 
and education, I remember a Bodger, 
who had eight young children, and 


maintained then all for lefsthan is. 3d. 
a-day, in prune health and fpirits. It is 
true, pi ovillons were cheaper in thole 
days, and he had the pot-liquor from 
the fchool, of which he made excellent 
broth. 

In a very confiderable workhoufe in 
Weltminlter, where I have feen as good 
provifions as can be bought,! was lately 
allured I he poor do not kaiid in more 
than IS. i^d. pci week each. 

The grenadier, who is faid to have 
gained scs. in twenty four hours by un- 
loading a liglitc r ot coals, and in the 
mean while drinking out 15s. in beer, 
fuppoling the llory to be in any confi- 
derablc dcgi ee true, acted a part moll in- 
jurious to the community, not only by 
making Inch an erroneous confump- 
tion, but allb deltroyinghisown health. 

Sonle kinds of Kibour undoubtedly 
require more nutriment than- others, 
and the moderate ufe of ale or porter 
I acknowledge does geiierally cieate 
comfoit and Ifrength. But let notthofe 
delpair who driuk only water, or milk 
and water, or can afford only (mall beer, 

I once fed on idee and parched peale 
for forty edght hours, and did not con- 
lunie a penny each day j and yet I was 
tiavelling, and in health, Itrcngth, and 
fpirits j and in cafe of need, we may all 
e.at excellent dried lilh at a penny a 
pountL 

Do not imagine, that I am infenlible 
of the wants of others. I neither infult 
an hungry belly, nor flatter a full one. 

I w ilb to Ice, with all my heart, parks 
foi deer converted into grazinggrounds 
for oxen ; and lands on wdiich horfes 
oiilyaie fed, into fields of wheat for the 
food of men. If there Ihould be fewer 
bucklkin brc'-clies for jockies to ride 
horfes for pleafure, w'e fliould be pro- 
vided lb much the cheaper with flioes. 
If there are fewer venilon fcalts, there 
will be greater plenty of good beef for 
our liipport, and tallow for candles to 
woi k by. If we draw in lefs money for 
horfes for foreign ufe, or to kill them 
by driving them wantonly to no end, 
we (hall lave more money in the price 
of the bread we eat, as well as keep our 
‘ national 
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)iatIonal riches in gold and (ilver at 
home For the great emergencies of war, 
mliich ar^ now draining ofF for corn. 
Let landlords al/b emulate each other, 
who fliall have the greateft number of 
people on their eltates, and who fhall 
breed the molt hogs, in proportion to 
their acres. If there ftioulJ be more 
mouths to feed, the number of hands 
will be doubled for every purpole of 
national /iifety and advantage 5 and it 
will be the fault of fiich landlords if the 
price of labour does not decline witli 
the incicafe of the number of hands, 
end the provifions alfo fall in propor- 


tion to the plenty furniflied by them, 
Tliisrequiresthe virtue of individiui^ i 
,Jet it be called forth by example. 
difintereited monopolizers oppofe iute- 
relted ones. We mult let lenfe ai^ 
candour againft ignorance and caprice# 
and refolution againll indolence. Let 
US indulge the noble pallion Of doing 
the molt good to mankind, with the 
leall mixture of evil. We cannot long 
remain a free people without a large 
portion of virtue j or continue to be 
ricl’^and happy without freedom.

OBSERVATIONS ON A PASSAGE IN LORD KAIMS'5 

MAN." 

[By an American.] 


HISTORY Op : 


** 'T^HE piinciples ofmoiality are little 
underllood among lavages," lays 
Lord Kaims j and if they arrive to 
matin ity among enlightened nations, it 
is by flow degrees." 

With fubiniflion to tint writer, I 
would advance another pofition equally 
true, ** that the principles of eating 
and drinking are little underllood by 
lavages ; and if they aniv^ to nniiuity 
among civilized naiions, it is by flow 
dtgiees." 

rbe truth is, morality con fills in dif. 
charging the locial duties of lilc j and 
lb far as the Hate of lavages requiies an 
intcrcourfe of duties, the moral prin- 
ciples feein to be as perfect in them 
as in more enlightened nations. Sa, 
vages in a peifei^lly rude Hate have lit- 
tle or no commerce — the t ran factions 
between man and man aie confined t(* 
very few objects, and conltqueutly the 
laws which regulate their intercouile 
and diHribute juHicc mult be few and 
fimple. But the crime of murder 1 . as 
leverelypunilhed by f wages ashy civil- 
ized nations. Nay, I queltion whether 
it is pollible to inm6 the barbarous 
tribe, which lulfers an individual to 
take the life of another, upon as eafy 
terms as the modern feudal Bvirons in 
Euiope may do that of a vaflal 5 or with 
the lame impunity that a PI inter in the 
Well Indies takes the life of a Have. I 
fpeak of j time of peace, and of the 
conduct of lavages towards their own 
tubes. As to war, every nation of 


fivages has its arbitrary ciiHon^i, and1|b 
has everv cUiliitcd nation. 
are genei ally partial and capriciona i^i ^ 
the tieatment of their pri/bners j ^ 
they treat with a lingular huitwnity,';^ 
and others they put to death with»tiie^^ 
fevtreH cruelty. Wtll, do not civinst|i $4 
people the lame > Did a favage 
endure gi c itcr torments than thoufaHai^ 
of prifoners during the late or 
war ? But not to mention the pra^l^J 
ot a fingle nation, at a Angle period 
let us advert to a general rule 
civilized nations, that it i$ lawful 
put to death piilbncrs t iken in a 
Ion by llorm. The pra^flice grOurid^^to 
on this rule is as direct and as 
mous a violation of the laws of ^ 

as the flow dclibeiate tortures exerdC 
by the molt bai bai ous favages on J 
Well, what are the ideas oflavatf 
rcfpe«!'ling theft P How do they dif 
from tliole ot an enlightened 
Many things aie poffelfed in cOm ' 
as p'ovifions taken in hunting, 
fifc. Fcidmand dc Sato rekite^>£t 
the tiibes (and he vifited hmid^td' 
Phuida) had public gfanaripji oit^ 
laid up for winter, whiPh waa dfl 
buted by autboiity to each 
cording to its number. . 3u^ 
diiridual to take from this iion 
llotk, without licence, was 
as <i criminal defrauding of the,^|i 
And with regard to the few ajPtJc 
which individuals acquire piiva 
perty, the favages have as Cor 
L 1 a 
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of meum and tuumy of tlicft, trcrpars> he. 
and are as caj eful to guard pi ivate pro- 
I^rty from invafiou, by laws and ptn il- 
ties, as any civilized people. The 1 uv> 
of the Creek,3| the Ciierokees, the bix 
N^ions, Sec. with regard to theft and 
many other crimes, in point of leafon 
and equity, Itand on a footing with 
thofe of molt civilized nations j ami, in 
point qf execution and obfervance, 
tlufir adminiltrution would do lionoiir 
to any government. Among moil 
nations there is a kind of mo- 
naircoy which is efficient in admin i- 
‘ "fti^ation j and among thole tribes v^nich 
have had no intercourfe with civilized 
f nations, and which have not been de- 
ceived by the tricks of traders, the 
^epmmon arts of cheating, by which 
• millions of enlightened people get a 
, living or a fortune, are wholly un- 
known. This is an incontrovertible 
fa^t. I lately became acquainted with 
a lad of about twelve years old, who 
was taken captive by the Indians in 
*77?, while a child, and had continued 
with them till about ten years old. He 
had no rccolle^lion of the time when he 
was taken, and confequently his mind 
could not have been corrupted among 
the Englifh. Wjien he was rellorcd, 
agreeably to the Treaty, he was a per- 
•fc6t favage j but what I i elate the cir- 
, cumftance for, is this \ The lad was not 
addi^cd to a fingle vice j he was iidbnt 
mid cheerful in obeying commands — 
'having not even a difpofition to refule 
-or evade a compliance } he had no in- 
cHrtation to lie or (tcal—on tlit other 
hand, he was always furprifed to fin<! t 
.y^erfon feying one thing and meaning 
H^nother j in (hort, he knew not .m/ 
thing but honclly and undilgiiilcd 
franknefs and integrity. A fingle in- 
il^ance docs not, indeed, elUblifh a ge- 
"nftral rule j but thole who are acquaint 
with the natives of Amenta ran 
ieftify, that this is tlie gcnei al character 
pf fava^s who are not corrupted by the 
Vices of civilized nations. 

. it is faidjfavagesarc revengeful ; ’ 
locir hatred is hew^itary and perpe- 
How Joe^Miis differ from the , 
Jiuired^o^civilivwnations ? I <wieflion 
whether the principle of revenge

^vages. The dilftrence is fhij> 
ftvage hunts the man who has 
ilfeudcd him like a wild beaft, .lud 
him wherever he find^* him ;

and even ftoops to notice little affronts 
that a favage would overlook j but he 
docs not ftab him privately — he hazards 
his own life with that of his enemy, 
and one or both are very honourably vfwwj^ 
derccl. The principle of revenge is 
cqu.illy aOivc in both cafes j but its 
opciation is regulated by certain arbi- 
trary ciiftoms. A favage is open and 
avows his revenge and kills privately— 
the polite and well-bred take revenge 
in a more honourable way, when life is to 
be the price of fatisfaClion j but in 
cafci. of Imall affronts, they are conreut 
with piivately llabbing the reputation 
or ruining the fortunes of their ene- 
mies. In lliort, the paffions of a favage 
are under no rellraint — the paffions of 
enlightened people are lellrained and 
regulated by a thouland civil laws and 
accidental circumltances of fociety. 

But it will be objcCled, if davagev 
undcrftuod principles of morality, they 
would Jayfuch paffions under reltraiiit. 
Not at all : Civil and political regula- 
tions are not made becaiife the things 
prohibited are in their own lutuic 
wrong, but becaufe they produce jn» 
conveniencies to fociety. The moll 
enlightened nations do not found their 
laws and penalties on an abftra^l regaid 
to wong i nor has government any 
concern with that which has no in- 
*flucnce on the peace and fifety of 
fociety. If favages, therefore, leave 
every nnn to take his own revenge, 
it is a proof that they judge it the beff 
mode of preventing the nerellity of ir^ 
that is, they thiiiK rheir fociety and 
goicrnrnent fafer under fuch a licence, 
tltJu under legulations which fhould 
control the paffions of individuals. 
They may Jiave their ideas of the iia- 
tnie of revenge independent of fociety; 
but it will be extremely difficult to 
piove, that, ablli\n51eil fiom a regaid to 
a Deity and to fociety, there is Inch :i 
thing as right and ^vrn/fg. I confidei 
morality merely as it refpedfs fociety ; 
for it we fuperadd the obligations ot a 
divine command, we blend it with reli- 
gion'^ an article in which Chriftians have 
^an infinite idvantage over favages. 

Confidering ni ual duties as founded 
folely on the conftitiirion of fociety, 
and as having for their foie end the hap- 
pinefs of foci.d beings, many of them 
will var)' in their nature and extent, 
according to the particular Itate and 
ciicumttanccs of any fociety. 

Among the ancient Britons, a fingu- 
lar cultoin prevailed j which was, a 
community 
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eommunlcy of wives bjr common con- 
Ifiit. Every man married one woman $ 
but a number, perhaps ten or twelve, 
relations or neighbours agreed to poiTefs 
their wives in common . Every woman's 
children were accounted the children 
of her hurt>and j but every man had a 
lliaie in the common defence andcaie 
of this little rommunrty *. Was this 
any breach of morality ? Not in the 
leall, A Britifli woman, in the time of 
Severus, having become intimate with 
Julia Augulta, and other Ladies, at the 
Court ot Rome, had obferved what 
palled behind the curtain ; and being 
one day reproached for this cultom of 
the Britons, as inlanious in the women 
and baibarous in the men, (he replied, 
Wc do that openly with the bejl of our 
men, which you do privately with the 
•ujorjl of yours," This cultom, fo far 
from being infamous oi barbarous, oi i- 
ginated in public and private conveni- 
ence*. It prevented jealoufy and the 
injuries of adulteiy, in a State where 
private wrongs could not ealily be pre- 
vented or red relied. It might be an 
excellent fidiltitute for penal laws and 
a regular admiiiiftration of jultice. But 
there is a better reafon for the cultom, 
■u hich writers I'cemtohave overlooked } 
and this is,that a community multiplied 
the chances of fubliltcnce and fecurity. 
In a fivage life, fubfillence is precari- 
ous, for It depends on contingent fuj^- 
plies by hunting and iilhing. If every 
individual, therefore, Ihould depend 
folely on his own good luck, and fail of 
fucccls, his family mult itarve. But in 
a community of twelve, the probability 
that ibme one would procure provillons 
is increafed as twelve to one. Hence 
the community of pro bilious among 
moft Idv i‘>e nations f. 

The Bntons, when the Romans lirlt 
vilited their illand, did not attend much 
to the cultivation ot the eiirli. “ Iii- 
tciuaes pltrique,'” lays C'rrlar, “ fru- 
inenta non ferunt, led lac^e et came 
viviint," By eltabiilliing a community 
of goods, they lecured themlUvesagainlt 


the hazard of want ; and by a cotntmi* 
nky of wives and offspring, they cgn* 
lirmed the obligations of each to liiper- 
intend the whole 5 or rather cliang^ 
into a natural obligation what mtght 
otherwile depend on the feebler fo^^ 
of pofitive compact. Befidcs, it 19 
podible that perfonal lafety from the 
invafion of tribes of individuals, might 
be another motive for elUblilhing thefb 
fingular communities. At any rate, we 
mult fuppoi'e that the Britons had good 
civil or political reafonsfor thi8cu£>m| 
for even favages do not ait without 
rcalirei. And if they found fociety more 
lafe and happy with fuch a cultom than 
without it, it was moll undoubtedly 
right^ 

Should it be faid that a communit/il 
prohibited by divinecommand, I would 
anfwer, that it is not prefiimable tihit 
the old Britons had any pofttive revejla<- 
tion ; and I do not know that the lair 
of nature will decide againll their prac- 
tice, The commands given totlie JewB 
were pofitive injuiidlionsj but they bjrt' 
no means extend to all nations, farther 
than as they are founded on i}nmuS 0 hk 
pi inciples of right and w rong. Many of 
the Mofaic piecepts are of this kind*^ ’ 
they are unlimited in their extent, be* 
caiile they Hand on principles which 
art nnlimited in their operation. 

Adultery is forbidden in the Jewldi 
laws ; and fo it is in the codes of other 
nations. But adultery may be definigd 
diH'heiitly by dilferent natiqns j and 
the criminality of it depends on tlte 
particular pofitive inlticutions, or acci* > 
dental circumltances of a nation. TbO, 
lame 1 e ilbns that would rendera 
cuiiom in civilized modern 
highly criminal, might render it Irttio-I 
cent, and even neceflhry, among the " 
old Biitons. A prohibition to gath^ ^ 
Hicks on the Sabbath, under a penalty ; 
of death for dilbbediencc, might be 1 
founded on good realbns among the an- 
cient Jews ; but it would be hkidjt^ , 
rove, that a modern law of the iamiaK^ 
ind would be warrantable in any natipa.

An in dance of this 
ription is at prefent within the ob- 
lervation of the inhabitants of London 
and its vicinity, in confe^uence ofth. 
excavationbegun for formi iig the Docks 
and Canal in the Ifle of Dogs. At the 
depth to which the earth has been dug, 
which,, however, is not yet more than 
mght or ten feet, there are trunks of 

g ees, mpifiy in an upright pofition, 
tving apparently grown where they 
• "WDW Sand: the earth alfo, in many 
’ Jihices, appears to be wholly conipofcd 
of decayed wpod, while in others it is 
filed with innumerable pieces of roots. 


branches, and leaves of different kinds 
of underwood, in a lef* decayed date, 
among which the Jiazlc is clearly dif- 
ccrnable.

By 
whatever means thele remains weic 
depofited ill the fituation in which they 
arc now the decaying date they 

aie in, though it Ihews tliey nuill h ive 
been buried a conliderable length of 
time, evidently pi oves that it mult h u c 
been at a much more recent pciiod than 
tjiaf of the great catadrophe by which 
foine naturalids have accounted for all 
Inch appearances ; for had they been 
buried at fuch a very ilidant period, it 
is evident from the nature of the foil, 
and their apparent tendency to dillblu- 
tion, that they would long fince have 
loft all appearance of vegetable organi- 
zation.

me ; and it was with fome difficulty 
that I rpfe up to take my leave j which 
I managed to do, but not without the 
following reproof on my lips; “Sir, 
We are placed here, children of the 
fame parent, tenants of the (ame foil,, 
ipilted by the lame principles offociety. 
Let our jot be call where it may, high 
or Iqw', rich dr pour, we have certain 
duties to exercife and fulfil in life, 
whlcli (hould be perfectly reciprocal j 
Nature and Reafon enforce this reci< 
procity for the benefit of all ; and it is 
only the bad man who attempts to nuike 
an undue or unfair ufe of the propeiiy 
of others, be it talents or riches i the 
man 'who only makej u/e of bis neigh< 
boui* for his own advantage, conveni- 
ence, or pleafure, is no better than a 
pickpocket, ^ho amufes you in conver- 
&t>on while he Reals your purfe. You 
are at liberty, Sir (continued I)* to make 
ufeoi thefe obfervations wJien and wliere 
you 'pleafe.'^— That I will, my dear 


fellow (replied Mr. Plaufible, with an 
audacious (mile), the very firft oppor- 
tunity. Good morning, my dear Scrib- 
ble j upon my foul I'm much obliged 
to. ye." 

Such w'as the character of Mr. Plau- 
fible; and it will not, perhaps, be amifs 
to point out in this place, for the fer- 
vice of the inexperienced, the bell 
means of guarding againlt the fpecious 
appearances and pretentions of a man fo 
well qualified to deceive. 

The only l:ife nile by w'hich we may 
detect the impoftor is to appreciate hi^ 
moral and religious charadfer j not as 
he reprefents it himfclf, nor even as he 
is reprefented by others, but to wutcli 
carctully the tenor of Jus condud'l, his 
every-day appearance, when he throws 
down the malk in moments of mad vert- 
ence, pride, or paffion ; thele acci- 
dental furpiifes will fometimes betray 
him, and lay open the true (entiments 
of his he?rt. Thus much is certain, 
that if no moral principles or precepts 
of religion diredl his condudl to his 
neighbours, he is dangerous to ibciety, 
and in no wife to be trulled.

But Jet the accomplilhed hypocrite 
have the luJI powers of falcination, we 
Jiavc: one fare method of avoiding the 
danger of his con verfation ; and that is, 
in all our dealings to feparate the man, 
his talents, his manners, his perfuafion, 
entirely from the argument, and couli- 
der thefails (imply as they are, without 
reference to any thing incidental. Strip 
hisdifcouifc of the drefs it wears, and 
truth will coined forward in an unquef- 
tionable (hape. 

Let us now take a view of the condi- 
tion of the man of the world, and we 
(liall find liim in a Rate of the mofl 
wretched un^afmefs, labouring under 
the painful talk of continued l eflraint 
and caution, and fubjetled to repeated 
apprehenfions and fears, from the bad- 
nvfs of Jiis title to refpeft a«cl clleem. 
If his expedients fail, he is without 
confolation ; if liis true chara^ler be 
difeovered, be is without a friend.

adairs, are more copioully and inltrudl- 
ively explained. The Adi refpedting 
Convoys is one of thole which meiit 
that diltindlion. 

The two principal new claufes of this 
Adi are as to! lows : — 

** From and after the fifth of July 
1798, it fliall not be lawful for any Ihip 
or vellel belonging to any of his Ma- 
jefty's lubjedls to fail or depart from 
any port or place whatever, uiilefs un- 
der the con voy of fuch Ihips of war as 
lhall be seppointed for that purpofe. 

“ If any mailer of a vellel lhall fail or 
depart without fuch convoy as Ihvdl be 
appointed for that purpofe, or lhall 
aftei wards defert or wilfully feparate 
from fuch convoy without leave ob- 
tained from the Officer intrulled with 
the charge of luch convoy, before fuch 
velfel lhall have ariived at her pi ice of 
dellination, or fo far on her voyage as 
fuch convoy lliall be diredled to accom- 
pany and protect fuch vellel, he lhall 
toilcit for eveiy fuch offence the luni 
of 0/ie ^houfand Pounds } and in Cvile the 
whole, or any pait of the Cvargo of any 
luch vellel lhall conlilt of nival or mili- 
tary ltore<', fuch mailer of a velfel fo 
loided who lhall depart without fuch 
convoy, or lliall afterwards defcit, oc 
wilfully lepaiate or depart fiom Inch 
convoy, without leave obtained as afoi e- 
faid, lhall forfeit for every luth offence 
the fuin of Fifteen Hundred Pounds d"* 
38 Geo. 3. c. 71. 

'rhe forms of proceedings at Nival 
Coujts Martial, fi oni the aiic.l to the 
execution, are highly intei effing j they 
areextiadled fioin M‘Artluir\ iie.itife 
on that fubjCdl, and extend hi this work 
fiom p. 83 to p. 93. 

The numeious regulitions of tlie 
FiOieries andot Fifhci men in the c lui le 
of his Majelly's leigii, moll dciti vcdly 
occupy a very conlidci able poition of 
our Author’s judicious an niotnient of 
liis fubjeils j they will be found under 


the following diflinfb heads— 
land and Davis’s Straits— Southern' 
Whale— Newfoundland— Britllh Her- 
ring— Mackarel and Oyfters. 

Wc mufl now be permitted to enlarge 
Upon a fubjedl of the firll magnituatp 
relpe6ling which we apprehend a very 
pernicious ignorance prevails amonglt 
thofe claifes of the people who are molt 
likely to commit the offence ; and Mr, 
Maxwell we are convinced will, from 
his regard for tlie commercial interefte 
of the^ingdom, approve of our Circu- 
lating, through the channel of our Ma- 
gazine, the very important informationt 
and inllru6lions he lias fele£led under 
the article of “ Seducing Artificers 
and exporting Tools.” He introduces 
it with the following exordium:— 
“ The extenfive demand for every arti- 
cle of Brttijh manufaSitire fuiticiently 
demon ft rales our commercial fupc- 
riority over every other nation 5 our 
min ufadl Hies, therefore, and the (kill 
of ouraitilU, is a fpecies of national 
wealth moie valuable than the mines 
of Peru or PotoJi^To export machines, 
or to feduce artificers, may be confl- 
dered as a national robbery of the worft 
foecies. In a commercial country, there- 
fore, the Legiflatureconfiders this trea- 
fure with an eye laudably jealous 5 and 
the following penalties, heavy indeed, 
but light when compared with the na- 
tional injury which the offence may oc- 
cafion, are iniliffed upon thofe perfons 
who are found guilty of exporting tools, 
or feducing artificers.” 

“ If any perlon lhall contra6l with, 
entice, ptrfuade,or endeavourto feduce 
or encourage any aitificer or workman 
concerned or employed in piinting ca- 
licoes, cottons, mullins, or linens of 
anj* loit, or in making or preparing 
any blocks, plates, engines, tools, or 
utenlils for inch manufa^lory, to go 
out of Great Biitain to any parts be- 
yond the feas, he lhall forfeitPive Hun^ 
dred Pounds, and be committed to the 
common gaol tor the county for twelve 
months, and until fuch forfeiture lhall 
be paid.” 

** If any perfon (hall put, or endea- 
vour to put on board^ny Ihip or other 
velfel, not bound di?*ei:>ly to Ibme port 
in Gi eat Britain, any furu blocks, plates, 
engines, tool:>, or utenfils, or part or 
p 11 ts thci eof, exclnUve of all fuch tools 
.IS may be lei zed by the revenue offi- 
cers, he lhall forfeit Five Hundred 
Pound .” lire like pen.iltyattviches to 
the iMafter or other officer of the fliip 

who' 
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^ has permitted fuch tools, &c. to be 
, |nit on bourd. 

Vet, notwithllanding thefe rigorous 
l^rohibitions and penalties, it is to be 
icai.cd,tkit the agents of foreign powers 
have fometiines Uiught out the law, by 
bribing maiters anti owners of merchant 
^ips with fums furpailing the penalty, 
in tafe of dilcovery— and too often 
jluch tools, &c. have been negligently 
OF wilfully fufferctl to be (hipped under 
' the denonii nation of Caftain'j Stores. 

We are fbrry to oblcrve a i^uterial 
ominion under this head, which it is 
recommended to the Editor to reftify 
in the next edition, -a/ijs. the penalties 
incurred by artificers and nfhinifac- 
turers who emigrate from their native 
country, nnd cltablifh their art or ma- 
nufacture in foreign countries. 

Amongll other inllaiiccs of this fpecies 
of national fraud, that fell within the no- 
rice of the writer of this review, in the 
reign of bis late and prefent Majelly, 
were the following. The art of making 
plate glafs tor coaches, was ftolen from us, 
and cllablilhed at Copenhagen, through 
the villainy of a hliddlefex trading 
jnftice of the Peace, who rt leafed two 
workmen and their fedneers from pri- 
fon, on lets bail than the law required : 
they fled from the bail, and got fife to 
Denmark : the Jiiftice being indicted 
for bribery foon followed them, and 
ended his days in a frnall town on the 
confines of Sweden and Denihark, where 
Jite could not be claimed by our Govern- 
ment. 

A fugitive for debt fi-oin Manclieft r 
carried the cotton velvet manufactory 
to the South of France. One Murray, 
formerly a manager of the copperas- 
w'orlLs at Deptford, and a Trultec for 
the Turnpikes on the Kentifli Rvad, 
having embezzled a large fum of mo- 
ney belonging to the trufl, went over 
to Flanders clandeltinely in 1764, and 
eflabllflied at yill^orde^ near a 

manufactory for making oi7^ *i;/07Wand 
fortbi under the faiiflion of the 
Fkmi(h Government ; and it fucceed- 
cd, not oriljr to the exclufion of the 
importaticEl^bf thofe articles from Eng- 
land; but-from tire vicinity of Flanders 
to Holland, the latter was (upplied with 
tlvem oil cheaper terms than our manu- 
fa^urer» could afford tlifin. 


Now, our Editor (hould have in- 
formed his readers, that artificers and 
manufaffurers fo offending are in a 
degree outlawed ; for if, after notice 
given them by the Britifh Minifltr, 
Conful, or two Biitilh merchants, re- 
fiding at orneai* the places where they 
have lo eflablifhetl themfelves,to return 
home within the fpace of fix months 
from the date of liich notice, they do 
not comply j they forfeit all the rights 
of fuccellion to real and |>erlbnal eflates, 
legacies, annuities, &:c. in Great Bri- 
tain, which devolve to their heirs at 
law ; neither can they devife any pro- 
peity by will, nor bring any aCfion at 
iaw', either in their own names, or on 
their behalf, in any of his Majefly’s 
courts of law or equity. It is enadted 
alfb, that tlie re£^tor or curat-*' of tlie 
pari (lies in every manufaihiring town 
in Gieat Britain (hall read the A^:l:coI1-^ 
taining thefe regulations after morning 
fervice, before fermon, on a Sunday 
neareft to each quarter-day } which is^ 
liowe ver, fliamefully negledled . By re- 
ferring to the Statutes, the A61: will be 
found under Geo. 11. 

We have the fame complaint to make 
of another defc6Hve article, T'ranf- 

port Sewtcey p. 543 i neitlier the powers, 
norufesof the Tranfport Olflee in time 
of war, are properly noticed j mention 
is only made of contracts made by the 
Tranfport Board with Mafters of trad- 
ing vclfcls j whereas, at prefent there are 
fcveral Ihips of war of his Majefty’s 
Navy, commanded by Officers of the 
Navy employed in the tranfport fer- 
vice, and under the orders of that 
board, independent, except for their 
deilinatioii, of the Lords of the Admi- 
ralty ; and the regulations with refpeft 
to the Lieutenants ,and other Officers of 
the Royal Navy, in the tranfport fer- 
vice, differ materwlly from thole which 
are calculated for Maflers of merchant- 
fliips hired by Government for a par- 
tiiular lervice only- 

The volume clofes with the very im- 
portant laws prohibiting the exporta- 
tion of Wool and Yarn, carefully col- 
lated : ai/ i here we take our leave of a 
work which deferves every encourage- 
ment, and 'of which we Mkpe to lee a 
future edition revifed and improved.

This 
is tlie fpccies ol amu/einent we fome- 
times purfue in reading books j and 
upon no occalion did wc ever find it 
more fuitablc than the prel'ent, as we 
may with great propriety hop over fome 
chapters, y/’ip tlirough others* and 
with all our might, into the foiindell 
parts of Rrtrofpeilion ; the light ground 
will ferve for the lirll and lecond acts, 
and tJie terra firma of the work for the 
Jail, or Jinale of the exercife. 

To begin, then, with Cliapter I. of 
Vol. II. m the Lady’s own llyle 

It is laid, that thole land joiirnies 
.are moll plealiint, which oftenell treat 
us with a light of the ka j nnd that fea 
voyages are leall fatiguing when broken 
by a frequent view ofdifterent, but not 
far dillant countries. I'liole fadls are, 
ill like manner, moll agreeable, which 
feem to border on Truth’s iitmoll limits, 
aiul give a glimpfe, or I'omcthiiig like a 
glimple, ot Fancy’s boundlels reign j 
whilllall agree, that Fi6lion never knows 
to charm us lb, as when Ihe feeks re- 
femblance with reality.” 

“ The events we have recorded in 
our lalt volume, gleaned from hilloiic 
annals, all are true, at worll, accounted 
lo, for eighteen centuries. Although 
fuch IS their charadler, and fuch their 
/liape, that clullcred clolely as our liook 
prcl’ents them, they certainly do feern 
almolt incredible j and, what is W'orfe, 
they now and then appear impervious 
to a common eye. This is not quite 
the look I wilh they had ; but things 
will not look well wlien fo much 
crowded, and I cannot enlarge the 
room they Hand in, without inanifell 
inconvenience. If Milton, then, was 
forced to n^e his devils Ihrink, that 
they mighrW contained in that great 
Pandemonium he provided for them, I 
nay, mujl he pardoned for com- 
preliing all thefe gigantic Hiadows of 
long pall occurrences into my glafs of 
PetrofpeBion. Nor will my readers re- 
quire to be oftentinus reminded, 
;luough the courle of u work fo truly 


fuperficial, that they are not reading 
hiHory at all, but only looking back, as 
from an eminence, upon the leading 
features of thole hiltories which they 
have r%id full many a year ago. That 
few obfervations or reHe<!:liot]$ have 
been interfperled, wdll, I much fear, 
be no lefs eafily foj-given, though iio^ 
tiling is more Mattering to an author 
than that his own opinions lliould bd 
called for. The feientihe gardener thus 
is feen to recommend his hot houlc 
bouquet, by leparating carelully each 
rare exotic, and keeping them dili- 
gently disjointed fiom ojie another, 
w'ith a profufion of leaves, lor the molt 
part foreign to them all. My wilder 
nolegay blooms a mere rofe campion, 
ealily found in the held or Ihrubbery — 
whole genuine blulli alone attracts the 
eye to where each independent llowxr 
fprings up, foie on its lingie ll.Uk, anil 
unadorned with intermingling foliage, 
rears the head too near its equally al- 
luring neighbour.” We leave it ta 
abler critics to decide, whether this 
opening exordium to the lecond volume 
is an apology for defeats and imperfec- 
tions of the whole compilation, or the 
Ibunding of the trumpet of the Au-i 
ihor's ow'n praile ; being unable to 
untie this Gordian knot — inllead of 
ivhich, we lliall only notice, that the 
chapter thus introduced contains aa 
account of Jews, Turks, and Rotnaii 
Empire, for Forty Sc^en Year*?, ‘ifa;. 
from 145^ to 1492; in which the 
readers w ill find a chaollical jumble of 
hilloiic events, blended, as ufual, wirU 
Icraps of Latin verfe, enumeralions of 
learned men, with whole works the 
Author is familiarly acquainted, andt 
old tales, too often told by others, 
inferted, to lerve as revived anecdotes^ 
to enliven dull feenes — ^if thefe had 
been omitted, the Aufhor would have 
had “ moae room for real, important, 
and inllru6live fafls to Hand in,” and. 
needed not to have crowded, or rather 
heaped theni one upon another in fier 
inaliy work. 

Tne horrid Hory of Mahomet II. and 
Bellino, the Venetian portrall-painter, 
fii page 1 5^ has been retailed from Va^ 

far'd 
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Lives of the Painters, In fifty dif- 
iierent publications, befidesthe prcfent, 
at various periods. 

After having laid Pope Innocent 
yill. and -the Emperor Frederick IV, 
an their graves, our Author cloi'es this 
Chapter with the following notice ; 

But we ftep back awhile to fetch into 
focus the more Northern nations, 
T^ce, Spain, Holland, and Denmark, 
with England, Scotland, &c. too long 
left out of fight accordingly, a re- 
’ iriewal of the affairs of ihofe ccfiintries 
employs the running pen of our Author, 
for the fame period as the foregoing, 
through the next chapter. ^ 

The paucity of oblervations and re 
fle^fions, which our Author fears will 
be coiifidered as a defect in her work, 
renders thofe fiie has made the more 
valuable ; and if in every chapter the 
lame fagacity had been difcoverable, as 
in the following acute remarks in the 
iccond, we fhould have no reafon to 
complain. We felect the paflage as 
being of the firlt order of hiltorical 
annotations. “ forms of govern- 
znent the world acknowledges, let them 
be mixed or fubdivided as they may ; 
Providence, ‘whilft I write, has tried us 
under two of them j but the great firlt 
has fo long left the land, however, that 
^riitocracy that drove it out, muft quick- 
en pace, and follow. What then re- 
mains ? The reign of trade, of manu- 
factures, arts, luxuries 5 the reign of 
knowledge, opulence, and confcquently 
poujcr, no more concentrated, but all 
di^ufed, till thinly fpread, its fp'.rit 
fhall evaporate, leaving the dregs be- 
hind ; the reign then of defnocraty, UJl 
that political drama, which bears 
a clofe relemblance to the courfe of 
man in moral life. Three purfuits 
employ each member of thofe ILites we 
talk of 5 and love, ambition, avarice, 
hold their fway over the three ftages of 
human exigence, youth, manhood, and 
old age. Like the community, each 
mdividuat, when young, and glowing 
with warm energies, throws the full 
heart at it$ pofiefTor's feet, ilquefts 
acceptance its fervice, diefies the 
idol uj) in wealtff and fplendour ; while 
loyal fentiments pervade the breafl, and 
each emolument, heaped on the S'ove- 
fiigft of our fouls, is deemed to refiedf 
honour on the willing fubjeff. Far I 
from generous love fiies evejy thought 
of int^refti which even eagerly Itrives 
to fmk irfelf in the foie pleafure of 
gmtifying tlie beloved ol^eCt ^ but 


fondnefs will at length, by Its own 
liberality, exhaufl its own ItOres ; and 
the cold hour of inanition brings with 
it, fome fullen notions too, of feU- 
abafement, dignity loft, and that time 
thrown aw^ay, which might have well 
been fpent in felf-aggrandifement. 
Such arc the feelings of a mind mature, 
and opening to fuggeftions of ambi- 
tion j and fo, tvtnfo, fwells the proud 
heart of envious ariftocracy, to fee one 
crown beaming alone bis lolitary radi- 
ance, where many coronets might well 
be formed from it, and all of equal 
magnitude* Belides, the garland fades 
upon the ux)nnhled brow of once fo flat- 
tered Sovereignty : tear it away, ’tis 
torn, and how no more : no more is 
heard of love, or loyal truth, fo often’ 
Iworn ; but how proceed we in our 
new purfiiit ? What cares, what difli- 
culties croud our path, crofling at every 
turn our tardy ll:e;:> ! and how long will 
thofe coronets be equal ? The parallel 
holds good. Covetoufnefs to enlarge 
each his oven regal circuit, drives the 
pofleirors to unthonght-of praftices ; 
and when even valour’s lelf feels fati- 
gued with encroachment, intrepidity 
tired of perpetual defence, and honour 
wearied out by warding off reiterated 
attacks on each untenable poft j money 
muft purchafe, and traffic muft barter. 
Commerce points to the fafe way of 
obtaining riche? j and as the man yields 
lip his weak remains of life to tho 
guidance of avarice, lajl paffion of hu- 
man nature, fo does the general aggi’e- 
galeof all men, like him, broke dowrv 
to a general depcndance, feek only who 
lliaJl be wealthier, not who fhall be 
w'iler or ftronger than his neighbour i 
for where every thing is to be fold^ 
there, as afliiredly, every perfon is to be 
bought, and gold buries virtue in the 
mine fprung from.— Hence, fofaras 

I have been able to trace it, iffues the 
birth and parentage of Le Peuple Souve^ 
rain,'*'* the Sovereignty, or Majelty of 
the People : we tianflate for the benefit 
of cKr readers — Mrs. Piozzi concluding 
that her^s are as fkillcd in Creek, Latin, 
French, and Italian, as herfelf (or the 
Authors file quotes), reld|||n takes 
pains to tranflate the fiiyings and fen- 
tences that abound in her work, in Va- 
rious languages. 

That elegant writer Dr. Blair, in his 
Lefturcs on the Belles Lettres, m:ike» 
ferfpicuity and precifion conftitute the 
excellence of compofition, more efpe- 
culiy in hifiui'icai corapilitions \ novr, 

as 
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as every one has not Blair at hand» we 
have given the above extract as a fpeci* 
men of our i*etrofpc6live hiftorian's imi - 
tative talents.— But who would imagine 
that Columbusi the immortal Geno- 
eie, contributed more effectually than 
Charles Fox, or any other great man, 
to the quick growth and eaily ripen- 
ing of the Sovereignty of the People j 
yet lb it happened, if we give credit to 
our fair inftruClrefs j for which pur- 
pole let the curious refer to Chapter 
HI. containing the Difcoveries from 
A. D. J492 down to the year 15255 
amongft others, this important one— 
** BLickwcll-Hall was appointed wool 
repofitoiy inltead of Welrmiufter and 
Palace, Yard.” A pretty article this, 
for that amufing toy for grown-up boys 
and girls, intitled T'he Tablet of Memory ; 
but lurely not of fuch confequence, as 
to occupy “ that room which was want- 
ing to prevent coniprelling of gigantic 
events, fo as to make them Ihnnk like 
Milton’s Devils.” 1 

Calling now to mind the narrow li- 
mits afligned to our leleCf review of 
literary productions — we find it abfb- 
lutely neceffary to hop over remote 
events refpeCting Tuiks, Italians, 
French, and Eaglifh, in Chapter IV. 
fiom 1492 to 1525. Thofe of the Popes 
and other European Princes to 1550, 
ill Chapter V. The progi efs of Science, 
of Difcovcry, and the Turkifh Empire 
reviewed, from 1550 to i6od, in Chap- 
ter VI. Of Italy, Germany, Spain, 
England, France, an<l the North— -and 
progi els of Reformation during the 
fame period. Chapter VII. 

Chapter VIII. Firft Portion of the 
Seventeenth Century ; Its EllcCls on 
England, Scotland, Holland, Fiance, 
and Portugal, with a Sketch of the 
Changes in common Life, and Progrefs 
of Science. Poitilgal, Perlivt, India, 
China, Turkey, Africa, and Rome, 
furveyed in Chapter IX. Sweden, 
Germany, France, t'ind America, oc- 
cupy the next Chapter ; and both be- 
long to the fame period from 1600 to 
1650. The affairs of Great Britain 
alone, of the fame date, take up Chap- 
ter XI. ^ance, Spain, Sweden, Italy 
— Eall, Vim, and North— Progrefs of 
Science, Manners, &c. furnifhmfaterials 
for Chapters XII. and XIII. during the 
lemaining half century, from 1650 
to 1 700 5 but their annals are not com- 
pleted till the end of Chapter XIV. 
Still, though we are now advancing 


tow»^s our own time, all i$ 
th/t { anff thofe who are 
view deliberately the affairs ofSwett^ 
Denmark, Poland, RufBa, 

France, England, Spain, Holland^ 
and Auibria, from 1700 to 1725, mlT 
find ample matter both for informattoW 
and amufement in Chapters XV. and 
XVI. 

The hiftoric fccnes bet oine now mors 
and more intereiUng 5 gteit events, 
which our old men nuy well remember, 
are I'ancifully delineated, in otir Au- 
thor’s variegated colouring 5 andattra^, 
defervcdly, more attention and regard 
than j^he oblciire chronicles of ancient 
times. America, Afia, and Africa, 
with a (ketch of improvements ill Eu- 
rope from 1 72 5 to 175b, are the fUbjefile 
of Chapter XVII. A Iketch of the 
political fituation of Aullria, Turkey^ 
Ruffia, France, and Italy* down to the 
laff-mcntioned period, is given iaChap-^ 
ter XVIII. The affairs of Great Bri- 
tain, Ireland, and Amerira, fiom 1750 
to 1780, are lecorded in Chapter XIX* 
A fketch of the fituation of Portugal* 
Spain, France, Italy, and Germany—, 
and a Review of Tran factions in the 
Eaft and North, during the fame courle 
of time, employ the XXth and XXlft 
Chapters. General Retrofpe6l from 
1780 to 1790, fills up Chapter XXII. 5 
and the two laft Chapters, XXIU. and 
XXIV. extend the fleefehes of events 
fiom 1790 to 1800. 

Here w^e may fafely reft, after having 
taken hafty ftrides in order to leap at 
once into the ground occupied by the 
cxilting generations. Living charac- 
ters, recent events, and well-remem- 
bered anecdotes, are indeed rrwdSf</toge- 
ther, in an amazing manner, in this 
winding up of the work. A few Ipe- 
cimens of her ilngular mode of deftrib- 
ing the moft gcnerdly known public 
occurrences, we imagine, may not be 
unacceptable to our readers. 

Of the ten years from 1780 to tffOg 
fhe remarks, and relates as follows : 
« If during this turbulent period, our 
partiality mould place England as the 
prominent feature attra6Hng R^trojpec- 
tiotiy let us at leaft c^nfefs that fhe has 
deferved it.

MV DFAR father, 

•T*Hot;GH you will fi^e through the 
inedium of the offitial letters, ac- 
counts of the fuccelles of the fleet in 
this part of the world, yet I cannot but 
fuppofe it will beinoie giarif'ying to 
you to hear the detail from an cye-wit- 
as at the lame time it gives me :iri 
incxprelli'u'l.* pleulurc in writing iiomc. 
OUr ihip left Yarmouth on Fj idiy acih 
h^j'ch, and procectL-^/^^towauis the 
i Ind vety blowhig weather 
until Tuelday following, vAen vve 
joined the fleet at ancjior near the 
fCnoll, where tliey had he^n only two 
days indeed many of the Ana 11 vef- 
f’els had not been able to work up, but 
were continually arriving. On 'I'linrf- 
clay the fleet weighed, and anivtd in 
the entrance of Klfmcur Roads, whdc 
tve anchored j Fdllnenr Cafllc in fight, 
diftant about three miles.— The wind 
being contrary, we could not attempt 
to pafs it, thougn we weighed ieveral 
times for that puipofe. On Momlay 
(3Cth March) we weighed, and palled 
out of gun-lhot, by keeping wtl( over 
on the Sw'edifli fnore, as the Swedes 
never attempted to molelf us ; the bat- 
teries at F.llineur kept up a continual 
firing at us. Same morning we an- 
chored within five miles of Copenha- 
gen, with a Anc fleet of 19 fail of the 
line and iw^o fifties, belides iiigate«, 
(loops, bombs, and gun-veflels ; no- 
thing very material took place until ten 
o’clock on'I'hui ldaym{>rning(2d /\pi il), 
when the van divilion of onrfleet, under 
the command of Lord Nellbn and Ad- 
miral Grave", commenced the attack^on 
the enemy's lliips, hulks, pontoons, or 
floating batteries, and a numbei otfmall 
vefLls, in all about ^4., carrying in ge- 
neral 41 and 24- pounders. The Edgar 
led on, followed by the Ardent, Ele- 
phant (Lord Nelfon’s), Ganges, Mo- 
narch, Bellona, Defemce (Admiral 
Graves,a very gallant fellow), Kis^and 
Glatton. The Bellona, Polyphemus, 
and Ruflel got a, ground j the reft all 
anchored as they came up i the remain- 
der of the fleet under Sir Hydi Parker, 
as a t or f s referee, got under weigh, 

but could not Work up to ftiare in the 
glory of the day. The enemy made a 
very obftinate refiftance, and fought like 
brave men. I nrtd not inform you, 
that the Rnglilb did the j thj 


action w as kept up without a moment'^ 
ceaAng for five hours j moil of our fliips 
are very much cut up, moie efpecially 
the Defiance, Monarch, and Ifis ; our 
numbtr, killed and wounded, amounts 
nearly to icoo men. This fevere Jofs 
v^as much occafioned by the Bellona 
aiid Rufl'ers being afliore, and the 
Agamemnon not being able to get up 
her anchor, which hindered them from 
taking tlicir allotted ftations j but our 
lot . is nothing compaiable to what the 
Danes have fuflered j their killed alone, 
by accounts from the Danifh Officers 
(of whom wc have three on board, be- 
lides 93 men), nuift be near 3^00, and 
the vcli'cls which have been captured 
are pcifcv'l fleves, tin. re being hardly 
a Angle plank in any of tliem but w'hat 
has at Icaft ten fliot-holes in it ; in fail, 
it is thought to be the hardeft fought 
aition in the annals of hiftory. I forgot 
to mention, among our lols is that of 
Captain Mofle, of the Monarch, and 
Captain Kiovi, of the Amazon frigate, 
with fcveral Oflictrs of diHinguiftied 
merit. Captain Sir T. Thompibn, of 
the Bellona, has loft his leg. Lord Nel- 
lon, in the E'ephant, fought nobly j 
really, to endeavour to make comments 
on his condiiCri would be impoflible, 
though he unfoi tunately, at theclofeof 
the ailion, got aground, as did the De- 
fiance and Dt'Aiee frigate j however, 
tliey all got oft* by the morning of the 
4th. The captured Danifli (hips are 
one 74, one 64, four two-decked large 
Iiulks, two frigates, and one gun bat- 
tery, four pontoons of 24 guns each : 
in all thirteen vcfibisj exclufive of one 
fijgateand a brig funk. The Danifti 
Ct^inmodore took fire, and blew up with 
a tremendous explolion within half a 
cable’s length of the fitucy Jamaica. 
Several others of the enemy had alfo 
llruck ; but the wind favouring thern,^ 
they made their efcape on fhore, where 
they now remain under the prote^lion 
of their b'^ttei ies. The impediments to 
the bombardment of Copenhagen are 
now removed, and our bombs are placed 
(b, that if the Danes are not fcnfible of 
their fuuation, the town and arfenal may 
be very foon reduced toafties. Believe

Government, fpecUUy refening to 
the precedent of the negotiation at 
Kadadr, and thofe at Baden, in the year 
1714, has pro^iofed, in the^nolf pohti/e 
manpei, to the Plenipotentiary fent by 
his Impeiiat Majclty tp Luneville, to 
negotiate a l^eace, th^ his Imperial 
Majcfty fhouKl, at the lame time, ftipu* 
late on the part of the Empire, and ngn 
the treaty in his capacity of its i'upreme 
head. The importance of this propo- 
htton, and the different contiderations 
which it involved, demanded, on the part 
of the Mead of the Empire, the moft 
mature examination ; apd his Majefty 
could not hefitate to communicate imme- 
diately, by writing und^r his own band, 
the Htuation of affairs, and his own leio- 
Intion, to all the Electors, both in their 
(juality of Fle^iors and l^rinces, and 
to the principal Ponces of the Empire. 
This writing contains ^thc exprefhoii of 
the ientiments and principles of his M%<.

“ 1 ht engagements alluded to had 
fOr their ohjett principles of ruariiime 
law wViich never had been recogniftd 
by the tribunals of Europe, and the con- 
tiailing parties mutually engaged to 
mauit-uu them by force, and to comptl 
by force other nations to adopt them. 
They are dill more repugnant to the 
txpreli ftipuUtions of the Hectics which 
fuufid between the Courts of Suickholm 
and Denm^irk, and the Briufli Empire. 

I he Convention which thtle en- 
gagemeocs were to renew was negoti ited 
at a time when the Court of Petti ft) ujgn

“ In luch a date of things nothing ccr» 
tainly could be morcinconfident vvitn the 
idea of neuiiality, and nothing more 
dillin^lly iiid c^tc a hoftile difpofition, 
than that thole engagements were not 
poftponed till it was alcertained w hethcr 
Kuliia was not to be coniidued as a 
Belligeicnt Power, Such foibtaraficc 
was the more to be txptifcd, and par** 
t cularly from the Couit of Copenha- 
gen 5 as by an exprefs article of* me

“ When therefore the Ring was in^

** Meanwhile his Majedy has not 
omitted on this occafion to difphy his 
wanted ^udice and good- will Althjugh 
he felt it necctTar) , for the maintenance 
rf hs rights, to f cure i ime pledge 
t'le hoftile attacks which were 
ine^ltfotea againfl his r ghts, yet he has 
taken the utmod caie to guard a^ii d 
lofs dnd injury to individuals. 

“ Firmly convinced that his conduct 
towrtids Neuinl States has btcn con- 
ffjriiianle to the lecoguifed principles of 
law, who^e bafis and fin^lioii is to be 
found not in p^lfing mteredb and mo- 
ncnt’ry convenience, but in the gene- 
iil pnpciplc of judice ; of laws which 
have been received and obferNed by the 
AJmiralty Courts of all the mar time 
Puweis of Euiope ; his Majedy does 
not yet foicgo the hope that the Courts 
cf Stockholm and Copenhagen will not 
nke upon them the relponfibility that 
will fall upon the authors of the war;

N ithing, however, is further from 
the above negotiation than the principles 
here luppofed.

ffill wider the flames of war. Shemi^lit 
likewlfe have received fatibfaflioii fiun 
tho Conefpo'^deiice with Denmark, if« 
ioflead ot-dwellm^ on two detachLd paf 
^ges, copud into tlie flifl note ot Loid 
CatysforC fiom the note of Count Bern- 
of the 3%^^Deceinlier, the i^ouit 
oP London had a^!^fcd to the lokmn 
fIeciaiation> that * it could jj^ver fci a 
tnomenf be imagined that DenXiai k en* 
teitained any hofltle projefls agalnlt 
Great Britain, or fii^has were inconfiiient 
With the mainterance of a good under- 
flanding bttween the two Pnweis ; and 
that the Couit ct Deiimaik congiatu- 
lafed itfelf on having obtained an oppor- 
tunity to contradict fuch unfounded it- 
poits in the mofl pofitive manner. *' 

*' This open anti explicit dtcKiration 
accorded with the aflunnces which the 
undeiiigned had moie than once gi\en to 
Lord Carysfort on the fame lubjeCt ; and 
it K difficult to conceive how the Englifh 
Court tfould corcludei as it aftei wards 
appeared that it did, fiom the hftite of 
the Daiiilh Minifier, that the CoriAtn- 
tion of the Contn6ling Powers went to 
eftablifh new principles of maritime laws 
which had never been acknowledged by 
the tribunals of Kurope, and the objeA 
of wh4:h was holtile to England.'* The 
conclufion was totally falk, and as little 
anihoiifed by the anfwer ot the D.'inn i 
Court, 4is the undeferved accufation that 
it propofed to excite a holtile confederacy 
againft Great Britain, and with that view 
> was employed in aiElive preparations. 

** Never were meafures mere evideotly 
d^enfive than rlie mealurcs of the Court 
^ot Copenhagen, and the fpirit of them 
will be lefs miflaken, when it is recol- 
^ le^ed what menacing demonfhrations that 
Couit ^icperlenctd on the pirt of theBii- 
tiilv Government, in conlequence of the 
affair ot the frigate Frej^, before it 
adopted thele mtahii^s. The arbitral y 
conduct ot England on this occafion is 
naturally explained by the lofty preten- 
fions fhc has long advanobd, |nd which 
have been kveiaJ times menaced in the 
Notes of Lord Carysfort, at the expence 
of all the Maritime Commercial 
Powers. The Britim Government has, 
in the prbfent, more than in any former 
wari affumed to itJeit thfe forereignty of 


the Tea, and has arbitrarily formed a ma 
ritime cofle, which it is extremely dii^ 
cult to reconcile with the true princapleil 
cf the Law of Nations } it exeicifes over 
triencilyand neutral Powers an ufurped 
jurifdiaion which it mair tains to be julf, 
and endeavours to rtprefent as an urde- 
feafibie law ianflioned by all the tribu- 
nals of Europe. 

Never have the Sovereigns of Eng- 
land ptrrmticd their fubjefls to be made 
amenable to this law, in the numcious 
cafts where the abiife of power has tranf- 
grtlRdthe limits of juflice. The neutial 
Powers hive made the flrongeft remon- 
fli ai CCS and proteflations : but experience 
has fliewii that thele aie geneially witli- 
odt effect. It is not therefore furprifing, 
tint after fo many and repeated injuries, 
they fliould have hail lecouile to a mea- 
iuie which may prevent their continiu 
ance; and with that view tl ey have en- 
tered into a well concerttd alli nice, which 
miy define iIkh rights, and place them 
in a proper relation to the Belligeient 
Poweis. 

The maiitime all ance, as it has 
been confolidatid, will lead to this ialu- 
tary objcdl , and the King makes no dif- 
ficulty in’deciaring to his Britannic Ma- 
jefly, that he has found in it his own 
pinciples, that he is intimately convinced 
of Its necefiity and utility, *and that he 
has formally acceded to the Convention 
which was concluded between the Courts 
of Rufha, Dcnniaik, ifnd Sweden, on 
the i6th of December laft. His Majelly 
is therefore among the numbei of the 
Comiafling Powers, and, as fuch, is 
obliged not only to take a dircfl pait in 
all events which may iiiterefl the afiaiis 
of the Neutial States, but is bound to 
iupport that Convention by fuch vigorous 
meafures as the courfe of circumitancts 
may require. 

The Note of Lord Carysfort refeis 
to a fubjeff, leiative to which his Majefty 
conceives be is not obliged to anfwer, nor 
even has a light to form an opinion. 
Difputes exifl between the Courts of Pe- 
teifbnrgh and Lpndon, which in no man- 
ner have connexion with the objtft with 
which the above-mentioned MiniHer has 
endeavoui ‘’d to unite them. But as much 
as the conduct of Pinllia Ins been hitherto 
guided by the mott unexceptionable im- 
partiality, it will be equally guided by a 
refpeft foi the allianccjl which are a proof 
of it. Stipulations, which Contain in 
themfelves nothing hoft lie, and which the 
fecurity of his fubjefis prcfcribed to him, 
bind him to have recourfe to all the 

means 
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which Providence hat placed in 
fijn power. 

<< As unpleasant as the extremities are 
to which England has proceeded, the King 
entej tains no doubt of the pofTihih^^v ot a 
fpetdy return to its conciliatory aiiJ pi- 
cilic dilpoiition, and in this refped con- 
fides in the ientiments of juftice which he 
has fo often had the happinefs to expe- 
rience on other occafior^s fiom his Bri- 
Uinic Majelty. Only by the recal and 
ttitiie taking off of the embaigo, can 
things be icdored to their formei ftatc, 
and £ngl ind mu f judge, whether fhe will 
confent to afford the Ncirral Pc wets 
this means of proceeding, to tl;je ovei- 
tmes which they are leady to make. But 
as long as thefe nualuies flnll continue,

In obeditncc to your fignal, the chace 
was continued until dark, at wh'ch time, 
being becalmed among the rocks ot the 
Hies of Brehat, I anchored, and the next 
inornivg, the 3d inll. oblerving a large 
fliip with French colours, undei thepio- 
tc 1^1 ion of a cutter and lugger privateeis, 
making fail with the flood fiom the an- 
chorage of Biehat to Plampoul, the boats 
wcie immediately dilpatclied under the 
command of Lieut. Chamberlym, hav- 
ing under his ordeis Mr. bcilion, Se- 
cond Lieutenant ; Ml. HclUmy, Third; 
Mr. Hofkins, Maltcr ; and Mi. Taitt, 
Marine Oibcci, &c. TIk ennnv ftemed, 
at fiifl, (h'teimined to lefi t, and defend 
their vellds, and lent nuny boats tiom 
the flioie to theii alhflance, who, wuli 
the lugger, took the fliip in tow, but on 
tlie very fpiiite<l and near appicach of

Captain Otway, of his Majelly's fliip 
the London, arrived In town this morn- 
ing with difpatchcs from Admiral Sir 
H}dc Paiku, Commaader in Chief of 
a i(]uadion of his Maielty^s fliips em- 
phyed on a particular lervice, to Evan 
Nepean, Elq. dated on boaid the Lon- 
don, ill Copenhagen Roads, the 6tli in* 
(lant, ot which the following are copies 1— • 

Sir— V ou will be pleaitd to «c quaint 
tbe L' rds Comniifrioiieis of the Admiral- 
ty, that fnice my letter of the 33d rf 
Maich, no opportunity ol wind offered 
b'F goii.g up the Sound until the ajih, 
when the wind fliiltcd, in a molt vio- 
lent Iqijill, fiomtheS. W. to the N.W. 
ami N. ai’d blew with luch violence, and 
with lo great a fca, as to render it im* 
poffibJe tot any fliip to have weighed 
nei anchor. The wind and fea were even 
fo violent as to oblige many Ihips to let 
go a Iccoml .anchor to pre\cnt them from 
diiving, noiwithftanding thc-y were rid- 
ing with two cables an end } and, by the 
morning, the v ind veered again to the 
Soutluvai'il of the Weft. 

On the 30th of lalt month, the wind 
having come to the northward, we pafltd 
into the Sound with the fleet, but not 
bcfojc I had aflured myfelf of the hoftlle 
intentions of the Danes to oppofe our 
paflTage, as the Papers maiked No. i, 2, 
3, and 4, will prove : after this inter* 
couiie, theie could be no dou‘..r remain- 
ing of*tlieii determination to refift. 

After anchoiing about five or fix miles 
from the ifland of Hum, 1 reconnoitred, 
with Vice Admiral Lord Nelfon and Rear 
Adiuiial Graves, the formidable lint of 
fhips, radeaus, pontoons, galleys, fire- 
3 Aipt, 
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fli^pa, aifd gua-boaU, flnnked und fup- 
ported by extenfive batteries oil the two 
iHands called the Crowns, the largcfl of 
which was mounted with from filty to 
feventy pieces of cannon ; thefe wereag-iin 
«ominande<l by two (hips offeveiity guns, 
and a large frigate in the inner load of 
Copenhagen ; and two fixiy-four gim 
(hips (without mafts) wcic mooied on 
Hie flat, on the flarbcaid fide of the 
entrance into the arfeiial. 

The day after, the wind being foiith- 
erly, we again eximined their pofition, 
and came to the leiolution of attaejeing 
them from the lobthwan!. 

Vice-Admi:al Lord Nelfon, having 
offered his llnvices for condufling the 
attack, had, iome d<ty.s before wn entered 
the Sound, fliiftcd his flag to the Ele- 
phant ; and alter having tx'nnined and 
buoyed the OuVm Cliann* I of the Mldtile 
Ground, his L<;rdn.ip pioce<de<l w'lth the 
twelve fliips of the line named in the mai- 
gin *, all the frigates, bombs, fire fliips, 
and all th'.* Imall veflds, and that evening 
anchored off l^raco Point, to make his 
difpofdion for the attack, and wait (or 
the wind to the Soutliwaid. 

It was agieed between us, that the re- 
maining (hips with me 'rii.uld weigh at 
the fame moment his Lordlhip did, and 
menace the Crown batteries, and the four 
(hips of the line that lay at the.entxance 
of the arfenal j as alfo to cover our dii- 
abled fliips as they came out ol aCrtion. 

I have now the honour to encUle a co- 
py of Vice Adniiial Lord Nellon's report 
to me of the adion on the z<l inllant. 
His Lorddiip has Hated fo fully the whole 
of his proceedings on that day, as only 
to leave me the opportunity to tettify my 
entire acquiel’cence and teftimony of the 
bravery and intrepidity with which the 
a< 5 lion was fupported thiougliout the line. 

Was it pf>lliblc for me to add any thing 
to the well-earned lenown of Loid Nel- 
fon, it would be hy aflciting, that his 
exertions, great as they have heretofore 
been, ivcvcr werecarried to a higher pitch 
of zeal for his country's feivice. 

I have only to lament, that the fort 
of attack, confined within an intricate 
and narrow pafi'age, excluded the (ijiips 
paiticulnrly under my ccmtiiaiid froni the 
opportunity of^'exhi^biting their valour ; 
but lean, wit 6 great tiuth, ad'ert, that 
the fame fpirit and zeal animafed the 
w^ole of the fleet ^ and I truU that the 


conteft in which we arc engaged will, 
fome future day, afFoid them an occafioi^ 
of (hewing that the whole were infpired 
with the fame fpirit, had the field been 
(ufficiently extenfive to have brought it 
into aftion. 

It is with the deepeft concern I men- 
tion the lofs of Captains Mofl’e and 
Kiou, two very brave and gallant O'li- 
cers, and whofe lofs, as I am well in- 
formed, will be fenfibly felt by the fami- 
lies they have left beliind them j the 
former a wife and children, the latter an 
aged mother. 

From the known gallantry of Sir Tho- 
mas Thoinpf'on on former occafions, the 
naval lervice will have to I'cgret the lofs of 
the futnie exci lions of that brave ofiiter, 
whofe leg was fir ot off. 

For nil other particulars I beg leave 
to refer their L rdOfips to Capin Ot- 
way, who wris with Lord Nelfon in the 
latter part of the atlion, and able to an- 
fwer any quciHons that may he thought 
iieceflTaiy to put to him. A return of the 
killed and wounded you will receive 
herewith.

In obedience to your dire6tiQns to re- 
port the proceedings of the fquadroa 
named in the margin which you did 
me the honour to place under my com- 
mand, 1 beg leave to inform you that 
having, by the ailiftance of that able 
Officer Capt. Kiou, and the iinremitring 
exertions of Capt. Briffiane, and the 
Matters of the Amazon and Cruifer, in 
particular, buoyed the channel of the 
Outer Deep, and the pofition of the 
middk* ground, the iqundron paffed in 
fafety, and anchored off Draco the 
evening of the ift ; and that yeflerday 
morning 1 made the fignal for the fqua- 
dron to weigh, and to encage the D^nifti 
line, confining of fix fail of the line, 
II flodtirg batteries, mounting from 
twenty-fix 24 pounders, to eighteen 18- 
pounders, and one bomb-ffiip, befidcs 
i'chooncr gun-veffels, 

Thefe were fupported by the Crown 
Iflands, mounting 83 cannon, and four 
fail of the line moored in the hai hour’s 
mouth, and foine baiteiies on the ifland 
of Amak. 

7'he bomb Ihip and fehooner gun-, 
velfels made their efcape, the other 17 
fail ^re funk, burnt, or taken, being 
the whole of the Danilh line to the 
Southward of the Crown Ifland, after a 
battle of four hours. 

From the very intricate navigation, 
the Bellona and Ruffel unfoitunatci/ 
grounded ; but although not in the 
fituation affigned them, yet fo placed 
as to be of great fervice.

TheDefirr e took her ftation in raking 
the Souihernmoft Daniih (hip of the 
line, and performed the greateft fervice. 

The a^ion began at five minutes pad 
ten : the van, led by Capt. George 
Murray of the Edgar, who fet a noble 
example of intrepidity, which was as 
well followed up by every Captain, Offi- 
cer, and man, in the fqiipdron. 

It is my duty to ftatc to you the^bigh 
and diftinguifhtd merit and gallantry of 
Rear Admiial Graves, 

To Capt. Folev, who permuted me 
the honour of hoifting my flag in the 
Elephant, I feel under the greateft obli- 
gallons; his advice was neceffary on 
many and important occafions during 
the battle. 

I beg leave to exprefs how much I 
feel indebted toexery Captain, Officer, 
and Man, for their zeal and did inguifhed 
bravery on this uccafion. The Hon. 
Col. Stewart did me the favour to be 
on board the Elephant, and himfelf, 
with every Officer and foldier under his 
orders, (hared with pleafure the toils 
and dangers of the day. 

The lofs in fuch a battle has natu- 
rally bc^n veiy heavy. Amongd many 
other brave Officers and men who were 
killed, 1 have with lorrow to placb the 
name of Capt« MofTc, of the Monarch, 
who has len a>s\vi^ and fix children to 
hmenc his fofs; and, among the wounded, 
that of Capt. Hr Thomas B- Tbomp- 
(oD, of the Bellona.

On the return of the velfels to Eng 
land they were paid off, and Mr. Nel- 
fon dehred to be appointed to one of 
the fhips of a fquadion deftined to the 
Eaft Indies.

•T'O pay ducobfequies to their cicpait- 
ed frl^^nds, was confide icd both by 
theGicekaand Romans as an jncldpeii- 
lable duty j the iieglc6t of whicli was 
not onlydilrerutabiC to the living, but 
injurious to the dead. For their adnuf- 
fion to the fields of Elyfium was fup- 
pofed to depend on the perforrnante of 
Icpulthial rites. Rut, when their In- 
dies could not be procured 5 wh<M they 
had either been lun)c«in the fea, de. 
vou) ed by be ills, or loft anildft the un« 
diiiinguilhable heaps of the flam, a 
tomb, which was not the fereptaclc of 
the dead, was eitdeil to thcii memory. 
This was that r 7 /jp(y, hut honoiary 
memorial, that ina/ie munusy which the 
fondnefs ol friend fliip ai\d the ardour 
of patriothmw'ere folicitous to provide. 
But this untenanttd fepukhre differed 
in one refped from that, in which the 
body was depofitcd That could occupy 
only one place, this was leen in many. 
Wherever the hcio's lame iud fpi ead> 
and his influence had been felt, among 
many people, and in remoteft le- 
gions, there a cenotaph, in teflk’mony 
of regard, was con Iterated by facrificcty 
aod embellilhcd with garlands Injiich 
gcilcral ellimation were thele vacant 
monuments held, that, even where the 
occalion did not warrant it, the pradice 
prevailed. When the rites had been, 
fulenmiztd, and the body had been in- 


terred in one particular fpot, it was 
unulual fora cenotaph to be conftrufU .1 
in another. JKcdlor was buried wUb 
great funeral pomp. Yetj no fooner 
was Ahdromache fettled in Epirc, than 
Ihc was anxious to lenew the feene of 
fepulchral forrows, and exprefs her at- 
tachment to her lord by a redintegia<^ 
tion of his obiequics. 

Ante urbem in lucOi Simoentis ad 
undam, 

Libabatcineri Andromache; manefque 
vocabat 

Hefloreilm ad tuinulum, virid^ quem

Thus every fignificant ceremony, and 
every fymbol oT foriow, that formed the 
cullomary pageantry of an a6tual iiuer- 
ment, were repeated at this iidtitlous re- 
prefentation. The funeral pile, that 
conlumed the body of Uiy ffes, was built 
in Gortv nia. The cenotaphs, that tranf- 
nntred bis name to diftant times and 
countries, weie reared in Epire and 
.Aitolia.

After flipper be got into a little bet- 
ter I'pirit* — but Itill pofl'clfed or the fume 
fiihjcetjhc excliiiiied, “O Lord, blr, 1 
remember fo many changes in human 
affairs, that in foine families, and thole 
too pictty numerous, I havealmolf lolt 
the powei of tracing them by descent. 
An odd clrcumftance Jtappened a few 
years ago upon this fubject. A party 
of [liHi (icntleinen, who had ^.omcover 
hcie in the parliamentary vacation, 
alLcd me to fup with them. I did fo, 
J»ir, and wc all got vei y jolly together j 
infomuch, that one of them was fo 
drunk, that I made a point of taking 
Lim on my back, and carrying hini 
down ft.iirs, in order lo he put into his 
chair. 'J'hc next da}' the Gentleman 
waifed on me \ and cxprelTing hu civi- 
lities, faid, he was lorry I fluniid take 
ib much uiineceffuy trouble— *1 k re. 
Sir, I Hopped him rtiort, by telling him, 
fwic leaioii I had for carrying him ou 
my back was, that I cuiried eitlnr his 
father or his grandfather the fame way, 
fi'ty years AgQf when he was a Hudent of 
the Middle Temple." — Very true, 
Sir,” faid the other- — I remember iny 
father often telling it as a fiimily llory*— 
you arc miftaken a little in point of 
lljlhalogy— it was my great granJjathcr 
tHn you did that kindnefs for." 

To return from this digrelHon: Mac’s - 
lin,aftera fuccelsful run of his Comedy 
of The Man of the World,” accepted 
an cngJgemeitt, about the year 178^, to 
pcrfoimthal winter in Dublin. He was 
then at the loweft computation eigiity- 
fivc (by llrong probability ninety-five) j 
yet at this extraordinary age, taking it 
at cither computation, did he engage to 
viCt another kingdom, and peitbim at 
Jenft twice a week two vf the longelt 
and moH difficult parts in his profef- 
fion, viz. the ^e^v and Sir Pertinax Mac 
Sydopbant. It appeared, how eve**, that 
hew.is equal to this undertaking, as he 
not only went tnrough it with health 
and fpirits, but took Liverpool and 
Manchefter on his return, at both of 
which places he performed a few of his 
principal parts. ^ ‘ 

This winter tliat Macklln happened 
to be in Dublin, politics ran high ; 
and as his Comedy of “ The Man of 
tlic Woilii" lusfomc general fcfleSUons 


on Courts and 'mal.adminlftration—^ 
Oppofition took him up as favo^ir'djV' ’ 
to their eaule. 'I'lie on tue 

other wliofe buiine/s it is not to 
think ineiiifclvcs implicated in the 
geneial cfcnfnre, not only attended and 
applauded his Coninh- but had him 
fiequently at iheii ^/ablcs j — fo that 
between the two jMities, Macklin was 
in fafliionablc requilition — he lived 
abnoH every day in public, and exhi- 
bitetl a degree of health and Ipirits 
equal to the occafion. 

He had likewife other qualifications 
to ingratiate hiiufelf with the people of 
lit land — he was their coiinli-ynian, and 
hatl acquired a long celebrity from bis 
nrofeflional talents, Tnd even i Ins 
longevity — he was belul-: this, what he 
ufed joculai ly to call himfcll- -1 College 
7nan (being oiiginally a badge* inui to 
the College), and from this ftiiativUi 
could remember the ancellors of moll 
of the people of dilli nation in and about* 
Dublin. ^ 

111 tlietc agreeable parlies did a maA 
of ciglity-five pais hi«, leifure hours \ 
which, though penaiKcto the gf neiality 
of men of tint agt hoiu then ufual in- 
fiinutits, to hiiu, who was capable of 
lelict^fing on the pail, and enjoying the 
prefeni with pkaliirc, they liad all the 
kalomng of youth and fclHvity — he liad 
an early and a natural turn for nnccdote 
and badinage^ and it continued with him 
almoll to the lalt— lienee he was not 
only fond of eontributing to this turn 
hinifelf, but drawing it out fiom others 
Oil t'veiy opportunity. 

Seeing him at thele paities in fueh 
vigorous health and fjiirits, fomet lines 
laughing loud, lbme*times finging :m 
Irilli fong, fonietimes telling the Itoiics 
of his youth, and at all times equal to 
his bottle of claret, his juniors in age 
were conllantly qucftioiiing him how 
he managed to preferve his health in 
that manner. But as Macklln wrs ne- 
ver regular, ateoiding to tlie general 
.aec'-ptation of that w'oicl, though, per- 
haps, conformable to the partieulais of 
his own conllitution — when he told 
them of the excefl’es of his youth, hii 
love of wine, women, late hours, long 
walks, and athletic cxcrcile, they won- 
dered how it was clone, without daring 
to follow the prcftriptioii.— In Ihoit, 
Gentlemen,” be nlcd to conclude, 
“ my general rule of life wms this, and 
W’hich I prartife to tills piefentmoment, 
to eat when I am liungry — drink wlicn 
I dry, and Ibmtlimes (holding up 
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liis glafs) a liitle more^go to bed wlien 
J am v\e:iiy — and— 7*^ — 7” Concluding 
attention to his health very 
roper to'^ but too coai fe to 

e repeated. , 

The Ladies too were not on^ inqui- 
fltlve upon the head of longevity, but 
w'tre likevVilc i'ery curious to know 
how he prefervea^^s teeth fo well j foi 
though they were not either fo polifhed 
or fo white as in others, tliey feemed 
remarkably ftrong and even. Mackliii 
can ied on this joke for fome time, as if 
they were teaU itnd titlked of vaiious 
protelfes for their prefervation — but 
lieing one day prefTed by an antiquated 
•ky auiy, whotc teeth were fa(t decaying, 
h\s;^pld her the feciet, which wms, that 
lie them in Holboni, a few days 


before he left London, in order to 
come as fmug upon the Iiifh mart” a* 
poflible 5 and then taking the whole ftt 
out of his mouth, laid^ them on the 
table, and told her Lad)fliip, « die 
might purchafe jult fuch another fet for 
the fum of feveii-guineas.” 

And fo, Sir taddeil the veteran in 
telling this anecdote), we had a hearty 
laugh, and it palfed otF, and I thought 
no more of it ; but a few days bctoie t 
left Dublin, I received a note from the 
fimc Lady (incloiing me a full bill of 
dire(?liions), requelling I w'ould buy her 
fuch anothei fet of teeth, and fend them 
packed up in a box dire^led to an ob- 
feure houle on Ulher’s Quay, where flic 
would itccive them.

A BRIEF ACCOITNT OF ALEXANDER GUV PINGRE. 


A O. Pino II F, born ar Paris, Septem- 
her 17 1 1, was a regular Canon 
of the congregation of St, Gtne'Oienje, 
Alb’onomer and Geographer of theMa- 
i me, Member of the former Koy.tl Aca- 
demy of Sciences, and afterward of the 
Nuional Inliilutc at Paris, and Libra- 
ti in of St. C ncW'Ve and the Pantheon. 
Hi, fiiil lludies weie under the fathers 
of this congregation at their frhool at 
h ?f/t! J and he was received a Member 
of the Order as early as the year 1717. 
He then addiclcd himfelf chiefly to 
t^'.eology,in which he v\as named a Pro- 
L Ifor when he was but four-and -twenty, 
and before he had taken Pricits' ordcis. 

In 1745, the theological wianglings 
fljf the JanfenilLs, and the contentions 
^vliich an infamous bull excited, occa- 
i;oned him much unealinefs and mif- 
foi tune. Five L titles de cachet were ilfued 
rigiinit him J he was Itrippcd of h]> 
oHices, and was banilhed to SenliSy td 
Chartresy and to Rouen \ where he was 
obliged to a( 5 f as u flier in the lowcfl: 
tkuTcs of the fchool. In he be- 

came acquainted with the famous and 
learned furgeon Le Caty who foon dif- 
covered him to be a fon of genius. 
Le Cat bad founded art academy of 
fciences here in 174S, and wanted ni 
Altrouomical Member. The place was 
bellowed cm Pin^re ; who, then thirty- 
eight, promifed to dedicate himfelf to 
the lludy i w'hich proinife he facrcdly 
kept* 


His firfl. attempt, in this new neldof 
knowledge, was a calculation of the 
moon’s cclipfc,for December 13, 1749* 
The well-known De La CaUk liad allb 
made this calculation, but Ind produced 
n diifcrcnt iclult. Difpuicb aiolc j but 
La C((iUe had committed the milfake, 
and they were ended by a recipjocal 
and film frlondfliip. 

Outlie 6th of May 1753, hoobferved 
the tranlit of Mercury ovei the Inn’s 
clilk, at Rouen-, and lent hi^i obfena- 
tions to the Academy of vScicnces at 
Paris. 7 dicy were not only made igitli 
much fkill, but were at'rompanieerby 
io many accurate calculations, iliatthcy 
procured him tl’c honour of l)elng re- 
ceived a Corrcfpcjndcnt of tlic Acade- 
my. Fioin this time, his adronomical 
fame daily iiujc.vlcd, wIirIi induceil 
thft Congregation of Si, G z’e to 
retail their now celtbratcd bi'ct!'cr. 

Ill 1751 the Congregation latrereJ 
him to build an obfervator^ in tiie ab- 
bey. The Abbot and the Chapter 
lupplled liim with inftrunicnts 5 with 
wdilch he wasalfofLirnilhed b) the Roy d 
Academy. Here, during forty years, 
lie made his obfervations j and, except 
while making Ids altronomical voyages, 
his labours were unftiterrupred. 

He vKis the intimate friend of Le 
Momticry the oidelt Allronomer of the 
Academy, who propofed that he Ihoiild 
calculate a Mariner's Cikruhr. He 
fingly undertook this employment.

any man ; and publifhed an Altronomi- 
cal , Nautical Calendar in the years 1754^ 
*7S5>.* 7561 and 1757, under the title of 
Btat du del, a I'Ufa^e de la Marine, The 
AftronomicalCalendarof LalandeytwUy 
tied Conmijfance des ^Tempt for the ufe 
of mariners^ has rendtred the coiitinua- 
tidh of the work of Pingre uniiecef- 
iiary. 

, In 1756, he was elected a Member and 
Tree Aflbciate by the Royal Academy ; 
au honour of which he was very ambi- 
tious. There is fcarcely a volSmc of 
the Memoirs of tliis Academy, from 
1753 to 1770, that does not contain 
one or more of his efi’ays. 

Ill 1757, he opened a new path to 
fame, and was highly fuccefsful } the 
theory of comets, and a calculation of 
the orbits they deflribe. This is one 
of the moft difficult branches of aftro- 
nomjr, and requires the moft aciitenefs 
and judgment, becaufe of the many uii- 
forefeen and incidental circumitances. 
that embarrafs the calculation. But to 
P/V/f/V nothing was difficult j he calcu- 
Jated more of the couries of the comets 
than all the other aftroiiomcrs in Eu- 
rope. 

la i7rio,reyernl aftronomers were Tent 
by ditFcrent nations to varioub parts of 
the world, to obferve the famous t ran lit 
of Venus, on Jane 6, 1761. PingrJ went 
to the Illand of Rodrigue ^ in the indivin 
Ocean : but the heavens were little 
favpurable to him as they wore to I.c 
Pondicherry, and Lo Di . Malkc- 
iine, who had been lent by the 
‘Government to the Ifland of St. Hele- 
na. The voyage of Pi/if^rt, however, 
was highly beneficial to ^eograph} and 
navigation. 

In 1766, Pillar/ calculated the fblar 
Qind lunar ecliples for 1900 years, for 
the fecond edition of the famous chro- 
nological work, L'Jrf de Ferifier L's 
Xiaies, publiffied in 17 70, by tlieleaiiud 
B«ned inline Durand, La CadU had made 
the calculations ipr the firil improinon 
of this work , but Pingre extended the 
iubje^t, and calculated not only with 
greater labour and accuracy, biit for a 
tUouIand years iir.ore j from the year 1 
to aooQ after the birth of Chiifl:, Thefe 
tables arc Jikewile found in the forty- 
fccond volume of the Mimoirej de P Aca- 
demic dcs Inftriptms et Bella Lelires 5 
where, with ad’upplcment by Du vauzcl, 
h a calciilatie-n of all the ecHples, from 
‘ the earlielt ages of the Athenian R«i- 
public to ti;e ) car ik.o after Chriil. 


In tyBj, the h^rquis Be Courlanvauie y 
undertook a fea^^oyage to prove ^^4 
time-pieces of the famous 
built and fitted oitT, at own coft, 
the corj^ette called the Aurora, Pingre 
accompanied him during his voyage to 
llollana, and publilhetl a complete,ac- 
count of it in the fo.^ ^'wing year. 

In 1768, alh onoifiers were once more 
fent to feveral parts of the world to ob^ 
lerve the tranfit of Venus in 1769. 
France fitted out the Ills, and gave 
the commaml to Captain Fleurieu ; Lu~ 
lande was appointed aftronomer to this 
important expedition, but was averfe to 
fo long a voyage j Pingre, accuftomedy^ 
to the Tea, was rcquelleii by Lalandcyi^y 
accept the appointment; he wil,’ hgly 
complied, and was loi runate ni the ob- 
leryations Jie made :>t Cape Franfais, 
Alter their return, in 1773, ’'e and 
Fleurieu publilhei an account of their 
voyage, in two quarto volumt s. 

In 1771, a third expedition was or- 
dered i)y Government, to prove the 
time-pieces of i/^vV/^p.v./and I c Roy \ and 
the frigate Flora, commamled by Ferdun 
de la Crenne, was fitted oat. BorJu and 
Pingre made the voyage ; and a deferip- 
tion of Jt, in two volumes, appeared in 
1778, which ia aliiioit cxclufively by 
Ping/ C\ 

The theory of the comcio was ffill 
the darling of ; and as his writ- 

ings on this fubjtrf were dil'perfed 
tlirougli various voliinui) of tl^e Pai ifiaii 

1 cinoi rs , h e pu b I ilh ed t ii e m c 0 lie £t i v c 1 y , 
in twovolumci, i7il3,uiiJvi the title of 
Com/tographie . 

Pi'^gi'c began a hlffory of affron(miy 
during ihe 17th centiir) , a^ early as the 
year 1750, inttndrn>', to collect all the 
obkrvMtious and c..!cub!:ivius of that 
age. The I’nhjev^i w\.s (uggeded by Le 
Mon?iifr, who furiuilKd bun nith many 
jnanuferipts of the allronoinci BouiliaitJ, 
The work had been often interrupted ; 
but ill \7%ii, Pivgre owt^: more applied 
himk'if to the talk, and completed it in 
1790, when he was ncjrly eighty }ears 
ol age, Luhnde iujvrintewds the prefs, 
and more than half is now pr inted ; 
but the oublication h impeded by the 
waFv 

The affronoraical poem of Manilius 
had not yet appeared in French ; and 
l.alanJe wllhed to fee it tranllated. It 
was undertaken by Dreux de KaJier, aii 
advocate j biit the want of altronomi- 
cal knowledge and technic.'d terms ren- 
dered the attempt abortive. Pingre was 
the only man .capable of the talk, to

which he was prompled by talanie \ 
Jl^ his ti flirtation, with notes, appeared

he added aci ailllJWun of the Pbanomena 
of Aratus, j 

He was acquainted not only with the 
ancient but modern lanijiiages, and 
tranrtated an iru tufting voyage from 
the Spanirti, made fty a frigate in 1781, 
from Mamlla to Mexico-^ which is pi inted 
in the fourth volume voy- 

age. 

A comet appealed in 1796 ; and La^ 
landc dked him whether he was tillable 
^ to calculate its rourfe. He willingly 
Vffladc the attempt \ hut it was beyond 
m^dlicngth. This was the firlt time 
third.'^icultics were to him dirticult : 
but ht was now upwards of eighty- 
four, and his organs lud only four 
months ailditional duration. On the 
j^lth of Apiil 1796, he attended an- 
other fitting of rhe JN^ational Inltitutc : 
but he felt hirnidf very weak the next 


day, and calmly forefaw his approach^, 
ing diirolutiou. On the 30th, he ftill 
read the Journals, and his favourite 
Horace, applying to himfelf the «/i 
*vtva Jatw\ On the i It of May 1706, at 
four o’clock, gentW repIftiK, and dying 
as he had lived, hrllept without p.un or 
fuffering. 

w'as a healthy and ftrong man, 
both in body and mind. His manners 
were fimple, niodeft, and uncommonly' 
pleafint. Though very K'ligious, he 
wis n^t in the lealt intolerant, tian- 
doui and benevolence were painted da 
his counten ince, and, witli his Inovv- 
whitc hair, iinpi inted a high charafter 
of relped. Jt was aliening to fee the 
venerable fage, at the National Inftitute, 
fitting like a father lurrounded by his 
cliildien, and no Ida honoured and be- 
Joved. All who knew him mourned 
hi; death j while tliey rejoiced at the 
iccolledioa of his a^ivc and ufeful 
life.

I K a late vif t to the umbiageous feenes 
about Dulwich and Sydenham, than 
where no paltoral images ai ife in gi eater 
phnty and vaiiety, I could not avoid 
ni'iimatingon the beauty of the Knglilh 
ii dons, and the lively manner in wiiich 
that hippiclt ot ddcriptivf poets, Mr. 
'I homlon, fiom whom my motto is 
taken, has fo lucccisfully figured them. 
Ills Simmer in particular fecins pecu- 
li.irly adapted in many views to the 
local circumllanccs of this part of the 
country, infomuch that I have been al- 
molt induced to think that it was, in 
loine of liis poetic cxcurfions, the lead- 
ing original from winch many of his 
excellencies have been copied. The 
banks of the Scamander, compared with 
Homer in our hands, or the clallic fields 
of Italy, with Maro’s pages, could not 
llrike us with more apt icfcmblances 
than aie to be found in the various por- 
tiaits of natuie by our Bntifh poet, 
among and in the neighbourhood of 
thefe fequeftered (hades. 

Nature, fays anancient fage, is the art 
of the Almighty, and it is his fcriptuie 
allb, the ffudy of which throughout his 
wide-fpi ead w'oiks, whether in the Belds 
or woods, Rudioufly feated or deviouily 


walking, ever ralfes in me a fublimlty 
of lapturc equal to the molt glowing 
devotion. 

Having gained the fummit of the hill 
at the end of the Grove, near what was 
the Green Man at Dulwich, I took my 
Ration for a while to enjoy the fur- 
rounding profpevits i and firlt fiom a 
full and diltind furvey of the invclting 
plain of London, enamelled with villas, 
fkiiited on one fide by ihofe beautiful 
eminences of Hiirrow, ilainpftead, and 
Higligate, and on the other with the 
woody hills of Surry and Kent, I felt 
emotions which the big-fwelled heart 
can w'itiiefs, but notwithflaiiding joy 
is eloquent, its owner not defciibe. 
Turning myfelf weflward from the

T> LING on an occafional vilit to Bir- 
mingham laft Sunday morning, md 
pafli ng by St. Paul’s Chapel (which 
ilaiids in a plcafint and Ipacious piece 
of ground), and finding a door un- 
locked, I went in to view the pi ice, 
and found, that fince I was in it before, 
an orginhad been eici^ed in a gilleiy 
at the weft end, biultovti theother,ana 
at the caft a beautiful window of painted 
glafs, the work of Mr. Eginton, of 
Haiulfworth. This window, which is 
of the Venetian kind, has thiee tom- 
paitmeius ; in the piincipd, the con- 
vtrfion of St. Paul is rcprclented, veiy 
impre/II VC and w ell done j he appeal s as 
ifaftei his fill, laying, “ Whoaitthou, 
Lord ?" and the figurt of the Redeemer 
in tht clouds, replying, I im J» fus, 
whom thou perfecuteft," In the divi- 
fion to the left, the new converts to 
chnftianity appear in bonds j and in 
the other rspiefentcd, the vifit of 
Ananias tio Paul when he wss reftored 
to fight (Afts ix. 17.) The chapel, 
which is ficed with white ftone, and 
was creeled in 1779, is roomy, elegant, 
and commodious, and a new clock has 
been fet up in the tower; a hindioine 
Ipire was oriyintilly intended, but is not 
yet mitted, I attepthd divmc i',ivKe 


at St. Philip’s (commonly called the 
new) Church ; and to fpeak of the 
beauties of this edifice, both within 
and without,^ vvould be fupeifluons, 
as it is one of the moll complete parilh- 
churches I have feen, and I have not 
feen a few, in this and mother king- 
dom. The chuich-yard, which con- 
tains about four aci es, is very handfome, 
having pleifint walks embellilhed with 
ticcs, and may be called the Mill of 
Bn mingham. In the church is a laige 
and elegant organ, and the two windows 
near the altar lecefs have ciimfon cur- 
tains, which, being down, thiow a 
gloominefs on that part of the church, 
which, peihaps, might appear witli 
more advantage with moie light. In 
the fervice, 1 was agreeably lurpiiled 
at hearing the Tc Deum and Jubilate 
extiemely well clnunted by the child- 
ren of the charity-fehool, whoalfo fung 
afanru8,juft befur^ the leading of the 
Gofpel in the Communion Service. My 
pr:wer-book, which has both verfioiis 
of rfalms, was of noufe in that refpt^f, 
as neither of them are ufed here, but a 
feleiliou from Addifon, Mei rick, Dod- 
dridge, and Watts. The old looth, 
which hasLeen altered a little, was well 
fung, as was alfo an hymn fuitable to 
the day (being Palm Sunday) to An 
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gels" hymn tune. The Mlnlfter read 
fervLI at the co^niuiiioii- 
YaBl^i dejk. Thu latter 

practice js gefferally ufed\ in malt 
churches in thia quarter, conlrnry to the 
Rubric'^ and I cannot tell the rt.iicm 
why ? It is ccitainly more imprel^lvc 
and ioienriii to . ad the Ten C' mmaiuU 
tnents, Epiltle, aSd Golpel, at the iltar, 
tlian in the Minllter’s ;>.w. The Icr- 
mon w.u from St. Matthew xi. 29 and 
The church, which will contain 
two thouiund perlons, and was erected 
in 1716, was pretty lull, but I was lorry 
to fee lo few of the w'orking order of

LETTLR I. 


T PROMISED to give you as particular 
an account of the famous city of 
Constantinople, as my Hiy in it 
would allow of. It will .appear, I am 
afraid, a very confufed relation ; but, I 
peifuaded, you will excule it, when 
I acquaint you that my time would not 
allow me to digelt it into a regulai* 
foim, You have it juH as opportunity 
would admit me to make fuch Objer^a-

The 
houics ut chiefly built of wpod (cfpe- 
cully the upper pait or Itojy), and

way oF building, any one that fees this 
|yJace will not wondei at the frcaiient 
and fatal fires they have here j for if 
once a fire bi\. ks out, it mult binn 
furioufly till it cthnes to fome garden 
or vacant place to ftop it. I have leen 
two fires already, fince my coming here, 
one on the Conlhintinople fide, and the 
other on the Franks fide j they both 
happened in the night : the lalt of 
which I fat up all night to fee it, which 
.. burnt very furioufly for fix hours j at 
* yhich time, it was fo light on our Ihip’s 
dcv!'.. that I could fee plainly to wi ite 
or read by the light of it. It began 
near the Seraglio, fpread upwards from 
the water-fide^ The only way they had 
to put it out, was by pulling down 
Jioufes to make an open fpace. The 
appearance of the buildings is vaftly 
dilierent at a diflance to what they are 
when you come near them, for then 
they appear to be ihe uglielt, awkward - 
eft biiilduigs imaginable. Tiiey are low', 
and daubed over with white wafli, or 
cotrfe paint; the bottom yiart of the 
houles is of nibbifli, fiuli as ftone, 
brick, See, mixt together ; and the 
upper part, which is the belt, is of 
wood, which is neither carved nor 
planed, but only foinc are painted with 
ordinary red paint. I mull confeis, T 
law two or three buildings which 
looked vCry beautiful ; one was the 
front of a houle belonging to tiie C'hief 
Judge, but it is inipoftible to give you 
any account of it, it is built in fo odd a 
manner ; the moll pait of it is wood, 
and has a gieat tleal of gilding, winch 
makes a fnte fliew ; the other, and the 
fiaeft building I have feen heie, is a 
Foiuita'm, which Hands in an open fquarc, 
near tlie Seraglio gate; it is a plate 
built and maintained by the Gj.md 
Vizier, for people to coinc and draw 
water, who have it Icrved out to them 
in great pint mugs, by people who 
conliantly give attendance to fill thele 
mugs, winch are chained to the plate, 
and Hand in rows breaft high, between 
tlie iron bai s or wrought iion, which is 
Ijilt with gold. There are people always 
in the inlide to draw water, and to fill 
the pots, which, till people come, arc 
always kept full ; they have a yearly 
fatary for doing of it. Theic are 
abundance of thofe forts of places, for 
t4e Turks to come and driiik, all over 
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the city, for they are not allowed 

drink any other liquor. 

Their nwnncis and cuftoms are fo 
vaftly different from us, and from any 
I ever fjw, that it is impoillble for a 
man, though never fo cuiious, to b« 
fatisfied in a fnmli time in making ob- 
lervations, or to give an account of 
them ; for they ait quite the i^evcrib 
in every tiling to us C'hriftians, though 
it be contrary to fenle and reafon ; of 
which I will give you one trifiiug iii- 
ftan^e, and by that you may judge of the 
reft ^ and that is, when the peaches ar^ 
ripe, they beat them off the trees with 
Hicks, and walnuts they gather witli 
their hands. Moll of the elderly men 
wear their beards, and all wear whi'fk- 
crs. They never wTarany hair on their 
heads j their Jn'fs is Jong, which, no 
doubt, you have leen, and is, as to its 
colour, citiier redy greeny jellmjy oi' Um 
cloth, as are their caps with mulli» 
rolled round for tin bans. All thoie 
that arc related to Mahomet wear^j-r^'^w 
turbans. It is very rude to put olf 
one's hat to a Turk ; and one cannot 
affront them vvorfe, than by Ihewing 
them our bald pate. Their falutatiou 
is by putting their riglit hwind to thfcir 
left brcalt. 1 hey have an averliou tw 
tho/e people that vveic liat;#, >et they 
are very civil to us, as coming from* s 
man of war, and bringing an Amliaftk*- 
dor. Their writing, too, is the reverie 
of ours ; foi tlu y wi ilc towards the Jcrfi 
hand, and in crooketl lines, in very odtl 
chai:*rieib. They we ir no liocI-JUgiJ nor 
ihoes, l)iit always boots and flippers*, 
'riieir boots are (jf yellow leathei, and 
ver y large and looie on legs, buc 

have no foJes to ihcin ; and ihcjeloie 
they wear flippers over ihein, which 
rtiey pull Olf, and leave at tne doors, 
wljcn they go into a room, as woniccn 
do in England their c logs. I'lic coiw- 
mou petiple go bare-leggtd, fnit near 
two pair of Ibppcrs, one vviih loItA, aud 
another without Ibles. 'f'hey have 
iion heels to their flippers, and woowlea 
locks to their doers. Thev never mane 
iffe of chairs oi- tables, but always fi't 
upon the ground, like tavloi s, ou car- 
pets, or fine mats ntidc of^ltraw. The/ 
are canrinually fnnikiiig and drinking 
coftee. They never Ipit with tbeir 
fmoking, nor drink fiigir with tlud'r 
coffee. Their pipes arc cf cane, about 
a yard and an half'Jong, and large earrV 
en bowls to take on of o-T. 'J^hey alwnys 
carry .i iai ge h ig of tobacco about them, 
or have a man to -..i': y it for them, Sind, 
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» Hintr and touch match to light 

tlifel pipes.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
rofe. He faid, that yeilerday he had 
ttated to the Houle, that probably this 
day, or Wedncfday at iarthcft, he 
Ihould make a coifcmunic.i^ioii from, 
his Majclty refpe^Hng tlie Northern 
Confederacy ; but as feveral circum- 
ftances of importance had occurred 
finre yelkrday, he hoped that the Gen- 
tlemen on rheoppolite fide of the Houle 

* would not prefs forward the fubje6f for 
9 Ihort time. 

Mr. T. Jones moved, tliat there be 
laid befoie the Houle accounts of the 
produce of tlie Hair Powder and Ar- 
morial Bearings Duties, from their com- 
luencement to the 5th of Apiil iSoi, 
and all’o accounts of the charges of 
colleiking thofe duties. — Oidercd. 

The order of the day, for taking into 
conlideration the firlt repoit of the Se- 
cret Committee a])pointed to enquire 
into the praif ices of certain dilatfedted 
pcrfoiib in Great Britain Jiaving been 
rcatl, 

Mr. Pelham rofe, in purfuance of the 
nonce he had given, to move fora le- 
iievval of thofe \vhi( h had lately 
cxpiievl. 'Tliofe perfons who liad been 
the c uile of lliofe Ai^s of Parliament 
wci'c now caj-iying on their fcditious 
pra»iliceo as formerly ; and iinlefs the 
Government of the country had IbiiiC 
powerful authority velted in them to 
give fucli pratdices an elie«^f u il cheek, 
the molt dicadlul confcquencei mult 
entue. The lulj:)enlion of the I-labea> 
Corpus A(J:t was a hirlh mealure, Init 
it was reiuleied ahlblutely neceii'ijy. 
He then moved, that the laid Act (the 
Sutpenlion) be f.ithei revived and cun- 
tinued. 

Mr. M. A. Taylor was exceedingly 
hirpnfed at the motion, which he molt 
111 enuoiifiy oppofed. 

The CInncellor of the Exchequer 
fiid, lie had I'ome time ago indulged the 
hope, that the mealuie now btlore the 
Houle would not he nerelllir), but in 
this he had been dilappointed. That 
lame iclllefs and tuibiilent Ip'.rit, fnh- 
vciliveof all i egularity and fyltem of 
(jovcrnnieiit. he was lorry to lay, was 
ripidly gaining ground. He had not 
obfervedaii intreale of difiliedionjbut 
I’e hid perceived an incieale of that 
difpofition upon which difiiH'eJUon 
operates. He ftvtted thi^ with conli- 


dence ; and when he did foi he 
the enlightened wifiiom of the 0oa;fe 
lyould point out the propriety of tM 
meafure. 

The Bill was brought in, and read 
firlt time. The queltion was thenpili: 
on the order Ijr tlie fecond rcadlngt 
which was oppofed, and on which a 
divilion took place — Ayes 189, Noes 
42.

To enter into all the particulars 
of fhe lerv ice was unnecefiary ; it was 
liiliicient, therefore, to fay, that tiie 
ritet, alter jxilling the bound, advanced 
to Copenhagen. Such was the lituation 
of the enemy’s force, that all our Ihips 
could not pollibly be engaged. In thele 
ciicuniltances. Sir Hyde Parker had, 
with a degree of judgment which re- 
fleiMcil tlie highelt credit on his choice, 
appointed Loid Nelfon, wliofe namt 
had already been covered with fplen- 
dour and renown, to the execution of 
the important tnterprife. Great, how- 
ever, as was tiie courage^ the ikill, and 
the iiiccefs which had been formerly 
diljdayed by thisilluftrious Conumnder 
at Abouk’r, it was not greater thau 
fhat which had been exhibited in the 
attack upon tlie fitet moorud for the 

defence 
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^iefence of Copenhagen, But this was 
not all- After the but of defence w.is 
dieilro^ed^ and whilll a tremendous fire 
was ftill c^nfinued, Lord Nellbn rctirc<l 
t0hi9;;^|Hn|andaddreirfd a letter to the 
ftoyai of Denmark. He tlicn 
■il&efl that a flag of ti ^jce might be .id- 
mittedtolund, adding, at the lame time, 
that if this ivas denied, he mutt be 
obliged to demoiifh the floating batte- 
riC$ which were in his power j and tliat 
Sn fucbcale he could not anfwer for tlie 
lives of the brave men by whdn they 
had been defended. To the anfwer, 
■whi^h required to know the motive 
of fuch a meflagf, his leply was — that 
his only motive was humanity ; that 
his wifli was to pievent the further 
cfl'ufion of blood j and that no vi<^toiy 
which he could pollibly gain would 
aft'ord him fo much pleal'ure as w'oiild 
refult from being the inltrument of rc- 
floring the amicable intercourfe which 
had fo long exifled between his Sove^ 
reign and the Government of Den- 
mark. Lord Nelfou in confequciice 
went on fliore, and was icctivcd by a 
brave and generous people — for brave 
they had fliewm thtmfelvcs in their de- 
fence, and generous in the oblivion of 
their lofs— with the louckfl and molt 
general acrlamat ions . 'I'lie i*ri nee Royal 
of Denmark had alfo received his l.oid- 
fliip in a manner confoimable to liis 
high character. The negt'clations which 
enlued between them it vwuld be h^iy 
improper for him now to f^te j wWlil : 
he mull obferve, that Lorci>h‘^lfon had 
iltcwn himfelf as wile as be w'i, brave, 
and proved that there may btj’unitc^l 
in the fame perfon, the talcntslof the 
Warrior and the btatcfinaii ’ 'rifc man- 
ner in which he fpoke of Admiral 
Graves, Colonel Stuart, and the'iclt 
of the Gentlemen wdio had co ope- 
rated with him, ihewed the kindutfs of 
his nature and the gallantry of his fpi- 
rit. He gave, in fat:t, due piailc for 
their good conduit to all. — If this, 
continued Mr. Addington, inllead of 
being a viilory, had tin ned oui lo be a 
difafler, that would not have been a 
rcafon why we fliould acquiefcc in pro- 
pofitions, or lulfmit to a fyiiem injuri 
ous to ^he vital interells cf this coun- 
try. But now that viaoiy had crowned 
our efFoits, he mull fay, that there 
would be found nothing like an ovir- 
bearing infolence on the pan of tiie 
viilors. He mult liiy for himfelf amt 
jhis colleagues, that they were ready to 
facriflee every thing \^hicil was not ab- 


folutely elTential, in order to procure 
flife ;md honourable peace.' He con- 
cluded byEnoving a vote of thi^aks to 
Sir Hyde Parker, ** for the able and 
judicious dil'pofition whichhe bad made 
of the Fleet under his command, when 
the line of defence before Copenhagen 
was forced, and a figual victory ob- 
tained." #; 

The Vole of Thanks to Sir Hyde Par* 
ker, was then put and carried, netn* 
con. 

The Thanks of the Houfe were then 
voted in like manner, to Lord Ncl- 
foii, Admiial Graves, and Colonel Stu-, 
art of the 4yth regiment, and the other 
Oflicers. 

The approval and acknowledgement 
of the conduct of the Seamen, Soldiers, 
and Marines, was also pafl'ed, con. 

Mr. Addingtcm then moved an

at the fame time ILs Majelty never liip- 
pofed'that fuch an alliance would be 
confidered as an ait of hollility. 1 he 
JBritifli MiniHer complains that the Court 
of London was not befoic inftruiled of 
the Intention of the refpeftive Courts to 
renew the convention of 1780 ; but in the 
fame note he dates, that England had 
enteicd into engagements this war with 
its Allies refpefling neutrals ; thus the 
avowal of the BritiHi Minifter is an an- 
fwer t« his own charge. 

If his Majedy was not fully convinced 
of the innocence of his intentions, and 
if he was de!ii '»us of deviating from that 
line of moderation he has ever obhrved, 
he might make an invidious and cenluia- 
ble enumeration of the condi of Eng- 
land } of tiu unpunifhed offences of the 
Commandeis ot Knglifli Ihips of wav, even 
in Swedifli harbours j of the inquilitorial 
examinations which the Capmiin and 
of the fliips detained, as welN^ the Wm 
Indies as in England, haveN^n fub- 
jefted to ; of the detention of ihe'Xonvoy 
in 1798 \ of the deceitful chicaner^ with 
which the proceeding of the Courts of 
Admiralty were accompanied ; of t|e ab- 
folute denial of judice in many indances j 
and ladly, by the infult offered to the 
Swedilh flag at Barcelona —His Swedifli 
Majedy mud, doubtlels, date among the 
offences of which he has taufe to corn- 
lain, that after one of his Miniltcrs had 
ten fent to the Biitifli Court, its ag- 
greflions, indcad of being admitted and 
remedied, were judifietl. But he has 
fought no revenge i — his Majedy w'idies 
only to procure that fecui ity to his flag to 
which it is intitlud. In confequence of 
this fentiment, the underfierned, is em- 
powered todecIaie,that thcBrififli Court 
ftall acknowledge the rights of Sweden ; 
that it fhall do juftice with regaid to the 
conveys detained in 1798, as well as 
refpe^ling the violence offered to the 
Swedilh flag at Barcelona j and above ail« 


that It (hall take off the embargo, which 
has been fo unjuftly laid on the flwedifh 
ibips,. His will, with the greatefl: 
pleafure, fee Ifls ports again opened to the 
irade of England, and the ancient good 
underftanding between the two Courts 
renewed. His Majcfty, imprefled with 
that dignity due to his Empire, haS, lit 
confequence of the embargo laid upon 
the Swedifli fliips, if'iaced a fimilar cm* 
bargo on ail Knglifli vefl'els in the har- 
bouisof Sweden. 

As the pacific tendency of the prefent 
Convention has been proved to a demon- 
ftiation, his Majcfty therefore hopes thaf 
no confideration, rcfpe^ling any accidental 
occuirence which may have taken place 
between the Ally of his Majefty the En)- 
peror of RuiTia and the Courr of London, 
will be intioduced. The aft ot the Con- 
vention itfelf pioves that its bafes arc the 
rights of Neutrality, and that it is in its 
nature unconncilcd with every other fub- 
je6l of difpute. 

While the undeiTigned Minifter Pleni- 
potentiary of his Swedifli Majefty recom- 
mends the contents of this prefent Note 
to the earneft confideiation of the Mini- 
fler of his Biltannic Majefty, he has the 
honour to inireat that his Excellency Lord 
Hawkefbury will tranfmit him an an- 
fvver, which he hopes will fpeak the fen- 
timents of the King his Mafter. 

His Majefty has commanded the iin- 
deriigned to prefent this to his Excel- 
lency. Should the conciliatory views 
with which it was diftated prove fiuit- 
lefs, it is his Majefty’s opinion, that the 
piclence of the underfigued at the Court 
of London will no longer be of any ad- 
vantage. 

The iinderfigned has the honour to 
aflfuie his Excellency Loid Hawkefbury 
of Ills highelt efteem.

ANSWER OF LORD HAWKESRURY TO 
THE FOREGOING NOTE. 

The Iinderfigned, his Majefty’s Firft 
Secretaiy of State for Foicign Affairs, 
has the honour to acknowledge the receipt 
of the Note of the 4th inlt. of B.aron 
Ehienfwaid, Minifter P/enipotentiai y of 
his Swedifli Majefty. His Majefty has 
already repeated his determined and un- 
aiteiable lelolr/ion to inlilt upon th« 
acknowledgement of the principles of 
thofe maritime rights which have flood 
the teft of ages, and have been confuferetl 
the beft lecurity for the juft lights and 
privilegcf 
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privileges^ at welt of Neutral as of Bel- 
ligerent Powers. 

The explanations which lave been en- 
deavoured to be made refpe^ing the pre- 
font Convention have not, in the Aighteft 
degree* weakened the imprelhon which 
Was produced by itb firft pern 1^1, namely, 
that the intentions and m tives ot the 
Contracting Poweis were hortile to the 
rights of his Majelty^ and tins nnpre^Iion* 
is fully confirmed by obleiving that the

Let us then with courage bnd confi-^ 
dence purfue our own federal repub- 
lican principles } our attuchiien\^iiiion 
and reprefeniative government. iPtadly 
feparated by nature, mid a wide ocean, 
from the exteiminating havee of one 
r^uaitei of the globe, too high intn^Ad 
to enduie the degrailations of the otheis ; 
polTefling a chofen conntiy, with looiiV' 
enough for our defeendants to the thou* 
fandthand theufardth generation $ enter- 
taining a due fenfe cf our equal light to 
the life of our own faculties, to the ac 
quiiition of our own induilry, to honour 
and confidence from our fellow citi7ens, 
refulting not from birth, but fiom our 
aflions, and their fenfe of them ; enlight-

^HE Franfr, or Chriftians, fcarcely 
** ever go ovcf to the Coiihantinople 
ilde, unlcfs on bufi;iefs, to buy goods, 
or to Ite them. J took two days ramble 
over to it, and law every thing that was 
remarkable, or worth feeing. Another 
Midlhipman and I went ovct by our- 
islves, the firlt time, witJiout a Jnnif 
farjt or pragg^rmany wiph us, which no 
Chriftian, that is ;i Granger, ever fcarce- 
ly goes without, for fear of being nto- 
lefted or iJl ufed by the Turks j but 
they are more afraid than hurt, for I 
do not find but lhat they arc jrfways 
civil ; much civiler than we Knglifii 
would be to them. We took a boat, 
and croffed tjie river from Pera fide, 
iind funded near the Seraglio, at a fifii- 
m.urket, fomethlng like Hungerford- 
itairs, and we ranjbled into the city 
without any molefiation, except now 
«nd then a thruit or Ihuffte, if we did 
pot give the wall. Abundance of peo- 
ple would flop and flare at us, won- 
dering greatly at our drefs, and efpe- 
cially our fwords ; for the Turks w’e.ur 
great long knives in fteaths, ftuck in 
their girdle or fafh. Sometimes thly 
would come to feel in order to know 
how our fwords hung, and would draw 
them hajf out, w:e letting them do juff 
as they pjeafed. We liad now and 
then a fione thrown at us by a buy, 
whiidt^wedid not mind, The ftreets 
are vpry full of people } efpeciallv that 
part Wflich h called the Bujefd, which 
IS like a faj|*j , Thks is a particular part 
of the tJu ir merchants to keep

All their goods arc ftt o*it to fight

/ing one another, and covcicd a top 
with planks, which keep out the raiii 
and fun. Htu e all the fineit and licheft 
wares or mercliant goods in Conllanti- 
nople are put out to ihcw, for a pattern 
of vvhat they have in their warehoiiles 
at home. 

Every flreet lias alfo its particular 
trade in it, fo that there is not a uiix- 
ture of different (liops in one firect, as 
in London. One llreet is full of no- 
thing but filverfmlths, another with all 
manner of filks, and rich goods of the 
mercer kind, efpecially brocades. An - 
other full of (hoemakers, or rather 
boot and flipper-makers, which makes 
a fine Ihew with their colours, being 
yellov/ and fed. The grocers and 
taylors have rdfo diflt'enr Unets to 
thcmfdves. 7 'his city »y always flint 
up at ten o’clock at mglit, io that no- 
body can have tiitrame, or get out 
after that time.

*^T^nrs magnificent old cadle is plea- 
^ lantly leated on the River Seine, 
^jne miles from Paris, and three from 
. ScrniiiinNi 1 it was credited by Fraii- 
I i\Rnlart for Monf. pc Longueil, 
l ielideat of Parliament, and Siiper- 
iUendant of the Finances ; .and at the 
Revolution belonged to tlie Comte- 
d' Artois. Tlnec noble avenues, dil- 


pofed in the form of a crofs, and having 
each two pavillions, decorated witii 
different ftyles of architedfure, and 
feparartid by a folfe, conduct you to 
the cattle. The principal avenue, in- 
tcrfe-^Ied v/ith roads in the foreft of 
St. Germain, has in perfpe^tive two 
pavillions, with D6ric columns, flip- 
porting gtoupes of children, bearing 

bafkets 
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bafkefs of fluwcrs. On entering the 
iecond riven uc, on the ieft/aie 
on innHy pcdtllals, iLiiucs of 
Minerva, with children, unci then atf ri- 
butes. A nohlt building, appropriVed 
for Irubles, to which belong a ridi^g- 
fchool, with the lame on each lide. 
The hunt of the callle on the court 
fide is decorated, in theimtiqne Ifyle, 
with two orders of archiS^hire, name- • 
Jy, tiic Doric and the ano'^nt Ionic, 
ornamented with four vafes, Surmount- 
ed with an attic of Corinthian uilalters. 
On this fide of the court arc tw'^phinta- 
tions, molt beautiluUy formed *, that 
on the left is terminated oumgery. 
7 'he caltlc isliuTOUnded by a dry tolic, 
and boi derec^y a terrace, which con- 
tinyes round tnc principal courr. The 
vcltibnlc, after the tarte of that of the 
Tliuiileries, is beautihed by columns 
and Doric pilafters of one folid piece. 
In the hall the tapeftry is after Jor- 
dacns 5 and on the llaircafe on tlie 
landing are Ionic pilahers, betw'cen 
which are large cornices, with groupes 
of figures, representing Faiutijig, Sculp- 
ture^ ArebiU^ure^ Mujic^ Cupids and Hy- 


men, and, above all, the art of war. Oit 
the right is w'liat wcie termed rlic apai t- 
nicnts of the Queen. The King's apart - ^ 
nients are on the other fide the hall, 
with the C^^nps de Garde, hung with 
tapeftry, prefented to Monf. de Miiifon, 
when he was Chancellor of the Queen 
Mother, and communicate with another 
chamber^ fupported by carialides, in an 
attic 1‘ai led out of the cieling. On the 
fide is a oeaiitiful round cabinet ; the 
periphery of the Avails is embellifhccl 
with Tnic pilaftcrs, intei mixed with 
looking-glals j and the ceiling forms a 
lofty dome. On the roof of the caftle 
is an extenlive terrace, bordeicd with 
an iron balcony ; a handfomc terrace 
ftretches the whole length of the build- 
ing, from which is a defeent to a paf- 
ture, terminated by the K'ver Seine. 
At the foot of the terrace on ti.** left, 
between the flights of the fteps, which 
form tlie figure of a horfe-lhoe, is a 
little cafeade AvitJi five pipes, making 
as nuny flieets of water.

The Duke of Bedford faid, he would 
put it to the Houle, whether it was 
proper to pioceed in the dilcullioii ot 
The Bill, and hurry it through the 
flouie, merely on the ground of a Ke- 
port w'hich had jnit been read, and 
which the Honfe could not have lulH- 
cient time to examme. 

The Karl of Rolfelyn (late I.ord 
Chancelloi) willieil to imprels the iic- 
cellity ot pillmgtliis Bill with a.s little 
delay as polHhle. Perhaps at the very 
moment he was fpeaking, tliere were 
numbers of focicties cndeayouiing to 
prevent the palling this Bill into a law j 
he had no doubt but that it was the 
intention of many of them to provoke 
a general infurreftion througliout the 
country ; and he was warranted in fay- 
ing fo from circumltances which came 
to'^^the knowledge of the Committee 
that very day, but which they had not 
time to make a part of their Report. 
Even fince he came down to the Houfe, 


he was informed that a meeting of pcr- 
fons, confiderably above the number of 
fifty, had very recently taken place for 
the molt dangerous purpoles 5 and that 
on the Common wJiere they met, they 
didribnted and n^ed up molt leditious 
and nillamniatdry hand-bills. 

Lord Moira laid, that if luch circum- 
ftances exilled as thofe that were men- 
tioned by the Noble and Learned Lord, 
lie Ihonld confider them a lufficient 
ground for paifing the Bill into a Law.

The Duke of Bedford rofe and f:ud, 
he thought it his duty to the country, 
and to the Coniiltution, to oppole the 
further progrefs of this Bill.

This would le- 
cure that allegiance and fubmiinon 
much more effcilually than all the td- 
ercivc mealiircs they had Jiitlierto 
adopted, and which could have no* 
tendency or efFeit than, Iborcr 
or to cxalperate their feelings,

The Noble Duke recurred to the former 
periods of our hiilory, and contended, 
that on the whole ot the Cvmdiicl; of 
Adminihrrition, there was nothing to 
be traced but a ieries of iub ingements 
and violations of the rights and liberties 
of the people. He uould not enter, he 
faid, into the details of the dilculhon ^ 
tor where, in fuch the punciple 
was once adopted, it\ '4s of very little 
confequence what moHifications they 
afterwards went through in their de- 
tail. The principle was pernicious, 
and on no grounds couM he conceive 
the Bill at all now neceflary. 

The Earl of Wcilmoreland faid, he 
felt himfelf peremptorily called upon 
to give the Bill all the fupport in bis 
power. He was aware when Minilters 
brought forward this mcafure,that they 
were about to fufpend a portion of that 
liberty which was dear to Knglifhmcn, 
and which Ihould not be furpended but 
to preferve wliat the licentiouincfs of 
ignorant and ilUintentioned peifons 
would overwhelm and deftroy. lie
